Parents oppose Ash 
plan for Meadowbrook 


City budget goes 
to Board Saturday

Paul Ash’s desire to tighten up the 
Meadowbrook Junior High School 
curriculum met with a lot of opposition 
Monday night when he presented two 
letters he had addressed to the 
superintendent. 

With the audience given 30 minutes to 
speak near the beginnning of the special 
meeting at Meadowbrook, 12 persons said 
they favor the current Meadowbrook 
curriculum, and two said they haven’t 
seen enough evidence to warrant 
changing it. 

After interviewing the five junior high 
school principals for a brief period, the 
Committee voted to have Assistant 
Superintendent of Program Henry Atkins 
report by May 15 with answers for some 
of Ash's questions.

Scafidi 

pleads 

innocent 

Former Treasurer Theodore Scafidi 
pleaded innocent last week in Newton 
District Court to charges of violating the 
stale conflict of interest laws. 

His case was continued by Judge Guy 
Volterra until April 6. 

Scafidi was charged with four counts of 
depositing a total of $1 million in the 
Harbor National Bank while he was 
employed by the city of Newton and 
negotiating employment with the bank 
Another four charges arose from 
Scafidi's alleged reinvestment of $1.2 
million in city funds after he became an 
employee of Harbor National Bank. 

Each charge carries a maximum 
penalty of $3000, two years' im¬ 
prisonment or both. 

Scafidi is represented by lawyer 
Donald L Conn of Burluigton. 

Scafidi resigned last July to become a 
vice president of Harbor National Bank 
He has since left that position 
Scafidi reapplied for his job as city 
treasurer last fall. That job has not yet 
been filled.

Growth policy 


Suggestions ranging from more 
frequent grass cutting to radical new 
methods of real estate taxation emerged 
from the first two public hearings held by 
the Ixxal Growth Policy Committee on 
Tuesday.

The Board of Aldermen Saturday will 
fight out Mayor Theodore Mann's 
decision to give the rubbish collection to a 
private contractor and vote on the 
Finance Committee's recommended 
budget cuts. 

Action of the Finance Committee has 
reduced the mayor's recommended 
municipal budget of $36,513,964 by 
$547,494. 

The cut does not take into account the 
elimination of the $775,000 allowed for 
rubbish collection by a private contracto' 
voted by the Finance Committee last 
week. 

Bids will be opened today (Thursday) 
on rubbish collection, and the aldennanic 
Public Works Committee will hold a 
special meeting tonight on the bids in 
order to prepare a recommendation to 
the full Board of Aldermen when it votes 
on the budget Saturday. 

If the Board of Aldermen refuses to 
approve an amount for rubbish collec¬ 
tion, some of the 91 jobs cut by Mayor 
Theodore Mann from the Street 
Department will remain and the city will 
continue municipal collection.

Roach 
going 
to court? 

A former I/iwer Falls landowner who 
believes he lost almost $1 million when the 
Newton Redevelopment Authority took 
his land seven years ago will be in court 
shortly, unless NBA reconsiders and 
accepts a settlement negotiated last year. 

Martin J. Roach, a Wellesley resident 
and Newton businessman, and three 
other ex-property owners still have suits 
pending in Superior Court seeking 
"assessment of damages” for inadequate 
compensation. 

Abe Ginsburg, Katherine Kenjeska, the 
Kcdeirski family and Roach all lost land 
along Washington Street or Moulton 
Street when the NRA, chaired by Newton 
contractor Mario DiCarlo, took their 
property by eminent domain between 1969 
and 1971. 

Roach, whose case will be heard in 
early May, was paid $191,000 for four large 
parcels in the state-assisted project 
where Spaulding and Slye is now erecting 
an office building, and $24,000 for vacant 
land owned in the federall assisted sec¬ 
tion due for housing. 

NRA members met in executive 
session at their Boston attorney's office 
last week for an "update and briefing” on 
the cases, according to NRA Executive 
Director Gerald Early. No decisions were 
made, he said. 

"This is the first time in history that a 
redevelopment authority took land from 
a person and re-sold it at a profit," Roach 

says. 

"1 said from the very beginning what 
they were doing was wrong, but they 
disregarded this and went ahead," he 
added. 

Prior to the taking, in 1969, Roach had 
offers from two interested buyers that set 
the value at $4 per sq. ft. Boston Mutual 
Life Insurance Co. and G. Arnold Haynes 
of Wellesley offered up to $1.1 million for 
the 281,074 sq. ft. parcel. 

That second offer was contingent on 
Haynes and Roach obtaining a zone 
change and permissive use for a six-story 
office building from the Newton Board of 
Aldermen. 

Within two days after Roach received 
the Haynes offer and filed for the 
aldennanic permits, the NRA seized his 
land, paying Roach less than 20 percent of 
the price Haynes nad offered. 

When NRA was the owner, Haynes 
offered them $4 per sq. ft. to buy it, Roach 
says. Instead, NRA sold to Spaulding and 
Slye for a lower price, which is illegal, 
Roach claims.

Cuts in the municipal labor force and

Fire Chief Frederick Perkins relieved 
apprehension somewhat last week by 
saying he thought he would not have to 
discharge any men to accomplish the 
mayor's 13-man Fire Department cut.

July 1, Perkins «dd' will probably let him 
place all 13 mt jy August.

Newton's deficit of $878,670 on the 
"rherry sheet” will mean an increase of 
about $2.40 on the current tax rate for 
each thousand dollars of assessed 
valuation of Newton's real estate. 

That was the bad news that came out of 
the cherry sheet last week. The cherry 
sheet is the statement issued by the state, 
showing state assessments on the city 
and fluids coming to the city from the 
state., 

Newton will have to raise $7.8 million 
for the state, while state reimbursement 
will come to just under $7 million, last 
year the city owed only $344,000. 

The biggest increase in money owed the 
state came from the MBTA, the 
assessment for which jumped more than 
$800,000 to $2.6 million.

The same people and the same 
arguments appeared before the land Use 
Committee again Monday night in favor 
of or against another plan for the 
development of a 3.5-acre parcel on 
Stanton Avenue at Washington Street, 
Aubumdaie.

Now they want to build a 126-unit 
apartment house for the elderly with

One of these would require the state to 
assume more of the MBTA operating 
deficit. A recent change in the formula, 
built into the 1964 legislation creating the 
MBTA, is responsible for Newton’s in¬ 
creased assessment. 

Another bill would revise the school-aid 
distribution formula.

Stanton Avenue parcel 
sought again for housing 
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Commissioners challenge idea of 
making Peabody land house lots 


The Newton Conservation 
Commission is challenging a 
Mayor's Advisory Committee 
decision that most of the 
Peabody School property atop 
Oak Hill be turned into single¬ 
family lots. 

None of the historic, wooded 
estate can be sold to a private 
developer, as the Advisory 
Study Committee on Alter¬ 
native Uses of Surplus 
Buildings recommended, 
without a two-thirds vote of the 
Massachusetts legislature' the 
Commission says. 

The MAC would preserve 
only the H.H. Richardson- 
designed house, and four acres. 
The rest of the estate, en¬ 
circling the house, would be 
divided into 14 single-family 
lots to sell for about $40,000 
each, one Commissioner says. 

Instead, the Conservation 
Commission wants the entire 
estate preserved and placed 
under its own jurisdiction. 

At its March 24 meeting, 
Commissioners Richard 
Staley, Deborah Howard, 
Thelma Fleishman, Nathan 
Tucker and Helen Heyn joined

the Newton Historical Com¬ 
mission's demand for a Law 
Department opinion on the 
matter. 

Upholding their stand, they 
believe, is a 1973 Attorney 
General's opinion. 

Memos detailing the legal 
roadblocks were submitted to 
the MAC, but according to 
Commissioner Thelma 
Fleishman, the Advisory group 
either didn't read them or 
didn't understand them. Nor 
did MAC allow public 
testimony or open discussion 
on the issue, she says. 

A 1972 state constitutional 
amendment guaranteeing 
Massachusetts citizens the 
right to a clean environment 
specifies there must be a two- 
thirds vote by each branch of 
the General Court for any 
change in use of protected 
"natural resources." 

Attorney General Robert 
Quinn subsequently ruled that 
"natural resources" includes 
open spaces,natural, areas, 
parks and historic districts or 
sites, and that such a vote is 
needed for any transfer of 
those lands from public to 
private ownership. 

The I .aw Department ruling 
may influence the MAC "core 
committee" which meets April 
7 to send final recom¬ 


mendations to Mayor Mann. 
On the "core committee" are 
City Planning Director Charles 
Thomas, Aid. Terry Morris, cx- 
Ald. David Jackson, and Public 
Buildings Commissioner Gene 
I .arson. 

Mann then sends his own 
final plan to the Board of 
Aldermen, which decides 
Peabody’s fate. 

On another land matter, the 
Commission directed Jack 
Simmons of the Planning 
Department to obtain ap¬ 
praisals and explore costs of 
easements on the Dolan Pond 
wetland in West Newton. The 
wetland is to be bought during 
fiscal 1977 under the Com¬ 
mission’s open space 
acquisition list in the Capital 
Improvements Program. 

Two lots owned by Newton 
developer Mario DiCarlo will 
be purchased, while con¬ 
servation easements will be 
negotiated on small portions of 
other lots. 

The public will have its first 
chance to tour one of Newton's 
most scenic riverfront areas on 
Sunday, June 6 when the 
Xaverian Brothers Novitiate 
land and buildings are open to 
visitors. Public tours, led by 
Brother Alan of the Novitiate 
and set up by the Newton 
Conservators, will leave city 


hall via bus. 

Costs of the outing are split 
between the Conservation and 
Recreation Commissions. Also 
on the itinerary is the Win¬ 
chester St. "Infirmary" land, 
home of Newton's public 
garden plots. 

The Novitiate and Infirmary 
lands, as well as Murley Farm 
and the Kennard Estate are to 
be surveyed by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture Soil 
Conservation Service, at 
Commission request. 

Scientists will determine 
whether these lands have 
farming potential or contain 
any aquifers, more 

In other business, the 
Commission unanimously 
backed a Massachusetts 
Environmental Coalition 
proposal to increase the budget 
for Secretary Evelyn Murphy’s 
Office of Environmental 
Affairs. 

The Commission wrote in 
support of proposed state 
legislation to give local 
governments more control 
over billboards. Signs in 
violation of any local or¬ 
dinances would be classified as 
a "nuisance" , and 
municipalities given the power 
to "abate or remove" them. 

Absent from the monthly 
meeting were Chairman 
Dennis Ditelberg and Com¬ 
missioner Anita Hovey. 


Mofenson says more work 
needed to protect privacy rights 
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Rep. David J. Mofenson (D- 
Newton), chairman of the 
Sepcial Legislative Com¬ 
mission on Privacy, thus week 
reported to commission 
members that the passage of 
the State's Fair Information 
Practices Act (FIPA), which 
gives individuals access to 
their records held in state- 
agency files, is only the first 
step in providing a structural 
framework to protect in¬ 
dividual rights of privacy. 


"In enacting FIPA, state 
government has moved to put 
its own house in order before 
pressing the fight for # privacy 
against such giants in the 
private sector as credit 
bureaus, medical data banks 
and private educational in¬ 
stitutions," Mofenson said. 

"We have left the decade of 
early alarms regarding the 
"computer-and-privacy" is¬ 
sue," he said. We have entered 
the era of regulation. The 



challenge before us is to build a 
cooperative relationship 
between computer 
professionals and data 
managers on the one hand, and 
public policy makers on the 
other," Mofenson said. 

Mofenson noted that the 
legislative commission on 
privacy must pay close at¬ 
tention to how the rules and 
procedures of various federal 
and state privacy statues work 
out in practice. "While we can 
continue to be leaders in the 
field, we must be able to learn 
from the mistakes of others," 
he said. 

He also explained that over 
the next few years the issue of 
public oversight will be 
critical. "We will need to 
gather sound empirical data 
about the actual costs of 
protecting privacy and the 
effectiveness in protecting 
citizen rights. We also must 
find out to what extent people 
actually use the laws, and the 
ease by which the spirit of the 
laws can be evaded." 

Representatives of the at¬ 
torney general, Secretary of 
State, Office of Human Ser¬ 
vices, and other public-interest 
groups interested in privacy 
were invited to make 
presentations regarding 
proposed legislative priorities 
for 1976-1977.

Harrington advocates reform 
of county government system 


Legislation to reform 
Massachusetts county 
government was presented by 
Rep. Peter F. Harrington (D- 
Newton) recently before the 
joint committee on counties. 

"Within the last five yars, 
there have been numerous 
studies conducted by various 
government bodies and civic 
organizations which have 
determined the need for the 
establishment of some form of 
multi-purpose, regional, or 
metropolitan government to 
assist local municipalities in 
the solution of problems of a 
regional nature,” Harrington 
said in his opening remarks. 

The conclusions of each one 
of these studies reiterated the 
need for an integrated regional 
approach to problems such as 
air and water pollution, 
sewerage, and solid waste 
management, public safety, 
transportation, land use 
planning and housing, he said.

The establishment of 
regional governmental units 
throughout the state is needed 
in recognition of the fact that 
there are serious regional 
problems that transcend 
municipal boundaries. Rapid 
suburbanization, declining 
central cities, the influx andor 
exodus of industry and jobs, 
and significant demographic 
changes are representative of 
the pressing social and 
economic changes which 
confront large areas of the 
sate, he said. 

The rapidity and intensity of 
these dynamic factors have 
placed municipalities in the 
precarious position of either 
reacting too late, with in¬ 
sufficient resources, of 
passively accepting the at¬ 
tendant consequences as 
inevitable by products of 
"progress." Accompanying 
this trend, these are rising 
property taxes, a decline in the 
quality and quantity of 
municipal services, and 
growing backlogs of needed 
public facilities, all 
manifestations of serious 
governmental incapacity, he 
said. 

Harrington added, 
"Attempts to cope with these 
problems have been frustrated 
by the fact that many cannot be 
solved within the boundaries of 
a given municipality; rather, 
they dramatically affect 
groups of communities. 

"What happens in one 
community has significant 
implications for its immediate 
neighbors. Clearly, no 
municipality can pursue its 
interest effectively without 
cooperating closely with ad¬ 
jacent communities. 


"Thus, the development of 
regional political units that 
correspond to current 
economic and social fealities 
becomes the only rational way 
to deal with problems which 
are areawide in scope. 

“It is evident, however, that 
county government as it 
presently exists, is not the 
answer. It has never possessed 
either the appropriate, 
structure, or sufficient legal 
authority to adequately deal 
with regional issues. 

"instead of solving area¬ 
wide problems, county 
government has become 
anincreasing financial drain 
upon municipalities by further 
burdening local property 
taxes." 

Concluding his statement, 
Harrington said, "It is the 
purpose of legislation such as 
bill 1708 to establish regional 
governments in Massachusetts 
by abolishing county govern¬ 
ment and by creating 
popularly elected, mid-level 
governments suited by 
geographical area, by 
organizational structure and 
legal authority to solve 
regional problems that tran¬ 
scend municipal boundaries.

Would you like a free spot on 
a green field of grass to park 
your trailer in return for 
watching a school building 
when its not in use? 

This is one way some school 
systems nationwide have 
successfully tackled the ex¬ 
pensive problem of vandalism 
in schools. 

About 60 Newton North 
parents and students discussed 
other alternatives to reduce 
vandalism in Newton schools 
which costs $91'000 per year. 

Standing as a member of a 
panel in the Newton North High 
School cafeteria, Princi8pal 
1 Richard Mechem divided up a 
day into three sections to look 
at the causes of vandalism. 

From 8 a.m. to 3 p.m, the 
school is used mostly by 
students, Mechem said. This is 
when most of the malicious 
damage to electrical equip¬ 
ment is done' according to 
Director of Support Services 
Roy Cornelius. 

From 3-11 p.m. "the school is 
like Grand Central Station'" 
Mechem said, referring to the 
large amount of community 
use of the building. 

Most serious thefts of a 
calculated nature occur bet¬ 
ween 11 p.m. and 8 a.m. at the 
school. 

Although Cornelius did not 
have available the exact 
figures for vanda":.m and theft 
from Newton *. rtr t e said the 
average m JHi. about $5.50 per 
student' whir h is within the 
national a\ erases of $1 to $13. 

The director said $22,000 per 
year is spent for replacement 
of stolen goods, $25,000 for 
vandalism repairs, and $44,000 
for glass replacement that is 
not accidental. 

Not included in the cost 
estimates is the cost to the city 
in answering false fire alarms 
and the theft of personal ar¬ 
ticles from lockers and other 
areas. 

Cornelius outlined four ways 
of coping with vandalism as: 1, 
finding suitable methods of 


enforcement, using teachers 
and students; 2, better security 
by making it more difficult to 
get into schools and do damage 
to old schools; 3. responsible 
maintenance to keep a positive 
attitude toward having a clean 
school; and 4, community and 
student involvement. 

The audience broke into 
roundtable discussions to try to 
pinpoint solutions to the 
problem as a continuing effort 
by the Newton North Parent- 
Teacher-Student Association to 
deal with the problem. 

Vandalized lockers are a 
great harrassment to students. 
One mother had chastised her 
son for not putting his fine coat 
and gloves in a his locker. The 
one day that he did they were 
stolen. 

Another student had kept 
only books in his locker without 
locking it, since he knew that 
locks did little to deter 
determined thieves.

State begins flexible work time 
and part-time employment 


. Massachusetts has begun 
implementation of two new 
programs to give state em¬ 
ployees greater flexibility in 
working hours. 

The announcement was 
made jointly by State Rep. Lois 
Pines and Secretary of 
Administration and Finance 
John Buckley. 

One program, the flexible 
work hours program 
(Flexitime) allows employees 
flexilbitv in deciding the time 
they will begin and end their 
work day. 

Full-time empjoyecs in six 
state agencies — the depart¬ 
ments of Corporations and 
Taxation and Public Welfare, 
and the divisions of 
Kmployment Security, Banks 
and Banking' Labor and 
Industries, and Personnel 
Administration — are going to 
be offered the opportunity to 
participate in this program on 
a limited basis beginning this 
month under the direction of 
Wallace H. Kountze, ad¬ 
ministrator of the Division of 
Personnel Administration. 

Under the other new 
program, the part-tune em¬ 
ployment program, employees 
who work for the Com¬ 
monwealth on less than a full¬ 
time basis will be guaranteed 


their rights to sick leave, ac¬ 
crued vacation time, par¬ 
ticipation in pension plans, and 
seniority and promotional 
benefits. This program will not 
affect the status of permanent 
employees in any agency or 
department of state govern¬ 
ment. 

The law establishing the 
program mandates that over a 
five-year period 10 percent of 
all state positions be 
designated as part-time.

The two other employees of 
the Redevelopment Authority 
will continue full time on 
redevelopment business, Early 
said, until the project is 
completed, after the NRA 
merges with the Department of 
Planning and Development. 

The new department 
replaces the present Planning 
Department and will include 
the Housing Authority as well 
as the Redevelopment 
Authority. 

To facilitate operations, 
Charles Thomas will be able to 
act as a one-man authority for 
purposes of federal fund 
receipts and expenditures. 

Overseeing the new 
department will be a planning 
and development board, 
consisting of members of the 
present Planning Board and 
others.

Agency heads will decide 
which positions can be filled by 
part-time workers or shared by 
more than one person. 

Pines secured federal funds 
from the Department of I,abor 
for the drafting of regulations 
for both programs and initial 
implementation of the flexible 
work hours program. 

Pines called the concept of 
flexible work hours"an idea 
whose time has come." 

"In an era when families are 
under tremendous pressure 
and must struggle to maintain 
a decent standard of living, 
women who might otherwise 
remain at home are forced to 
seek employment. It is my firm 
conviction that both the federal 
and state governments can and 
must come to the aid of these 
women and to other persons 
such as the handicapped and 
the elderly who a are unable to 
work standard hours," Pines 
said. 

A key advantage of the part- 
time employment program, 
according to Buckley and 
Pines, is that it allows in¬ 
dividuals flexibility in com¬ 
bining career and family 
responsibilities. 

It also gives older workers 
the chance to reduce their 
number of working hours while 
retaining employment 
benefits. Finally, it provides 
employment opportunity to 
handicapped persons and in¬ 
dividuals recovering from a 
major illness, people who 
might no longer be able to work 
on a full-time basis. 

The use of Flexitime, ac¬ 
cording to both Buckley and 
Pines has proved ad¬ 
vantageous to both the public 
and private sector in other 
parts of the country. Among 
the advantages are a reduction 
of short-term absences, in¬ 
creased worker productivity' 
higher employee morale, less 
turnover, and a more evenly 
distributed demand on mass 
transit, which is usually 
overloaded during peuk 
commuter hours 


Gov. Michael Dukakis an¬ 
nounced last week that the 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir in 
Rrighton would be converted 
into a 'major urban park and 
recreation facility" to be called 
Chestnut Hill Reservation, 

The $2.9 million project, 
dcvcloepd by the Metropolitan 
District Commission at the 
governor's request will be a 
major recreational asset to 
the people of Boston, Brookline 
and Newton," the governor 
said in annouening the plans. 

Tile project is expected to be 
advertised for bids by early 
summer. 

"There lias long been a need 
for upgrading this beautiful 
area as apublic recreational 
space to serve people in the 
highly populated area around 
the Chestnut Hill Reservoir," 
Dukakis said. “This project, 
the development of the Boston 
Harbor Islands Park, and 
similar initiatives highlight our 
efforts to bring recreational 
and park programs to the 
people of our urban areas." 

The plan will bring to 
Chestnut Hill Reservoir a new 


1.6 mile jogging track, 
children’s playgrounds, land¬ 
scaping, and benches. In an 
effort to improve sanitary 
conditions at the reservoir, 
new fencing will be con¬ 
structed, drainage systems 
will be improved, and a land¬ 
scaped bank will be built to 
prevent litter and roadway 
"runoff" from entering the 
reservoir. 

Finally, pedestrian 
walkwaysand roadways will be 
reconstructed. 

The governor praised Rep. 
Norman WEinberg (D- 
Brighton) "for his tireless 
efforts to develop the 
recreational potential of this 
area" and commended 
Secretary of Environmental 
Affairs Evelyn Murphy, 
Metropolitan District Com¬ 
missioner John Snedeker, and 
Boston Parks officials for their 
work on the project. 

“This is truly a metropolitan 
project," Dukakis said. "It will 
protect water quality of an 
important reservoir serving 
MDC communities and it will 
upgrade the recreational and

The development of the 
Chestnut Hill Reservation was 
triggered by the MDC’s 
decision last June to close the 
reservoir due to misuse by 
visitors. 

Weinberg and Terry Mollner 
of "People for a Sensible 
Reservoir Policy" met with 
Dukakis Administration of¬ 
ficials to determine if the area 
couldnt couldn't be reopened. 
Murphy, Snedeker and MDC 
landscape Architect James 
Falck worked with 
neighborhood groups on the 
development of the plan. A key 
element in the plan was the 
cooperation of the City of 
Boston’s Parks and Recreation 
Department, which okayed the 
lease of two city roads, St. 
Thomas More Road and 
Chestnut Hill Drive to the 
MDC. 

The revitalization project 
will extend from the James F. 
Reilly skating rink near 
Cleveland Circle to St. Thomas 
More Road by Boston College. 


Students of Newton South 
High School participated in the 
largest high school blood drive 
in the state last week when 
they gave 216 pints of blood.

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Policy of lending books 
to private schools passes 


Private school students 
living in Newton will be able to 
borrow books from the School 
Department if they apply by 
June 1 before the next school 
year. 

The School Committee 
unanimously accepted the 
policy for loaning books as it 
was presented by Superin¬ 
tendent of Schools Aaron Fink, 
with modifications in the 
defininition of a textbook. 

The I-aw Department must 
approve the regulattions. 

A textbook is defined as "any 
hard or soft covered book, 20 or 
more of which are for use in 
any classroom of instruction," 

This will exclude library 
books and resource books of 
which there may only be a few 
in each classroom. 

Assistant Superintendent for 
Program Henry Atkins said a 
complete list of books that 
students may apply for will be 
ready in about three weeks. 

Students must apply for the 
books themselves — no school 
can apply. 

Textbook requests must be 
made on forms available at the 
Division of Program, 88 
Chestnut St, West Newton. 

Students will be notified of 
where books can be picked up 
on or about Aug. 1, and books 


must be returned by June 15 at 
the end of the school year. 
Some leniency in the return 
date may be made if the 
student is still using the book in 
class. 

Students will be assessed for 
any damage to the books, and, 
if the book is lost, will pay full 
price the first year, two-thirds 
cost the second year, and one- 
third cost each subsequent 
year. 

Any student who does not 
meet the regulations one year 


will not be loaned books the 
next year. 

The regulations result from 
the Committee's vote to 
comply with Chapter 1196 of 
the General laws that was 
supposed to be complied with 
for the current school year. 

The former School Com¬ 
mittee delayed im¬ 
plementation pending the 
results of a suit testing the 
constitutionality of the law, but 
the case has not been heard 
yet

Tax rate 
drops $37 


Mayor Theodore Mann this week an¬ 
nounced an unprecedented $37 reduction 
in the tax rate for the 1976-77 fiscal year. 

To accomplish this cut. which has been 
approached in magnitude only by the $5 
decrease in 1973, an election year, the 
mayor has offered City Hall for sale, and 
eliminated all rubbish and garbage 
collection. 

In addition, the mayor said there will 
lx 1 a cut in the Police Department of 197 
men' and the Fire Department will be 
reduced to three pumpers and one ladder 
truck. 

The sale of City Hall and the other 
economies are expected to amount to a 
total one-time saving of $13,690,000. 

Residents are instructed to deposit 
trash and garbage at the most convenient 


spot that will not obstruct traffic. Sooner 
or later the state will pick the up ac¬ 
cumulated material to prevent a health 
hazard. 

The Board of Aldermen will meet under 
the beech tree at the corner of Waverley 
Avenue and Farlow Road when the 
temperature is over 60 degrees, and in 
less favorable weather, at Post 440. 

Clerk of the Board Edward English 
said optimistically, "I can handle it, 
although I still haven’t figured out how to 
plug the coffee pot into the tree." 

Police Chief William F. Quinn this week 
said he could make do with 40 men on the 
force, and Fire Chief Frederick Perkins 
agreed to the cut, even though the city 
might be short-handed when called to 
fight a dragon fire at Boston College. 


Land Use 

32-story condominium 
gets warm reception

Members of the aldermanic Land Use 
Committee Monday held public hearings 
on two development proposals and then 
held a working meeting to recommend 
approval of two others to the full Board. 

Residents appeared before the com¬ 
mittee in force to favor a proposed 32- 
story 500-unit condominium project at 400 
Dedham St., in Ward 8. 

“The sheer massiveness of this un¬ 
dertaking intrigues me so much I'm 
determined to see it built," one abutter 
commented. 

"Heaven knows we need more shade on 
Dedham Street," another abutter 
remarked "A 32-story bilding is the best 
solution to this problem." 

The $50 million project will devote 100 
units to moderate-income housing and 150 
units to low-income housing. 

Developers also plan to construct their 
own grade school, the Eleanor S. 
Rosenblum Grammar School, so that 
nearby Memorial School will be in no 
dinger of becoming overcrowded. 

The 25 residents who appeared at the 
beaiing also presented a petition con¬ 
taining 4000 signatures in favor of the 
development. 

The second proposal before aldermen is 
a planned one-story. 24-hour car wash, to 
be located at the corner of Washington 
Street and Neshobe Road in Ward 5. 

Developers have been working for 


years for a proposal that would satisfy 
abutters in this area. All past proposals 
were defeated because of neighborhood 
opposition. 

"I’ve lived on Neshobe Road for 87 
years," one resident told the committee, 
"and the car wash is a perfect idea 
because there is no car wash within 
walking distance of Waban," 

"1 support tills proposal because it will 
not effect property values of the neigh¬ 
borhood and is asthetically pleasing," 
another said. 

A petition containing 77 signatures and 
representing every breathing abutter 
was given to the committee in favor of the 
car wash. 

hi other action: 

The Land Use Committee , in its 
working meeting, approved an amended 
plan for the construction of 15 townhouses 
on Walnut Street in Newtonville. 

At the suggestion of Aid. Terry Morris, 
the plan was amended' reducing the 
number of units from 15 to one and 
designating the den be leased to the 
Newton Housing Authority for use as low- 
income housing. 

The committee also accepted the latest 
plan worked out by Boston College neigh¬ 
bors on Rochester and Westchester 
Roads. 

Under the agreement, a fire-breathing 
dragon will be chained at the entrance of 
Rochester Road and will incinerate any 
Boston College student who attempts to 
drive through the area.

Will mayor run?

The question on everyone's lips these days is "Is Mayor Mann going to run for 
governor?" : 

On the oilier hand, some people are asking, "Is the mayor not going to run for 
governor?" 

After being mayor for six years, the mayor may well be fed up with municipal 
problems. 

On the other hand, the governorship holds few challenges after steering a city like 
Newton through the shoals of rubbish collection, revenue sharing, and parking 
meters. 

Mann has often denied that he intends to run for governor. The other side of the coin 
is that basically he will have nothing better to do. 

The third side turns up the fact that the governor's salary is nothing to sneeze at. 

Insiders say the mayor really wants to be President and that he has spent more than 
$80,000 this year, out of his own pocket, making out-of-state trips to promote his 
candidacy. 

By the same token, or perhaps by a different token, he supports both Scoop Jackson 
and Gerald Ford for president. 

Miuin's political ambitions may be the turningpoint for Newton, by which the city 
will either sink or swim in the cesspool of Massachusetts politics and the bottomless 
deptlis of Massachusetts' financial despair. 

On the other hand, Mann may be leaving the city to the capable hands of William 
Carmen, his two-time opponent, disguised as Rep. Peter Harrington. 

On yet another hand, however, the old axiom still holds true, as Will Rogers put it, 
"I tell you, folks, all politics Is applesauce."

Okay North 
High airport

Acting on the recommendation of Supt. 
of Schools Aaron Fink, the School 
Committee this week voted 2-04-3 to 
approve $21.9 million to build an airport 
at Newton North High School. 

Fink lauded the approval of tran¬ 
sferring funds from the building main¬ 
tenance account. Available surplus in 
that account comes from reduced 
maintenance costs resulting from the 
recent earthquake that razed three 
elementary schools and a junior high. 

Answering objections from those who 
abstained, Fink explained he had 
assurances that 45 percent of the cost of 
the project would be reimbursed by the 
STAB (Stale Transportation Assistance 
Bureau)’ and warned that any delay 
would cause the cost of the plan to "go 
up." 

Coordinator of Technical-Vocational 
Education, Daniel Malia, favored the 
plan as a logical explansion of North's 
'learning to fly" course. 


He pointed out that the airport will be 
an aid in the removal of a biplane built by- 
students last year in the Simulated 
Outdoor Area. 

In a separate vote, the Committee 
agreed to ban the Concorde from landing 
at the airport. 

Newton South Principal Van Seasholes 
said he felt the proposed airport is "the 
last straw in the city's policy of keeping 
North's reputation elevated above 
South's." 

"This one-upmanship is in retaliation to 
South's new auto center," he observed. 

Ventilation 

The Committee also approved $50,000 to 
take apart 200 feet of ventilation ducts in 
Newton North in order to locate the 
bodies of three asphixiated hamsters. 

The matter will now have to go before 
the Board of Aldermen, and, in the 
meantime, the School Committee has 
decided to contact the Animal Rescue 
league to ask if they it would like to carry 
out the project for free.

Residents favor 
turning Charles 
into a freeway 


Auburndale residents descended on 
city hall en masse last week to demand 
aldermanic approval for a four-lane 
freeway and diversion of the Charles 
River along Commonwealth Avenue and 
through Newtonville on Walnut Street, 
The two proposals, submitted by Aid. 
David B. Cohen and Aid, Carol Ann Shea, 
would solve traffic problems on the 
Commonwealth Av. carriage land and 
would provide waterfront facilities for 
Newton firemen al their new recreational 
complex . The complex, on the site of the 
former city hall, was built last year with 
funds donated from surplus city revenue 
after all city workers worked for one year 
without pay. 

Employees of the Street Department, 
who have membership privileges a' the 
Theodore D. Mann boathouse to be built 
on the hill opposite the clubhouse, 
volunteered to dig the entire ten mile 
ditch for the relocated Charles in their 
spare tune. Residents of both sides of 
Commonwealth Av. in Newton Centre 
presented 957 signatures objecting to the 
fan that people using the new complex 
are not now allowed to park on die side 
streets. They called for a large parking 
lot to be built across Bulloughs Pond to 
serve out-of-town visitors attending the 
1985 rowboat races on the Garden City 
Ditch. West Newton abutters said their 
only concern was that speeduvg sailboats 
might endanger the cars driving along 
Chestnut Street. "Construction of this 
freeway is absolutely necessary to get the 


cars through Auburndale as fast as 
possible," the Auburndale Community- 
Association told the Public Works Comm 
ittee. 

Islington Road residents strongly- 
supported the Charles River diversion to 
eliminate duck noise in their back yards. 
The Executive Director of the Charles 
River Watershed Association added that 
the Cohen and Shea proposals dovetailed 
nicely with CRWA plans to install a 
sewage treatment plant on the site of its 
office at Norumbega. 

Representatives from the Marriott 
Motel , outraged at plans to detour the 
nver from the front of their property said 
they might be forced to close or return to 
serving businessmen. "You will destroy 
the mam attraction of our business," the 
Marriott sports director told the Com¬ 
mittee. "Our weekend clientele the last 
few years is exclusively bicyclists and 
canoeists who come from as far as 
Afghanistan to watch the ducks at 
Norumbega," he said. 

Merchants from Newtonville and Aid 
Robert Tennant presented 26 petitions in 
support of the freeway that would 
eliminate all Walnut Street businesses 
Tennant told the Committee the Shea- 
Cohen plans "would be the best thing that 
lias happened to the city in the last 100 
years." The Newton Conservators and 
die Conservation Commission volun¬ 
teered to landscape the grounds along the 
freeway with plastic flowers and 
goldenrod .

roof tops, across water and on 
private property to stay within 
the mile and a half.

Police have procedure 
for drugstore surveillance 


In response to the recent 
rash of drugstore holdups in 
Newton, Chief William F, 
Quinn is restating the Newton 
police policy for drugstore 
surveillance. 

The police efforts began in 
1972 after a series of drugstore 
holdups in Newton. 

Each store was given an 
identification number that the 
individual druggist marks each 
of his vials or bottles of nar¬ 
cotics in order to make the 


vials or bottles indentifiable if 
recovered after a holdup. 

Window displays were 
surveyed ind all druggists 
were asked to increase 
visibility in their stores, 
making the drug area and 
pharmacist visible to police 
officers or passersby outside. 

Quinn also initiated a 
program of sign-in at' each 
store by any or all officers in 
the area. Under the system the 
route officer drops in and signs

asking questions the wrong way. He cited 
I’aul Ash for demanding that the 
superintendent bring in a new curriculum 
for Meadowbrook Junior High School 
before the current course of study Is 
reviewed. 

Aid. Matthew Jefferson turned the 
discussion to the Angier decision by 
stating the efforts Principal Rolad Barth 
were turned around. 

He said the School Committee had 

squashed” a “beneficial" program, and 
wondered if the principals of schools will 
retain their autonomy to design and run 
programs for the schools. 

Jefferson wondered if the School 
Committee will operate under the same 
fear that has been seen in other com¬ 
munities. 

To fully fuel the ensuing fiery argment, 
Richmond added that one real estate 
agent had told him a client said, "I don't 
think I'll buy in Newton. I heard 
l.exmgton schools are just as good and 
the people aren't racist." 

The potential buyer was supposedly 
from 

which Richmond pointed out made the 
New York, Angier decision one that af¬ 
fected the whole community as opposed 
to only the schools. 

Stiller said he knows people that want 
ti come to the city because of the vote.

After it was clarified that Stiller did not 
call Jefferson a racit, Aid. Susan Schur 
saiil the mandate for the School Com¬ 
mittee was not on any specific issue ecept 
perhaps fiscal austerity. 

She lambaste the School Committee for 
not allowing many people to speak at the 
March B School Committee meeting on 
Angler, claiming that "the aldermen 
were rudely cut off as if it wasn't any of 
their business.” 

Board of Aldermen President Joseph 
McDonnell expressed confidence in the 
School Committee but asked whether the 
Angier vote was to be interpreted as a 
program decision or a policy decision 
affecting future programs. 

I.eConti noted he had voted for Metco 
and a Metco program at the Hale 
Reservation in Westwood, but voted 
against the Angir pairing because the 


program would be nothing new for 
Newton kids. 

Kaplan voted for both programs, and 
stated she favors Metco because it 
benefits Newton children. 

Stiller then interrupted and asked, 
"What are you telling me what's good for 
me for?" 

I «Conti claimed his children get a fully 
integrated school education, and didn't 
fee the MetroPairways was an 
"enrichment program” as is the Hale 
Reservation. 

Stiller then acknowledged that many of 
the 20 people in the room disagreed with 
his philosophy of government, without 
defining his terms. 

Stiller made it clear to everyone in the 
room, "I liv.e an integrated life, and I've 
fought for integration all my life. 

"I invite you to live on June Lane (his 
street)' which is the most integrated 
community you'll ever want to see." 

He said everyone on his street has been 
invited into his home. 

"If you want involvement, you should 
go where it is," he said, referring to those 
who want to be involved in helping the 
people of Boston. 

Two residents spoke to in favor of 
programs like the Angier plan and asked 
that options be open to the community. 

The elected officials agreed to a joint 
meeting again to discuss the use of empty 
school buildings and capital outlay ex¬ 
penditures.

violent oppositions of many Auburndalc 
residents. 

All these residents appeared again at 
the Board of Aldermen’s meeting Mon¬ 
day night, and were just as opposed as 
earlier and for the same reasons — height 
of building, traffic, increased density of 
land use, and the ultimate effect on the 
Auburndale community. 

Several brought up the unsuitabillity of 
the location for the elderly and the cost to 
the city of such a development. 

According to Arthur Ullian after the 
meeting, the apartments will be sub¬ 
sidized by HUD for the market value of 
one-bedroom apartments, which is $35fi 
per month. 

Low-income tenants will pay only 25 
percent of their incomes in rent, and 
according to HUD regulations there will 
be at least 30 percent low-income tenants. 

The rest will be made up of low- 
moderate-income elderly and those who 
can pay the full market value. 

There will, therefore, be a mix of in¬ 
comes in the building, and no tenant will 
be singled out as low-inome income or 
" "poor." 

The apartment house will have the 


services of a physician to examine the 
tenants regularly, Kevin I-cary, lawyer 
for the developers said, and the Newton- 
Wellesley Visiting Nurse Association will 
be able to provide service. 

Ullian pointed out there is need for 5200 
units of housing for the elderly, according 
to a Planning Department study' and that 
there is currently a waiting list of IBB 
elderly people with the Newton Housing 
Authority. 

Ullian commented later than with HUD 
financing the development will be 
committed to renting to the elderly at 
HUD-determincd rents for at least 20 
years. 

The reentry of Ullian and Guiney into 
the building business will undoubtedly 
occupy many hours of land Use Com¬ 
mittee meetings for the next several 
months, if not a year. 

A petition from Aid. Carol Ann Shea to 
rezone the land from its present District 
E back to the original District A was 
presented at the same hearing' which 
would essentially block construction of 
this or any other apartment complex. 

Her petition was recommended for 
denial by the Newton Planning Depart¬ 
ment. which finds that Residence E "is 
appropriate," since a use other than 


Roach going to court?— 


Over a year ago Secretary of Com¬ 
munity Affairs William G. Flynn laun¬ 
ched a complete review of DCA's han¬ 
dling of appraisals on the Roach 
property. 

As a result, on May 15,1975 there was a 
verbal offer made by Edmund I. Mangini, 
Asst. Commissioner of DCA, and ac¬ 
cepted by Roach to settle at $3.25 per sq. 
ft. 

NRA member Margaret Smith, Early, 
NRA attorney Robert Muldoon, and 
others present at the session seemed 
amenable to the settlement, witnesses 
say. 

However on June 12 the Authority 


rejected the $3.25 settlement price. 

Despite pressure from such high of¬ 
ficials as Congresswoman Margaret 
Heckler (R-Wellesley), NRA has never 
accepted that settlement figure, and the 
case comes up next month. 

In a related matter, Spaulding and Slye 
has started construction on the former 
Roach land without the necessary state 
authorization, Roach claims. 

After the land was divided into three 
separate parcels, allowing the developer 
to buy onlyone at a time, DCA withheld 
approval of the Spaulding and Slye 
project. 

DCA told Early last November that 
Spaulding and Slye should be required to 


single-family dwellings "is appropriate.” 

Former Alderman Alan Barkin, who 
was chairman of the I-and Use Com¬ 
mittee at the time the Life Care proposal 
was passed, spoke against rezoning the 
land back to Residence A. 

"We probably ought to think of Private 
Residence (for single- or two-family 
houses or garden apartments) or 
Residence C fl0'000-ft. lots)’" he said. 

"Life Care would have been here," 
Barkin added, "if we hadn't encumbered 
it with the nonprofit thing.” 

Barkin thinks that restoring the land to 
A district is unrealistic because of the 
25,000-ft. lot rcuquirement. 

Also heard was a proposal by former 
alderman David Jackson to revise the 
ordinances about “residential care 
facilities," which the Board of Aldermen 
had added to the Residence E regulations 
at the time of the Life Care Center. 

Jackson's amendments would increase 
the lot area needed per unit and decrease 
the number of parking spaces needed’ 
among other things. 

The Planning Department recom¬ 
mended denial. 

The I .and Use Committee will discuss 
these and other pending matters at its 
next working meeting' April 22.

pay interest on the $-117,240 balance owed 
for the remaining lots’ but the Authority 
did not do this. 

Roach questions how development can 
have started without complete approval 
from the state agency. 

The DCA has handed over Roach's 
allegations on land damages to the 
Attorney General and the Middlesex 
County District Attorney for further 
investigation, while advising Roach to 
process his case through the courts. 

Ginsburg received $235'000 for his 
property, while NRA paid $43'000 for the 
Kedeirski land and $15,500 for the lot 
behind it owned by Kenjeskas.

that some industry must be encouraged 
to stay in Newton and that local business 
must l>e allowed to develop parking in 
order to be able to compete with large 
shopping ceners. 

Susan Garber of Newton Centre, on the 
contrary, said she is concerned about 
expanding industry in Newton and thinks 
Newton should use the power it has, "the 
consuming dollar," by encouraging retail 
stores and improving public tran¬ 
sportation to get people to the stores. 

The evening hearing, held at the 
Mason-Rice School was better attended 
by both the committee and the public, but 
of the 35 or so people there were only 
about 20 unaffiliated people. 

Charles Nelson of Newton Comer wants 
more emphasis on improvement of 
transportation and traffic' with special 
attention to the rights of the pedestrian. 

Nelson proposed a novel taxation 
system by which taxe relief would be 
provided to people who fix up their 
houses. The current method, Nelson said, 
destroys housing. 

Nelson also favors providing for the 
retention of the separate identities of the 
villages that make up Newton and sup¬ 
ports community control over zoning. 

Deborah Howard for the Newton 
Conservators' Inc., advocated a freeze on 
the number of dwelling units in Newton 
and wants no more building on open land. 

Replacing some of the existing housing 
with clusters of housing in each of the 11 
villages would create open space, Ms. 
Howard said. 

Richard Staley, also of the Con¬ 
servators, advocated regional com¬ 
missions covering the length of the 
Charles River' to see how the river is 
perceived by each town and to develop 
means for taking care of the river. 

Increased density of population and 
buildings were of prime concern to 
several speakers, some of whom wanted 
tu stop in-migration of people from the 
core city. 

Stanley Moss, 5B0 Walnut Street., wants 
Newton to “find out how Newton relates 
to other communities as part of the 
metropolitan area." 

"Most people here are talking as if 
Newton is an island, self-sufficient."

Before Morris' information became 
available, the Finance Committee cut 
overtime to $110,000' so he will have to 
convince the Board of the need to restore 
the cut. 

As a formality, the Finance Committee 
voted separately on accepting the net 
School Department budget of $30,370,413. 

Aid. Mark White voted against the 
school budget because of the actions and 
conduct of the new School Committee, 
especially the vote against Metro Pair- 
ways for the Angier School. 

White termed the whole affair "an 
embarrassment," and charged the 
School Committee with letting "politics 
lake over." 

"The chairman is acting like a 
demagogue," White said, "and the 
Committee is far exceeding their 
jurisdiction." 

White was the only dissenter on the 
Schoo Committee budget’ and the 
Finance Committee accepted the entire 
budget, as cut, unanimously. 

The Board of Aldermen convenes at 9 
a m.

cept Dukes. Almost 97,000 
signatures were certified by 
the Secreat Secretary of State, 
although the state law requires 
only 56,000 signatures be 
certified to place an issue 
before the legislature. 

Rep. Pines said "140,000 
demonstrate signatures the 
overwhelming popular support 
for a mandatory deposit 
system for beverage con¬ 
tainers and beer containers." 

If the legislature does not 
enact a bottle bill before May 5, 
10.000 more signatures must be 
collected in order to have the 
bottle bill placed before the 
voters in November. 

The bottle bill would put an 
end to throwaway beverage 
containers by requiring a 
minimum 5 cent deposit on all 
beer and soft drink beverage 
containers of less than 32 


ounces. larger containers 
would have a minimum deposit 
of 10 cents. All deposits would 
be refunded when the con¬ 
tainers are returned. 

According to the Mass Public 
Interest Research Group 
(Mass Pirig), a Boston based 
Nader organization, "More 
than half of all the landscape 
litter on the comes from 
beverage containers." 

A spokesman for the group 
stated that approximately 
three quarters of a million 
dollars is spent annually by the 
commonwealth to pick up that 
Utter. 

"Only now are 
Massachusetts citizens 
beginning to realize the price 
they must pay in en¬ 
vironmental pollution for the 
convenience of no-deposit no- 
return bottles," said Jonathan 


Souwelne, executive director of 
the group. 

"The passage of the bottle 
bill will not only mean a 
cleaner landscape, but will also 
create new Jobs," said Pines. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston this week released a 
study in the March 1976 "New 
England Economic 
Indicators," on the economic 
impact of the minimum deposit 
law. The study shows that the 
passage of the bottle bill could 
create up to 1,380 new jobs and 
result in increased 
Massachusetts payrolls, lower 
prices for the consumer, and 
substantial energy and en¬ 
vironmental benefits. 

In addition, the study points 
out that a whole new recycling 
industry could be created, by 
the adoption of a returnable 
system in Massachusetts.

According to Rep. Pines, 
other major benefits of the law 
would be a tremendous savings 
In energy usage. "With a 
returnable bottle system the 
energy demands of the con¬ 
tainer and packaging industry 
would be reduced by 55 per¬ 
cent," said Pines. She added, 
"If the bill were adopted 
nationwide, the energy savings 
could meet the energy needs of 
Boston, Washington, San 
Francisco and Pittsburgh for a 
five month period. It has been 
estimated that energy savings 
would be sufficient to replace 
the output of 13 nuclear power 
plants." 

Bills for refundable deposits 
are now pending in 20 other 
slates. 

The bill is supported by: 
Massachusetts League of 
Women Voters, Massachusetts 
Association of Selectmen, 
Massachusetts Federation of 
Women's Clubs, 
Massachusetts Forest and 
Park Association, Junior 
league of Boston, Association 
of Massachusetts Consumers 
and many other organized 
groups and citizens.

Mayor Theodore Mann will 
introduce the program. 
Charles J. Thomas, Newton 
planning director and the city's 
representative to the MBTA 
Advisory Board' will briefly 
discuss the joint MBTA- 
Newton review transportation 
of existing services. Ron 
Tober, Operations Director for 
the MBTA, will explain the 
method to be used, following 
which the public will be invited 
to speak.

Citing theever increasing 
handgun related crimes and 
accidents, Rep. Peter F. 
Harrington appeared t>efore 
the joint committee on public 
safety to testify in behalf of a 
bill (11-4202) banning the 
private possession and sale of 
handguns, early last week. 

The initiative petition, filed 
by Harrington and Sheriff John 
J. Buckley, also received the 
support of Sen. Edward M. 
Kennedy, Rep. Robert F. 
Drinan, Boston Police Com¬ 
missioner Robert J. DiGrazia, 
State Sen. Jack Backman, the 
I.eague of Womc Woman 
Voters, CPPAX, ADA, and 
Womens Greater Boston 
Councils, People vs. Handguns 
and others. 

Harrington also advised the 
legislators, "If a bill cannot be 
worked out within the 
legislative process this year, 
then the question will go to the 
people in the form of a binding 
referendum at the state 
election in November." 

Harrington was instrumental 
in placing a public policy 
referendum question on the 
ballot in 1974 in which Newton 
citizens voted 23,055 to 5,498 in 
favor of a strict handgun 
control law, and is one of the 10 
original petitioners on the 
referendum question to be on 
the ballot in November, unless 
gun control legislation is 
successfully passed. 

Harrington continued, "Last 
year there were over 10,000 
homicides committed with 
handguns, over half of these 
involved honest decent citizens 
who killed their neighbors, 
relatives and friends. This 
needless killing must be 
stopped." 

In conclusion, Harrington 
said: "Mr. Chairman, I 
present these facts to you and I 
suggest that they represent a 
message from a cross section 
of the citizens of the Com¬ 
monwealth. A message that 
foretells what will happen 
when the question of gun 
control is left to the voters of 
Massachusetts on Nov. 2."

How very nice it was to receive a recipe from one of our 
readers living now in East Greenwich, R.I. Mrs. Sarah 
Femstein writes that her Sweet and Sour Green Bean recipe 
won her great praise at a recent family gathering. Here it 

is: 

SWEET AND SOUR GREEN BEANS 
In a saucepan, bring to a boil l a cup water and 1 teaspoon 
salt. Add 2 cups frozen french-cut green beans and boil 
them for 6 minutes, or until they are just tender. Drain, 
refresh under running cold water, transfer to a bowl. Add 1 
onion, thinly sliced. In an enamel saucepan, combine ‘a cup 
cider vinegar, l 4 nip water and 2 tablespoons sugar. Bring 
to a boil. Stir in 2 tablespoons oil. Pour dressing over bean 
mixture and add salt and pepper to taste; toss lightly. 

Cover and chill overnight. Toss lightly, sprinkle with 2 
tablespoons snipped dill (optional). 

Question: I have an Italian recipe for cannelloni. The 
recipe calls for teleme cheese and I have looked in 
numerous stores for the cheese and most places have never 
even heard of it. Please tell me where I may purchase this 
cheese. Thank you. 

Mrs. Frank Gundal, W. Roxbury 
Answer: The people from Cardullo's Gourmet Shop in 
Harvard Square tell me the cheese is quite delicate and 
carried only in the pre-Christmas baking season. They 
suggest that you try the many cheese shops in the Italian 
section of the North End where you will surely be suc¬ 
cessful. 

Question: I’d love to try to make my own jelly doughnuts, 
the kind made with yeast and filled with jelly. Do you have 
such a recipe? Thank you, 

O.F.D., Medficld 

Answer: You'll find these easy to make, but watch them 
disappear! 

Oli) FASHIONED JELLY DOUGHNUTS 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 
l i cup warm water (105 to 115 deg.) 

3 4 cup milk, scalded and cooled to lukewarm 
cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 
1 egg, at room temperature 

cup pi stick) butter or margarine melted 
3*-4 to 3W cups unsifted flour 
3 4 cup grape or strawberry jelly 
Confectioners' sugar 

Dissolve yeast in warm water. Stir in milk, sugar, salt, 
egg, butter and 2 cups flour. Stir in enough flour to make a 
soft batter. Turn dough out onto lightly floured board; 
knead until smooth and elastic, about 5 minutes. Place in 
greased bowl, turning to grease top. Cover; let rise in warm 
place, free from draft, until doubled in bulk, about 1 hour. 
Punch dough down; let rise till almost doubled again, about 
30 minutes. Roll dough about Mi inch thick on lightly floured 
board. Cut with floured biscuit cutter into 2-inch circles. 

Place on greased baking sheets. Handle as little as possible. 
Cover; let rise in warm place, free from draft, until doubled 
in bulk, about 45 minutes. Fry in deep hot oil (375 deg.) 2 to 3 
minutes, or until golden brown on both sides; turn once. 
Drain on absorbent paper. Cut slit in side of each and force 
jelly through pastry tube into doughnuts. Sprinkle with 
confectioners’ sugar when cooled. Makes about 2 dozen 
doughnuts. 

Question: Every time I make codfish cakes, my mother- 
in-law tells me there is something wrong with them, and 
frankly, I agree that my fish cakes are not as good as the _ 
ones my mother used to make, so I wondered whether you 
had a recipe for them because I am expecting a visit from 
my mother-in-law the middle of April and want to surprise 
her. Many thanks.

Answer: I presume you are referring to salt cod; here is 
your recipe with enough time to practice making Perfect 
Codfish Cakes! 

CODFISH CAKES 

1 pound salt cod 

5 medium potatoes, peeled and diced (5 cups) 

2 eggs 

2 tablespoons butter, softened 
2 teaspoons prepared mustard 

1 teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
Vi teaspoon pepper 

2 tablespoons cooking oil 

Soak cod in cold water 8 hours or overnight; change water 
twice. Dice Cod (should be 3 cups). Cook cod and potatoes in 
boiling water till potatoes are tender, about 10 to 15 
minutes; drain. Beat with electric mixer. Add eggs, butter, 
mustard, Worcestershire, and pepper; beat well. Using 
one-third cup mixture for each, shape into ' 2 -inch patties. 

In skillet cook patties in hot oil till crisp and brown, 2 to 3 


A man who feathered his nest 


He's not a Paul Newman or a Robert 
Redford, however, as six foot tall, lean, 
Frank Perdue walked across the room to 
keep this interview appointment, he was 
stopped twice by women asking for his 
autograph. 

Perdue considers this the ultimate 
compliment. "I am in awe of the woman 
who does the family shopping-I respect 
her intelligence. She doesn’t for one 
moment believe that business about: 
Duz does everything'. When she sees or 
hears an advertisement, she wants to be 
told why the produce is better, and it had 
better be the truth! 

"Furthermore," he adds "women are 
sharp. They know when something is 
wTong and when they've been short¬ 
changed they speak up. We've 
asked, as a favor, if there is ever 
any dissatisfaction with my chickens, in 
any way, I want to be told. I'm grateful 
when someone takes the time to write and 
let me know about it. We live up to our 
money-back guarantee, but what is even 
more important, we investigate and find 
out what went wrong because we want 
that customer’s business!" 

Frank gets a bit emotional about his 
poultry business, and with good reason. A 
self-made man, he is rapidly becoming 
the largest producer of broiler chickens 
on the Eastern seaboard. Today the 
Perdue credo is told and retold countless 
times during the day via radio and 
television advertising.. . and it all began 
many years ago. 

An only child, Frank was bom in 
Maryland. His father was a hard working 
man with a very good position as railroad 
agent, and at the same time was able to 
run a modest egg farm. As Perdue talks 
about his childhood, he speaks in a nasal, 
soft voice,with only a hint of a southern 
twang. "The first time I earned money 
occurred when I was 10 years old. My 
father gave me my choice of 50 chickens 


out of about 100 culls (inferior chickens) 
he had left over from about 1,500 layers. 
Dad's was a table egg farm. The chickens 
I had were slow to mature, smaller, in¬ 
ferior, and I had to pay for the feed-very 
similar to today's 4H kids. 

"1 carried on my egg business for 
several years earning anywhere from $10 
to $20 per month. My eggs went in with 
Dad's eggs and I was given credit. Oh 
yes," he adds quickly, it was a very 
legitimate business deal." Perdue pauses 
when asked whether he enjoyed this early 
business venture, and then shakes his 
head and admits that he really found little 
pleasure in egg farming, claiming it was 
a tiresome seven day job with only one 
man to assist him. When he got behind in 
production (which was often) his good- 
natured mother would help out in the 
picking up of eggs, the grading and 
whatever other work was necessary. 

"I would have preferred playing 
professional baseball as a living, but I 
discovered I had more enthusiasm than 
ability. After high school graduation, I 
attended a teacher's college and realized, 
after two years, that I didn't want to 
teach. 

"It's a funny thing," he chuckles, “by 
this tune I decided that my father had 
smartened up a lot .. and the egg 
business was not as bad as I had thought 
it was. I didn’t know anything else, so I 
went back home to work with him-you 
could say I retreated back to the farm. 

Father and son set out to make a go of 
the egg farm. There's pride in Frank's 
voice as he tells of the hard work involved 
in the building of chicken houses and he 
says, "Dad and I got along beautifully 
because I've always had a great deal of 
respect for him. He's the fantastic solid 
foundation upon which I’ve built my life. 
We worked with one other man 7 days a 
week and it was hard work. 1 didn't have 


much time for chasing around the 
countryside; you could say it was a good 
solid life. I became president of our 
company at the age of 30 and Dad was 65. 

“I realize now that one of the reasons 
I've had some measure of success is, my 
father allowed me to make mistakes and, 
believe me, very early in life I made a lot 
of mistakes. But I learned. In the turtles, 
along with other farmers, we made a lot 
of money and we got into the broiler in¬ 
dustry when it was in its infancy here in 
the Delmarva Peninsula-we were in on 
on the ground floor. 

"Today we have quite an operation. We 
employ two full time geneticists and two 
vetemarians (most other companies 
don't have any); their research led to the 
development of our broder-breasted 
chickens. We have just built a brand new 
complex in Ahuoskie, North Carolina 
with a new feed mill, processing plant 
and hatchery. We're trying tocatch up 
with the demand for our chickens which 
we've never been able to fulfill despite 
the fact that we’ve doubled our 
production." 

Is Frank Perdue happy now that he's 
experienced success? He answers, 
"Well...yes, and no. I'm a perfectionist, 
and so I’m never completely happy or 
satisfied, no matter how good the product 
is, I want it better." 

Here are some recipes from the Perdue 
kitchen: 

APPLE-WINE 
BROILED CHICKEN 
1 chicken, cut In half lengthwise 
*■1 cup butter or margarine 
1 tablespoon apple jelly 
4 tablespoons white wine 
1 teaspoon salt 

Melt butter or margarine and jelly 
together; add wine. Place chicken skin 
side down on broiler rack. Sprinkle with 
half of salt. Pour Mt of wine mixture into

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Commission adopts programs to create jobs 


N.E. Regional 

BEDFORD, N.H. (UPI) — The New England Regional 
Commission in its most amicable meeting in three years 
has adopted programs to create jobs by spending $5 million 
to improve railroads, insulate lowincome homes and boost 
the fishing industry. 

The six governors who make up the commission also 
decided Monday to concentrate on economic development, 
transportation and energy projects as NERCOM's top 
priorities, and give each state $ 100,000 to take care of the 
host of projects which are small or of less than regional 
interest which until now have clogged the agenda and 
caused dissension. 

The commission channels federal dollars into projects of 
regional or state interest. 


There was no talk Monday of the north-south split 
proposed in Washington by Gov. James B. Longley of 
Maine, who wanted his state. Vermont and New Hampshire 
split off from Massachusetts. Connecticut and Rhode 
Island. 

Gov. Meldrtm Thomson of New Hampshire, a frequent 
NERCOM critic who has threatened in the past to pull his 
state out of the organization, said he and Longley were 
pleased because Monday’s votes were for "action pro¬ 
grams, not studies and consultants," and money would be 
going into the ield to create jobs. Gov. Thomas P. Salmon of 
Vermont said the meeting was one of the most productive 
he had seen, and the first at which all votes were unani¬ 
mous. 


The commission approved $3.4 million for five railroad 
bed improvement projects, none of which was scheduled for 
work under existing federal or state programs. 

The NERCOM money would pay workers, while the rail¬ 
roads in question would spend another $4.5 million on mate¬ 
rials. NERCOM funds and the lines they will aid Include: 

Boston & Maine: line between Portland, Me.. Dover, 
N.H., and Ayer, Mass. - $1 million. line between Ayer, 
Mass., and Mechanicville, N.Y. - $1.5 million. 

Vermont Railroad: line between Rutland nnd Ben¬ 
nington, Vt. - $210,000. 

Conrail: Slatersville, R.I., secondary track - $237,000. 
line between Hartford and Watcrbury, Conn. $273,000. 

The commission approved $2 million to winterize 11,333 


low income homes. It was estimated the project would save 
five to six million gallons of oil the first year and help low 
income families avoid spending $2 million to $3 million for 
fuel. About half a million New England homes are con¬ 
sidered not properly insulated to conserve heat. 

Gov Philip W. Noel, himself a former commercial fisher¬ 
man, was enthusiastic about establishment of a major task 
force to revitalize the region’s fishing industry in ac¬ 
cordance with the 200-milc fishing limit expected to become 
law shortly. Because it is not yet law, no money was set 
aside for the project. 

He said the task force "focuses on the value of fisheries at 
the same time we’re focusing on the thorny problems of 
exploration for oil and gas." He said care must be taken 
that one industry docs not damage the other. 


Early 

alert 

to combat 
cancer 

ST. PETERSBURG BEACH, 
Fla. i UPI i - With four of five 
cancers blamed on items we 
eat. drink or breathe, the 
government is setting up a 
cancer clearinghouse to sound 
an early alert on suspicious 
substances. 

There already are hundreds 
of known cancer-causing 
agents. A new one was 
reported Monday 
dimethylcarbamoyl chloride, 
or DMCC. It was labeled 
particularly dangerous. 

It has been used in the 
manufacture of two in¬ 
secticides and one drug but is 
not contained in the finished 
product. The Occupational 
Safety and Health 
Administration is trying to 
determine when and where 
DMCC was produced and how 
many workers were exposed to 
its toxic fumes. 

Another report just released 
by the National Cancer Insti¬ 
tute said a much more common 
chemical - trichloroethylene, 
or TCE - is capable of causing 
cancer in mice. TCE is used as 
an industrial solvent, as an 
ingredient in inks, paints nnd 
has been used to help remove 
caffein from coffee. 

These are the types of sub¬ 
stances the new National 
Geannghouse on Environmen¬ 
tal Carcinogens will watch for. 
The organization is being set 
up by the cancer institute and 
will include institute scientists 
and representatives of 
regulatory agencies, industry, 
“ labor and consumers. 

Dr. Frank Rauscher, in¬ 
stitute director, told an 
American Cancer Society 
seminar Monday the 
clearinghouse will assess data 
as it comes out, decide what 
substances to test and issue 
alerts on materials that 
preliminary tests indicate 
might be harmful. 

"I’d rather have the public 
scared than uninformed," he 
said. 

From what already is known 
about the causes of cancer, Dr. 

■ Marvin Schneiderman of the 
institute estimated as many as 
100,000 American cancer 
deaths could be prevented each 
year. A total of 370,000 cancer 
deaths are expected this year. 

Schneiderman said cigarette 
smoking, alone and in com¬ 
bination with other cancer 
causers, accounts for an 
estimated 112,000 deaths an¬ 
nually, of which 80.000 could be 
avoided if people stopped 
smoking.

Meldrim Thom¬ 
son has named to New Hamp¬ 
shire’s Commission on the 
Status of Women says the 
uproar over his appointment is 
based on misconceptions. 

Edward Hewson, 30, a Wind¬ 
ham insurance agent and 
columnist for the Manchester 
Union leader, said critics who 
claimed he has no regard for 
women's issues are all wrong. 

Judi Hartwell, chairman of 
New Hampshire's National Or¬ 
ganization for Women, Friday 
charged Hewson in his column 
has condemned matters con¬ 
cerning women, including the 
Equal Rights Amendment and 
the Equal Employment Oppor¬ 
tunity Commission.

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Profit making on Bicentennial Exhibition of works of Gauguin 

at Museum of Fine Arts 


follows traditional pattern 


Profit makers in this 
Bicentennial year arc pikers 
compared with some of the 
leaders of the AMcrican 
Revolution itself. Critics of the 
so-called overcommerciali¬ 
zation of the Bicentennial, both 
in Boston and across the 
country, might be surprised to 
learn that the makers of the 
"bicentennial buck” are 
merely following the lead of 
some of our founding fathers 
who... 200 years ago today .., 
were making killings which 
had nothing to do with the war 
effort. 

So says noted historian Dr. 
William Fowler, professor of 
history at Northeastern 
University and author of 
several books and articles on 
the Revolutionary War, its 
leaders and the American 
Navy during the Revolution. 

Dr. Fowler cites in¬ 
numerable examples of 
privateering, smuggling and 
land speculation which 


enhanced the fortunes of such 
well-known families as Cabot, 
Ix>well, Roosevelt and Han¬ 
cock. According to Dr. Fowler, 
profits from Bicentennial T- 
shirts are small potatoes 
compared with the thousands 
of dollars made by New 
Englanders who sold goods and 
supplies to the British who 
occupied New York while 
Washington and his troops 
were starving at Valley Forge. 

In 1776, while John Hancock 
was president of the Con¬ 
tinental Congress and chair¬ 
man of its Marine Committee 
which controlled the American 
Navy, the committee issued an 
order that all naval vessels 
landing in Boston were 
required to tie up at the wharf 
which he owned... for a fee, of 
course. 

Dr. Fowler cites the 
examples of thousands of 
American sodiers who ac¬ 
cepted a bounty for enlisting in 
the Revolutionary Army. After 


serving a short time, they 
deserted and joined another 
unit, collecting still another 
illegal bounty. 

Dr. Fowler says such in¬ 
cidents sparked a olitical 
battle in the Continental 
Congress and strong criticism 
from then General George 
Washington, who distained the 
greed of some of his fellow 
Americans, 

"The American Revolution 
was not a crusade waged by 
saints,” says Dr. Fowler. 

"Wars in all times are 
paradoxical. There is gallantry 
and shabbiness, heroism and 
cowardice... and greed was a 
motive for some, just as it is 
today." 

"While such incidents were 
not rare,” Dr. Fowler points 
out, "this country was for¬ 
tunate to have, on the whole, 
honest leaders who gave us a 
heritage of integrity from 
which some men will, 
inevitably, stray.

Paul 
Gauguin (1848-1903) left his job 
on the Parish stock exchange 
in 1883 to devote himself to 
painting. Although he had 
painted sporadically for more 
than ten years, he had no 
consistent style of his own. He 
seems to have worked his way 
through the styles of every 
major landscapist on the 1850’s 
and 1860 ’s, including 
Daubigny, Corot, and Courbet. 

In 1887, Gauguin visited the 
Caribbean island of Martinique 
and Arles in southern France. 
Landscape in Brittany with 
Two Figures, painted in 1889 
and recently given to the 
Boston Museum by Harry 
Remis, recalls Martinique's 
exotic vegetation, the 
primitive life of Brittany, and 
the structure and technique of 
Cezanne. A two-dimensional 
quality as seen in Japanese 
woodblock prints so popular in 
the 19th century in France is 
also evident. During this 
period, the artist attempted to 
clarify a style that would give 
dramatic expression to the 
"sensitivity and savagery" of 
his nature.

The 

Green 

Thumb 

By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

Home Grown Melons: — No 
reason why you can’t grow 
good melons right in your own 
backyard. Melons like an early 
start, so plant seeds in Peat 
pots, clay pots, or whatever 
plant container you like. The 
mixture should be light, rich 
and sterlized. That’s why we 
recommen one of the soilless 
mixes on the market. Plant 2 or 
3 seeds per pot, thinning to 2 
plants. The next step Is very 
important. Keep the pots in a 
warm temperature’ 72 degrees 
or higher, both day and night, 
until germination starts. Then 
move to a cool and bright 
window. After 4 or 5 weeks, the 
plants will be ready to set out 
doors’ so time your seed 
sowing date accordingly. It’s 
not good to start them too early 
indoors. A mid to late April 
sowing should give your plants 
plenty of time to develop before 
setting out. Space them 2 to 3 
feet apart in rows 6 feet apart. 
When it comes to varieties, 
take your pick: Harper Hybrid, 
Gold Star, Iroquois, Saticoy, 
and dozens of others. Melons do 
not like to be transplanted — 
that is, the roots should not be 
disturbed. Plant pot and all, 
unless you're growing them in 
a day pot. And don't forget to 
use a plastic mulch for 
boosting them along. Mulches 
work three ways: heat the soil, 
control weeds and save 
valuable moisture. Clear 
plastic mulch increases soil 
surface temperature up to 27 
per cent, but it encourages 
allows seeds and weeds to 
thrive, so don't use a clear 
plastic mulch. Black plastic 
raises the soil temperature by 
18 per cent, but does NOT allow 
weeds to grow under it since 
light cannot enter. Use black 
plastic. It should be food for 
three years. Gerbera: If you 
want to grow something real 
and special, try your hand at 
Gerberas, or Transvall Daisy. 
Florist grow them as a cut 
flower, but you can also grow 
them outdoors. They kame 
superb cut flowers with strong 
stems. They're ideal in the 
summer border, and also they 
make fine pot plants. They're 
ideal in the summer border, 
and also they make fine pot 
plants. Start the seed any time 
now and grow them on, in 3 
inch pots. Green Thumb Clink: 
"We harvested a lot of nuts 
from our walnut tree last fall. 
The nuts were full of meat after 
harvest' Now when I crack the 
shells' the meats are dried and 
leathery. What caused this?" 
Answer: Sounds like your trees 
had anthracnose. Next fall try 
spraying trees when nuts are 
size of a marble, using a 
fungicide such as Benlate.

Nickel-backs may be coming back 


BOSTON (UPI) — The Massachusetts 
legislature may end the era of "no 
deposit, no return." 

And while return to the returnable 
bottle may alter the economic climate of 
entire neighborhoods as pre-teenagers 
scramble to cash in containers for nickle 
deposits, the economic impact statewide 
is clouded by controversy. 

"Figures don't lie but liars figure," a 
top Environmental Protection Agency 
official cautioned the Commerce and 
1-abor Committee Tuesday. The impact 
requiring the returnable container on the 
amount of litter can be estimated, Ni¬ 
cholas Humber said, but the figure 
cannot be calculated for certain. 

"1 can't say our data is any better than 
anybody else," the director of the EPA's 
resource recovery' division said. 

Controversy over figures appeared 
intense this year in part because sup¬ 
porters of the returnable bottle have a 
report from the Federal Reserve Bank of 
Boston projecting increased em¬ 
ployment. The multimilliondollar bot¬ 
tling industry says return of the deposit 
system on beverage containers means 
longer unemployment lines. 

“I don't think we can afford to be 


playing Russian roulette with Jobs in this 
state," said John Kayajan, president of 
the Massachusetts Bottlers Association. 

Nonretumable containers represent 
"convenience packaging" demanded by 
consumers, Kayajan testified in a State 
House hearing room wallto-wall with 
almost 200 persons. 

Mandated returnable bottles would 
hike the cost of beverages, he said, and 
replace high-paying, container manu¬ 
facturing jobs with low-wage positions 
sorting and washing bottles. 

Harry Moore, spokesman for the Glass 
Bottle Blowers Association of the AFIr 
CIO, said required returnable bottles 
would force union workers to make a 
choice between welfare or "low-paying 
schoolboy type jobs" sorting returned 
containers. 

Legislation to retrieve the returnable 
bottle common about 15 years ago came 
before the legislature as a result of an 
initiative petition signed by 140,000 
Massachusetts citizens. 

Backers vowed to gain the extra 9,200 
signatures needed to place the issue on 
the electionyear ballot should the 280- 
man legislature fail to act.

The ruling Monday by a 
three-judge federal court panel 
declared the state's 1939 veter¬ 
ans preference law unconstitu¬ 
tional since it discriminates 
against women. 

The ruling bars the state 
from utilizing the veterans 
preference provision in making 
appointments to Civil Service 
positions at the state or local 
level. 

Bellotti's spokesman, Peter 
lAicas, said the attorney gener¬

Such factors as 
excavation site difficulties and 
pool design will also affect cost. 

The biggest cost saver, ac¬ 
cording to the Institute, is 
adequate prior planning. NSPI 
advises that anticipated uses of 
the pool ranging from family

frolicking to serious swimming 
should be first anticipated before 
pool size, design and location are 
considered. 

Next in rank for cost savings is 
shopping to narrow the field of 
pool contractors to two or three 
which seem right for your 
project. Make sure each con¬ 
tractor offers a pool which meets 
or exceeds the suggested 
minimum design and con¬ 
struction standards for 
residential pools formulated by 
the National Swimming Pool 
Institute. 

Most pools today are con¬ 
structed of various forms of 
concrete, with vinyl liners or with 
fiberglass. Each type has certain 
advantages in particular ap- 
pllcatlons and differs somewhat 
in costs.

According to Rigger, families 
thinking of investing in a home 
pool this year should carefully 


check in the beginning with the 
pool contractor, it will be less 
expensive in the long run to get 
all the work done at one time and 
you can finance it along with the 
pool. 


check the variety of games 
available both for in the pool and 
surrounding area before settling 
on a size or design of the pool 
itself. 

"The trend today is to outdoor 
living room or recreation room 
concept. Prior planning for these 
uses will make a better, more 
versatile and alBO save the 
homeowner some money," he 
advises. 

He cites volleyball and other 
games requiring a net as 
examples. 

"These games really become 
difficult in a pool, es¬ 
pecially for the team defending 
the deep end," he says. "Some 
families Interested in these 
games might consider selecting a 
pool design with a constant four- 
foot depth and having the con¬ 
tractor Install holes in the 
decking to support removable 
nets and net standards." 

Rigger adds that the area 
surrounding the pool also 
deserves close attention in the 
planning stages. 

“If badminton is also a favorite 
family activity, for example, 
then the family better plan to 
have enough room for a court 
remaining after the pool and pool 
deck are built." 


Pool games 
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Put fiber in for a healthy diet 


Although natural food en¬ 
thusiasts may go a bit too far in 
the opinion of most people, some 
of their ideas are sound and have 
been proven by medical 
researchers. Chief among these 
is the need of more fiber in the 
diet. 

Fiber is that part of the grain 
and raw fruits and vegetables 
which is not digested by man. It 
does, however, have a value in 
that it speeds the digestive and 
elimination process. 


“Several investigators have 
suggested that individuals from 
areas with sparse fiber in their 
diet can improve bowel function 
(and prevent hemorrhoids, 
diverliculosis, irritable bowel 
syndrome and bowel cancer) 
simply by adding fiber to their 
diet," reports Richard Walchle, 
instructor of pharmacy at the 
University of Rhode Island. 

“For five years, numerous 
investigators have compared the 


diet and amount of gastroin¬ 
testinal disease in highly in¬ 
dustrialized areas to these same 
factors in primative, non- 
industrialized societies," he 
continued. "One common 
denominator of all the studies 
appears to be the fairly rapid 
gastrointestinal transit time 
(period from eating to 
elimination) of individuals from 
non-industrial areas who have 
high fiber content in their diet."

Weight not a travel problem 


Everybody knows that the 
great danger of travel is that you 
eat more than at home, and so put 
on weight.

Karl Neumann, physician, 
traveler and, by his own ad¬ 
mission, one devoted to table 
pleasures, decided to do a little 
investigating after realizing that 
he didn't gain weight from his 
travels, nor did most of his 
acquaintances. 

After considerable research, he 
found no evidence that travelers 
return home with weight gains, 
although all the travel books 
seem to assume they do and are 
full of well meant advice on how 
to avoid weight gain from travel. 

Dr. Neumann then questioned 
over 100 experienced travelers 
and sent questionnaires to many 
more. Result: the same. No 


matter the length or type of 
vacation, the number of calories 
taken in or the kind of food eaten, 
no significant weight gains oc¬ 
curred among all these people. 

Dr. Neumann thinks that one 
reason may be that people simply 
don’t stuff themselves when 
traveling as they used to do. 
Resort owners told him that food 
has declined as a major interest 
for their guests. Eating out and 
travel arc both no longer 
novelties. Some travelers told I)r. 
Neumann that they didn't like to 


waste time on gourmet eating 
while traveling. 

Vacations and traveling today 
are usually very active periods 
physically. In fact, the tourist is 
often much more active than 
when at home, whether because 
sports today are much more a 
part of vacations or because 
sightseeing on tours uses up a lot 
of calories. At any rate, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Neumann's 
studies, we can stop worrying 
about gaining weight while away 
from home.

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The art of making money 


BERKELEY, Calif. (UPI) - 
Michael Beath sits behind his 
jewelry stand and In some 
seasons makes $80 per day. 

Beath, 35, sells necklaces 
and earrings that he makes 
himself. 

Beath is one of thousands of 
artists throughout the country 
who has found that it Isn't 
necessary to open a store and 
to have vast amounts of capital 
to go into business for yourself. 
All it takes is a $70 license, a 
stand and a handmade product 
to sell. 

In Berkeley, some 200 street 
artists line five blocks of 
Telegraph Avenue with their 
stands. Jewelry is the most 
common item displayed, but 
other favorites are pottery, 
belts, pocketbooks, pipes and 
plants. 

Beath clears about $5,000 per 
year, but he claims that some 
street artists make up to 
$50,000. 

“You make as much' money 
as you want to make,” Beath 
says, touching his blond beard 
and peering behind rimless 
glasses. "It all depends on how 
much time and effort you put 
into it." 

Beath strings puka shells 
onto a silver chain as he talks. 
“I have to make jewelry while 
I sit here,” he says. "Other¬ 
wise, it would take up too much 
time." 

Beath spends Fridays, 
Saturdays and Sundays sitting 
behind his two card tables, 
across the street from the 
University of California. He 


spends another two days each 
week buying materials, mostly 
through the mail. "Every time 
you buy something, you have to 
investigate 10 sources first to 
make sure you're getting the 
best deal." 

Beath tried to open a store 
two years ago. "I dropped it 
after three months. You have 
to get a license for everything 
you can imagine and put up 
with bureaucratic red tape like 
you would never ever believe. 
I'm going to keep my business 
to the back seat of my car and 
sometimes, a backpack." 

Four years ago, when Beath 
began setting up his stand in 
Berkeley, there weren't many 
street artists. "There were just 
some corner flower stands, 
people selling pencils. Nothing 
like the way it is now. 

"People who are a little 
deviant — like Berkeley people 
— began doing this because 
they refused to put bolt A on 
nut B. They also refused to fill 
up 50 weeks each year so that 
they could have two to them¬ 
selves." 

Beath and his wife — who is 
one of 4,000 street artists 
licensed in San Francisco — 
rent a $70 per month apartment 
near here, in Oakland. They 
now own a car. "Together we 
make enough to live and travel. 

"A lot of people who had had 
straight jobs began making 
things and selling them after 
being unemployed for the past 
few years," Beath says. “All 
the unemployment has served 
as a kind of half-way house 
between the straight jobs and 
the street artists." 


"Berkeley is a mellow 
place,” he suid. "I like to stay 
here from August through 
January. Berkeley counter¬ 
culture people don't have much 
money, though, so after the 
Christmas season I spend the 
next six months traveling 
throughout the country, some¬ 
times throughout Europe. I'm 
leaving Wednesday with $200 
and I'll sell as I go along. 

"You have to travel to make 
money. You have to keep up 
your contacts and sell to as 
many small businessmen as 
you can. I spend a lot of time in 
Berkeley just filling orders 
that small businessmen send 
me. 

"I expected to starve when I 
first started doing this, and I 
nearly did the first year. But 
with a capitalistic mentality, 
you can make lots of money — 
you just keep buying at one 
price, selling at another price 
and another place. 

"The amount of money you 
make depends only on how 
much you hustle. I'm a 
capitalist, doing just what 
people did years ago, when 
everyone started his own 
backyard enterprise to make 
money. 

"People are gaining respect 
for the guy who can make 
things on his own. I think we're 
going back to a time when 
people like street artists who 
make things themselves and 
sell them themselves will be 
respected. We’re going to be 
the ones who survive and who 
make it." 


Tips on tipping 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Bicentennial observance is ex¬ 
pected to bring an unusually 
large number of visitors to the 
capital this summer. For¬ 
tunately, they will have available 
a wide variety of publications to 
help them find food, lodging and 
landmarks 

In recognitior. of the fact that 
customs with respect to grutui- 
ties vary from place to place, 
some of the brochures and 
booklets include tips on tipping. 

In that regard, permit me to 
relate a small anecdote. 

One day not long ago while 
having lunch on Capitol Hill a 
friend of mine ordered a meal 
that included a lettuce salud. 
When the waitress brought him 
the entree, she also handed him 
50 cents. 

The service kitchen was out of 
lettuce, she explained, and she 
did not want to go all the way 
downstairs to the storage locker 
to fetch a salad. 

Therefore, she was paying him 
■a hulf-dollar out of her own 


pocket to compensate tor the 
missing dish. 

Here we have what I hope will 
be the beginning of a national 
trend — reverse tipping. 

If you are expected to leave a 
tip for services performed, it is 
only fair that you receive a tip for 
services omitted. It’s a beautiful 
concept. 

Since tips usually are figured 
on a percentage basis, reverse 
tipping may be computed the 
same way. 

If you come to Washington this 
year, 1 suggest you follow the 
following guidelines in deter¬ 
mining how much to subtract 
from your bill: 

— Waiter appears at your 
table, leaves menus, disappears 
and is never heard of again: 7 per 
cent. 

— Waiter makes frequent trips 
back and forth by your table but 
remains oblivious to your frantic 
signals and other attempts to 
catch his eye: 9 per cent. 

— There's a fly in your soup: 4 
per cent. 

— When you asked the waiter to 
remove it, he removes the fly and 


leaves the soup: 5 per cent. 

— Worse yet, he waits until the 
soup has cooled off enough to 
remove the fly with his fingers: 6 
per cent. 

— Waiter brings check before 
he serves dessert: 3 per cent. 

— Waiter brings check before 
he serves entree: 8 per cent. 

— Waiter brings wrong check: 

2 per cent. 

— Waiter brings wrong entree: 

2 per cent. 

— Waiter brings wrong check 
and wrong entree simultaneous¬ 
ly: 12 per cent. 

— After dinner, you decide to 
have an evening on the town. You 
hail a cab and tell the driver to 
take you where the action is. He 
drops you off at Ronald Reagan's 
campaign headquarters: 4 per 
cent. 

— You go into a bar to drown 
your sorrows, the bartender 
refuses to listen to your sad 
story: 9 per cent. 

— The bartender tells you a sad 
story: 13 per cent. 

The bartender's sad story is 
about customers who leave small 
tips: 18 per cent.

Plantings help cut fuel costs 


Shortly after tnc uecmrauon 01 
Independence had been signed, a 
gentleman by the name of Paul 
Revere is said to have made his¬ 
tory one night by singlehandedly 
announcing a state of national 
emergency. 

Two hundred years later, a 
modem Paul Revere could well 
sound an alarm for a contempo¬ 
rary emergency: the crisis in ener¬ 
gy resources. 

The irreplaceable store of fossil 
fuels—coal. oil. and gas—has to 
run out some day and there is na¬ 
tional debate over whether the end 
is now in sight. 

Without resolving that contro¬ 
versy. there is no disputing that 
soaring fuel costs signal a present 
crisis which compels a more pru¬ 
dent use of resources. To help 
stem the gradual depletion of cost¬ 
ly fuel supplies, other natural re¬ 
sources which are most effective as 
fuel conservcrs—with the addi¬ 
tional virtue of being esthetic 
blessings to the landscape—do 
exist. 

These other resources arc green, 
growing plant life, nature's multi¬ 
faceted gift to man. 

The American Association of 
Nurserymen, in its ecology-mind- 
cu ureen Survival Program, points 
out that such plants as trees, 
shrubs and vines not only decorate 


the landscape, they a|so cut fuel 
costs for dwellings and other 
buildings by serving as insulation 
in winter and an aid to aircondi¬ 
tioning in summer. 

One of the best ways to put na¬ 
ture to work conserving heat is by 
planting trees or hedges as wind¬ 
breaks against strong winter 
winds. In South Dakota, where 
high winds are common, a test was 
conducted using two identical 
houses, one protected by a wind¬ 
break and the other not. 

The result was a 34% fuel sav¬ 
ings for the winter in the protected 
house. 

In more sheltered Eastern 
states, not subject to such fierce 
winter winds, a similar test was 
conducted which showed a 10% 
difference in fuel consumption. 
This less dramatic result is. none¬ 
theless. significant since the high 
population density of the Eastern 
states, as compared with the 
sparse Plains states, will bring 
about fuel savings which, on the 
aggregate, will be quite high. 

Since heavy winter winds in this 
country come mostly from the 
North and West, windbreaks arc 
most effective when located on 
those sides of the house, with an 
extension on the east where space 
permits. 

The AAN recommends the 


planting of rapid growing species 
that, at maturity, reach one-and- 
a-half times the height of the 
house. They may be located at a 
distance from the house of four to 
six times their height. Thus, for 
example, a 20-foot house would 
need a row of 30-foot high trees lo¬ 
cated 80 to 120 feet from the north 
side of the house. While a single 
row of evergreens is adequate, a 
double or triple row would tie even 
more efficient. 

The idea of using plant material 
to reduce heat loss raises a ques¬ 
tion: Wouldn't a solid wood or 
masonry wall do an even better 
job? 

The answer, judging by tests, is 
that it is less effective than plants. 
The explanation is that when 
strong winds hit a solid wall they 
are lifted up over the wall so as to 
create great turbulence on the lee 
side. The barrier planting, on the 
other hand, by diffusing the 
winds, forms "spoiling currents" 
as they are called in aerodynamics. 
The effect is to dampen the force 
of the down draft to effect a max¬ 
imum wind reduction. 

1 he hot summer months consti¬ 
tute a period when energy con¬ 
sumption through air conditioning 
may rival the peak winter period. 


Once again trees, which are na¬ 
ture's air conditioners, can be al¬ 
lies in the effort to cut down fuel 
consumption, providing shade lor 
buildings up to 60 feet high. 

Deciduous trees will grow 
shade-producing leaves in time for 
summer heat and will shed before 
the winter chill so the sun can fall 
unimpeded on the roof and walls 
adding its heat to that produced 
by furnaces inside. 

Well shaded houses have less 
need for costly air conditioning, 
and even in air conditioned build¬ 
ings the trees will reduce the 
amount of energy used. Shade 
trees, to do the best job of cooling, 
obviously should be planted on the 
south and west sides of the build¬ 
ing. 

Vines are also quite useful as 
energy savers. Deciduous vines, 
such as Boston ivy and Virginia 
creeper, grown on the south and 
west walls of the building, serve to 
deflect the summer sun and thus 
to have a cooling effect. This cool¬ 
ing is intensified when the vine is 
grown on a trellis attached to the 
wall, permitting air to circulate 
between vine and building. The 
use of a trellis is especially recom¬ 
mended on frame buildings as a 
way of preventing clinging ivy 
from growing in between boards 
and causing rot. 


For winter warmth an evergreen 
vine such as Fjiglish ivy is effective 
when grown on the sunless north 
wall, where leaves deflect cold 
winds and stems have an insulat 
ing effect. 

Your local nursery garden cen¬ 
ter can advise you on the type 
plants that will best aid you in the 
conservation steps you wish to 
take on your site. You will also 
find there the necessary plant 
materials and instructions for pro¬ 
per planting and growing. 

Conserving the earth's dcplcta- 
ble resources while effecting per¬ 
sonal economics and beautifying 
the neighborhood may be an 
appropriately revolutionary way to 
celebrate America's Bicentennial. 

Utilizing nature to conserve na¬ 
ture is hardly a new idea, but con¬ 
sidering the state of the national 
environment as we move into our 
third century, it may have a pleas¬ 
antly radical sound to it. 

Radical or not,.Green Survival 
is changing the environment by 
offering a series of small steps 
each of us can take to improve the 
quality of our lives. 

If you put to use some of the 
Green Survival suggestions listed 
here, you may find personal satis¬ 
faction and national pride in join¬ 
ing the growing ranks of Ameri¬ 
cans who are learning how to con¬ 
serve . . . naturally! 
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Your backyard — The perfect photo setting 


Photographing lamily tun 
around the backyard pool is a 
popular pastlimc lor many pool 
owners whose photographic skills 
and equipment are as widely carl 
ed as the sizes and shapes of their 
pool s. 

Bui there are a few. relatively 
simple rules to follow which are 
easy to learn, a cinch to follow and 
apply generally, regardless ol the 
kind of camera on-hand. 

Selecting a proper day. ti>r ex¬ 
ample. presents lew problems 
since kids need little encourage¬ 
ment to dive in any time. For over¬ 
all views of the poolside scene, 
shoot on a bright, sunny day. A 
somewhat overcast day will give 
the softer lighting to produce 
better close-ups and portraits. 

Any photographer must become 
sensitive to the light patterns 
available and this is particularly 
important around poolside. Gone 
are the days of taking a picture in 
bright, blinding sun with your 
subjects neatly lined up in a row 
staring at the camera—and at the 
sun. 

Instead, make your camera, 
film and setting work for you. One 
of the nice things about photo¬ 
graphy around a pool is that the 
excellent mixings and balancings 
of light, used properly, can result 
in exciting and beautiful photo¬ 
graphs. Gauge your pool setting at 
various times of the day to deter¬ 
mine the differing effects of avail¬ 
able light on your subject. 

Consider different vantage 
points, too. latch angle will offer 
the imaginative photographer ad¬ 
ditional perspective on his subject. 
And. remember, no one vantage 
point is the best for all types of 
photographs. 

II you’re taking an action shot, 
use a high shutter speed to freeze 
the action. If your camera doesn’t 
have this flexibility, don’t despair. 
Train yourself to shoot the "peak" 
of the action when, for example, 
the diver is at the top of his dive. 

Also, if your camera can be lit

led with filters, use ol tin ultra¬ 
violet filter lor both black and 
white and color photography will 
give better, clearer images. A 
polarizing filter will provide 
spectacular results by cutting 
through the water surface glare 
and showing detail in the pool. 

Regardless of your subject, the 
National Swimming Pool Institute 
advises photographers to take care 
of details around the pool before 
you start your session. Make sure 
that the pool cleaning and lawn 
maintenance equipment and the 
deck furniture are either out of 
sight or. at least, orderly and 
clean. 


Prevent wet streaks on the deck 
and give uniformity of tone and 
color in your photographs by hos¬ 
ing down the deck before 
shooting. 

Remember that film is relatively 
inexpensive. Shoot a lot. keeping 
record of conditions, anil then 
compare results against your 
notes. If shooting color, slides are 
far less expensive than prints and 
can be converted into an attractive 
print later. 

With patience, pcrsistancc and 
a little work, you’ll eventually find 
just the right photograph.

Some tips for 
growing better crops 


...Or carrots or cabbabe or 
corn, here are some tips from the 
April Reader’s Digest that should 
increase your crop and give you a 
reputation as the greenest thumb 
in the neighborhood. 

Plant anywhere there is good 
soil and plenty of sun. A garden 
does not have to be a scaled-down 
version of the farmer’s field. You 
can sow your seeds in any sunny 
nook or corner. But six hours of 
siui is essential, the experts say. 

Consider what efficiency 
means in gardening—then mulch 
to retain moisture and 
discourage weeds, use the 
"trickle” system of watering 
with a perforated hose to release 
a steady supply of moisture 
directly to the ground, choose 
vegetable varieties that can be 
trained on poles to save space. 
And if you stagger your rows in a 


honeycomb pattern you can 
almost double your yield in 
produce. 

Plan ahead so that your lund is 
fully occupied. Lettuce wilts in 
hot weather; when it’s finished, 
pull it up and plant another crop. 
Successive plantings will not only 
help feed your family in the 
summer, they'll give bounty for 
the freezer too. 

You can beat the frost if you 
tent your garden with a plastic 
film; your plants will continue to 
mature during the warm sunny 
days. When heavy frost finally 
threatens, get your produce in¬ 
doors. Tomatoes can ripen in a 
covered box, while parlsey and 
chives continue to grow on your 
kitchen windowsill. 

Vegetable gardening is fun. It 
can also be fruitful when you 
apply a little ingenuity along with 
fertilizer.

Jet lag — combating the traveler's nemesis 


NEW YORK (UPI) - It was 
one of those beautiful clear 
nights with clusters of stars 
sparkling like flawless dia¬ 
monds on a jeweler's cloth of 
black velvet. 

We were flying at about 600 
miles per hour at 39,000-feet 
above the Pacific Ocean in a 
Japan Air Lines DC8 jet on the 
way to Tokyo from New York 
after a refueling stop at 
Anchorage, Alaska. 

The cabin lights had been 
turned off — we had been dined 
nnd wined hours earlier, a soft- 
as-butter steak and a robust 
bordeaux — so we shucked off 
our shoes and dozed.

Here are his tips: 

1. Avoid last minute doshes for 
the airport. Allow ample time 
to make your flight. Often 
people who rush to the airport 
to catch their plane are in a 
state of exhaustion even before 
starting their journey. 

2. Do not ovcrpack. This can 
lead to fatigue in being forced 
to carry your own luggage 
when porters are not available 
(which is not unusual, particu¬ 
larly on late-night fllghtsl). 

3. Wear loose-tlttlng clothes. 
Or at least, loosen tight apparel 
in flight. It Is advisable also to 
remove your shoes. Any aid to 
maintenance of circulation is 
helpful. 

4. Try not to over-indulge in 
food and spirits. Excess drink¬ 
ing and eating can increase the 
heart beat and make sleeping 
difficult.

5. Try to sleep as much as 
possible in flight.

• Non-slip finishes or 
surfaces are also important 
in bathtubs and shower en¬ 
closures (or textured or 
nearly flat surfaces). 

• Shower and tub doors 
should he of safety glazed 
glass. 

• All electrical equip¬ 
ment should be grounded. 
This, of course, applies to 
all rooms.

Space openings for 
the shower curtain rings equal- 
distant from each other. Using 
buttonhole technique, make 
button-holes for the shower 
curtain rings.

Building a new house 
continues to be a very ex¬ 
pensive proposition. If the 
location of your house suits 
you, consider remodeling 
rather than building to get 
a house with more 1976 
amenities than you could 
afford in a new house. If 
you're looking for your 
first house, consider spend¬ 
ing less than you had 
planned on the house itself, 
and use the rest of your 
money to remodel.

Others are 
the Building Officials Con¬ 
ference of America, Inc. 
(BOCA), International 
Conference of Building 
Officials (ICOBO). and the 


Southern Building Code 
Congress (SBCC). These 
codes are based on very 
high standards, and if the 
product you choose meets 
them, you can be sure you 
have chosen a good siding. 

There arc many simple 
tests you can make with a 
sample piece of vinyl sid¬ 
ing to demonstrate its dur¬ 
ability to yourself. Put it 
in the freezer for several 
hours, then test its flexibil¬ 
ity. Will it crack? Try stain¬ 
ing it with iodine, for ex¬ 


ample. Then see how it 
cleans up. Hit it with a 
hammer or take a piece of 
sandpaper to it. Try to tear 
or scratch it. Prove its dur¬ 
ability to yourself before 
buying. 

Considering all the alter¬ 
natives and actually test¬ 
ing the product for your¬ 
self, then choosing a repu¬ 
table contractor who uses 
brand-name siding, will as¬ 
sure you of a siding job 
that will please you for 
years to come. 


While aluminum siding 
may need painting some¬ 
day, vinyl never will. There 
is no painted surface to 
peel, blister, or wear off. 
Vinyl siding is solid color 
all the way through—40 
times thicker than a painted 
surface. This means that re¬ 
moving stains or spots is 
easy. Even an abrasive 
cleaner can he used, be¬ 
cause the color can't be 
rubbed off, although such 
an extreme measure is rare¬ 
ly required. 

Moisture is not absorbed 
or retained by vinyl siding, 
and vinyl does not sweat 
like metal siding, attracting 
grime and airborne dirt. 
This also makes it easy to 
clean. Just washing it with 
a sponge and soapy water 
will quickly restore its 
freshly painted look. 

Inside the house, there 
are advantages to vinyl sid¬ 
ing also. Vinyl offers 2-1.85 
greater insulation value 
against heat and cold com¬ 
pared to metal siding, ac¬ 
cording to A.S.T.M. Test 
C-177. That means saving 
energy, and lower heating 
and air conditioning costs. 

Safety is another reason 
for choosing vinyl, as is 
evidenced by its wide¬ 
spread use for aircraft in¬ 
teriors. It will not attract 
lightning or conduct elec¬ 
tricity; therefore, no 
grounding system is re¬ 
quired.

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Project Conserve to help homeowner save fuel and $$ 


Massachusetts has been 
selected as one of two states in 
the country to receive federal 
funds to implement a special 
conservation program called 
Project Conserve, the state will 
be receiving $230,000 from FEA 
to implement the program, which 
will be administered by the 
Energy Policy Office. 

Project Conserve consists of a 
questionnaire sent to each 
homeowner in the state, of which 
there are almost one million. The 
homeowner fills out this 
questionnaire with Information 
pertaining to his home charac¬ 
teristics, energy usage, energy 
costs and what types of con¬ 
servation he or she presently 
uses. The homeowner then sends 
the completed questionnaire 
back to FEA. Within six weeks, 
the homeowner will receive a 
complete analysis of his-her 
home's specific heat loss areas, 
suggestions for steps to reduce 
heating and cooling bills, an 
estimate Of costs involved, and 
estimated savings in fuel bills. 
Savings will be shown in both 
dollars and amount of fuel, and 
cost analyses will be projected 
for both do-it-yourselfers and 
contracted labor. Even time 
required to recover money spent 
on improvements will be 
projected. 

Project Conserve was in¬ 
stituted April 1, 1976, and at 
that time, a direct mailing was 
sent out to each and every 
homeowner in the state. A sup¬ 
plemental distribution program 
will also be in effect using the 
cooperative and savings banks, 
plus most of the state's largest 
supermarket chains. They will 
have sections available for the 
questionnaires to be located and 
picked up by their customers. 

The Energy Policy Office has 
the endorsement of the 
Massachusetts Broadcasters 
Association, and is seeking the 
support of radio and television 
stations and newspapers state¬ 
wide. To insure that this program 
receives the widest possible 
coverage, we will conduct an 
extensive media campaign. 

Vans, dubbed Red Rover East 
and Red Rover West, will visit 
neighborhoods across the state 
conducting infra-red surveys of 
heat loss at the request of in¬ 
dividual homeowners. Local 
officials will be invited to par¬ 
ticipate in these surveys. There 
will be announcements in the 
local papers telling of the surveys 
as they occur throughout the 
entire period of the program. 

Paradoxical as it may seem, 
Project Conserve established a 
track record even before it of¬ 
ficially got started. 

That came about as a result of 
a pilot test run in the summer 
of 1974 when some 4,000 residents 
of Danbury, Connecticut and 
Topeka, Kansas were invited to 
find out Just how energy-frugal 
their dwellings were. 

Interestingly enough, most of 


the people interviewed af¬ 
terwards said they planned to 
take action by observing at least 
one of the computer’s "recom¬ 
mendations." Today, Project 
Conserve offers single family 
homeowners opportunities for 
both immediate and long-range 
energy savings. 

Two typical cases from the 
pilot study illustrate why. 

CASE No. 1 

Mrs. Mary Wells, a widow who 
lives alone, owns her own brick 
and stucco one-story home near 
the Topeka city line. Natural gas 
heats the 800-square feet of living 
space. 

Mrs. Wells filled out the 
Project Conserve pilot 
questionnaire two years ago and 
learned she could save by in¬ 
stalling four storm windows, two 
storm doors, and by adding some 
additional weatherstripping 
around the windows and doors. 

The cost of the project, on a do- 
it-yourself basis, was $100- 
evenly divided between the work 
on windows and doors. Mrs. 
Wells's son, John, drove in from 
his home at Lawrence one 
weekend and did the work for 
her. 

Final result: 

—Mrs. Wells reduced her 
natural gas consumption by 28 
percent. 

—Based on then current fuel 
prices in Topeka, Mrs. Wells 
stood to recover her $100 in¬ 
vestment in three and one-half 
years. 

—Yield on the investment is 28 
percent, assuming a 20-year 
life for the house. 

CASE No. 2 

Harry Holmes, a New York 
City advertising executive, 
lives with his wife and twin 
teenage daughters in a pleasant 
suburban development near 
Danbury's Candlewood Lake. 
Their $60,000 frame rancher 
encloses 2 , 000 -square-feet of 
living space that is heated by a 
basement oil burner. The attic 
contains three inches of in¬ 
sulation. 

Monthly mortgage payments, 
taxes, and upkeep have made 
the Holmes’s extremely cost- 
conscious about their property. 
That is why when Mr. Holmes 
read about Project Conserve’s 
pilot test in the local paper he 
decided to fill out the question¬ 
naire. 

The word received from the 
computer was to add six or 
seven inches of insulation and 
weatherstrip doors and windows. 
Total costs was estimated at $300. 

Mr. Holmes took action, with 
the following substantial 
results: 

—Heat oil consumption has 
been cut by one-fifth. 

—The $300 investment will be 
recovered in 2.2 years, based 
on then current fuel oil prices. 


—Mr. Holmes's yield on in¬ 
vestment is 45 percent, based 
on a 20-year-life for the house. 

Mass P1RG has offered to 
make space available in the 
western part of the state to insure 
maximum exposure of the 
program to all areas. The Boston 
Architectural Center will provide 
students to man an 800 telephone 
line. This will be used to answer 
public questions about the 
program. That number will be 
widely advertised throughout the 
length of the program. 


Massachusetts has had a 
conservation record of almost 
twenty percent, while the rest of 
the country has been hovering 
around four percent. This state 
has been in the lead in developing 
and implementing a com¬ 
prehensive energy conservation 
program. It is appropriate, 
therefore, that we have been 
awarded this special con¬ 
servation program from FEA.

Some years ago just about 
anything that cropped up and 
could survive mowing was a fit 
candidate for the lawn. As often 
as not this was a combination of 
crabgrass and creeping weeds 
through summer, a dormant 
melange lor bare ground) in 
winter. 

Today our lawns rely upon a 
handful of migrant grasses which 
have found America as 
promising as did the colonists 
with whom they crossed the 
Atlantic. American prairie 
grasses do not quite fill the bill 
for a modern lawn, expected as it 
is to be reasonably elegant year 
round! The Old World grasses 
which have taken over lawn¬ 
making responsibilities have the 


happy facility of remaining green 
after cold weather. In many 
climates they are attractively 
green throughout winter (native 
prairie grasses stay brown until 
spring is well advanced). These 
non-pariels — the bluegrasses, 
perennial rye grasses, fine 
fescues, bent grasses and ber- 
muda grasses — accommodate 
themselves well to lawns, too, 
because of low growth that 
withstands close mowing. For 
northerly lawns, these species 
are “it". 

— Kentucky Bluegrass. 
Although named for Kentucky 
where it grew so well on the rich 
soils of the Inner Bluegrass, 
Kentucky bluegrass is 
nonetheless an early migrant

Selecting the right kind and 
amount of fertilizer for use on 
your lawn or garden is an im¬ 
portant first step toward an at¬ 
tractive home landscape, and 
productive vegetable or flower 
plants. 

Your best sources of in¬ 
formation for specific problems 
or plant needs are your county 
extension agent, or local lawn 
and garden supply center. 

In addition, here are some 
general guidelines from The 
Fertilizer Institute, based on U.S. 
Department of Agriculture in¬ 
formation: 

Fertilizers differ in cost for a 
variety of reasons: 

— Nutrient content. Products 
containing a high percentage of 
plant nutrients — nitrogen, 
phosphate and potash — cost 
more per pound than those 
containing a small percentage of 
nutrients. 

— Ingredients. Products 
containing slowly available 
forms of nitrogen cost more per 
pound than those containing 
quickly available forms. 

— Form. Granular, pelleted, or 
soluble fertilizers cost more than 
powdered fertilizers. 

— Added Materials. Products 
containing added micronutrient 
elements and pesticides cost 
more than fertilizers without 
these additons. 

— Package size. Normally, 
ertilizer products in a small 
ontainer cost more per pound 
han the same products in a large 

ntainer. 

— Nutrient Content. By state 
aw, fertilizer manufacturers 
iust list the guaranteed primary 
utrienl percentage on each 
ertilizer container. This per- 
-ntage is known as the grade of 
ertilizer. For example, a fer- 
lizer mixture showing the 
aranteed content 10-10-10 will 
main 10 per cent each of 
trogen, phosphate and potash. 
Manufacturers vary the fer- 
izer grade to meet various soil 
d plant needs. For example, 
wn fertilizers usually are 
Rhest in nitrogen content 
eause plants grown primary 

their leaf growth require 


more nitrogen. Fertilizers for use 
on many vegetables, such as root 
crops or crops grown for "fruit" 
are formulated with highest 
content of phosphate in the 
mixture. 

Today, there are "specialty" 
fertilizers formulated for nearly 
every kind of garden or land¬ 
scape plant. 

Fertilizers of several grades 
may have the same ratio of 
nutrients. For example, the two 
grades 20-10-10 and 10-5-5 have 
the same ratio of nutrients (2-1- 
1). Fertilizers having the same 
ratios normally can be used in¬ 
terchangeably by adjusting the 
application amount. 

— Ingredients. The slowly- 
available forms of nitrogen, 
ureaformaldehyde for example, 
are usually more •: ,. 13 ive than 

forms more quickly available for 
plant use, such as ammonium 
nitrate or ammonium sulfate. 
The slowly-available nitrogen 
forms are more expensive to 
produce, but need be applied less 
frequently during the plants 
growing season because of their 
"time-release" feature. 

— Package Size. As with most 
products, fertilizers cost more 
per pound in small packages than 
they do in large packages. 
Packaging costs account for 
much of the expense of fertilizer 
merchandizing. 

Paying the higher rate for 
small packages of fertilizer may 
be justified if you need only a 
small amount, if the ease of 
handling smaller packages is 
sufficiently advantageous, or if 
storage of large packages is a 
problem. 

For greatest economy, deter¬ 
mine the total amount of each 
kind of fertilizer that you need for 
one season, then buy this amount 
in the largest available packages. 

Few soils have sufficient 
nutrients to support best plant 
growth. Therefore, it's necessary 
to supplement the soil's store of 
plant nutrients with today’s 
commercial fertilizers to get the 
most vigorous lawn, abundant 
flowers, and greatest yield of 
tasty nutritious vegetables. 


from Europe. It didn't pick up the

Bluegrass has no peer for 
making a strong sod, spreading 
as it does by abundant rhizomes. 
It grows best on rich soils in the 
open or light shade, and responds 
well to fertilization and liming

"poised” species, not easily 
upset, doing what a good 
lawn grass should do without 
weed-like aggressiveness. 


Bluegrass mows neatly, and is 
quite recuperative (reviving 
from underground parts even if 
die leaves be destroyed). It is 
host mowed fairly tall - about 2 
inches — although the new 
named selections are well 
adapted to a lower clipping 
height. 

— Fine Fescue. Several natural 
varieties and species qualify as 
"fine" fescues because of their 
narrow, elegant leaf blades. All 
are well suited to what stack up 
as rather poor growing conditions 
for other species. Fescues seem 
lo prefer acid soils and are noted 


for survival in the shade and on 
sites that are droughty. They do 
not make so strong a sod as does 
bluegrass and they are subject to 
summer distress if weather turns 
muggy-hot. They are widely used 
as companions for bluegrass in 
seed mixtures, valuable for 
colonizing shaded, poor-soil spots 
where the bluegrasses may be at 
a disadvantage. 

—Bent grasses. The several 
bentgrass species are perhaps 
the most elegant of all turf 
grasses, having a delightfully 
delicate texture and velvety 
sheen when well cared-for.

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A good pool is part of the landscape 


Converting an ordinary 
backyard into a functional and 
beautiful outdoor recreation 
room can present a confusing 
array of decisions for those more 
experienced in decorating in¬ 
doors. 

But many of the same prin¬ 
ciples apply, indoors or outdoors. 

For example, most people first 
decide on a major color theme for 
an indoor room, then use the 


carpet, curtains, wall or large 
furniture group to establish that 
theme. Accents and com¬ 
plements are then designed 
around this. 

Similarly, in the backyard, the 
key is to determine the primary 
focus of activities first. It may be 
a deck, patio, garden, land¬ 
scaping or a swimming pool. 

While common sense indicates 
that the pool should be installed 


before extensive landscaping is 
begun, the NaUonal Swimming 
Pool Institute says that the im¬ 
portant planning tip is to 
determine whether the pool is to 
be the dominant feature of the 
area. Is it to be closely integrated 
with the house? Set in the middle 
of the yard? Or built at a con¬ 
siderable distance from the house 
and perhaps at least parfially 
hidden from view by natural 



Plant those vegetables now! 


Maybe this is the year you’ll 
really do it — plant that small 
vegetable garden you’ve so often 
‘onsidered starting. 

Perhaps the price of food will 
spur you on, but the sheer 
satisfaction of backyard "far¬ 
ming” should be sufficient in¬ 
ducement. 

If space limitation is a 
problem, don’t be put off. You 
j can do some gardening even with 
a very small plot. One woman In 
a row house in Washington, D.C. 
annually grows leaf lettuce in a 3 
I by 3 foot space outside her front 
I door. Or perhaps a neighbor will 
oan or rent you a small tract. 
In many cities unused parkland 
|ts made available to residents for 
ardening. Some people do well 
k'ven with window boxes. Why not 
peck out some possibilities? 

The American Association of 
Nurserymen has some 
Suggestions that can make your 
suits more rewarding. If you 
Jave the option, select a site that 
jets direct sunlight at least six 
ours daily because most 
|egetables need that much ex- 
osure. However, a few leafy 


crops such as mustard, collards, 
spinach and lettuce grow well in 
partial shade. 

Sketching a garden plan on 
paper is advisable in order to 
insure maximum use of space. 
There are certain tricks in 
gardening that will serve you 
well in such planning. 

Here are a few: Choose only a 
few of your favorite vegetables. 
Plant the fast-maturing ones two 
weeks apart so you will be har¬ 
vesting fresh produce all summer 
and not all in one week. To in¬ 
crease garden production, plant 
vegetables that grow rapidly, 


such as peas, between slow- 
growing types such us tomatoes. 
Thus the peas cun be harvested 
before the tomatoes require the 
room. Plant vegetables that 
mature early in the same row. As 
soon us the spinach is harvested, 
plant late carrots. 

Vegetables may be grown from 
seeds or from young plants, 
depending on the maturation 
period and the length of the 
growing seuson. Commonly 
transplanted vegetables include 
eggplant, onions, tomatoes, 
parsley, head lettuce and cab¬ 
bage.

terrain, landscaping or fencing? 

The pool will dictate selection 
of certain types of plants and 
their location. Any flowering 
plants which attract bees and 
other insects should be kept a 
comfortable distance from 
sunbathing and swimming areas. 
Plants which prefer somewhat 
acidic soils will probably do well 
near a pool, but the splashing and 
dripping of pool water on other 
plants may harm them. 

Plants which lose their leaves 
or flowers during the swimming 
season can create a pool main¬ 
tenance problem. Properly 
placed, however, they help 
screen airborne debris from the 
pool and also add a bit of privacy. 

Ample deck around the pool — 
NSP1 advises at least three feet 
— also helps keep debris from the 
pool by "scrubbing" swimmers’ 
feet before they jump in. The 
variety of decking materials 
availabe range from wood to 
colored-and-lextured concrete to 
brick and flagstone and provide 
both color and texture accents for 
the outdoor room. And by using 
the same decking material to 
connect the pool with the house or 


patio where ample shade is 
provided by a roof or plantings, 
this major theme area can be 
integrated with other activity 
areas. 

Filtration equipment, heater, 
pool games and maintenance 
equipment can be hidden from 
view by careful planning or 
landscaping and fencing. To 
encourage clean-up after use of 
the games and equipment, 
however, NSP1 says this area 
should be relatively convenient to 
the pool. 

Decorating accents for the 
outdoor living room are easily 
produced by a wise and varied 
arrangement of flowers, bushes 
and trees used essentially as wall 
color as pictures are inside. 

And don't forget about lighting. 
Backyard patio and pool life is 
enjoyed just as much after dark 
as during the day. 

Underwater pool lights, quite 
common on home pools, add a 
dramatic accent at night plus an 
additional safety factor. Outdoor 
lighting can easily be installed, 
too, and provide both 
illumination and color to the 
scene.

Whal could be a more appro¬ 
priate way to decorate tor the na¬ 
tion's birthday than lo "show your 
colors" in a parade of red. white 
and blue and yellow and purple 
and orange flowers 

Such a lively way of dressing up 
for the Bicentennial commends it¬ 
self. says the American Associa¬ 
tion of Nurserymen in its Green 
Survival program, not only be¬ 
cause it adds nature's paintbrush 
to the neighborhood scene, but 
also because it can be done simply 


and inexpensively, whether on a 
spacious lawn or in an apartment 
window box. 

And if you don't already happen 
to have some sleeping perennials 
waiting to stir from their winter 
hibernation, you're in luck since 
there are annuals that will bear 
planting on into summer. 

From a wide selection of hardy 
annuals you can choose flowers 
that arc right for your site and its 
particular conditions. There are 
flowers that are good for the bor¬ 


ders of the flowerbed, such as pan¬ 
sies and ageratum. and taller ones 
that arc right for background, 
such as dahlia, cockscomb and 
snapdragon, while you may want 
to have some suitable for cutting, 
such as asters, zinnias and daisies. 
If you've a rock garden you might 
like to put in portulaca. impatiens 
or sweet alyssum. 

In a planting area exposed to 
several hours of direct sunlight 
daily, the blue lace, verbena, salvia 
and cosmos are a few that would 


do well, while that shady spot in 
the side yard may be the place to 
put lady slippers, lantanas or for¬ 
get-me-nots. 

Some flowers bloom as early as 
April, such as rock cress and for¬ 
get-me-not. and others arc still in 
their glory at frost time, like zin¬ 
nias and candytuft. 

Many floral varieties are avail¬ 
able both as seeds and as young 
plants from your local nursery or 
garden center where you may also 
obtain literature and free consul¬ 


tation regarding which flowers are 
best for your yard. 

Whatever flowers you grow, 
you'll be making your contribu¬ 
tion to Green Survival, a scries of 
small steps each of us can take to 
improve the quality of our lives. 

So don't be surprised if the 
sounds and sights and smells of 
spring soon excite in you a yearn¬ 
ing to team up with nature in 
clothing the lawn in a gaudy floral 
garment for the Big Birthday of 
'76. 


Even trees need care and feeding Painting Tips 


If you haven’t been feeding 
your trees for the last year or 
two, it is time that you considered 
it. 

A hungry tree may not 
dramatically reveal its condition 
to you — it has no arms to clutch 
a missing tummy, and no tongue 
to loll out. But if its leaves are not 
as deep or rich a green, or as 
plentiful, as you remember them, 
or if there arc dead areas in the 
centers or edges of the leaves, a 
degree of starvation is present. 

Trees growing in confined 
spaces, in compacted soil, or 
competing with a lawn for 
nourishment usually need extra 
help. 

Planning the proper menu for 
your trees may seem confusing. 
If you shop at your local garden 
supply store you are confronted 
with stacks of bugged fertilizers, 
all hinting at instantaneous 
results but rarely clearly labeled 
"for trees.” 

Which kind should you buy? 
How much will you need? What is 
the right time of year to put it 
down? 

The National arborist 
Association, an organization of 
men devoted to tree care, offers 
these helpful tips: 


—Read the numbers on the 
fertilizer bags. If you see 1(HM, 
for example, that indicates the 
percentage, or ''grade” of 
nitrogen (10 percent), phosphoric 
acid (6 percent), and potassium 
(4 percent) contained in the bag. 

The National Arborist 
Association recommends grades 
12-7-5, 12-6-6, 10-8-6, or 10-6-4 for 
use as tree food. 

—The amount you will need to 
adequately feed your trees can be 
gauged by measuring the 
diameter of the tree trunk at a 
height of four and one-half feet 
above ground level. 

The following scale can then be 
applied: 2-3 inch diameter equals 
l'i pounds per inch; 3-5 inch 
diameter equals 1 Mi to 3 pounds 
per inch; 6 inch diameter equals 2 
to 3 pounds per inch, and larger 
trees equals 3 to 5 pounds per 
inch. 

Punch holes with a crowbar or 
power auger in concentric circles 
from a point 2Mi feet or more 
from the base of the trunk. 
Stagger the holes about two feet 
apart and locate them under the 
crown-spreud of the tree to the 
outer tips of the branches. After 
inserting the fertilizer to a point 
two inches below grade, fill the 


remainder of the hole with peat, 
humus or soil. 

—Avoid overfeeding. Too much 
food can be as injurious as none! 
American beech, crabapple, and 
white oak trees should be given 
half the above amounts, and 
never in early spring. 

—When to feed them? Your 
hungry trees will benefit from a 
feeding in any season of the year. 
However, fertilizing them in mid- 
to-late fall, before the ground 
freezes hard, will provide 
nutrients for your trees to use in 
early spring when active growth 
starts. 

—Don’t forget that water is a 
vital substance important to the 
life support of a tree. It is a 
source of oxygen and hydrogen. 

Trees need an amount of water 
each week equal to a 1-inch 
rainfall. 

—Properly fed and watered, 
your trees will flourish 
luxuriantly and become more 
disease, drought, and insect 
resistant. In the long run you’ll be 
happy that you invited them to 
lunch!

In these clays of rising 
crime, one of the most val¬ 
uable improvements an 
owner can make to his 
home is some type of se¬ 
curity measure. 

Fortunately, there are 
an increasing number of 
products designed to dis¬ 
courage burglaries. These 
range from the latest secur¬ 
ity locks to ultra-sonic sys¬ 
tems. Many burglar alarm 
systems also include fire 
detection units. All these 
systems send out alarms to 
either frighten away in¬ 
truders or attract attention 
to them. 

Security locks have been 
greatly improved in recent 
years; some chain locks

Experts recommend that 
all outside doors be equip¬ 
ped with a double-locking 
dead-bolt or dead latch, 
locked separately with a 
key from the outside. Al¬ 
though deadbolts are not 
burglar-proof, they cannot 
be forced open as easily 
as other locks. Saw-proof 
bolts are also available for 
added security. Some bolts 
are made extra long, to 
project farther onto the 
door frame.

Mayor to fight against 
budget cut for trash 


Still smarting from the vote of no 
confidence administered by the Board of 
Aldermen's cut of $775,000 for rubbish 
collection, Mayor Theodore Mann this 
week averred that he will "Like ap¬ 
propriate action soon." 

In February the mayor claimed the city 
eculd save three-quarters of a million 
dollars per year by having rubbish 
cc Ilccted by a private contractor' and 
estimated $775,000 as the yearly cost for a 
five-year contract. 

Administration figures put the cost of 
next year's collection, :f continued on the 
same basis by the city, at $1.4 million. 

Re' eral aldermen, notably Ricliard 
hull winkle, complained that the mayor’s 


estimate had insufficient basis in fact' 
but when bids were opened last Thur¬ 
sday, there was at least one bid that was 
close to the estimate. 

Bids were solicited for several 
segments of the refuse operation — north- 
side collection, south-side collection' 
commercial, recycling, and all-inclusive. 

A&F Disposal of Cambridge submitted 
an all-inclusive bid that would average 
$833'000 a year for five years' and F&R 
Services of Wellesley was next with an 
average yearly cost of $933,446. 

The city has the option of choosing any 
or all of the alternate bids. 

A&F Disposal, for example, would

There is no money in the $65.7 million 
budget for refuse collection in the next 
fiscal year. 

The Board of Aldermen passed the 
budget Saturday, reconsidered it and 
passed it again Monday night, with only 
one change — the restoration of one 
junior planner to the Planning Deport¬ 
ment. 

On Saturday the Board accepted the 
recommendation of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee, arrived at during budget 
hearings, to eliminate $775,000 allowed by 
the mayor for a contract for rubbish 
collection. 

A majority of the Finance Committee, 
and later the full Board, hopes that the 
deletion of money will force mayor 
Theodore Mann to restore the 91 Street 
Department positions he cut from the 
budget and would prevent the mayor's 
eliminating municipal collection. 

A vote Saturday on putting the $775,000 
into budget reserve, from which it cannot 
be taken without the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen' failed by a two-vote 
margin. 

The same proposal for $725,000, offered 
at Monday night's meeting, was defeated 
by a single vote. 

Many members of the Board were 
dismayed in February by the mayor's 
announcement of 133 job cuts in the city 
government, including 91 jobs in the 


Street Department, and have sought 
means of keeping the jobs. 

The Board passed 17-6 a resolution 
asking Mayor Mann to restore the three 
part-time and one full-time City Hall 
custodian positions' over the opposition of 
several aldermen who felt that the 
department head, Gene Ijirson, should be 
allowed to try his plan for eliminating 
positions. 

The custodians say that Larson does 
not know the actual amount of work in¬ 
volved, and that the security of City Hall 
is involved. 

The 13-man cut in the Fire Department, 
which will be effectuated by the deletion 
of one as yet unspecified pumper, was 
protested at Saturday's budget meeting 
by the passage of a resolution asking the 
mayor to restore $183,000 for the positions 
and another resolution, in case the mayor 
says no to the first, asking the ap¬ 
propriation of $12,500 for salaries of some 
firefighters from July 1-Oct. 1. 

Chief Frederick Perkins has said that 
lie may not tiave to discharge any 
firefighters because retirements will 
allow him to retain the 13 , provided he 
can keep them until Oct. 1 

Firemen have been circulating flyers to 
households in Ore city claiming that the 
cut will impair the Fire Department's 
effectiveness and will endanger the 
safety of residents. 

A resolution was also passed Saturday 
asking for tire restoration of the seven 
police cadets cut from the budget. 

April 21 was set by the Board Monday

asked for by Esther Thompson of Wes 
Newton and Rep.

method of rubbish collection. 

Any 50 citizens and taxpayers may 
petition for a public hearing’ according to 
the city charter. 


Prosecution presents case against Scafidi

The prosecution presented the bulk of 
its case against former Newton City 
Treasurer Theodore Scafidi this week. 

Scafidi has pleaded innocent to eight 
counts of violating the conflict of interest 
laws of the Commonwealth. HLs case lias 
been continued until 9 a.m. Tuesday, 
April 13. 

Defense attorney Donald L. Conn said 
Tuesday he intends to call only Scafidi in 
his defense of the case. 

The former Newton treasurer is 
charged with four counts of depositing a 
total of $1 million in the Harbor National 
Bank while employed by the City of 
Newton and negotiating employment 
with the bank in June, 1975. 

The second set of four counts of conflict 
of interest stem from his alleged rein¬ 
vestment of the $1 million in city funds 
when he worked at Harbor National in 
July, 1975. 

Assistant Middlesex County District 
Attorney IJsa Harrod Tuesday had 
Acting City Treasurer George Stiglich as 
her main witness. 

Stiglich testified that Scafidi called him 
into his office on June 12, 1975, and in¬ 
formed his assistant he was leaving the 
city to go to work for Harbor National 
Bank in the municipal area. 

Eliot Cohen, who was president of the 


Board of Aldermen in 1975, earlier had 
testified Scafidi had come to see him in 
his office on June 16 to inform him he was 
leaving the city to go to work at Harbor 
National Bank. 

The Board of Aldermen employs the 
city treasurer and makes reappointments 
every two years when a new Board is 
elected. 

"Before June, 1975, did the city have 
accounts at Harbor National Bank?” 
Harrod asked Stiglich. 

"No," he replied. 

She asked hUn if the city had a federal 
account in tire hank and he responded 
that the city did have u federal tax 
deposit account for withholding taxes. 
Newton could not withdraw these funds. 

Defease Attorney Conn established that 
a second account, the Newton Upper 
Falls Improvement Association, totalling 
about $5000, was also at Harbor National. 

Harrod, introducing bank deposit and 
withdrawal statements into evidence 
with Stiglich indentifying them, 
established that between June 19 and 
June 26,1975, $1 million of city money was 
deposited in Harbor National Bank. 

Stiglich then testified that Scafidi’s last 
day with the city was July 3. 

Among the four deposits made, ac¬ 
cording to testimony, were two short¬ 


term notes, one due July 24 and one due 
July 31. 

"Did you speak to Mr. Scafidi on July 
24?" Harrod asked the witness. 

"Yes," he replied, "Mr. Scafidi culled 
and said , ‘You've got your investment 
due, do you want to roll them over (renew 
them)?"' 

Stiglich testified that he did renew the 
investment. 

The witness said he also spoke to the' 
defendant on July 31, when the second 
note was due, but was not sure if he called 
Scafidi or if Scafidi culled him. 

Conn, in cross-examination, tried to 
establish that perhaps Stiglich ad phoned 
Scafidi on both occasions' but the witness 
maintained Scafidi called him on July 24 
and he could not remember who called 
whom on July 31. 

Conn also asked Stiglich if he had ap¬ 
plied for the city treasurer’s job and 
Stiglich acknowledged that he had. cafidi 
who is no longer with Harbor National' 
has also reapplied ' for his job as Newton 
city treasurer. 

Stiglich said during a recess that the 
city now has no working accounts in 
Harbor National. All money was out of 
the bonk, he said, by Aug. 20, 1975, with 
the exception of one investment that 
came due in January. 

Also during cross-examination, Conn, 
in reference to the July phone calls, asked 


Stiglich: "You didn't have to renew the 
investments, did you? Did Mr. Scafidi 
coerce or intimidate you into rein¬ 
vesting?” 

"No," Stiglich replied. 

Conflict law 

According to Chapter 268 S. 19 B of the 
General 1-aws: there is no conflict of 
interest: “...if the municipal employee 
first advises the official responsible for 
the appointment to his position of the 
nature and circumstances of the par¬ 
ticular matter and makes full disclosure 
of such financial interests and receives in 
advance a written determination made 
by that official that the interest is not so 
substantial as to be deemed likely to 
effect the integrity of the sen-ice which 
the municipality may expect from the 
employee." 

The presiding judge’ Judge Alvin 
Tamkin of Hingham, remarked at some 
point that since this law was enacted in 
the early 60's, only two or three people 
have been prosecuted under it. 

Former Board President Cohen, Board 
Clerk Edward English and City Clerk 
Joseph Karlin were subpoenaed by the 
prosecution to testify on this matter. 

Cohen, in testimony, maintained that 
he was not aware of what Scafidi's exact 
duties at Harbor National would be when 
he saw the former treasurer on June 16.

50 people show up to blast the MBTA 


About 50 people attended the first of two 
MBTA "forums" Tuesday night to tell off 
the MBTA. 

The forums are being held jointly by 
the Newton Planning Department and the 
MBTA to hear specific complaints and 
suggestions on service. 

The next forum will be at Hyde School, 
Newton Highlands, April 28 at 7:30 p.m. 

State Rep. Peter Harrington, speaking 
from the audience, led off with specific 
requests from hi; area on the north side 
of the city. 

Nonantum people, Harrington said, 
need a bus to Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
during peak visiting hours; students need 
a bus to Catholic Memorial High School in 
West Roxbury; and displaced Raytheon 


employees who used to work in Waltliam 
need a bus to the Raytheon plant in 
Quincy. 

Libby Titlebaum, representing the 
Newton league of Women Voters' said 
the I.WV advocates a statewide public 
transportation system, a fair and 
equitable assumption of costs by both the 
users and the state,8increased in¬ 
formation about service. 

Members of the public brought up 
complaints about tiie unconnected routes 
now in existence in the city and the 
inability to get to Cambridge easily. 

The Oak Hill Park-Newton Corner bus 
should run more frquently, several 
people said, and others want some 
Sunday service. 


Nearly everybody wants increased 
frequency of service on all bus routes. 

Reliability of timetables came in for 
criticism, for both bus and streetcar 
service. Bus drivers leave their end 
points early, one man said, and "drive 
like mad" along the route, arriving early 
and leaving early at each stop. 

Green Line streetcar service' besides 
being uncomfortable especially when the 
heat is on all summer, was also criticized 
for its unreliability of schedule and 
equipment. 

A few speakers asked for some means 
of notifying the passengers about the 
length of delay to be expected when there 
is a breakdown in service. 

Various suggested routes were 


described as better than or supplemental 
to those now being used' and some of 
those attending suggested the use of 
various kinds of equipment as alter¬ 
natives to the standard buses. 

The MBTA was represented on the 
panel by Ronald Tuber, director of 
operations analysis. Mayor Theodore 
Mann and Planning Director Charles 
Thomas were also on the panel. 

The Planning Department lias copies of 
the a questionnaire on service distributed 
at the forum and will compile the in¬ 
formation gained and forward it to the 
MBTA 

Thomas will take complaints on service 
at his Planning Department office. 


School salaries average higher than private industry

According to a preliminary analysis by 
the city Personnel , School Department 
secretaries, custodians, and data 
processing personnel are paid more than 
people working in similar jobs for private 
industry. 

City Director of Personnel John Ritchie 
prefaced the study prepared for the 
Education Committee with cautionary 
remarks. 

When the study was made the Per¬ 
sonnel Department did not have 
descriptions of the . School Department 
jobs to compare with similar positions in 
the city or private industry. 

Before stating any conclusions in Die 
report, the Personnel Department notes 
that City Hall pay rales on the current 
structure "are not founded on any 
rational basis," as a result of collective 
bargaining. 

Also noted is that data from private 


industry "is the result of area industrial 
surveys and reflects a strong competitive 
position which’ technically' should be 
somewhat above the public sec-tor." Tills 
implies that salaries paid by school 
departments would normally be below 
those of private industry. 

The "quicky analysis" as it is called by 
Ritchie only compares nonprofessional 
and nonacademic postilions. 

The conclusion criticizes the School 
Department for apparently not having a 
formalized system to assess the pay 
value of a position, and states ttiat "pay 
equity is not a characteristic of the 
established compensation schemes." 

Besides being paid more than private 
industry, School llepartment secretaries 
make a minimum of $20 per week more 
than City Hall secretaries, based on 
median figures for three categories of 
secretaries. 

The survey also showed that spread 
between a minimum and maximum 


salary for any of the school positions 
analyzed ranges from 8zero up to 14 
percent above the spread for private 
industry. 

In the executive secretary class, the 
study shows the School Department pays 
from $168 to $237 a week, which Is a 
spread of 53 Percent. In City Hall the 
same position is paid between $152 to $178 
per week, a spread of 17 percent. In 
private industry the scale is from $169 to 
$228, which is a spread of 35 percent' 
within the range of 30 to 40 percent that 
the study said is common for industry. 

Under the categories of fireman and 
maintenance-carpenter, the middle 
range of school workers is about a dollar 
an hour more than private industry, 

The School Department custodians are 
divided into three categories with salary 
ranges from $3.73 per hour to $7.57 per 
hour. City hall custodians make between 
$4.7 and $5.56 per hour. 

A survey of 382 janitors in private in¬ 


dustry as in September, 1975, shows 
wages from $3,33 to $3.79 per hour. 

The survey said, "Using the 'attract 
and retain' criteria in establishing rates, 
it is clear that pay for janitorial positions 
in the School Department is reasonably 
more than competitive." 

In the data processing positions, no 
comparis8on could be made with City- 
Hall positions because the eight school 
categories could not be compared with 
the three city categories without job 
descripitons. 

However for these jobs the analysis 
states that "In general, the percentage 
spreads ascend as the salary and level of 
positions descend, i which) is exactly the 
opposite of wage and salary structure 
principals.” 

The private industry comparisons in 
the report were made from the 
Metropolitan Wage Survey anBd other 
commonly available wage reports.

"It doesn't appear there is a 
chance for a settlement,” 
agreed Chairman Cecil Cad¬ 
well, 

Roach seeks "assessment of 
damages" because the old 
NRA, chaired by Mario 
DiCarlo, paid him only $215,000 
for five parcels near the Route 
128-Route 16 interchange. 

Negotiations for an out-of- 
court settlement were un¬ 
derway last year but evidently 
broke down in December. 

On a IXJPAC complaint, 
developer Spaulding and Slye 
is responding to abutters' 
demands for cleanup of 
eyesores and hazards on the 
vacant land behind the con¬ 
struction site. 

Representatives from 
LOPAC, Spaulding and Slye, 
the NRA and Aid. Carol Ann 
Shea walked the area for two 
hours on March 26, reaching 
agreement afterwards on most 
of the problems. 

The developer will draw up 
several plans for screening the 
land, then allow the com¬ 
munity to decide what it 
prefers. Holes will be filled in, 
the land graded, and illegal 
dumping . controlled by the 
developers. 

"They are being just about 
as cooperative as any 
developer could be," said Hugh 
Arcese, Vice-Chairman of 
l .OP AC.

competing criminal justice 
agencies into a single Bureau 
of Criminal Justice Services. 

"The bill. S. 593' represents a 
move for government ef¬ 
ficiency," Mofenson said. "It 
also represents an important 
step forward in the develop¬ 
ment of criminal justice policy 
in Massachusetts." 

Mofenson explained that the 
Committee on Criminal 
Justice, the Criminal Justice 
Training Council, and the 
Criminal History Systems 
Board have uneven 
achievement, records of 

"Some programs have been 
well funded, others have not 
been," Mofenson said. "To the 
extent that programs and 
monies are not coordinated, we 
run the risk of spending money 
in incompatible ways and 
wasting time and already 
scarce dollars. By con¬ 
solidating the programs under 
one governing board, we would 
be in a position to articulate a 
consistent policy, ensuring that 
each of the current agencies 
gets the attention and em¬ 
phasis it needs to function - . 
effectively,” Mofenson con¬ 
tinued. 

"Basically, S. 593 is directed 
at curing an important 
problem of government 
fragmentation," said 
Mofenson. 

Some of the problems were 
already becoming apparent 
during tlie end of the Sargent 
administration, Mofenson said. 
Former Governor Francis 
Sargent also came to testify in 
favor of what he said were 
long-needed reforms. 


One significant ad¬ 
ministrative problem cited by 
proponents of the legislation is 
the current lack of staff ac¬ 
countability. Currently, the 
attorney general is chairman 
of the Criminal History 
Systems Board, while the staff 
is accountable to the governor 
and not the board. 

"We all recognize that the 
attorney general is the chief 
law enforcement officer of the 
stale, and we must give him 
the tools to perform his 
responsibility effectively," 
said Mofenson. Throughout his 
testimony, Mofenson stressed 
the importance of developing a 
"consistent, uniform and 
directed approach to the 
problems of crime and law 
enforcement."

The School Department has 
issued a statement clarifying 
its present and future policy 
regarding school bus trasn- 
portation. 

According to Director of 
Support Services Roy Cor¬ 
nelius, the School Department 
has received "zillions" of 
inquiries about eligibility for 
rides and the new photo- 
identification cards that are 
being made for bus riders. 

At its April 12 meeting the 
School Committee will finalize 
the policy. The Committee will 
consider a recommendation by 
Cornelius on whether or not he 
feels the ID’s should be issued 
to students living slightly 
closer than 1 miles from a 
school. 

The School Committee voted 
Dec. 15. 1975, to issue iden¬ 
tification cards in response to 
police who were concerned that 


a student would be killed by 
jumping from the back door of 
a bus. 

After consultation with 
between police, secondary 
school principals, and the 
administration, it was decided 
by the School Committee that 
identification cards will be 
issued upon application to 
eligible students, and tliat the 
cards will be used only for the 
trip home from school. 

It has been the policy of the 
School Department to pick up 
and drop off any student at the 
stops that are 1 miles or 
more from a school. This has 
included any student who 
walks away from the school to 
a bus stop 1 miles away. 

Under state law, the School 
Department is only required to 
bus students who live two or 
more miles from a school, but 
the state reimburses the city 
for each child bused that lives 1 


l v miles or more from a school. 

Under the current policy any 
student could board a bus 
leaving a school in the af¬ 
ternoon and jump out when it 
drove through a place students 
wanted to get out. 

When police became con¬ 
cerned over the safety of those 
jumping from the rear doors, 
there was no wa of identifying 
the ones who jumped off or the 
ones who were not supposed to 
be riding. 

This led lo the issuing of bus 
passes, which will only be 
needed for the ride ome from 
school. 

A safe normal walking 
distance of 1 M; miles lias been 


delineated by city engineers 
for each school district. 

Transportation is and will be 
provided where a safety 
hazard exists, based on a 
recoinmedation from the 
Police Department. 

In each secondary school any 
student denied an afternoon 
transportation pass can tile an 
ppeal with the principal. 

If the response is considered 
unsatisfactory, there will be a 
review by the Division of 
Support Services. Questions of 
safety will be referred to the 
police; questions of distance to 
the city engineers. The 1 W 
mile limit is measured from 
the front door of the student’s 


home to the front door of the 
school. 

The student will be informed 
of any changes which result 
from the reviews.

Heritage Hill, hospital 
garage get Board OK

Dissatisfaction with some 
aspects of the Planning 
Department has flared up 
again and nearly resulted in 
the elimination of one junior 
planner's job . 

A motion at Monday night’s 
meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen restored the 
position, after it was pointed 
out that the cut would come 
from the comprehensive- 
planning section, the area 
about which there have been 
the most complaints from the 
Board. 

Aid. Ethel Sheehan made a 
motion to cut three positions 
from what she called the 
"rogue-elephant department" 
at Saturday's budget meeting, 
but accepted Aid. Ernest Dietz' 
proposal to eliminate only one. 


Dietz and Sheehan were 
joined by Aid. Sidney Small, 
who commented that "nobody 
can tell what any planner is 
doing," and by Aid. Richard 
Bullwinkle, who said, "The 
department is unwieldy. You 
might be doing them a favor." 

The Planning Department 
was defended by Aid. Eliot 
Cohen, who said he thinks "the 
problems are related to per¬ 
sonalities’" not the quality of 
work produced. 

The quantity of work 
produced has been a subject of 
complaints off and on. 

The city charter requires a 
"comprehensive plan" for the 
growth and development of the 
city. Planning Director 
Charles Thomas has said 
repeatedly that there can be no 
single document called a 
comprehensive plan, and has 


been working on various 
elements that put together will 
be the comprehensive plan. 

Last year he published the 
"Newton Plan," a plan for 
developing the comprehensive 
plan, in which a housing in¬ 
ventory, population analysis, 
planning information system, 
and land use plan arc the 
components . 

Although some of these 
studies have been in process 
for three years, not one has 
been completed. 

The housing report was 
scheduled first for 1973, then 
for June' 1974. In the fall of that 
year, Thomas was quoted as 
saying it was done but would 
require two months for editing 
and preparing for printing.

The Board of Aldermen 
acted on only two land use 
items Monday night at its 
regular meeting. 

The Board granted per¬ 
missive use to the Heritage Hill 
convalescent home to increase 
its bed capacity from 120 to 190 
beds, after it was determined 
that the existing parking will 
be sufficient for the need.

Before the permanent oc¬ 
cupancy permit is issued, the 
hospital will have to file a bond 
guaranteeing completion of 
landscaping, a hard-surface 
road to the garage, and a fence 
betewcen the garage and 
construction of the new office 
building. 
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Bus policy clarified by School Department 


Housing Authority tentatively 
decides on Thurston developer 


A Weston firm, the second- 
lowest bidder, will probably 
win the contract lo build a 
Newton Housing Authority 
project on Thurston Road, but 
the City of Newton will 
shoulder $30,000 worth of off¬ 
site development costs. 

At a special meeting of the 
NHA last Friday, Magnanti 
Construction Corporation was 
tentatively awarded the 
general contract for the Upper 
Falls elderly and low-income 
family housing. Magnanti bid 
$928,000 on the 40-unit project. 

In the contract, yet to be 
signed, are provisions that the 
city donate $14,500 worth of 
water department work and 
$15,300 worth of other off-site 
work, not including the paving 
of Thurston Road. 

Low bidder at the March 16 
bid opening was Salem 
Engineering and Construction 
Corporation of Methuen for 
,064,000. 

A week later, however, 
Salem asked to drop out 
because its apparent low bid 
contained clerical and 
mechanical errors amounting 
i,. $57,937. 

The State Department of 
Community Affairs has set a 
construction limit of $916,000 on 
the project. In a memo of Feb 
13, DCA also said’ "any off-site 
improvement that may be 


necessary must be provided by 
the City of Newton at no cost to 
the Housing Authority.” 

Thus, when DCA-mandated 
city work is subtracted' 
Magnanti’s bid drops below the 
DCA limit. 

At its April 2 meeting, the 
Authority first voted 
unanimously to release Salem 
from its bid. It then voted to 
award the contract to 
Magnanti, but not to absolve 
other sub-contractors or low 
bidders of record of any 
liabilities on their deposits. 

The vote for Magnanti is also 
conditional on approval from 
NRA's attorney and a check by 
Authority members I,eo Karas 
and Henry Wilson on the 
caliber of Magnanti's work. 

The next step is to obtain 
approval of the award from 
DCA. Construction could begin 
within the next month. 

City Planning Director 
Charles Thomas urged NHA to 
ask that DCA assume ail 
$91G,000 of costs. Some of the 
off-site work required of the 
city should be eligible for 
Community Development 
monies, Thomas added. 

In discussing whether or not 
to release Salem from its low 
bid, Karas said NHA could 
demand more evidence and 
force Salem to prove it made a 
mistake. However, NHA would 


then "face the possibility of a 
hostile general contractor 
doing the job," he noted. 

A review of the Salem bid by 
the architect upheld 

Salem's claims that 
mistakes were due to bona fide 
clerical errors and a defective 
calculator. 

Miller observed that any 
challenge of Salem's right to 
withdraw could cause litigation 
and delays in the project. 

Karas then said he was 
willing to go ahead with the 
second-lowest bidder and the 
votes were taken. 

The Architects Collaborative 
review of bids also cautioned 
that errors in some sub¬ 
contractor bids might cause 
awarding to second bidders in 
metals, glass and glazing, and 
thereby increase total project 
costs to $932,457, or about $4,500 
over Magnanti’s bid.

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After the joy ride 

Strong sentiment exists in the state 
legislature for prescribing mandatory 
prison sentences for certain crimes, in¬ 
cluding the theft of an automobile by teen¬ 
agers seeking the thrill of a “joy ride" in a 
stolen car. 

A number of serious-minded law-makers 
disturbed by the increase in automobile 
thefts and the rising tide of violent crimes 
point out that persons convicted of these 
crimes, often walk out of courtrooms with 
a suspended sentence or on probation, free 
to commit more crimes. 

They declare that a police officer risks 
his life to apprehend a car thief and then 
watches the youth he arrested stroll out of 
court after an admonition by a lenient 
judge. 

After that happens a few times, the cop 
decides he's wasting his time and risking 
his life for nothing when he chases a couple 
of teen-agers," one State Senator observed. 

A move also is being planned on Beacon 
Hill to impose mandatory prison terms on 
persons convicted of such crimes as 
handbag-snatching, rape or attempted rape, 
armed robbery, assault and battery w'hile 
armed with a gun. breaking and entering an 
occupied home while armed, a second con¬ 
viction for breaking and entering whether or 
not armed. 

Other crimes for which a guilty verdict 
would automatically carry a prison 
sentence if some legislators have their way 
include crimes of violence against elderly 
persons, defacing gravestones, fraud by 
welfare vendors, interference with 
firefighters while in the line of duty, assault 
and battery on a law-enforcement officer, 
fraudulent welfare claims and a second 
conviction for malicious destruction of per¬ 
sonal property. 

As might be expected, sharp objection to 
these proposals is being offered not only 
by the Civil Liberties Union, but also by such 
public officials as Attorney General F’rancis 
X. Bellotti, State Correction Commissioner 
Frank A. Hall and Chairman Paul Chernoff 
of the State Parole Board. 

One of the arguments advanced against 
the suggested mandatory sentences is that 
they would take too much discretionary 
authority away from judges. Another is 
that most of the prisons and jails in 
Massachusetts already are over-crowded. 

These arguments do not impress some 
legislators who declare that the spokesmen 
for some organizations and some public 
leaders seem more interested in protecting 
the rights of the perpetrators of crimes 
than in their victims or preventing the 
repetition of the same crimes by the same 
persons. 

"Because the prisons and jails are 
crowded, does that mean we should stop 
sending criminals to prison and allow them 
to roam the streets to prey on the public?" 
one State Representative demanded. 

He pointed out that an M.I.T. study 
group headed by former Mayor' John F. 
Collins had recommended the construction 
of more prisons to house convicted 
criminals. "If we haven't got enough prisons 
than obviously we should build some more." 
one Senator asserted. 

Beacon Hill observers predict that 
Governor Michael Dukakis would veto the 
bills calling for mandatory prison 
sentences if they are approved and sent to 
his desk. 

They express doubt that the measures 
could be enacted in the Senate over the 
Governor's veto. However. many 
legislators are determined to do something 
to curb crimes of violence and automobile 
thefts. 
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A message for the School Committee 


Dear Mr. Chairman of the Newton 
School Committee: 

II is not really so much what is being 
said at the Committee meetings that is 
arousing the community; it is the way In 
which those things are being said. It has 
come to pass that if one likes rudeness, 
shouting and a grand display of personal 
animosities, one will love the School 
Committee in session. 

Mr. Chairman, back to basics and 
economy are the worthy and respectable 
propositions upon which the present 
Committee was elected, but the concepts 
are being muddied by allowing them to be 
mixed and matched with personal 
resentments. The School Committee is 
not the place for "getting even." 

This lament, Mr. Chairman, does not 
come from a supporter of "permissive” 
education nor from one who had ap¬ 
proved of the predilections and closed ear 
of the old Committee. However, I do know 
that people who voted for Committee 
changes were really thinking about less 
dogma and more response to community 
perspectives. 

When most of the old Committee 
members were repeatedly voting a 
collective bias, you seemed to be 
questioning, probing and refusing to 
accept easy abstractions. Not everyone 
was happy with the way you said things; 
yet they were things that so often needed 
to be said. What’s more, you read your 
lesson book well and completed the 
assignments, even if your conclusions 
were not everybody’s cup of tea. 


Many who supported you in the past did 
not do so as a token of objection to all 
educational change, but because 
someone was needed to stand up to a one¬ 
sided Committee majority and you were 
doing just that. 

Now, however, you may be making a 
mockery of your own ideas as well as 
those of many people in the community. 
If the present raucous Committee 


behavior persisLs, old members or new 
challengers will have plenty of am¬ 
munition at election time, obligingly 
provided by a Committee that will not 
control itself. 

Because the old Committee majority 
often treated your suggestions with 
disdain, sometimes verging upon con¬ 
tempt, is no reason to deal now in 
retribution. There are, instead, lessons to 
be learned from old mistakes so that the 
community may be better served. 

Your responses at the recent budget 
meetings were often disappointing. 
Originally you fought for opening up 
procedures on the Committee, and then 
you reversed your own stated philosophy 
by excluding the superintendent from the 


last budget deliberations. How Unwise to 
engage in some of the same high¬ 
handedness we had experienced with 
former committees. 

Then there was the matter of putting a 
few things back into a curtailed budget. 
At times you were just as intrasigent as 
was the old Committee. The old members 
did not need to sec an example of the 
inflexibility that caused their ouster. 


For example, thif Angier-EUis gambit 
was unnecessary. The fact remains that a 
substantial number of parents wanted the 
program and that it would have cost the 
city nothing. In truth, Angier-Ellis was 
only a token project to let some subur¬ 
banites feel good about playing "let’s 
pretend busing" without really doing 
anything important to ease the Boston 
dilinma. 

Angier-Ellis would neither have en¬ 
couraged nor discouraged the notion of a 
metropolitan community, contrary to the 
cries of both sides. If the proposed 
program were not to continue to work 
well, then it would have died of attrition. 
And if a third of the parents were not 
interested, then they should have had 


sufficient respect for their own opinions 
i l0 t to feel cowed by the others. 

Denying parents this choice was no 
different than committee action of the 
past 15 years which, at times when 
Meadowbrook was striking out blindly, 
flatly denied numbers of petitioning 
parents the right to more traditional 
values. 

The very worst of current effects, 
however, has to be the surfacing of 
personal hostilities. They have no place 
at Committee meetings and it is up to 
you, the chairman, to stop them and to do 
so with an even hand. Then perhaps you 
may even coax better behavior out of the 
audience as well. 

But you. dear Mr. Chairman, still have 
the opportunity to demonstrate what 
reason, self-discipline and common sense 
can do for our educational system. While 
I have heard people criticize your method 
and manner, I have never heard anyone 
deny that you are a bright and studious 
person. Why then can’t you take heart in 
this and utilize these abilities in the 
direction of moderation. 

If only you would combine your energy 
and intellect to lead the new Committee 
with courtesy, caution, balance and 
consideration for the educational values 
of others, you could restore us to our old 
greatness. However, if the current 
display continues, we will also continue, 
even more rapidly than in recent years, 
our decline into splendid mediocrity. 

Please, please, Mr. Chairman, think it 
over. It is not too late to be an effective 
leader.

After Tuesday, Carter's footsteps are louder

Morris Udall now has demonstrated in Wisconsin that the 
liberal wing of the Democratic Party is alive and well, but 
no longer in charge. Henry Jackson did much the same for 
the parly’s old-line regulars in New York. 

The results of the two primaries seem to place the power 
center of the party somewhere between the ideological 
factions that have been slicing at each other for the last 
eight years. 

Today Jimmy Carter appears to be astride that pivotal 
point. Even though he had to scratch out victory in 
Wisconsin and did badly in New York, Carter once again 
made progress toward the 1970 Democratic presidential 
nomination. 


He promises people he will never lie to them, but when 
Carter says he has the nomination locked up, he still is 
guessing. 

Udall does not have to accept his narrow defeat as the end 
of his candidacy. But he has finished second three times and 
there is nothing on the primary horizon that is likely to 
erase the image of inability to deliver victory. 

Jackson got the largest number of delegates in New York, 
but there is no way he can claim a huge victory. Only one 
month ago, after winning in Massachusetts, he promised 
his supporters a landslide in New York. He produced 
something well short of that in a state where organization — 
the Jackson campaign’s long suit— was supposed to be all- 
important.. 

If all the candidates stick to their announced plans, they 
will meet again in Pennsylvania on April 27. Just as 


Wisconsin was supposed to be a natural state for Udall, 
Pennsylvania seems tailored for Jackson. 

But Carter is going to Pennsylvania too, and Jackson 
would be well advised to start listening for the footsteps 
Udall did not hear in Wisconsin. 

Ttiere are some other things going bump in the night for 
all the Democratic candidates. The first bloc of open 
delegate support for Hubert Humphrey surfaced in New 
York, and that might just be the signal for the Minnesota 

senator to enter the race he so far adroitly has avoided. 
Carter's Wisconsin victory could enter into such a decision 
too. 

So the contest for the nomination did not end in Wisconsin 
and New York. With Frank Church yet to show his wares 
and the active candidates still finding good omens in the 
results, there still are many miles of weary campaigning 
and hours of waiting for primary results ahead.

Rare look at education 


To the Editor: 

For anyone interested in 
public education, it is a rare 
opportunity to be living in 
Newlon at this time. I refer to 
the facilities it provides for 
studying the Impact of 
educational policies on com¬ 
munity relations. 

My experience as an adult 
observer extends over a period 
of more than 20 years, during 
which time I have been a 
witness to my children’s 
education in Newark, N.J., 
Westchester County, N.Y.; and 
for the past four years, here in 
Newton. 

I entered the public school 
system in 1924 in Brooklyn in a 
section or districtwhich is now 
a scene of utter desolation: 
Brownsville. Thus my personal 
experiences encompass a span 
of over 50 years. 

This would not he considered 
an adequate substitute for a 
Ph.D. from the Harvard 
Graduate School of Education. 
However, it may be given some 
weight that 1 have sup¬ 
plemented my experience with 


fairly constant reading of 
books, journals, and 
newspapers on this subject 
plus occasional discussions 
with professional educators. 

With that scanty prologue I 
would like to advance the idea 
that we are fast approaching a 
new era in public education in 
which the current system of 
financing will have to be 
abandoned. The reason is that 
there are simply too many 
issues getting into education, 
issues of a divisive nature 
which keep the educational 
process in a state of constant 
embroilment. 

This does not mean that 
there a will be no policy of 
compulsory public education, 
but rather that the ad¬ 
ministration of such a policy 
will undergo drastic alteration. 
There is just no room left for 
enough people to agree on what 
they expect from a public- 
school system for them to live 
within the confines of only one 
setup. 

1 could write a book on the 
number and diversity of items 


which have a disrupting in¬ 
fluence and show no signs of 
abatement. That is why 
Newton in its present state of 
eruption provides so excellent 
a site for a practical "field 
study" to explore this process. 

For it is a fact that here 
community relationships have 
been deteriorating with 
phenomenal celerity. It lias 
even received some attention 
in the last issue of u prominent 
national publication. Nobody 
will disagree with me as to the 
presence of severe 
disagreement; but some may 
believe, in opposition to my 
ideas, that these differences 
can be resolved. I don't see how 
that is possible. 

What we are headed for is a 
system that will permit a 
greater freedom of choice, 
such as is available to those 
who currently make use of 
parochial schools or other 
private systems. This will 
require a new method of 
financing, one example of 
which is the voucher system. 

One small instance; prayer 


n public schools. How canit be 
expected that, when so many 
parents consider this ab¬ 
solutely vital to the education 
of their children, they will 
abandon such a demand’’ The 
invocation of the Law of the 
I-and regarding the separation 
of Church and State docs not 
seem persuasive to such 
parents, certainly not enough 
to let others believe that this 
agitation will cease. 

Such a difference, and a 
hundred others, can never be 
overcome by the kind of public 
meetings that have been 
conducted lately by the Newton 
School Committee. How can 
differences be reconciled 
ei ddst such endless bickering 
and deplorable means of in¬ 
tervention by all participants, 
including the audience? 

There is dearly no evidence 
of any spirit of compromise; 
nor is there any reason to 
expect tliat one of the factions 
will capitulate. What else is 
left’’

On March 1, a news item 
appeared announcing two 
public hearings before the 
Middlesex County Advisory 
Board on the approximately 
$32.5 million budget prepared 
by the Commissioners of 
Middlesex County. 

This board was created by 
statute two years ago to review 
the annual budget. 

Since the local property tax 
rate had been attributed in part 
to county assessments and 
since school departments and 
city departments have been 
aiming at budgets of zero 
growth, I went, out of curiosity, 
to see how the county budget 
operated. I attended that part 
of the second session at which 
the advisory board members 
reviewed the budget for 
maintenance' the office of the 
sheriff, and the requests of the 
several courts. 

The presentation of the 
maintenance budget was in 
process as 1 arrived. After four 
years of school budgets, 
carefully documented, with 
supporting position papers and 
rationale for every item, the 
meeting was an enlightening 
experience. The head of the 
Building Department was 
being asked to justify some of 
his requests. He had no data, 
no explanations, and, ap¬ 
parently, no knowledge or 
desire to know about the many 
operations for which he was 
seeking taxpayers' money. I 
understood him to say that his 
figures came from the Com¬ 
missioners' office. He lias been 
on the job since July !!! 

He was questions: how did he 
arrive at the fuel bill; what 
kind of oil did they use; what 
unit price? He had no answers. 
He was asked about the status 
of the new Middlesex Cour¬ 
thouse: whether in this interim 
period the Clerk of Works was 
still on a weekly salary; how

Is Angola a far away country 
of which we iwant to I know 
nothing? This appears to be the 
position successfully pressed 
on the CPPAX foreign policy 
committee by Newton resident 
Mark Solomon, 

Solomon, who has previously 
defended the Soviet invation 
invastion of Czechoslovakia to 
overthrow the threatening 
"socialism with a human 
face," recently met with an 
official of one of the three 
Angolan liberation movements 
during a visit to India with the 
World Peace Council i which 
countered the awarding of the 
Nobel Peace Prize to Russian 
dissident Andrei Sakharov by- 
awarding its peace prize to 
Leonid Brezhnev and which 
identifies the "forces of peace 
and progress” with those 
which support andor are 
supported by the Soviet 
Union). Back in America, 
Solomon justified the Soviet- 
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many employees did he have; 
their salaries? He had no 
knowledge! When asked about 
snow plowing, he was even 
more vague: no contract, no 
bids. 

A local custodian would call 
some one local. He would 
arrange to have the snow 
plowed. Kind of equipment? 
Rate of payment? Length of 
time? No answers. He was 
ordered to return with an¬ 
swers. "A heck of a way to do 
business" was Mayor Mann's 
comment. 

The requests of the Sheriff 
were more realistically 
backed. He announced that 
unless his budget were raised, 
he would be unable to open the 
new jail. He indicated that 
increases in jail population 
require poportionate increases 
in jail supplies. He explained 
the confusion in fire 
regulations which was holding 
up the acceptance of the ex¬ 
pensive jail. 

Although 1 have supported 
budgets for equipment in 
schools and have been unable 
to conceive of running the 
schools without adequate 
typewriters, or copy machines, 
1 had no concept of the 
lavishness with which the 
schools operate as compared 
with the dearth of necessary 
equipment and personnel with 
which the district courts 
alleged they operate. 

Because of the need for one 
clerk, other clerks stated they 
far exceed their 40-hour week. 
'The work must be done." One 
judge announced that he was 
curtailing important sub¬ 
scriptions to legal periodicals 
to live within the prescribed 
budget. A probation officer 
pleaded for desks and chairs. 

It appears that there is 
money in the county budget. 
The question lies in the 
priorities the Commissioners 
may choose. If more funds

legislators met last week 
with Newton citizens to discuss 
legislation filed by State Rep. 
leis G. Fines (D-Newton),

were provided for personnel to 
process parking tickets, more 
income would aerrue to the 
Commonwealth. There is 
federal reimbursement to be 
obtained from the collection of 
monies for child support. But 
the money needed for per¬ 
sonnel and accountants to 
handle the load which would 
result in millions of dollars 
being subsequently returned to 
the Commonwealth has not 
been funded. And to top the 
Indignity of trying to carry out 
a growing operation of the 
newly formed probation 
department on a non- 
increasing budget, the ap¬ 
parent penny-wise and pound- 
foolish philosophy under which 
the county appears to operate 
lias failed to honor the request 
for a cheek signing machine. 
Fight hundred checks are 
signed weekly by hand! 

The Clerk of Courts 
presented his budget of about a 
million dollars. His budget 
listed 78 clerks and personnel 
and a request for 20 new 
positions. 

There is a backlog of 22,000 
civil cases in Middlesex County 
which means a five- to six-year 
wait. There are 6,000 criminal 
cases and all are entitled to a 
speedy trial within six months. 

The Clerk's solution was the 
purchase of a $150,000 com¬ 
puter and hiring more judges. 
But there is no way to evaluate 
the efficiency of the operation 
of his department or its con¬ 
tribution to the backlog. 

As for his budget, he was 
totally scornful of the advisory- 
board. He repeatedly indicated 
his arrogant indifference V> 
their recommendations: "lF 
the money isn't available, the 
judge in the first session will 
issue a court order and the 
money will be available!!" 

Many issues arose as 
members of the advisory board 
questioned the department 
officials. They dealt with the 
relative role of the shite and 
the county and duplication of 
services, the importance of 
distributing the load between 
courts and allotting personnel 
equitable throughout the 
districts. 

These were issues that affect 


each and every one of the 
citizens of the 54 communities 
which make up Middlesex 
County. And this was a public 
hearing. And it was before a 
board created to encourage 
local participation in county 
fiscal matters. But except for a 
reporter and department heads 
or their representatives, my 
husband and I were the only 
members of the public present. 

For me this meeting was an 
eye-opener. It alerted me to the 
fact that in addition to wat¬ 
ching state and local govern¬ 
ments which use andor abuse 
taxpayers' money, there is a 
county government which 
needs scrutiny.

collect all residential rubbish citywidc for 
an average annual cost of $528,000, but its 
cost for commercial collection was un¬ 
derbid by almost 100 percent by another 
contractor. 

Public Works Commissioner Gene 
Larson estimated at the time of bid 
opening that he would need 10 days to two 
weeks to check out the bidders. 

The apparent low bidder, A&F, was to 
have provided proof of bondability 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

Mayor Mann at a news conference 
Monday called the aldermen who claim 
that with the retention of half the 91 jobs 
cut the mayor could continue municipal 
collection "pundits who haven't any 
experience in public works." 

The mayor said the aldermen “are 
scared out of their political britches'" 
and wondered why no aldermen appeared 
at the School Committee budget hearing 
to plead the case of retaining the more 
than 100 jobs cut in the School Depart¬ 
ment. 

Aid, Terry Morris has presented a plan 
that costs about $775,000 per year' but 
depends on tight management 
procedures. 

The vote to delete the money entirely 
from the budget, 16 aldermen in favor’ 8 
opposed, would indicate that a majority 
feels that the city can manage the 
sanitation division better than it has been 
able to previously. 

Local 800 President Louis Rufo 
recognized the need to eliminate some of 
the abuses of sick leave and work time 
and made a plea when the bids were 
opened to "give us a chance to clean our 
own house." 

Public Works Commissioner (.arson 
has said that he can manage the rubbish 
collection if he has to, but since the 
mayor’s decision to abolish the 91 jobs 
had Larson's agreement, it appears that 
he is not anxious to lake on the problems.

While castigating those aldermen who 
complained about insufficient backup 
material on his decision for not coming to 
his office and looking at figures, at his 
news conference Monday the mayor 
asked Larson to produce a minimum-cost 
estimate for city collection. 

Larson now estimates "con¬ 
servatively" that 46 men could ac¬ 
complish the job, not including recycling, 
for $919,000 a year. That figure includes 
JIOO'OOO a year for new trucks, but does 
not include the cost of retirement 
benefits. 

While the decision is still to be made on 
the method of collection, Larson is 
continuing to evaluate the bids. 

Larson thinks that some bidders may 
extend their bids past the usual 30-day 
period for acceptance, but points out that 
any contractor needs some time to get 
equipment. 

The contract with I,ocal 800, the Street 
Department union, expires June 30. 
Negotiations so far have not included 
revision of contract items to increase 
productivity of the labor force if it is 
retained.

Funds available for home 
repairs starting in May 


liow-cost home repairs will 
be reality for some Newton 
homeowners as a result of the 
Housing Assistance Services 
Program which will begin in 
May. 

This program will use 
$150,000 of community 
development block-grant funds 
during the first program year 
for low-interest loans and 
grants in Newton Corner, 
Nonantum, and West Newton. 
Similar funding is expected in 
future program years. 

Assistance can take three 
forms. First, private home 
repair loans may be subsidized 
so that interest is lowered to 
half the prevailing rate. For 
applicants rejected by private 
lenders, the Housing 
Assistance Services Program 
may make direct loans at 
about half the normal interest 
rate. 

In a very few cases, with 
light restrictions, owners may 
be eligible for giants. To 
qualify for a grant, applicants 
1 1 1 must have a very low in¬ 
come (an example is a family 
of four with income under 
$7.700 1 ; (2) need to make 
critical, high-priority repairs, 
and 1 3 1 already have housing 
costs over 25 percent of in¬ 
come. 

Two citizen committees - on 
rehabilitation standards and on 
eligibility and financing — 
have been working since last 
December to develop the "nuts 
and bolts" of the Housing 
Assistance Services Program. 

Juris G. Alksnitis, deputy 
community development 
coordinator, working closely 
with the citizen groups, ob¬ 
serves, "$150,000 is not much 
money to meet home repair 
needs in a city this size. The 
committees had to make hard 
choices about priorities for 
assistance." 

One priority is where funds 
can be used. Federal 
regulations require "target 
areas" for use of community 
development funds. These 
target areas were chosen on 
the basis of levels of need as 
determined through the citizen 
participation plan and ap¬ 
plication process conducted 
during 1974 and 1975., 

The Housing Assistance 
Services Program will assist 
owners in certain census tracts 


in Newton Corner, Nonantum, 
and West Newton. Since 
census-tract lines may in some 
cases divide neighborhoods, 
some funds will be available to 
owners in those neighborhoods 
but outside census-tract 
boundaries. 

Income of homeowners is 
another priority. The 
Eligibility and Financial 
Mechanisms Advisory Com¬ 
mittee has limited eligibility to 
people earning slightly less 
than the average Boston area 
income. There is a sliding scale 
for different family sizes, Iwt 
as ari example, a family of four 
with yearly income under 
$12,350 is eligible. 

David Kerstein, chairman of 
the eligibility committee, 
points out that the 
rehabilitation fund will help 
"typical low-or middle just 
can't afford income 
homeowners who, in these 
economic times’ to make 
major repairs. We'll be able to 
lielp a few nonoccupant lan¬ 
dlords who rent to low-income 
families, but that's not our 
main purpose.” 

As a result, priority will be 


given to owners who live in tiie . , ... 

building. No owner of more, 
than four dwelling units will be 


eligible. 

Co-chairperson Pat Ullmark 
describes priorities decided by 
the Rehabilitation Standards 
and Criteria Advisory Com¬ 
mittee. "Limiledfirst funds 
require that money must 
correct the most serious 
problems, We created different 
categories of eligible repairs. 
First priority is correcting 
conditions dangerous to lie alt h 
and safety. Less serious 
problems have lower priority ." 

Owners who need high 
priority repairs will be more 
likely to receive funds, and 
may benefit trom more 
favorable tern s. No more than 
$5,000 worth of work for each 
living unit can be assisted. 

The committees hope to 
make applications available 
for one to two montlis begin¬ 
ning m May. Sixty to ninety 
owners who can be assisted 
with first-year funds will be 
selected. Housing Assistance 
Services Program staff will 
provide technical assistance 
when needed, such as having a

mental health facilities to the 
Department of Corrections 
Unit at Bridgewater. 

"We can no longer tolerate 
the irresponsible attitude 
which the Department of 
Mental Health exhibits toward 
the care and treatment of the 
mentally ill," stated Backman. 

"These are not the Dark 
Ages," he continued, "We 
cannot allow the Department 
of Mental Health to lock our 
mentally ill in correctional 
institutions and treat them as if 
they were criminals.” 

The bill, H. 91, is being 
supported by Mental Health 
Commissioner Robert Okin. 
Last week, Okin testified 
before the Human Services 
Committee that some mental 
health patients who exhibit 
aggressive behavior could 
receive more proper care at 
the Bridgewater facility than 
anywhere within the Mental 
Health Department. 

"It is the responsiblity of the 
Department of Mental Health 
to treat the mentally ill," 
Backman said. "It is entirely 
unacceptable that the com¬ 
missioner should be able to 
give up on certain individuals 
and dump them into the lap of 
the Department of Corrections. 
One must suspect that this bill 
is based more upon a concern 
. for administrative convenience 
than upon a concern for the 
well being of our mentally ill. 

Under existing law, the 
commissioner of mental health 
already enjoys the power to 
transfer men from mental 
health facilities to the 
Bridgewater institution. 

Backman noted that these 
current transfer procedures 
are subject to staggering 
abuse, stating that, "Even 
now, men arc being whisked off 
to the Department of 
Corrections from mental 
health facilities without proper 
evaluation and on the strength 
of one simple phone call," 

The Senator called this 
legislation "sorrowful" and 
added that, "to expand already 
archaic provisions to include 
women only serves to obscure 
existing failures in our system 
of mental health care." 


In a recent letter to Com¬ 
missioner Okin, Sen. Backman 
called for the study of our 
methods of mental health 
treatment, as well as for a 
review of our current com¬ 
mitment procedures. 

In order to undertake this 
study, which Backman deemed 
imperative, he requested that 
Commissioner Okin furnish his 
committee with case histories 
of men who have already been 
transferred to Bridgewater 
from the Department of Mental 
Health and of women whom 
Okin has suggested might be 
candidates for transfer under 
the proposed H. 91. 

For purposes of comparison, 
a similar request was made of 
Corrections Commissioner 
Frank A. Hall concerning the 
histories of men prior to and 
during their stay with the 
Department of Correction unit 
at Bridgewater. 

In each instance, Backman 
emphasized, "We have 
stipulated that all names and 
other identifying information 
be omitted from each case 
history. We arc only seeking to 
study the facts and patterns, if 
any, of these histories with an 
absolute appreciation of the 
requirements of confidentiality 
and a complete regard for 
individual privacy." 

Both Commissioner Okin and 
Commissioner Hall have been 
invited to reappear before the 
Human Services Committee 
and are expected to offer 
further testimony on April 21 at 
11 a.m. in Room 466 at the State 
House. 


"Child Abuse Training," an 
information program 
developed by the Junior 
league of Boston. Inc., with 
the cooperation of the Friends 
of Parent's and Children's 
Services, is now being offered 
to the public and private 
schools in the Boston area. 

Linda Tracy of Newton, 
member of the league, said, 
this program is the only one of 
its kind in the United States. It 
came about through a growing 
realization by professionals 
that the child abuse syndrome 
is cyclical: the abused child 
tends to become the abusing 
parent. 

Experts agree that the best 
possible time to attempt to 
break this tragic chain of 
events is at the high school 
level. At this age. they feel, 
young people are mature 
enough to be interested in the 
syndrome in an objective 
manner, yet are young enough 
not to become defensive. 

The CAT lecture, which has 
taken the form of a mini-course 


m some schools, and a one-time 
only seminar in others, delves 
into the problem which cause 
child abuse and also dispels the 
myth that this syndrome can 
occur only in deprived en¬ 
vironments. The CAT program 
also suggests where 
prospective parents who feel 
potentially vulnerable can go 
for help. 

A series of two lectures and a 
film is being offered to social 
studies and home economics 
classes during April and May 
at Newton South High School in 
conjunction with the 
Enrichment Program. 

Volunteers who have un¬ 
dertaken this commitment 
have been thoroughly trained 
in teaching and com 
municating skills. In addition 
they worked closely with ex 
peris in the field of child abuse 
including Eli Neuberger, M.D. 
and Gail Garinger, Esq., both 
members of the "Trauma X' 
team at Children's Hospital 
Medical Center.

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Study of 781 Newton girls shows 
no decline in age of menstruation 


Thursday April B. 1976 
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A 10-year study of 781 girls 
who attended Newton public 
schools concludes that middle- 
class American girls are no 
longer reaching sexual 
maturity at a younger and 
younger age. 

The average age at which 
these girls first began to 
menstruate was 12 8 years — 
unchanged in the past 30 years. 
Previous studies had indicated 
that each decade over the past 
century girls were reaching 
menarche (first menstruation) 
about four months earlier. 

The study also does not 
support the belief that each 
generation of Americans is 
taller and heavier than the 
last: the girls were about the 
same height and weight as 
girls of the same age, and 
similar background, who were 
studied in 1943, 1954, and 1973. 

More important, in the 
opinion of the investigators, the 
study found that within 
reasonable limits, there is no 
'normal" age, weight or 
height at which girls first begin 
to menstruate. 

The girls'a age at menarche 
ranged from 9.14 to 17.7 years, 
their weight from 69 to 180 
pounds, and their height from 
four feet six to five feet ten. 

"The most striking aspect of 
our data is their extreme 
variability," reported the 
researchers, from the Vinent 
Memorial Hospital ( the 
gynecological service of the 
Massachusetts General 
Hospital) and the 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. 

"Certainly, to regard 
averages as representing the 
•norm' might give rise to 
needless concern to those who 
differ in age or size from these 
values." 

The study, reported in the 
April issue of "Obstetrical and 
Gynecological Survey" was 
conducted by Leona Zacharias, 
Ph.D., associate biologist at 
the Massachusetts General 
Hospital's Vincent Memorial 
Hospital and research 
associate in the MIT Depart¬ 
ment of Nutrition and Food 
Science, and by William M. 
Rand, Ph.D., associate 
professor of biostatistics in the 


Department of Nutrition and 
Food Science, and Dr. Richard 
M. Wurtman of Newton, 
professor of endocrinology and 
metabolism in the Department 
of Nutrition and Food Science, 
and clinical assistant in 
medicine at the Massachustts 
General Hospital. 

According to Mrs. Zacharias, 
former Superintendent of 
Schools Charles Brown 
received approval from the 
1965 School Committee to give 
her a list of 1250 girls ages 8-10 
in the schools. 

She and Brown wrote a letter- 
to the parents of the girls and 
781 answered the first large 
questionnaire asking the 
father’s occupation, the birth 
date and weight of the girl, 
medical history, and 
background on the mother and 
sisters. No physical 

examination was required. 

Of the girls that agreed to 
participate, 633 or 81 percent, 
stayed in the study to answer 
monthly questionnaires until 
the girl had completed her 
twentieth period. 

One important aspect of the 
study lies in the "large 
quantity of carefully handled 
and accurate data," Dr. 
Wurtman said. "Never before 
has a group of girls anywhere 
near the size of this population 
been studied prospectively in 
relation to sexualmaturation. 
Prospective data are much 
more likely to be accurate than 
retrospective, or remembered 
data." 

The researchers found some 
correlation between menar- 
cheal age and height, but 
almost none between 
menarcheal age and weight. 

But the researchers did find 
a "significant correlation” 
between menarcheal age and 
shape — stoutness or thinness. 
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(Shape, described by the term 
"ponderal index," expresses 
the relationship between height 
and weight. The ponderal index 
is small when there is much 
weight for height, and the girl 
is stout: it is large when there 
is little weight for height, and 
the girl is thin.) 

"Early menarche is 
associated with stoutness; late 
menarche with thinness," the 
researchers reported. 

The researchers also found a 
correlation betwen the 


menarcheal ages of the girls 
and their mothers and sisters. 

In addition they found that 
fewer girls reached menarche 
during the spring than during 
the other seasons. They 
speculate that the increasing 
daylight in spring may account 
for this. 

They found no correlation 
between the occupation of the 
head of the household and the 
girls' health or their menar¬ 
cheal age, weight, or height.

The Pendulum 
In a discussion set off by by 
Barker complaining about his 
child being bored with 
arithmetic for three years, 
Fink said. "One of the 
problems we face Is stopping 
the pendulum" of currriculum 
becoming too loose, then too 
tight. 

There should be a healthy 


balance, Fink said, "Between 
autonomy and continuity, 
structure and nonstructurc, 
and the parents' wants and 
what the professional people 
arc trained to know about 
education." 

"These are healthy strains, 
You're not going to like 
everything in the schools. 
You’re just not," he said. 

In response to Barker’s 
complaint. J^ink said that 


parents should always feel free 
to call his office or the Division 
of Program if there is a 
question about a child's 
curriculum that is not 
satisfactorily answered by the 
principal.

Passover, the Jewish Festival of 
Freedom, begins at sunset, April 14th this 
ye8r. Strict dietary laws are observed for 
this eight-day period and some everyday 
foods are specifically forbidden. Foods 
served during the Passover season are 
distinguished by the absence of any form 
of leavened bread, grain, peas, beans, 
lentils and garlic. 

As the holiday draws near, it brings 
forth happy memories of former 
Passover celebrations: the beautiful 
Seder table with its gleaming can¬ 
dlesticks and Father's rendition of the 
Seder Service and the happy singing at 
the conclusion of the meal and Service. 

The excitement of preparation for 
Passover begins weeks, even months 
before the holiday — well, perhaps not so 
much today as it was in our mother’s and 
grandmother's day. Many cooks still 
serve traditional family favorites during 
Passover when the aroma of kugel, 
knaidlach and chicken soup fills the air. 

1 The following are some new recipes to 
be added to old favorites: 

PIQUANT PIKE 
one-third cup sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

1*2 cups white vinegar

Consumer protection 
legislation requiring builders 
to disclose financial in¬ 
formation to prospective 
buyers of condominium units 
has received a favorable report 
by the Joint Committee on 
Urban Affairs.

Other safeguards in the 
committee bill include filing of 
all required documents with 
the Massachusetts attorney 
general; requirement that all 
information be provided 15 
days before the signing of a 
purchase-and-sale agreement; 
and five-day right of recision 
by prospective buyers. 

All of the "negotiation" 
meetings with "interested 
parties,’’ Including 
representatives of the home 
builders, the realtors, private 
citizens and legislator 
proponents and opponents, 
were held in open session. 

Pressure to enact the 
legislation has resulted from a 
surge of condominium con¬ 
struction across the nation, 
which has created an intricate 
relationship involving 
developers' consumers, and 
government. 

A concept in housing almost 
unknown 15 years ago, con¬ 
dominiums accounted for 10.7 
percent of all housing starts In 
1973 and 15.2 percent in 1974. 
Housing economists predict 
that 50 percent of the U.S. 
population will be living in 
condominium units by the turn 
of the century. 

Rep. Harrington said, "ALso 
recognized by the committee is 
the fact that the purchase of a 
condominium thrusts owners 
into property relationships that 
are complex and easily 
misunderstood. 

"The condominium buyer 
purchases two kinds of 
property — the Individual 
dwelling unit, to which the 
buyer has sole title, and the 
land and those parts of the 
conominlum intended for use 
by ull the owners, such as a 
parking lot or recreational 
facility and the heating 
system, to which he acquires a 
joint title. 

"It Is this second type of 
ownership that causes con¬ 
fusion and expense to the 
condominium owner. The 
facilities that are Jointly owned 
are administered by the unit 
owners' association, which 
collects monthly fees and sets 
rules concerning the use and 
maintenance of these buildings 
and grounds. 

"It was the complexity of 
ownership and the delicate 
balance of public vs private vs 
government interests that 
were key factors considered by 
supporters of the legislation."

Lewis Songcr, executive vice

Under one proposal, the 
Urban Beautification Com¬ 
mission would review signs’ 
but the time allowed under the 
new zoning law, would make 
such a Chapter 808’ review 
difficult, if not impossible is 
some cases. 

Songcr agreed that the UBC 
review would be appropriate, 
but feels that the Chamber of 
Commerce would want 
"somebody on the commission 
to represent business and 
signmakers." 

Procedures for issuing 
permits still need to be worked 
out, since some signs will be 
granted permits routinely and 
some will require special 
permits, two different 
procedures. 

Less of a problem will be 
regulations for signs with 
residential buildings. For 
houses with one or two 
families’ a one-square-foot sign 
is permitted, except where 
legal use or occupation is 


designated; in the latter case 
the sign may be two square feet 
in size. 

For a building or group of 
buildings housing more than 
two families, a sign up to six 
square feet may be used. 

There are other provisions 
for churches, schools' and 
buildings already in non- 
conforming use. 

The proposed sign ordinance 
does not conclusively deal with 
such temporary sign as notices 
of garage sales and political 
signs, but limits the size of 
signs advertising real estate 
for sale or rent. 

The new ordinance has not 
yet been formally submitted to 
the Board of Aldermen, so does 
not come under the new zoning 
law, Chapter 808, which says a 
public bearing must be held 
within 65 days. 

When completed, the or¬ 
dinance will be the subject of a 
public hearing before the Land 
Use Committee.

Editor’s note — The 
following questions and an¬ 
swers have been prepared by 
the Internal Revenue Service. 

Q- If I don’t file my Federal 
Tax Return by April 15, what 
«dl happen? I will probably 
owe additional tax upon tiling. 

A - If you do not file your 
return by the due date, a 
penalty of 5 per cent of tax due 
" ill be imposed for each month 
or part of a month that the 
return is late. The maximum 
Penally is 25 per cent. This 
penalty will not be imposed if 
you show that the failure to file 
was due to reasonable cause. 

Q. When my husband passed 
away in 1974,1 was able to file 
jointly with him. I was left with 
two dependent children and 
just wondered what mv filing 
status would be for 1975? 

A. The tax law makes a 
special provision for recently 
widowed taxpayers who have 
dependent children. This 
provision is the filing status, 
widow! er i with dependent 
hildren," also referred to as 
uviving spouse. The rate for 
iiis filing status is the same as 
he rate for married filing 
jointly Taxpayers who qualify 
or this filing status can use 
his for a maximum of two 
-•ars after the death. 

Q Although aware of the 
Ions In filing as 
*ilh dependent 
I wasn’t sure If I 
.-aid claim my deceased 
spous’e exemption In those 
years. Can I? 

” ” y not claim the

Q. Our family is under the 
*15,000 income level. Are we 
equired to take the standard 
.li duel Inn nr do we have an 
option 

A. You have the option to use 
either the standard deduction 
or itemizing expenses and 
deductions on Form 1040. You 
make the election to itemize or 
>10t. 

Q When I filed my 1974 
Federal Tax Return, I chose 
the standard deduction only to 
discover that 1 would have 
benefited more by itemizing 
Can I change my election? 

A Any election to take or not 
to take the standard deduction 
is revocable A taxpayer who 
lias chcuen an option which 
later finds out resulted in a 
' larger tax may recompute the 
lax and claim a refund or 
credit at any time before ex¬ 
piration of the limitations 
period. 

Q. As an employer, am I 
required to withhold FICA tax 
on tips received by my em¬ 
ployees? 

A. The employer is 
responsible for collecting in¬ 
come lax and FICA tax on the 
lips reported to him or her but 
does not have to match the 
FICA tax on tips. 

Q. I took a business trip to 
Florida in 1975. On that trip, 1 
also took the opportunity to do 
a little vacationing. Are the 
entire expenses for the trip 
deductible as business ex¬ 
penses? 

A. When business is mainly 
responsible for combined 
business and pleasure travel, a 
deduction is allowed for the 
entire transportation cost plus 
the cost of meals and lodging 
while in transit and at the 
business destination, less that 
portion attributed to non¬ 
business travel, meals, and 
lodging. 

Q. My company sent me as a 
representative to the 
Toymakers Convention in 1975. 
1 took my wife and wondered if 
her expenses arc deductible? 

A When an employee's 
spouse accompanies hun or her 
on a business trip, or a business 
convention, that portion of the 
expenses attributable to the 
spouse's travel, meals’ and 
lodging are not deductible, 
unless a bona fide business 
purpose for her or his presence 
can be established. Incidental 
services, such as typing notes, 
assisting in entertaining 
customers, etc, are not suf¬ 
ficient to warrant the deduc¬ 
tion, 

q . Under what guidelines can 
we go by on whether an ex- 
p, use on our rental property is 
deducted as an expense or 
depreciation? 

A. Repairs and replacements 
are capital expenditures if they 
add to the permanent value of 
the property. On the other 
hand, if the expenditures are 
only necessary to inauitain 
current capacity or efficiency, 

and do not extend the life of the 

property, they are deductible 
as expenses

Q. In order to save some 
money, I did all my own work 
on my house (partly rented). 
All this was done on my days 


off. Can I deduct the value ot 
my time as labor? 

A. No If you do your own 
repairs and capital im¬ 
provements, the fair market 
value of your own labor is not 
included in the cost, but may 
deduct the cost of the materials 
used. 

Q. A book that I published 
produced some royalties. Is 
this considered taxable in¬ 
come? 

A. Yes. Royalties, like rents, 
are includible in gross income. 

Q. Can you list a few assets 


which never can be 
depreciated? 

A. The following are a few 
assets which never can be 
depreciated: (1) Land (2) 
Inventories in stock and trade 
(3) Personal assets that are 
never used in a trade or 
business or in the production of 
investment income (4) 
Goodwill (5) Costs of street, 
curbs, sidewalks, sewers and 
water mains turned over to a 
local government and 
dedicated to public use. 

(J. Wliat arc the con¬ 


sequences Involved In fnllurc to 
pay n correct installment of 
estimated tax before the due 
date? 

A. You will be subject to a 
penalty if you fail to pay in full a 
correct installment of 
estimated tax on or before its 
due date. The underpayment 
penalty will be assessed and 
included in a bill to be issued 
immediately after your Form 
1040 has been processed. 
Unlike certain other penalties, 
this underpayment penalty 
cannot be waived for 
reasonable cause. 

Q. How is the underpayment 


of estimated tax penalty 
computed? 

A. The penalty will be ap¬ 
plied to the period of the un¬ 
derpayment of any in¬ 
stallment It is applied to the 
difference between the 
payments (if any) made on or 
before the due dale of each 
installment and 80 per cent of 
the total tax shown on the 
return for the year, divided by 
the number ol installments 
that should have been made 
lusually four). 

Q. If 1 wish to file n claim for 
additional refund on past 
years' returns' how long do 1 


have? 

A. A claim for refund must 
be filed within 3 years from the 
dale the return was filed or 
within two years from the date 
the lax was paid, whichever is 
later. 

Q. When a claim Is filed, 
when do they get processed and 
what happens? 

A, Claims arc usually 
processed shortly after they 
are filed. Your claim may be 
accepted as filed, or may be 
subject to examination. If a 
claim is examined, the 
procedures are the same as in 
the audit of a tax return. 


Q. My friend owed me a little 
hit of money and as a wedding 
gift, I let him off Ihc hook. Is 
this income to me? 

A. A cancelled debt, or debt 
paid by another person, is 
generally income to the debtor. 
But it is not income if is in¬ 
tended as a gift. The intent the 
cancellation, or the payment' 
of the other party determines 
whether the payment or 
cancellation is a gift.

Free Cancer screening 
at Newton-Wellesley Hospita 


A breast and cervical cancer 
screening program will be 
sponsored by Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital Tuesday, 
April 13 and Wednesday, April 
21. There will be two sessions 
both days, from 9 a.m. to noon, 
and again from 7 to 9 p.m. 

Open to residents of Newton, 
Wellesley and Weston, the 
screenings will consist of 
breast and pelvic examinations 
and Pap tests. The screenings 
will be staffed by Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital physicians 
and nurses, and lab tests will 
be provided by the hospital's 
laboratory. 

Appointments are required 
for the free screenings. To 
make an appointment, call 964- 
2800, ext. 317 or 602. The 
screening program will be held 
in Outpatient Services, Just off 
the hospital's main lobby. 

Sponsored in cooperation 
with the American Cancer 
Society, the screening program 
will also offer instructional 
material in the form of a film 
on breast self-examination and 
a mannequin for practical 
training. 

Newton-Wellesley is spon¬ 
soring the screening program 
In order to encourage women to 
have regular breast exams and 
Pap tests. The American 


Cancer Society estimates that 
breast cancer will affect one of 
every 15 women in the United 
States at some time during 
their lives and it remains the 
leading cause of cancer deaths 
in women. 

However, although any lump 
or abnormality should be 
brought to the attention of the 
doctor, nearly 80 percent of 
breast lumps prove to be 
noncancerous. 

Even more optimistic Is the 
fact that the mortality from 
uterine cancer has been sub¬ 
stantially reduced. The death 
rnte from this form of cancer in 
women has dropped more than 
50 percent in 30 years. 

The Pap test is credited with 
much of this dramatic decline, 
according to the Cancer 
Society. The test consists of an 
examination of cells normally 
shed from the uterus and can 
reveal cancer’s presence 
before a woman has any 
symptoms. At this early stage, 
cancer of the uterus is highly 
curable. In addition to 
detecting actual cancers, a 
Pap test can also pinpoint 
microscopic changes in cells. 

Because early detection and 
diagnosis is important, the 
screenings at Newton-

ALLEVIATE 
ANIMAL ALLERGIES 

We've heard of cases of 
owners being allergic to their 
pels — but has it occurred to 
you that the reverse might be 
true, and that Fido could be 
allergic to you or to his en¬ 
vironment? Running noses, 
sneezing and wheezing, and 
occasional outbreaks of hives 
or eczema are not uncommon 
plights among the pet set, who 
are eligible for many of the 
same miseries that plague 
their owners. 

Your pet develops an allergy 
the same way you do. He 
becomes sensitive to a certain 
item — dust, mold, hair, pollen, 
food — and his body reacts with 
annoying physical symptoms 
to the irritant 

In an all too human way, 
emotional stress in animals 
can increase the allergy 
problem. An overly protected 
city dog is more likely to come 
down with sniffles than the 
carefree country mutt. A new- 
baby in the family might 
produce eczema in a high- 
strung dog, while a strange cat 
could bring about an attack of 
hives. Luckily, most of these 
symptoms subside spon¬ 
taneously, and without 
prolonged treatment. 

If symptoms do persist, your 
veterinarian should be con¬ 
sulted, and he'll usually try to 
track down the cause through a 
process of elimination. He'll 
want to know if the allergy is 
seasonal, or whether it's 
related to a new food or a new 
item the pet has encountered. 

In warm climates, some pets 
develop allergies if they come 
into contact with the molds, 
mildew or fungi which are 
prevalent during hot weather 

Sometimes a symptom that 
leads you to suspect an allergy 
is due to a physical condition 
totally unrelated to allergy 
.For example, choking or 
gagging might indicate the 
need for a tonsillectomy. Your 
veterinarian is trained to 
detect the difference between 
these physical and allergic 
ailments. 

Remember, the best way to 
prevent allergies in your pet is 
to keep him in peak physical 
condition and under as little 
stress as possible. And always 
consult your veterinarian if 
distressing allergy symptoms 
persist.

A toll-free number, 800-424- 
S802, has been established at 
the new National Response 
Center for reporting actual or 
potential spills of oil, 
chemicals and other hazardous 
substances. 

Manned by specially trained 
Coast Guard personnel, the 
center is set up to receive 
pollution reports from in¬ 
dividuals and organizations 
anywhere in the United States. 
This information is then 
channeled to the proper agency 
for immediate action. 

A library of environmental 
and chemical information is 
readily available to advise 
pollution clean-up crews as to 
the best methods for removing 
the pollutant and possible 
hazards that may be en¬ 
countered. 

An individual in charge of a 
vessel or a facility from which 
a hazardous or polluting 
substance has been spilled may 
still notify the local federal 
government agency which has 
jurisdiction in that area. Using 
the toll-free number, however, 
insures that the appropriate 
agency is notified immediately 
• as required by the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act. 

Failure to notify the ap¬ 
propriate agency could mean a 
possible fine of $10,000 and-or 
one year in prison for the 
responsible person.

Louise Day Hicks retells plight 
of Jewish family in Russia 


Newton players set for 
street hockey tourney 


Boston City Council 
President I-ouise Day Hicks 
has met with a delegation from 
the Jewish Community Council 
of Metropolitan Boston to 
report to it on her visit with a 
Jewish family in Moscow 
during her recent trip to the 
Soviet Union. 

Prior to her departure from 
Boston to the Soviet Union, 
Mrs. Hicks was asked by 
Arthur Schlossberg, President 
of the Jewish Community 
Council, if she would visit a 
Jewish family in Moscow to 
reassure it that Americans 
weie doing their utmost to 
protest the Soviet Union's 
restrictive immigration policy 
towards its Jewish citizens. 

Mrs. Hicks readily agreed to 
the request, and, upon arrival 
in Moscow, she visited the 
Gorky Street apartment of 
Vladimir and Maria Slepak. 
Vladimir is an electronics 
engineer and his wife, Maria, is 
a physician as are many 
women in the Soviet Union, 
Mrs. Hicks told the delegation. 

Members of the delegation 
from the Jewish Community 
Council of Metropolitan Boston 
included Sehlossberg, Philip 
Perlmutter of Newton, 
director, and Tammy Shelkan 
Knoff, community relations 
associate. 

"They recounted to me’" 
Mrs. Hicks said, "a long 
history of anti-Semitism 
directed at them, officially by 
the government, and unof¬ 
ficially by their fellow workers 
and classmates," ir’s father, 
now 83, returned to Russia in 

Vladirn 1913 to actively fight 
in the Revolution. He is still a 
member in good standing of the 
Communist Party, but lias cut 
off all communication with his 
son and daughter-in-law 
because of their announced 
intention to emigrate to 
Israel,” continued Mrs. Hicks. 

"Vladimir told me," she 
said, "that he first noticed the 
rise in anti-Semitism right 
after World War II when he 
went to his father and asked 
him what it meant in terms of 
their future. His father told 
him not to worry because it 
was merely the result of 
passing German influence 
brought on by the occupation of 
certain parts of Russia during 
the war." 

"He told hisquestioning son, 
‘It is better to persecute 100 
unguilty people then to let one 
traitor free,’ was the way this 
good Communist explained 
away the prejudice his son was 
encountering. 

"But doubt had remained in 
Vladimir's mind, and although 
he had been a member of the 
Young Communist League, he 
refused to become a full- 
fledged member of the Com¬ 
munist Party." 

According to Mrs. Hicks' 
report, the Slepaks told her 
that anti-Semitism became 
especially virulent right after 
the 1967, Arab-Israeli War, and

"They cannot leave 
because they are too highly 
skilled' and they cannot work 
because they want to leave." 

"Maria does earn a small 
pension from medical work she 
performed during World War 
II, but after seeing the prices of 
consumer goods in a Moscow 
department store, 1 cannot 
understand how they can live 
on it," Mrs. Hicks said. 

According to the Slepaks, the 
Soviets will not now try to use 
them as hostages In the in¬ 
ternational arena of trade 
negotiations. In Vladimir’s 
own words, "They think that 
electronics engineers are now 
goose for the selling.” 

"Vladimir expects that 
Communist Party Chief Leonid 
Breshniv will attempt to take 
advantage of our upcoming, 
post- inauguration honeymoon 
between the President and 
Congress to renegotiate most 


restrictive immigration 
policies for their Jewish 
citizens," Mrs. Hicks con¬ 
cluded.

Only 
61,000 passengers boarded 
ships in the city in 1950. 

The total had soared to 
851,164 in 1973, then dipped to 
728,201 in 1974, the year of the 
Arab oil embargo. Last year 
the total rose to 804,926, and 
this year the figure will be 
more than 1 million, Gillett 
said. 

"1 see no reason we shouldn't 
go over the million mark," said 
Waldron. 

Nearly half of those boarding 
liners at Miami will be taking 
"quickie" three or four-day 
cruises. But last year, for the 
first time, the number of 
persons taking one-week 
cruises exceeded the total on 


the shorter cruises. Mean¬ 
while, demand for two-week 
cruises has remained virtually 
unchanged at about 10 per cent 
of the total passengers for the 
past five years, Gillett said. 

There are eight passenger 
terminals at the Port of Miami 
and on Saturdays every one is 
in use. Mondays and Fridays 
arc the next most important 
with five terminals in use. 

Along with the 15 cruises 
ships which call Miami home 
port, the city is a port of call for 
five other liners involved in the 
Caribbean and South American 
cruise business. However, 
these contributed fewer than 
5,000 to last year's passenger 
count. 

Many of the 15 cruise liners 
are American-owned but all 
operate under foreign flags. 
Some are Liberian, some 
Panamanian, some Italian, 
Greek, Norwegian, Dutch. 

The largest of the Miami 
cruise liners are the 27,250-ton 
sister ships TSS Camlvale and 
TSS Mardi Gras, each of which 
carries more than 800 passen¬ 
gers on week-long cruises to 
such ports as San Juan, P.R., 
St. Thomas in the Virgin 
Islands, Nassau and St. Maar¬ 
ten. The smallest is the little SS 


Bon Vlvant of 6,644 tons, which 
hauls up to 350 passengers on 
three or four-day cruises to 
Nassau and Freeport in the 
Bahamas. The Bon Vlvant is to 
be replaced by the newer, 
larger SS Vera Cruz next 
season. 

Miami got a boost last year 
when the Army Corps of 
Engineers completed a dredg¬ 
ing project which deepened the 
channel into the port to 39 feet. 
"It Is deep enough now to 
handle any passenger ship 
afloat," Gillett said. The 
channel is 900 feet wide and all 
the Miami-based cruise ships 
enter the port and dock without 
the help of tugs. 

However, the port is still 
hampered by a "dog-leg" turn 
in the channel off the south tip 
of Miami Beach. Pilots are 
reluctant to steer the largest of 
liners around that dog-leg and 
that is the reason Britain's 
giant Queen Elizabeth II is still 
using Port Everglades this 
year instead of the Port of 
Miami. 

"The next project for us will 
be cutting through spoil banks 
from dredging to give us a 
straight channel into the 
ocean," Gillett said. 

The Port of Miami is located 


on Dodge Island, just off 
downtown Miami in Biscayne 
Bay and linked to the mainland 
by a causeway. The causway 
also carries a railroad spur to 
the port. 

Ocean cruising pumps about 
$100 million into the Miami 
economy each year. The port 
provides jobs for 3,000 persons, 
directly, creates work in 
related fields for about 12,000 
others, Gillett said.

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Ex-treasurer gets prison sentence

Former Newton City Treasurer 
Theodore Scafidi was found guilty of 
violating the state conflict of interest 
laws Tuesday and given a one-year prison 
sentence and a fine. 

The sentence was handed down by 
Judge Alvin Tamkin of Hingham in 
Newton District Court. Tamkin found 
Scafidi guilty on all eight charges of 


conflict of interest violations and fined 
him $3000 in addition to the prison term. 

Scafidi will appeal the conviction in 
Middlesex Superior Court; his attorney, 
Donald Conn, said he will request a full 
jury trial. 

Tamkin imposed Sentence on one count 
of the eight-count indictment with hll 
sentences on the other seven counts to run 
concurrently. 

Scafidi was released on personal 


recognizance pending the outcome of his 
appeal. 

After finding the defendant guilty, the 
judge said: "The conflict of interest law 
is a severe statute. It was passed to 
maintain clean and incorruptible 
government. The defendant has violated 
both the letter and the spirit of the law.” 

Scafidi, father of seven, was city 
treasurer of Newton for eight years prior 
to resigning in June, 1975, to take a vice 


presidential position with Harbor 
National Bank. 

His post has been vacant since his 
resignation and his former assistant, 
George Stiglich, has been serving as 
acting city treasurer since Scafidi left. 

Scafidi, after leaving the bank in 
December, 1975, reapplied for his job as 
Newton treasurer. 

Stiglich is also a candidate for the job.

Falls project stalled for up to a year

Housing in the Lower Falls 
Redevelopment area won't get off the 
ground for another six to 12 months 
unless its developer can find a way to cut 
through federal red tape delaying fun¬ 
ding. 

The Newton Redevelopment Authority, 
at its April 8 meeting, voted to delay sale 
of the land to Hilon Development Cor¬ 
poration until mid-October or 10 days 
after Hilon gets funding, whichever is 
soonest. 

Extension of the original April 18 
deadline still needs approval from the 
federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, the same agency 
Hilon has asked for funds. 

Meanwhile, NRA and Hilon are filing a 
joint petition asking the Newton Board of 
Aldermen for a zoning change, site plan 
approval and permissive use to exceed 


the density ceiling for the 60 garden 
apartments. 

The Lower Falls Project Area Com¬ 
mittee (LOPAC) continues to press for 
action on neighborhood problems. 

LOPAC President Joel Leighton 
demanded that there be a legal 
agreement worked out to grant LOPAC 
official standing with the new Depart¬ 
ment of Community Development, which 
replaces NRA come July 1. 

Otherwise, residents fear they will lose 
their right to participate in decisions on 
the Lower Falls project. 

LOPAC asked for a direct answer from 
the City Planning Department. It would 
like "a letter they could put in the files", 
said Hugh Arcese, Vice President of 
LOPAC, so that its position after July 
first is confirmed. 

Authority members directed Executive 
Director Gerald Early to see that hazards 


on the Spaulding and Slyc construction 
site are cleaned up. 

A caucus and walk around the office 
building site, in response to abutter 
complaints last month, supposedly 
produced promises that the developer 
would get rid of water-filled holes near 
the end of Moulton Street. 

However, Arcese reported the holes 
still there in early April. 

Across Washington Street on the 
commercial project, NHA will ask the 
Board of Aldermen to extend the non- 
conforming use of Woodland Texaco 
station, originally to be tom down but 
now staying . 

Hearings on the N petitions should 
come in May or June. 

Original bid documents for the Hilon 
project, to contain 60 units of mixed- 
income housing, specified that sale of the 
land would be completed within 30 days 


after the developer was notified of his 
designation. 

Although Hilon was chosen in 
November, HUD did not concur with the 
decision until February. Another month 
lapsed before NRA officially notified 
Hilon that HUD approved of the selection. 

In the interim, Hilon wrote NHA that it 
couldn't submit plans and specifications 
until financing for the pro- ject was 
assured. 

Hilon's application with HUD is 
delayed because of paperwork and 
bureaucracy, according to Executive 
Director Gerald Early. He predicts a 
reply in late 

' summer. 

After the land changes hands, Hilon 
gets another two months to submit 
construction plans. By that time, the 
normal construction season will be about 
over, delaying the project and 
prospective occupancy at least until 1977. 


Mayor adamant on rubbish contract

Mayor Theodore Mann this week said 
he will not restore any of the 133 jobs cut 
from the 1976-77 municipal budget,, even 
though the Board of Aldermen snowed its 
opposition to the cuts by deleting ad the 
$775,000 allowed for rubbish collection. 

Referring to pleas from local 30C, the 
street department union, and from seme 
aldermen to revamp the municipal 
rubbish collection to save some of the 91 
jobs cut from the sanitation operation, 
Mann said, "Tell them to give us the 
names and numbers of the players." 

Mann contends that over the life of a 
five-year contract for rubbish collection 
the city will save more than $4 million by 


going to a private contractor compared 
to continuing the present system of 
rubbish collection with the same number 
of workers. 

According to an analysis by Public 
Works Commissionei Gene Larson, the 
saving by going to contract veisus 
municipal collection with a reduced woik 
force and new equipment would be as 
much as $1 9 million, depending on which 
contractor is awarded the bid. 

Mann foresees an insoluble problem in 
trying to decide which men would remain 
city employees if the city were to attempt 
a streamlined department and continue 
municipal collection. 

The union has not offered any answers 


to the problem of selection of workers’ ho 
said. 

Bids for rubbish collection were 
received April 1, and unless bidders 
extend their bids, will expire May 1. 

The city has decided to consider tne 
bids for collection of residential and 
commercial rubbish for the north and 
south sides of the city combined. 

On this basis A&F Disposal is the ap¬ 
parent low bidder, with a five-year cost of 
$2.9 million. Next is SCA, with $3.9 
million. F&R-Barry Bros, is third with 
$4.3 million; J. F. Ryan, Inc., was fourth 
at slightly more than the third bid. 

The city intends to continue the 
collection of recyclables with the city 
work force, even though bids were 


received that indicate a contractor could 
do it more cheaply. 

I .arson said this ek that an intensive 
advertising and education program could 
increase volume of recyclables to a 
break-even point. 

At a special meeting of the aldermanic 
Public Works Committee last week, 
several of the bidders answered questions 
about how they intended to fulfill the 
contract if they were awarded it. 

Clearly skeptical of A&F’s ability to do 
the job, several aldermen pressed Arthur 
DiMeo to explain the number of men, 
what equipment he would use and other 
details of his operation, until DiMeo

Zone change would limit townhouses 


The I .and Use Committee Monday 
rught heard but did not act on size a 
proposal to increase the minimum of lots 
for attached dwellings from 3500 to 5000 
square feet per unit or the average for 
adjacent lots and abutting blocks, 
whichever is greater 

The proposed change in the zoning 
ordinance was offered by Aid Terry 
Morns in an attempt to prevent Private 
Residence district, especially, and 
Residence D and E districts as well, 
being eaten up by developments of 
townhouses. 

Morris feels that when one such 
development is built by permissive use of 
the Board of Aldermen, pressure builds 
on adjacent land to be developed the 
same way. 

■ My amendment gives firm 
guideline*." Morris said. "People in the 
neighborhood should not be subjected to 


the uncertainty of the number of units 
that will be built next to them." 

The permissive-use procedure of the 
Board often is used as a bargaining tool, 
Morris said, and even has the effect of 
setting the price of adjoining land. 

Morris said that the Private Residence 
district was established to create a buffer 
zone between commercial and residential 
districts, and that he would support a 
Planning Recommendation to 4000 
square feet minimum in those parts of the 
Private Residence district that abut 
commercial areas. 

The Planning Department does not 
agree in total with Morris, change of 
zoning ordinance. A memorandum 
prepared for Monday night's meeting had 
a different proposal' suggesting a 4000-ft 
minimum for each unit in attached 
dwellings in Residence D and E districts 
and 5000 feet in Private Residence 
district. The 5000-ft requirement could be 


reduced to 4000 feet if additional open 
space were provided. 

Land Use Committee Chairman Eliot 
Cohen commented that he prefers the 
Planning Department version, and Aid 
James Miller asked whether the possible 
illegality of such zoning, mentioned in the 
Planning Department memorandum, had 
been checked out. 

Several aldermen on the committee 
thought that the absolute 5000-ft. limit is 
too restrictive and removes from the 
Board of Aldermen the discretion it now 
lias ui granting permissive use. 

Aid. David Cohen said, "Having 
discretion does not mean we're con¬ 
demning any neighborhood to receiving 
any high-density development Our past 
practice indicates that we've been stuigy 
and sparing." 

Cohen asked that the item be held until 
the Planning Department can determine 
what effect the reduction would have on 


the construction of townhouses 
throughout the city. 

In other I-and Use Committee action' 
the neighbors of a heating and plumbing 
company at 67 Court St., Newtonville, 
complained bitterly not only about the 
condition of the buildings in question but 
also about the general condition of the 
neighborhood and the detrimental effects 
of nearby businesses. 

Dr. Alan Sostek, 20 Turner Ter., 
eventually supporting Fraser 
Engineering's plan to upgrade its 
garages and building, said the city “had 
made a lot of promises to fix up the land" 
in the area to eliminate the drainage 
problem that sends water into house 
basements. 

Sostek said that Silver Lake Dodge is 
supposed to be storing only new cars in

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Advisory board finds $1.2M 
to cut from Middlesex budget 


Cuts in the Middlesex countv 
budget totaling $1.2 million 
have been recommended to the 
legislature by the Middlesex 
County Advisory Board, 
chaired by Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

At the same time, the MCAB 
has recommended an increase 
in the budget for the Middlesex 
County district court system, 
but did not give a specific 
figure for the recommended 
increase. 

Tue county commissioners' 
proposed budget is $33.4 
million. 

The advisory board was 
instituted in 1973 as a watchdog 
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agency over county finances. 
Consisting of one represen¬ 
tative from each of the coun¬ 
ty’s 54 cities and towns, the 
board reviews the county 
budget each year and makes 
recommendations to the 
legislature. 

Many of the cuts proposed 
were in the Maintenance 

Department, noted by the 
budget committee as the 
county "catch-all." The MCAB 
budget committee, chaired by 
Herbet Herbert Odell of 
Wayland, obtained copies of 
mechanical and other con¬ 
tracts which revealed monies 
in budget codes were inflated. 

The county commissioners 
approved $42,800 for an 
elevator sev service contract 
when the contract specified the 
payment to be $11*400. Because 
monies appropriated can be 
transferred in certain codes, 
the MCAB trimmed the “slush 
fund,” 

The suggested line item cuts 
on the Middlesex Hospital 
alone totaled $477,000, Based on 
patient-employee-bed capacity 
ratios as compared to other 
hospitals, the MCAB recom¬ 
mended cutting 16 of the 39 new 
positions requested for the new 
30-bcd unit. Consistent with the 
county commissioners’ policy 
of not allowing regrades in all 
other county departments, the 
MCAB recommended cutting 
the hospital regrades which 
totaled $59,000. 

The MCAB presented 11 
pages of line-item recom¬ 
mendations along with a policy 
statement condemning the 
practice of an employee 
working for one department 
and being paid from another 
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department’s budget. This 
practice in thocounty is a 
violation of Chapter 35, Section 
19, according to the budget 
committee. 

In support of instituting a 
county program for indigent 
defendants that would save the 
county at least $100,000, the 
MCAB recommended that the 
legislature review the costs 
and merits of both the 
Massachusetts public defen¬ 
der’s proposal and Com¬ 
missioner McLaughlin' 
proposal (13 attorneys in 
thecommissioner’s budget) 
before approving any monies. 

Although the new budget is 
slightly less than the budget 
proposed last year by the 
commissioners, the MCAB felt 
it was not a realistic budget. 

Judges of the district courts 
must decide by 1978 whether 
they will go full-time and at 
least six courts have already 
named full-time justices. The 
MCAB thinks that increases 
appropriatewere not made in 
the budget and that monies for 
special justices were un¬ 
derbudgeted. 

The Cambridge District 
Court was only allowed $55,000 
by the commissioners, when in 
fiscal 1976 they were ap¬ 
propriated $65,000 and spent 
$58,200 in fiscal 1975. 

Unless the legislature in¬ 
creased these items in the 
budget and makes provision 
for a cost-of-living increase 
which, if granted, would add $1 
million to the assessment, the 
county may be faced with 
another supplemental budget 
that would add to every city 
and town's second payment on 
the county tax.

Bad news: $4, 
not $2.50 

What appeared to be a $2.50 
inevitable increase in the tax 
rate is really $4. 

The "cherry sheet," which 
shows state assessments on the 
city and state reimbursement 
to the city, shows $1,4 million 
coming in for special education 
and $700,000 for Metco. 

These amounts are also 
deducted from the School 
Department gross budget, are 
not to be raised by taxation, 
and are payable directly to the 
School Department, not the 
city. 

Therefore $2.1 million of the

state cannot be used to balance 
the books or offset the tax rate.

1-eConti asked why O’Conor 
had made no formal response 
to a March 15 letter from Local 
454 of the Service Employees 
International Union, AFI/-CIO, 
requesting a meeting to discuss 
how the layoffs resulting from 
budget cuts would be made. 

O'Conor said no formal 
answer to the letter had been 
made, but informal meetings 
with some members of the 
custodians' union had been 
held. 

Ix'Conti pressed O'Conor for 
an answer to why no formal 
response was made, but 
O'Conor was reluctant to an¬ 
swer. 

The names of the 10 
custodians who will be laid off 
were in the public agenda for 
the meeting. The School 
Committee was expected to 
approve the list in public 
session. 

But union representative 
Robert Robards told about the 
unanswered letter during an 
early audience response 
period, and I^eConti’s question 
followed. 
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Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell finally moved the item 
for executive session, so the 10 
names were not acted upon 
then. Henry Delicata seconded 
the motion. The vote to go into 
executive session was 7-1, with 
Robert Cohen against. .. . 

The Open Meeting Law 
states that a legitimate reason 
for a clos+d session is "To 
discuss strategy with respect 
to collective bargaining or 
litigation, when an open 
meeting might have a 
detrimental effect on the 
bargaining or litigation 
position of the public body.” 

Mandell said the answer was 
avoided because, "we had to 
explain to a new member that 
the contract with the 
custodians could have been 
reopened if we discussed an 
issue concerning both sides." 

When that was apparently 
explained in executive session, 
the matter was saved for open 
session to approve the list. 

Outside the Day Junior High 
School Auditorium were some 
custodians who had been 
notified that day at about 5 
p.m. that they would be laid 
off. 

The men could see no method 
by which the Personnel 
Department chose among the 
20 provisional custodians that 
had not taken a Civil Service 
exam. 

Union President Ernest 
Peltier and Robards said they 
were through with dealing with 
the Personnel Department 
informally and will follow the

The custodians recently 
signed a two-year contract that 
did not have a reduction in 
force clause to spell out how 
men would be layed off. 

O'Conor said the men were 
chosen, besides the three 
college students who are part- 
time, "to keep the people we 
seeBfit to meet our staffing 
needs."

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Advisory board finds $1.2M 
to cut from Middlesex budget 


Cuts in the Middlesex countv 
budget totaling $1.2 million 
have been recommended to the 
legislature by the Middlesex 
County Advisory Board, 
chaired by Mayor Theodore 
Mann. 

At the same time, the MCAB 
has recommended an increase 
in the budget for the Middlesex 
County district court system, 
but did not give a specific 
figure for the recommended 
increase. 

Tue county commissioners' 
proposed budget is $33,4 
million. 

The advisory board was 
instituted in 1973 as a watchdog 
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agency over county finances. 
Consisting of one represen¬ 
tative from each of the coun¬ 
ty’s 54 cities and towns, the 
board reviews the county 
budget each year and makes 
recommendations to the 
legislature. 

Many of the cuts proposed 
were in the Maintenance 

Department, noted by the 
budget committee as the 
county "catch-all." The MCAB 
budget committee, chaired by 
Herbet Herbert Odell of 
Wayland, obtained copies of 
mechanical and other con¬ 
tracts which revealed monies 
in budget codes were inflated. 

The county commissioners 
approved $42,800 for an 
elevator sev service contract 
when the contract specified the 
payment to be $11*400. Because 
monies appropriated can be 
transferred in certain codes, 
Ihc MCAB trimmed the "slush 
fund." 

The suggested line item cuts 
on the Middlesex Hospital 
alone totaled $477,000. Based on 
patient-employee-bed capacity 
ratios as compared to other 
hospitals, the MCAB recom¬ 
mended cutting 16 of the 39 new 
positions requested for the new 
30-bed unit. Consistent with the 
county commissioners’ policy 
of not allowing regrades in all 
other county departments, the 
MCAB recommended cutting 
the hospital regrades which 
totaled $59,000. 

The MCAB presented 11 
pages of line-item recom¬ 
mendations along with a policy 
statement condemning the 
practice of an employee 
working for one department 


department’s budget. This 
practice in thecounty is a 
violation of Chapter 35, Section 
19, according to the budget 
committee. 

In support of instituting a 
County program for indigent 
defendants that would save the 
county at least $100,000, the 
MCAB recommended that the 
legislature review the costs 
and merits of both the 
Massachusetts public defen¬ 
der's proposal and Com¬ 
missioner McLaughlin' 
proposal (13 attorneys in 
thecommissioner’s budget) 
before approving any monies. 

Although the new budget is 
slightly less than the budget 
proposed last year by the 
commissioners, the MCAB felt 
it was not a realistic budget. 

Judges of the district courts 
must decide by 1978 whether 
they will go full-time and at 
least six courts have already 
named full-time justices. The 
MCAB thinks that increases 
appropriatewere not made in 
the budget and that monies for 
special justices were un- 
derbudgeted. 

The Cambridge District 
Court was only allowed $55,000 
by the commissioners, when in 
fiscal 1976 they were ap¬ 
propriated $65,000 and spent 
$58,200 in fiscal 1975. 

Unless the legislature in¬ 
creased these items in the 
budget and makes provision 
for a cost-of-living increase 
which, if granted, would add $1 
million to the assessment, the 
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ind being paid from another county may be faced with

The phony campaign 

Hubert H. Humphrey has requested that 
his name be removed from the Democratic 
Presidential Primary ballot in Oregon. He 
notified the Secretary of State in Oregon 
that he is not a candidate for President. 

"I am not a candidate for President,” 
Humphrey insists. "I am a candidate only 
for the U.S. Senate from Minnesota." 

That, of course, is 
a falsehood, a 
charade and a phony 
litany. He does not 
want to place his 
name on the ballot 
in any state and risk 
the uncertainties of 
politics and the 
danger that the 
voters night deal a 
damaging blow to 
his prestige and his 
hopes. (Neither the 
Secretary of State of 
Oregon nor 
Nebraska believed 
him.) 

Humphrey is as much a candidate as 
Jimmy Carter or Henry Jackson. But he 
wants to remain out of the Primaries, sit 
back out of harm’s way, wait for a hoped- 
for deadlock to develop at the Democratic 
National Convention and then offer himself 
compromise choice. 

That's the safe way to seek a nomination 
— hope for a brokered convention and 
crucial support from the party bosses in 
the back rooms. That strategy can work for 
Humphrey if there are enough favorite 
sons and they remain in the contention long 
enough to create a convention stalemate. 

But Humphrey’s top supporters fear that 
time is running out for Hubert as a result of 
developments in the Presidential 
Primaries and the manner in which they 
have narrowed down the candidates and 
eliminated a number of the starters who 
made poor showings. 

As part of his role of not being a can¬ 
didate, Humphrey has an unofficial cam¬ 
paign manager and an unofficial 
Humphrey for President organization. This 
doesn't make HHH a candidate, mind you 
Congressman Paul Simon of Illinois. 
Humphrey's unofficial campaign manager, 
is becoming uneasy that time may pass 
Hubert by and appears to be on the verge of 
ending Humphrey’s act that he isn’t a 
candidate. 

•Were going to have to go ahead with or 
without him,” declares the jittery Simon. 
How a campaign manager could go ahead 
without a candidate is not clear to this 
observer. 

"We’ve got to build a bridge between 
good will which we have and delegate 
support which we need," continues unof¬ 
ficial campaign manager Simon who ob¬ 
viously is unimpressed by Humphrey's 
action in notifying the Oregon Secretary of 
State that he is not a candidate. 

Simon says his committee could begin 
talking to uncommitted delegates and to 
delegates committed to candidates no 
longer in the contest. 

He predicts that Humphrey will have at 
least 300 delegate votes on the first ballot 
at the Democratic National Convention in 
New York City next July. 

That would increase the likelihood of a 
deadlock It also would strip Humphrey of 
any pretense of being a non-candidate.

Reagan's 

pitiful 

role

WASHINGTON - One of the shockers of a dismal 
campaign is that Ronald Reagan, running for President of 
tiie United States, should choose this moment when peace in 
the Middle East is gravely threatened to decry our foreign 
policy, his nationwide television speech will go down as a 
low point, not just of this current dreary exercise but of the 
political history of this century. 

his attack on detente, the "one-way street," and 
America’s second place in the arms race was a frequently- 
repeated theme as he toured the country. That is the 
common coin of Cold War warriors such as Admiral Elmo 
Zumwalt. The Reagan theme. Kissinger's surrender, with 
Russia as Sparta and the United States as Athens bad 
history, incidentally), sounded almost as though he had 
plagiarized from the speech ZumwBlt gives so oflen. 

For this observer, Reagan's attack on the Ford attempt to 
resolve the conflict over the Panama Canal was more 
disturbing. For at least two years the administration has 
been working lo achieve a reasonable treaty that will retain 
American control of the operation of the canal but at the 
same time end Die special privileges of the Canal Zone that, 
in the heart of Panama, a sovereign nation, constitute the 
last vestige of American imperialusm. Popular feeling 
against this privileged enclave runs so high that failure to 
reach a compromise would, according to those most 
familiar with the situation, result in something like 
guerrilla warfare and sabotage of the canal. 

Every nation south of the border sides with Panama. 
Failure lo achieve a treaty will disrupt the Organization of 
American States at a time when America's position in I-atin 
America is about as low as it could be. One quick trip 
touching several bases in the hemisphere by Secretary 
Kissinger could hardly make up for the neglect ami un¬ 
certainty prevailing for so long. 

A dedicated and skilled diplomat has been directing the 
American effort to formulate a treaty that will satisfy both 
sides. Ellsworth Bunker is not only an able diplomat but 
also a devoted public servant who, at 82, might long since 
have retired to his beloved farm in Vermont. 

Instead, he has virtually commuted to Panama. There he 


has established friendly relations with his oppositive 
numbers in working out the treaty. Bunker is a remarkable 
figure, an unmistakeable Yankee with a seriousness of 
expression broken by his quick sense of humor. 

Because of the election year there had been no prospect of 
a treaty that could be concluded and ratified before 1977. 
That great statesman from South Carolina, Sen. Strom 
Thurmond, had undertaken to sign up more than one-third 
of the Senate on a declaration resolving never to approve 
any treaty changing the status of the Canal Zone. 

Reagan’s demagoguery is not to be discounted. Not for 
him the flamboyance of a George Wallace and his pointy- 
headed intellectuals with their briefcases. He is the 
demagogue in the Brooks Brothers suit, slick and plausible, 
as when he was travelling around the country selling 
General Electric. 

It was an impressive performance, smooth as glass but 
not quite as transparent. An actor in all those B-films 
turned politician, Reagan has a style with which Gerald 
Ford cannot possibly compete. 

Yet, on the other side of the ledger, Ford conveys a kind of 


simple belief in views that are at least as conservative, on 
the domestic and the military side, as those of his rival for 
the nomination who prepackages his attack with the skill of 
a long professional career. 

I had believed that after four defeats and a narrow win in 
North Carolina Reagan would be persuaded by his very 
wealthy backers in Southern California to withdraw. They 
have given him unlimited support from his entry into 
politics. I had thought they would want to stop putting their 
money on a losing and a deeply divisive venture and con¬ 
serve it to throw into the real contest in the fall backing a 
Republican candidate for president. 

1 was wrong. Their loyalty to Ronnie Boy apparently has 
no limits nor, with the dramatic rise in the stock market, 
does their money. They have masterminded the fund¬ 
raising drives that have put Reagan’s resources at least on 
a par with those of the President. 

Reagan can be satisfied that he is dividing his party so it 
will face an election as a ragged, frustrated minority. This 
is the pitiful anticlimax of Watergate and all the 
humiliation and shame that went with it.

The real tragedy in Lebanon today

Our TV commentarors, calling the 
Lebanon tragedy a battle between 
Moslems and Christians, are guilty of a 
great oversimplification. More ac¬ 
curately. the tragedy is a battle between 
those who have much in Lebanon and 
those who have little or nothing. 

I have been there many, many times 
and the afflicted country wteere Saul 
hewed the cedars of Lebanon (the cedar 
tree still appears on the flag) can be a key 
to peace in the Middle East. But that hope 
wanes every day. 

l-ebanon, smaller than Connecticut and 
about half the size of New Jersey, has a 
2 9 million population, split about 50-50 
between Moslems and Christians. But 
there is a special group. There are at 
least 320,000 Palestinians in Lebanon 
evicted by Israel. They live chiefly in 
refugee camps; wretched, utterly 
miserable and In dire poverty. Some 
evictees go back to the Israel war in 1947, 
29 years ago. 

The Arab world lias been.sending the 
evictees large amount* of money through 
Beirut, the money capital of tiie entire 


Arab world. And the heaviest expense, in 
turn, of the United Nations Relief and 
Works Agency is to support the 
Palestinian evictees. This has been going 
on for more than 27 ypars. 

UNRWA's annual budget is $60 million. 
Of this, U.S. taxpayers pay $23 million — 
nearly 40 per cent. 

In addition to 320,000 in Lebanon, the 
evictees number 900,000 in neighboring 
Jordan on the Jordan River’s East Bank, 
640,000 on the West Bank. 200,000 in 
neighboring Syria. There are 250,000 in 
Egypt's Gaza Strip and Northern Sinai, 
the Arab Emirates, Iraq, Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia. 

The evictee3 total about 2.78 million 
and they are convinced that Israel has 
deprived them of their birthright. 

Their leader, of course, is Yassir 
Arafat, founder of the Palestine 
liberation Organization (FIX)), who 
makes his headquarters in neighboring 
Amman, Jordan. Arafat's Palestinian 
followers in Lebanon and elsewhere had 
no political life — until he came along. 
They are the moths; Arafat is the candle. 


Beirut has been one of the world's most 
fascinating cities. Ports have a pulse beat 
that inland cities never know and Beirut 
sits in a lovely setting; the mountains 
behind it snow-capped in winter and some 
snow even tops them at this time of the 
year. 

The harbor's taH skyscrapers and what 
were luxury hotels are mixed with pastel- 
colored houses that cascade down to the 
water in Byzantine confusion and 
Ottoman langor. The broad, tree-lined 
boulevards — as in Saigon — came with 
the French occupation. What was a 
teeming city of 893,000 people had the 
atmosphere of Grand Guignol and lush 
TV drama. By night the neon lighting 
gives the city and sky a reddish, almost 
lurid, glow. 

Lebanon was at one time Phoenicia, the 
home of the ancient world’s greatest 
commercial traders. Then came the 
Egyptians, Persians, Greeks, Romans, 
Christians, Saracens, Crusaders, Knights 
of St. John and Turks. Each made its own 
stamp on the polygot nature and politics 
of the country, far beyond the questions of 
Moslems and Christians. 


Normally, the president is a Christian, 
the premier a Moslem. But Lebanon has 
29 identifiable religions. The Christians 
range from Maronites to a Syrian 
Jacobite minority; the Moslems are 
splintered among the Druse, Malikis, 
Metwali, Shiite and Sunnite sects. 

Oh, no, in Lebanon the basic problem is 
not the Moslem versus Christian battle as 
so widely oversimplified. The elusive 
Mideast question there and elsewhere is 
the formula by which the rights of Israel 
can be reconciled with the rights of the 
Palestinians to a future of their own. 

But compounding the trouble in 
Lebanon and elsewhere, the Palestine 
movement's leadership is so fractured 
and full of rivals that no one can really 
speak for the evictees as a whole. 

There are some 22 offshoots of the 
Palestine movement and to the horror of 
the world the guerrilla organizations 
have committed one ghastly atrocity 
after another. The terrorists have done 
the Palestine cause enormous harm. 

But surely the problem in Lebanon, or 
the Middle East as a whole, seems im¬ 
possible without consideration of the 
Palestine Arab evictees.

To the Editor: 

During a recent Public 
Works Committee meeting on 
rubbish collection, information 
came to light concerning the 
deplorable condition of 
Newton’s recycling program. 

It appears that those well 
meaning members of the 
community who fought hard 
for a recycling program have 
cither abandoned the program 
or are not being supported by 
enough members of the 
community to come close to 
making the program self 
sustaining. 

The program presently is a 
$115,000 albatross around the 
taxpayers collective necks. 
Without even allowing for 
administration or overtime 
costs the program is costing 
$167,490 against which the total 
of $31,400 is being received for 
the value of the recyclable 
goods. This figure is further 
augmented by a saving of 
$ 22,000 in transfer-haul costs, 
leaving a deficit to the city of 
approximately $115,000. 

I urge those who thought this 
program beneficial to im¬ 
mediately come to its defense 
and urge more responsive 
compliance, or the program 
must be doomed. The citv is 


now spending an inordinate 
amount of time and effort in a 
program that must be ex¬ 
panded at least five times its 
present rate of collection in 
order to begin to justify the 
cost. It may become necessary 
for those who want to support 
the program to further 
demonstrate their deter¬ 
mination by asking them to 
bring the recyclables to 
collection stations. 

At present the mayor and the 
Public Works Committee are 
faced with a monumental task 
of proposing long overdue 
changes for the sanitation 
department. We are at¬ 
tempting to reduce a bloated 
sanitation budget from ap¬ 
proximately $1.4 million to one 
of approximately $ 800 , 000 - 
$900,000. 

This task is further com¬ 
plicated by the $115,000 annual 
deficit in the recycling 
program. 1 urge those of you 
who are interested in saving 
this program to come up with 
workable answers because 
under present conditions it is 
obvious that the program must 
be abandoned.

The executives of 
local government suffer from 
the same set of anxieties but 
they have little or no alter¬ 
natives. They have to face up to 
the situation and cut tack. If 
they do not, there is the very 
real example of what happened 
in New York and several other 
cities.

The city 
needs the valuable services of 
its municipal family and its 
aim should be io do the best 
possible to improve the 
worker’s living conditions. 

Municipal employees on the 
other hand cannot reasonably 
exepcl ihe taxpayers to meet 
unending and constantly rising 
costs upon the expiration of 
each and every labor- 
management contract. 

Faced with continued con¬ 
trail demands that push taxes 
ever upward 180 percent of the 
city’s expenditures is for 
personnel), taxpayers must 
look io their city officials to cut 
tack. Not able to keep hourly 
contract costs within bounds, 
the unhappy alternative is to 
eliminate positions and to find 
other ways to perform 
essential functions. 

Collective bargaining is a 
legitimate ami time-honored 
process in American life. It is 
undoubtedly here to stay. 
However, collective 
bargaining in no way 
diminishes ils status or ef¬ 


fectiveness when labor as well 
as management recognizes the 
netxi (or common sense and 
compromise and live together 
accordingly. Not as separalc, 
selfish entities, but as elements 
of the common good. 

Management has its 
obligations to labor as to the 
general public, and 
enlightened management is not 
usually set to achieve cost 
savings arbitrarily when 
suitable alternatives arc of¬ 
fered and available. 

The harsh discipline of 
economics - the problem of 
Uniting enough dollars - must 
ultimately determine the 
course of action for all parlies. 

All parlies, the executive, the 
legislative, and Ihe employees 
of the city know this to be the 
problem. Once the posturing 
ceases, all parties will best 
serve their community and 
themselves when they act out 
of responsibility to all of the 

conununily.and not act out 

of fear of offending the few."

CETA offers lively

How do you go about looking 
for a job during a recession in a 
state with a higher than 
average unemployment rate? 

Newton Area CETA can help 
a lot of people with jobhunting 
workshops. The workshops are 
one mechanism CETA is using 
to assist its participants. At the 
workshops, offered buzz only to 
CETA people, words are: 
positive; constructive; and 
assertive. 

Job placement specialist 
Leonard Bean, Bedford 
resident, conducts the 
seminars. 

"Your job search is actually 
the most important job you'll 
ever have in your life,” Bean 
tells each participant. "If 
you're successful, you'll work 
harder on the job search than 
for any employer.” 


Bean then tells jobhunters 
that "positive thinking" may 
be a cliche but it is also a bare- 
bones necessity in a slack job 
market. Such old-fashioned 
virtues as faith in oneself, 
determination, and are also 
necessary Bean says. ' 

And the up-to-date concept ot 
"smarts" is another must. 
Bean's techniques, formulated 
for CETA participants, cab be 
easily adopted by anyone who 
is looking for a job. 

Bean's methods involve role 
playing in which participants 
alternately act out the parts of 
job seeker and employer. The 
group critiques itself, and 
participants label the mini- 
dramas instructive and fun. 
Friends and family members 
often prove handy partners for 
job role-playing at home. The 
technique helps cut ner¬ 


vousness and blunders at real 
job interviews. 

Newton Area CETA job 
seminars are being held at the 
National Guard Armory, 
Washington Street, West 
Newton. Space has been made 
available without charge as a 
public service by Company B, 
101st Infantry, 26th Yankee 
Division. 

For the initial jobhunt, Len 
Bean recommends using all 
possible sources: want ads, 
employment agencies, job 
banks, letter campaigns, phone 
campaigns' and especially 
friends and acquaintances. 

But, the Job pro says, the job 
search properly starts with 
oneself. Assessing all the skills 
developed during a lifetime 
leads to greater self- 
awareness. 


Taxpayers Assn, states its 
'metropolitan' policy 


Citing this year's 5900,000 
increase in Newton's share of 
costs in the MBTA, the Newton 
Taxpayers' Association in its 
current bulletin to members 
reaffirms the association's 
general policyof distinguishing 
between "primarily physical" 
and "primarily service per¬ 
sonnel" metropolitan un¬ 
dertakings. 

The association tends to 
support or acquiesce in the 
former kind of operation, such 
as with water supply, sewers, 
parks, and so on, but "is 
somewhat more reluctant with 
respect to Newton's entry into 
situations where service 
personnel costs make up the 
largest component of the ac¬ 
tivity" It has followed this 


Policy since 1948, the bulletin 
stales. 

In general a "physical" 
proposal tends to increase the 
city's future liability to a 
relatively lesser extent, the 
association feels, because of 
the nature of the construction 
or land acquisition itself, and 
by us usually being financed by 
a bond issue of known 
dimensions. 

A primarily "service per¬ 
sonnel" operation, on the other 
hand, tends to be more open- 
ended, the association argues. 
The cost of the personnel tends 
to mount proportionately more 
rapidly and the service itself 
lends to be extended or ex¬ 
panded.

metropolitan solutions are 
ultimately controlled by the 
slate, which tends to look at 
Newton as a comparatively 
well-to-do city, and one finds a 
tendency over the years to 
charge Newton dispropor¬ 
tionately more for a service 
supplied within the functional 
district, the association notes. 

Tiie bulletin cites the new 
$900,000 charge for MBTA 
service as illustrative of two 
ofthe above three factors at 
work, in addition to the usual 
increase for the city’s share of 
the MBTA's continually 
growing overall deficit. 

I-orenze F. Mulher, Jr., the 
association's executive 
director, notes that by con¬ 
trast, in the city's joint venture 
with Waltham in the transfer- 
haul of trash, which is also a 
"service personnel" activity, 
no stale or federal money is 
involved in the operation itself, 
and that the costs are 
1 relatively firm. 


The Job pro says that 
unemployed persons are 
frequently reluctant to tell 
friends they are out of a Job. 
Bean scotches the notion that 
such admissions are harmful. 

"In today's abnormal 
market, maybe 80 percent of 
all Job placements come 
through referral by a friend, he 
said. 

In nailing down Job In¬ 
terviews, Bean said, "It's your 
resume that's going to do it, 
nine times out of ten." Many 
people find resume-writing 
unnecessarily difficult. He 
suggested the following steps 
for preparing a good functional 
letter tailored to the Job 
description: 

list all Job-related skills on 3 
x 5 cards; then shuffle and 
reshuffle, depending on the 
kind of job for which you're 
applying; 

Confine your letter to one 
page, cutting all "desclectors” 
which include possibly bum 
references, irrelevant ex¬ 
perience, political affiliation, 
age handicap, etc.; 

Group your work experience 
by skill mastery not 
chronology; and 

Know as much about your 
potential employer's business 
as is humanly possible. 

In the face-to-face interview 
situation, Bean teaches 
seminar participants how to 
seize the initiative and play an 
active, not passive, role. 

‘‘Questioning your 
questioner" is one of Bean's 
recommended ploys. By way of 
example, he suggests that an 
individual with a recent but 
recovered illness may be ill- 
advised to discuss complex 
health matters with a per¬ 
sonnel department in¬ 
terviewer. He sets up this 
dialogue: 

Personnel: Do you have any 
major health problems? 

Jobseeker: Docs your 
company offer a health exam? 
I'll be happy to speak with your 
physician." 


Concerning the interview 
proper, Bean says, "Now more 
than ever, you must be 
positive." Bad-mouthing a 
former employer is tabu. So is 
offering to work for peanuts 
"In a bad recession, many 
people undercut their own 
worth just to get a Job," Bean 
said. "A man or woman may in 
fact be desperately in need of a 
Job, but it’s essential to keep 
that knowledge private. 

"If t.he employer intends to 
hire, it's because of what you 
can offer, not how much you're 
willing to cut-rate yourself." 

"Sell your skills as 
vigorously as if you were 
selling vacuum cleaners door- 
ttMloor," he counseled. 

The self-salesman, Bean 
says, demonstrates that he or 
she can Increase productivity 
beyond the degree demanded 
by the employer's Job 
description. He never un¬ 
dercuts his own salary level. 

Concerning the inevitable 
anxiety and depression 
associated with proplonged 
job-hunting in bad economic 
times, Bean urges job-seekers 
to work at their task 
unemotionally, methodically 




and with businesslike per* 
scrvcrance. 

Expect a long haul, he ad¬ 
vises, and remember that you 
arc going to collect more turn¬ 
downs than offers. Periods of 
unemployment can be times of 
self-analysis and self- 
realization as well as periods of 
economic disruption, he said. 

Bean also reported that while

went to work for Harbor National Bank. 

The first four counts of conflict involve 
the defendant's depositing $1 million in 
Harbor National Bank during his last two 
weeks as city treasurer. 

The second four counts allege that in 
July, as a hank employee, he contacted 
the city to make arrangements to have 
the money reinvested in the bank. 

One section of the conflict of interest 
laws maintains that a municipal em¬ 
ployee must make a full disclosure of any 
financial interest he may have in a 
particular matter and receive from his 
employer what amounts to a "release” to 
continue to conduct business. 

A second section prohibits a former 
municipal employee from "knowingly' 
acting as an agent in a matter lie was 
involved in while a municipal employee.' 

Scafidi testified in his own defense 
Tuesday. 

lie testified that he never contacted 
Acting Treasurer Stiglich in July, 1975, to 
reinvest city money. 

The acting treasurer testified last week 
that Scafidi had called him on July 24 and 
July 91, 1975, to discuss reinvestment of 
funds. 

Scafidi denied this Tuesday. He 
produced his 1975 appointment book 
which indicated that he had spent most of 
Ids time on July 24 out of his office at the 
bank. 

He recalled that he was only in the bank 
for about 45 minutes on the morning of 
July 24 and then left to visit treasurers in 
Framingham and Uxbridge. 

The diary indicated he had driven 116 
miles that day. 

“At any time that day did you solicit the 
reinvestment of funds?" his attorney 
asked. 

"No," Scafidi replied. 

"Were you aware they were 
redeposited?" 

"No," the defendant said. 

He also denied calling Stiglich on July 
111 and soliciting the redeposit of the funds 
due that date. 

Finally, Atty. Conn asked the defendant 
"Why did you make the deposits in 
Harbor National Bank?" 

"After my conversation with Eliot 
Cohen ithen president of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen) in which he asked for 
my help in the future, 1 felt that if we had 
an account in the bank that the acting 
treasurer would be a little more at ease in 
calling me and getting information — at 


least he would have some basis’” Scafidi 
answered. 

Conn also established that Scafidi had 
informed both Board President Cohen 
and Mayor Theodore D. Mann of his in¬ 
tention to go to work for Harbor National 
Bank before he made any deposits in the 
bank. 

lie also brought to light the fact that all 
city monetary transactions are sent to the 
city comptroller's office to be recorded on 
a "warrant," a computer print-out 
document that lists all transactions and is 
sent to the mayor for his signature. 

The warrants were not displayed in 
court. Conn asserted that the Harbor 
National Bank transactions were on the 
warrants in July and the mayor would 
have seen them. 

In his closing argument to the judge 
Conn argued that Scafidi had not really 
acted as an "agent” in the reinvestment 
of funds, pointing out that it was Stiglich 
who would decide to reinvest on the one 
hand, and that the bank interest rates 
offered, on the other, were set by 
someone other than Scafidi. 

On the four counts involving the 
original deposit of the money by Scafidi, 
Conn argued that Scafidi had nothing to 
gain by depositing the money. 

"No evidence lias been presented that it 
was a condition of his employment that he 
bring Newton to Harbor National Bank,” 
the attorney said. 

He described the conflict of interest 
laws as "a hypcrtechnical, incredible 
morass." 

"You have to look to the intent of the 
man," Conn told the judge. "He went to 
the appointing authority (the Board of 
Aldermen) and said he was taking the 
job. 

"Is there evidence that we are dealing 
with a devious, deceptive man? He 
routinely filed the warrant requests. You 
have got to give this man the benefit of 
every doubt. He did his best to conform. 

"Are we going to convict him on that 
evidence and brand him a criminal? Isn't 
(he ordeal of his family enough 
punishment?" 

"The intent of the legislature in passing 
these laws was to keep an official from 
using his position for his own personal 
gain,” Conn continued. "The only people 
who gained in this instance were the 
residents of Newton." 

The prosecutor. Assistant District 


Attorney lisa Harrod, told the court that 
the only "real controversy" in the case 
"in terms of facts" was the reinvestment 
of the funds. 

"Mr. Scafidi says he did not call or 
receive a call; Mr. Stiglich testified that 
he did speak with Mr. Scafidi," she said. 

"Mr. Stiglich was here under a sum¬ 
mons. He testified he did have a specific 
memory of the calLs. Mr. Scafidi, in order 
to remember, had to refer to his diary." 

"I suggest the diary does not suggest 
the totality of what he did on those dates, 

"the state seeks to prohibit activity 
which might lead the public to believe 
Ohere is wrongdoing," Harrod said. “His 
actions fall within the language of the 
law. He did not appropriately notify these 
people he had an obligation to notify." 

After the judge found Scafidi guilty, 
Harrod told him the Commonwealth 
would recommend the defendant be 
placed on probation for two years. 

Judge Tamkin, saying the conflict laws 
are intentionally severe, overrode the 
Commonwealth's suggestion, and im¬ 
posed the prison sentence.

"I hope the School Committee will 
encourage progress to go forward," 
Beckwith said. 

He would have liked to see the School 
Committee and the Board of Aldermen 
approve the program at a joint meeting, 
such as when the Metco program was 
approved about 10 years ago. 

Paul Asti explained that he would vote 
against the plan again because MPP 
originally received federal funds under 
the Emergency School Aid Act, and it the 
"intent of the federal money to set up a 
metropolitan school district."

'barbarous/ 'obscene' 


State Rep, David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) ex¬ 
pressed outrage at the attack 
last week on Theodore Land- 
smark, a black attorney beaten 
by a group of white high-school 
students protesting court- 
ordered busing at a demon¬ 
stration at Boston City Hall 
Plaza. 

"This unprovoked and 
barbarous attack is an ob¬ 
scenity," Mofenson said. "It 
stands as one of the ugliest 
moments in Boston’s history." 

"The silence of leaders who 
should know better -is 
deafening," said the Newton 
representative. "The brutality 
of the students is exacerbated 
by the inaction of Boston public 
figures who have encouraged 
or condoned the violence of the 
antibusing movement. As long 
as public officials and heads of 
community organizations 
abdicate their leadership 
responsibilities, I fear that 
incidents like the Landsmark 
attack will continue." 

Landsmark, who holds a 
joint degree in law and ar¬ 
chitecture from Yale, is the 
executive director of the 
Contractors Association of 


Boston, "While he has been 
active in assisting minority 
contractors get jobs," 
Mofenson siad,"it is ironic to 
note that he also has been in¬ 
strumental in getting a ship¬ 
builder to locate at the South 
Boston Naval Annex with the 
provision that South Boston 
residents be hired." 

"Most of the attention has 
focused on the symbolism of a 
well-dressed blackman being 
beaten by a gang of white 
youths wielding the 
Americanflag as a weapon. 
This' against the backdrop of 
City Hall Plaza in the Bicen¬ 
tennial year is indeed 
dramatic," Mofenson siad. 
"But the tragedy of the 
situation is that Mr. Land¬ 
smark could have been any 
black person walkingthe 
streets of the city."

Spice Batter 

'2 cup soft butter or margarine 
'2 cup sugar 
4 egg yolks 

•2 cup unsulphured molasses 
2 cups sifted cake flour 
1*2 teaspoons baking soda 

1 1 teaspoon salt 

'2 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 2 teaspoon cloves 
l 2 teaspoon nutmeg 
*4 cup sour milk 

In large mixing bowl cream butter and sugar. Beat in egg 
yolks, then molasses. Sift together cake flour, bilking soda, 
salt, cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg. Blend in alternately 
with sour milk. Set aside. 

Banana Batter 

4 egg whites 

'2 cup soft butter or margarine 
l 2 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1*2 cups mashed ripe bananas (5 medium! 

2'z cups sifted cake flour 
'4 teaspoon baking soda 

2 teaspoons baking powder

hi small bowl, beat egg whites until stiff but not dry. In 
another bowl but with same beaters, cream butter and 
sugar. Beat in vanilla and bananas. Sift together flour, 
baking soda, baking powder and salt; blend into batter. 
Fold in beaten egg whiles. Alternate spoonfuls of spice and 
banana batters in greased HMnch tube pan. Gently cut 
through batters with knife to marble; do not mix. Bake in 
350 degree oven for 1 hour and 20 to 30 minutes, or until cake 
tester inserted in cake comes out clean.

And then, in a delightful can¬ 
dlelight procession, everyone heads for 
home to break the Lenten fast by can¬ 
dlelight. 

The meal called Resurrection Feast 
lanastasis) traditionally begins with a 
custom whereby red dyed eggs are 
cracked against each other by members 
of the family, using the point. As they 
bang each other's points they sing. 
"Christos Anesti" and the one whose egg 
doesn't crack will be prosperous. 

The Greeks have a delicious way of 
celebrating Easter with a savory roast of 
lamb. They lace it with garlic, baste it 
with lemon juice and spark it with 
oregano.

GREEK ROAST LAMB

In a large mixing bowl dissolve the 
yeast in warm water. Stir and set aside. 
In saucepan, scald the milk, remove from 
heat and add butter, sugar and salt. 
Allow mixture to cool to lukewarm; pom- 
cooled milk mixture into the large bowl 
and stir with the yeast. Add eggs, 
currants or raisins, lemon rind and 3 cups 
of flour. Beat with wooden spoon until 
smooth, about 80 strong strokes. Add 
cherries and stir them into the batter.

Return dough to mixing bowl, cover with 
plastic wrap and put in warm (BO-65 
degree) draft-free place until doubled in 
volume, Punch down dough and let rest 10 
minutes. Divide dough into 3 equal parts, 
round each into a smooth ball and 
arrange like a cloverleaf on baking sheet. 
Cover with waxed paper and return to 
warm place until separate balls of dough 
have joined and are doubled in bulk. 
Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Bake until 
crust is light brown and when a toothpick 
inserted in center of loaf comes out clean 
and dry. Remove to wire rack. When cool, 
frost with confectioners' sugar icing and 
decorate with candied fruits and chopped 
nuts.

Study to help potential 
heart attack victims 


Nearly 100 area residents are 
taking part in a nationwide 
heart attack study known as 
MRF1T - Multiple Risk 
Factor Intervention Trial. 

The 95 Newton and Wellesley 
men are enrolled in the study to 
evaluate what effect lowering 
cholesterol levels, reducing 
blood pressure, and curing 
cigarette smoking have in 
preventing heart attacks and 
reducing the death rate from 
coronary heart disease and 
other cardiovascular disor¬ 
ders. 

Supported by the National 
Heart and Lung Institute, the 
MRFIT program involves 20 
participating centers around 
the country and more than 
12,500 volunteers aged 35-57. 
The study will run for six 
years. 

In order to be selected for the 
study, potential participants 
had their blood cholesterol and 
blood pressure levels checked 
and filled out a medical 
questionnaire at the primary 
subsequent screening visit. At 
screening visits, potentially 
eligible men received more 
extensive examinations. 

Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
served as a screening site for 
the MRFIT study two years 
ago. Over 3000 men were 
screened at the hospital, of 
whom six percent, or 189 had a 
high enough heart attack risk

score to be called back for a 
second screening. 

The 95 Newton and Wellesley 
residents now enrolled in the 
six-year study are have into 
two groups. Forty-eight been 
referred to their personal 
physicians, together with the 
results of the screening test, 
and invited to return to Har¬ 
vard’s School of Public Health 
each year for a cardiovascular 
examination. 

The other half of the area 
group, 47 residents, has en¬ 
tered a special intervention 
program, designed to reduce 
blood cholesterol by dietary 
means, lower blood pressure 
by weight reduction and 
medication, and eliminate 
cigarette smoking. 

Participants in the special 
intervention program meet 
regularly with physicians, 
nutritionists, psychologists and 
counselors.

That 
figure was 6.9 per cent higher 
than the $33,850 median price 
for the same month a year ago. 
In January, the year-to-year 
rise was 9.3 per cent. 

The rate of price increase by 
region varies considerably, the 
department notes. With 
February, 1975, figures in 
parentheses, the prices and 
rates of increase follow: 

Northeast, $38,230 ( 37,720), 
up 1.3 per cent; North Central, 
$31,420 ($28,300), up 11 per 
cent; South, $35,280 ($33,920), 
up 4 per cent; and West, 
$43,060, ($38,300), a rise of 12.4 
per cent. 

The continued increase in the 
median sales price of existing 
single-family homes nationally 
also means that there was a 
smaller percentage of homes 
being sold in the low and 
moderate price classes than in 
J975. 

Homes containing four or 
more bedrooms accounted for 
25.8 per cent of February 
existing single-family home 
sales, and sold at a median 
price of $51,020. The February, 
1975, price for four-bedroom 
homes was $47,160. 


Thre-bedroom homes, which 
accounted for 54.8 per cent of 
February sales, had a median 
price of $35,880, up $2,780 from 
the previous year. 

Homes with two bedrooms or 
less sold at a median price of 
$26,390, and accounted for 19.4 
per cent of February sales, 
That median price was $1,900 
higher than the February, 1975, 
figure.

Now is the time to protect 
your dog against heartworm, 
advises the Massachusetts 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. 

A major problem in the New 
England area, heartworm, 
caused by a worm that lives in 
the animal's heart, can mean 
severe illness, damage to the 
heart and other organs, and, if 
left untreated, death. 

Heartworm is passed from 
dog to dog by mosquitoes that 
bite them, and become in¬ 
creasingly prevalent as the 
mosquito season advances. 
The MSPCA recommends that 


owners have their dogs tested 
for heartworms by a 
veterinarian before May 31 — 
prior to the mosquito season. 
The presence of the worms can 
be detected by a simple blood 
test in one visit. 

Dogs whose tests are 
negative may be placed on safe 
and effective medication 
developed in recent years for 
the prevention of the disease. 
Unfortunately, a vaccine has 
not yet been discovered. 

If the test is positive, the 
animal can be treated to 
prevent further complications. 
The disease is not a threat to 
humans. 


Because heartworm is 
transmitted by mosquitoes, 
infection is heaviest in those 
areas where mosquitoes live 
year round. Today, however, 
people and their pets travel 
widely' and the dogs transport 
the disease with them. 
Heartworm continues to be a 
serious problem in New 
England, particularly in low- 
lying regions where 
mosquitoes are found in 
greatest numbers. 

In addition to local 
veterinarians, the MSPCA's 
hospitals and clinics 
throughout Massachusetts will 
provide tests Tuesday and 
Thursdays, 5:30 to 8:15 p.m.

Airman helps launch ICBM 


'•Surprising as it may seem, 
women have always played an 
influential role in the growth 
and development of the Newton 
YMCA," stated Adelaide R. 
Ball of Newton as she and 
Walter F. Tennant, also of- 
newton, today accepted the co- 
chairmanship of the Newton 
Y's centennial celebration. 
Miss Ball, a former Newton 
alderman, is vice president of 
the Y's Women's Auxiliary' 
and Tennant is a member of 
the board of directors. 
Scheduled to be kicked off at 
the organization's 95th annual 
meeting on May 19, the Y's 
centennial observance calls for 
many special commemorative 
events, both at its year-round 
headquarters at 276 Church St. 
and at all three summer 
camps, according to President 
Sidney A. Marston and 
Executive Director Chester L. 
Mosher 

Known as the Family YMCA, 
the Newton Y is one of the 
nation's oldest and serves 
Waltham. Wellesley, Water- 
town, Weston, Wayland and 
Belmont in addition to Newton. 
An independent, non-profit 
community service institution, 
it seeks to develop character 
and leadership through a wide 
range of social, educational 
and recreational programs for 
over 12,000 people of all ages, 
both sexes andevery religious 
persuasion. 

The Newton Y has 
inaugurated a three-phase, $3.1 
million Centennial Fund 
program to be completed in 
1982, aimed at improving the 
physical plant and endowment 
and establishing an annual 
community appeal sustaining 
fund. 

Miss Ball, who has also been 
president of the Newton Boys 
Club, one of the few women 
ever to hold such a post, said, 
"Although it was the men who 


originated the Y as a religious 
effort to protect young men 
from the unwholesome in¬ 
fluences of city life, even in the 
early years women were 
present at the meetings held in 
homes and church vestries. 
And the Women's Auxiliary 
was formed way back in 1895, 
just 18 years after the Newton 
Y was founded." 

Co-chairman Tennant, who is 
also vice president of the 
Newton Jaycees and Kiwanis 
Club, agreed. "The record 
shows that the Women's 
Auxiliary deserves great credit 
for its continuing support of the 
organization," he said. "From 
the 19th-century days, when a 
limited number of days and 
hours were set aside for 
separate women’s gymnasium 
classes, to Camp Day's recent 
decision to go coed this year, 
women's participation in 
Newton Y activities has been 
ever-increasing." 

Camp Frank A. Day honors 
the memory of the early 
Newton Y leader whose 
committee planned and 
developed the construction of 
the institution's present 
Church Street building just 
before World War 1. The camp 
was established in 1916 as an 
overnight summer camp for 
boys aged 8 to 15. 

Located at Lake 
Quacumquasett in East 
Brookfield, it was in the 
beginning a mere 10 acres 
whose only building was an 
abandoned roller skating rink. 
Now stretching over 50 acres, 
its facilities today include 
comfortable cabins, a dining 
hall, a modern kitchen, an 
infirmary, several ballfields 
and a boathouse. Its rounded 
program of activities provides 
enjoyment and an appreciation 
of outdoor life to scores of 
young people each summer. 

Already serving both boys 


and girls are Camp Massoit, 
located at the Church Street 
grounds, and CampChickami 
in Wayland' both day camps. 
The three Newton Y camps 
service a total of over 1300 boys 
and girls. 

A pioneering effort which 
became a model for other Y’s, 
Newton's Camp Massasoit got 
underway in 1944 and offers a 
varied program of swimming, 
nature education and crafts to 
nearly 500 boys and girls 
during the summer. 

A bit more adventuresome 
than Massasoit and designed 
for children 7 to 12' Chickami 
began in 1946 and now services 
nearly 700 boys and girls an¬ 
nually. Among its facilities are 
a 75-foot outdoor swimming 
pool, tennis courts, a baseball 
diamond, a soccer field' an 
archery range, a riflery range, 
a creative playground, a 
recreation hall, and an arts and 
crafts shop — all set in a 
wooded environment that 
includes a pond and a brook. 

Executive Director Mosher 
added that the Y's spirit of 
cooperation extends to other 
community organizations, 
stating that the Newton Y was 
instrumental in the forming of 
the Newton Community Chest. 

"We became a charter 
member of the Community 
Chest in 1932," he said,” anil 
later helped to nurture com¬ 
munity understanding of the 
United Way concept. In fact, 
Newton Y peoplehave always 
been among the most suc¬ 
cessful in raising funds for the 
Community Chest and then the 
United Fund and the United 
Way. 

Although the Newton Y 
traces its origins back to the 
beginning of the YMCA 
religious and social movement

in London in 1944 and to the 
establishment in Boston in 1851 
of the first Y in this country, its 
founders might not recognize 
the institution today, according 
to President Sidney Marston. It 
still builds character and

— both social and recreational 
including even bridge, golf and 
dancing — would probably 
"stagger the imagination of its 
founding fathers," he added.

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Public officials hamper 
access to public records

The Massachusetts 
Advocacy Center charged 
today that the implementation 
of state laws that guarantee 
citizen access to public in¬ 
formation is a shambles in 
many parts of the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

"In this state." said Barry 
Hock, center spokesman, "we 
have a two-year-old Freedom 


fielals.’ 

On the state level' 
regulations issued by the 
Administration Secretary of 
and Finance require each 
agency to have a public in¬ 
formation officer, and to have 
copies of the laws and 
regulations available for 
citizens. "When wc tried to get 
these documents from A&F," 


of Information Act and a six- charged Hock, "we discovered 


year-old Governor's Executive 
Order -*• both designed to 
protect a citizen’s right to 
public records. Yet many 
public officials constantly 
hamper citizen scrutiny and 
access to this information." 

This was the conclusion of a 
new report released by the 
MAC, entitled "Freedom of 
Information in 
Massachusetts." The report 
describes the efforts of citizens 
to secure public records from 
state and local officials, and 
cites common bureaucratic 
tricks to evade the law. The 
center urges the governor and 
legislature to put more teeth in 
the law and to address the 
failure of enforcement. 

"The requirements of the 
law and regulations are very 
simple and clear," stated 
Hock. "The public has a right 
to all public records at the state 
and local level. But the man¬ 
date is being ignored by many 
officials. Public servants who 
withhold this information are 
breaking the law." 

The report alerts citizens to 
common tactics used by state 
and local officials to evade the 
law. They include the following 
responses: "Your request is 
too much trouble." "The law 
doesn't apply to me." Or, "We 
will have you investigated." 

"Each of these tricks," said 
Hock, "is an evasion of the law 
and deprives citizens of their 
right to open government. 
They are employed both by 
stae agencies and local of- 


that A&F itself has not 
designated a public in¬ 
formation officer. Thep, we 
found that A&F doesn't even 
have all the the documents 
available as it requires others 
to do." 

"In other words," explained 
Hock, "A&F has violated its 
own requirements. Obviously 
then,citizens can have little 
faith that A&F will insure 
compliance by other state 
agencies. 

On the local level, the cen¬ 
ter’s report details a com¬ 
prehensive effort to collect 
information from the more 
than 400 local school systems in 
this state — an effort described 
by Hock as one of the most 
thorough tests of a freedom of 
information law in any state. 

While the law requires local 
officials to provide requested 
data within 20 days, it took over 
six months to get nearly every 
school offieialto comply. 

Three systems — Avon, 
Middleboro and Bridgewater- 
Raynham — failed to comply. 
The center filed suit in 
Superior Court against Mid¬ 
dleboro, an action now pen¬ 
ding. 

"The situation at the state 
and local levels makes it im¬ 
perative that Governor 
Dukakis and Administration 
and Finance Secretary 
Buckley take immediate steps 
to enforce the laws," stated 
Hock. "If they do not act, 
citizens will continue to be shut 
out of much governmental 


decision-making." 

In letters delvicred to 
delivered to Dukakis and 
Buckley today, the center 
urged them to: 

tt Require A&F to perform 
its responsiblity to monitor 
public records practices of all 
stae state agencies. 

— Insure that public in¬ 
formation officers are 
designated and held ac¬ 
countable in all departments 
and agencies of state govern¬ 
ment, and that agencies 
provide copies of documents as 
required by A&F regulations. 

— Support legislative action 
which would strengthen the 
present state law. 

The center also called upon 
leaders in the legislature to 
address weaknesses in the law 
which include: 

— lack of an administrative 
appeal. Under the law, the only 
recourse for noncompliance is 
litigation, an expensive and 
unrealistic alternative for 
many citizens. 

— No specific limit on fees 
charged for duplication of 
records. Although A&F 
regulations permit state 
agencies to charge no more 
than 10 percent per page, local 
officials have no such 
limitation. Some have charged 
as much as $3 a page. 

— I,ack of penalties for 
recalcitrant offi 
ials. Since there are no 
financial penalties for officials 
who violate the law, there is 
nothing to discourage those 
who have little commitment to 
open government. 

"Wc are at a critical time in 
Massachusetts on this issue," 
concluded Hock. "Either wc 
drift on with a relatively good 
law and poor compliance by 
public officials, or we take 
open government seriously and 
enforce the law. It is up to the 
governor ' *’eneral court."

"Slow Dance on the Killing 
Ground" features two of the 
best known faces on television: 
Clarence Williams III (Lincoln 
Hayes on "Mod Squad") and 
Werner Klemperer (Colonel 
Klink on "Hogan's Heroes"). 

Without their star 
magnetism, I doubt the play 
could succeed on its own 
merits. 

The "killing ground," as the 
outside world is referred to, is 
a place where death is right 
around the corner; a mine field 
as it were. 

Randall, a black man on-the- 
run, dashes into a store of an 
immigrant shopkeeper. 
Speaking in a contrived jive 
manner, Randall offers no 
answers to Mr. Glas’ questions. 
They are soon joined by 
another , fugitive of the 
Brooklyn streets, Rosie, who 
can't find the doctor's office for 
her abortion. It is also revealed 
that Glas’ family was put to 
death in a concentration camp 
during World War II. SO far, 
each is or has been in peril in 
the killing ground. 

With these premises, 
psychology enters the picture 
and plays a major role. Ran¬ 
dall' when he "runs out of 
gas," drops the jive manner 
and speaks in a rather 
distinguished manner, to the

bewilderment of Glas and later 
Rosie. Peaceful and eloquent, 
Randall at times becomes loud 
and threatening, almost to the 
point of violence. 

Whenever the audience and 
the other two characters begin 
to believe that Randall poses 
no threat to their safety, he 
goes into a tirade. 

All the while we don't know 
what he is running from. Rosie 
in her own words, "doesn't 
want an abortion but wants an 
abortion." It's more clear than 
you think. 

Glas is guilt-ridden. His 
Jewish wife and children died 
in a concentration camp while 
he silently renounced them. 
The question of whether each 
character will be hanged by his 
or her hang-up is left to the 
audience to ponder. 

'"Slow Dance on the Killing 
Ground" paints a very 
negative picture. Of the three 
characters, none are happy. 
All are outcasts in one way or 
another. When cross- 
examining each other, none 
are benefited, only criticized. A 
mini-society, complete with 
trial by jury, is shown. 

The author, William Hanley, 
suggests that man or woman, 
black or white, they’ll get you 
sooner or later. Dance while 
you can. 

The acting overall is 
mediocre, with Werner 
Klemperer offering the best 
performance. As Glas, he is 
steady, almost too steady when 
he limply succumbs to his trial, 
but mixes emotions well 
enough to impress. 

Randall's jive talk is 
monotonous, too evidently 
contrived. Clarence Williams 
III, even without the jive, 
makes Randall's emotions 
appear contrived also. He just 
isn't believable. 

Attempting a Bar- 


baraStreisand-wise-ass-ugly- 
girl routine as Rosie, Marcia 
Jean Kurtz isn't too believable 
cither. 

The direction, by Jon Yates, 
isn't bad. Al least with the 
cases of Williams and Kurtz, 
what he told them to do would 
have worked if they were 
capable enough to do it 
credibly. The nice set is 
designed by Hal Tine. 

Without any evidence of Line 
or Klink (or is it hook or 
crook?), this show wouldn't 
have a chance. While it is fun to 
sec Williams and Klemperer 
live on stage, many people 
want something more solid 
than star attraction to embody 
a play. "Slow Dance on the 
Killing Ground" doesn't have 
much other credible substance. 

It is running at the Charles 
Playhouse, Warrenton Street 
in downtown Boston.

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'Belle of Amherst' for literature lovers

For literature lovers, particularly the 
admirers of F.mlly Dickinson's poetry, 
"The Belle of Amherst" is one show that 
shouldn't be missed, 

A beautiful evening of theater is in 
store, It doesn't seem so much we are in a 
theater, but rather Emily Dickinson's 
home for a visit. 

As the play opens Emily Dickinson, 
played by Julie Harris, treats us as 
guests. Our hostess, perhaps self- 
conscious at first, visibly becomes more 
at ease as she talks. She tells us of her 
family by recreating memories. Her 
father, brother, Austin; sister, I-avinia, 
and others are not physically represented 
upon the stage by actors. 

The events that Emily relates con¬ 
cerning them are told by her alone, yet 
each character's personality becomes 
dear such that when another tale is told, 
we know how the character will react. 

Emily Dickinson’s own personality is 
conveyed marvelously. She tells us how 
she is viewed by her neighbors, an a 
eccentirc old maid. Then she tells us why 
she acts the wayshedoes; that is, why she 
purposely plays the local "character." 

All the while, the real Emily is 
speaking to us, not the town’s local 


character. When speaking of herself, 
Emily tells of her childhood, having been 
out of Amherst only in once in her life to 
go to a concert in Boston. Her early en- 
counters, or should I say near- 
encounters, with romance and those of 
Lavinia are told fondly. 

She explains her brother Austin as the 
only one who understands her. The first 
time her strict father ever readany of her 
poetry occurred in the wee hours of one 
morning when he discovered , Emily 
writing them well past her curfew. She 
was not only amazed when he allowed her 
to stay up but was in awe when he said 
she could sleep late, contrary to his 
family rules. 

There may be an occasional lull in the 
play just as there would be in any two- 
hour conversation. And the play is no 
more than that, a conversation. For that 
reason, "The Belle of Amherst" may not 
be sufficient entertainment for everyone. 

Emily Dickinson’s poems are literally 
sprinkled throughout the play. They alone 
are revealing enough, yet when coupled 
with an evening with the poet, "herself," 
explaining her thoughts and feelings, the 
poems are even more of a revelation. 

Her love of nature is clearly evident. 
The backdrop of the set is that of 
silhouetted trees, truly beautiful and a 
very appropriate reminder. The other 


extremeites lend themselves for further 
effect: the Dickinson home is at center 
stage surrounded by a dark circular field 
that focuses our attention there. The 
effect is that of Emily Dickinson's life 
being under a microscope to be 
examined. The credit for this excellent 
set is due to H.R. Poindexter. 

Julie Harris' performance is flawless. 
Emily Dickinson Is really upon the stage, 
for Harris presents every aspect of her 
personality credibly. In addition to 
Emily, Harris admirably represents the 
other characters, though indirectly. 

Three aspects of the play could have 
destroyed it by contradicting one 
another: the way Emily describes her¬ 
self, the way she actually behaves, and 
the poems she has written. When all three 
intertwine efficiently, they reinforce one 
another. Such is the case with "The Belle 
of Amherst.” 

Through the script of William Luce, the 
brilliant direction of Charles Nelson 
Reilly, and the acting of Julie Harris, 
these aspects come together neatly. 
Superlatives are in order tothese three 
people for successfully presenting a very 
difficult show. 

"The Belle of Amherst" is playing at 
the Colonial Theatre, on Boylston Street 
in downtown Boston through April 24.

Although foundation 
directors may be sympathetic 
to the arts, iheir boards are 
less so, according to Ms. Tate. 
"Many aren't convinced they 
should spend more than 7 
percent of available funds of 
funding the arts." 

Along with more 
representative boards and 
good management practices, 
"and by management, 1 don't 
mean getting the singers to the 
right place on stage at the right 
time," Ms. Tate listed as do's 
in helping get more money: 

Developing income 
generating efforts to support 
their work, developing com¬ 
munity or outreach projects, 
and, promoting joint efforts 
which benefit other arts 
organizations along with their 
own. 

Ms. Tate said the two most 
common mistakes made by 
arts organizations in selecting 
boards were picking people 
with money and status while 
ignoring other sources of 
community strength, like labor 
organizations and represen¬ 
tatives of varied economic and 
ethnic groups, and choosing 
permanent rather than 
rotating boards. 

Ms. Tate concluded that arts 
organizations are neglecting 
the "glaring need to educate 
the general public as to why 
arts are important.

Preparation of the capital im¬ 
provement program has always been a 
dry and meaningless exercise. 

But this year it lias been put in “sync” 
with the annual budget and for the first 
time may have some significance. 

The stated purpose of the capital im¬ 
provement program is to schedule capital 
projects in an orderly manner over a six- 
year period. 

“Improvement" is really a misnomer, 
because the capital improvements are 
defined as a "physical public facility’” a 
major improvement to such a facility, or 
an item of equipment with a “sub- 
— stantial " useful life and a total cost ex¬ 
ceeding $20,000. 

In the current program are listed such 


items as street reconstruction, new fire 
apparatus, lighting for playfields and 
tennis courts, traffic signals, and 
acquisition of conservation land. 

The total for projects planned over the 
next six years comes to $17.6 million, of 
which $2.6 million is expected to be 
reimbursed by the state and federal 
governments. 

For fiscal year 1977, planned ex¬ 
penditures come to $4.9 million. 
Previously, and since the new city 
charter went into effect in 1971, the 
capital improvement program has not 
been submitted in time to have any effect 
on the budget of the first year of the six- 
year span covered by the program. This 
year, the 1977-82 program was submitted 
March 22 to the Board of Aldermen, who

Board votes down 
free-standing sign 


Most major items were held in com¬ 
mittees this week and were not acted on 
by the Board of Aldermen at its Tuesday 
night meeting. 

A vote not to grant permissive use for a 
free-standing sign that was allowed by 
the Board of Aldermen in 1972 was an 
indication of a new attitude toward the 
appearance of the city's business 
districts. 

A bank at 425 Watertown St., Nonan- 
tum. had obtained permission in 1972 to 
erect a standing sign, but neglected to 
obtain permission for changing the 
wording on the sign when the bank 
changed its name. 

The petition before the Board would 
have legalized the change, but the Board 
instead decided not to allow the sign 


because of the large number of other 
signs, legal and illegal, in the area. 

Aid. John Stewart argued that a sign on 
the wall of the building could be larger 
than the free-standing sign and 
there8fore more objectionable. 

Aid Robert Tennant asked, "Why do we 
'the Board) constantly go back on our 
word? We passed this sign in 1972." 

The final vote was 12 in favor of 
allowing the sign, 7 opposed, and 2 ex¬ 
cused. Permissive use requires 16 votes. 
Among financial matters acted on was 
a request for an additional $36,242 for 
workmen’s compensation claims’ which 
brought again into question the city's 
method of dealing with sickness and 
injuries among its employees.

The Memorial School IT A has rejected 
the idea of becoming a basic school, but is 
looking into other ways f attracting 
students from other Newton schools to 
keep the school’s enrollment up. 

The decision brings up a lot of questions 
for the future of “basic" education in 
Newton' and the future of Memorial 
School, which has been threatened by a 
previous vote to close it because of 
declining enrollment. 

Tbe school now has 181 students in a 
building that housed 536 students in 1953, 
and 322 in 1966. If the school stays open as 
it is currently run, projections are that 
next year there will be 155 students, and 
only 117 in 1979, according to projections 
by Vincent Silluzio, director of research 
and planning . 

The deduung enrollment that has lut 
Memorial has been seen in many schools 
throughout the city, 

Newton’s school enrollment peaked in 
1967 with 18’424 students, and this year 
there are only 15,842. By 1979 there will be 


an estimated 2,100 students less in all of 
Newton schools. 

Most of the decrease wall take place in 
the elementary schools, where there will 
be 1,500 students less by 1979. That 
represents an average decrease of one 
elementary school population a year. 

In June, 1975, the last School Com¬ 
mittee voted to close Memorial School 
and send the students to Spaulding in 
September, 1976. 

'Hie new School Committee voted in 
December to keep Memorial School open 
for this fall and probably decide on a 



school closing plan in June when it 
receives another re|X)ri from Research 
Director Silluzio. 

Memorial PTA President Iris 
Kingsbury reported that a study com¬ 
mittee found that Memorial in many 
ways already is a basic school. 

In a PTA newsletter, Mrs. Kingsbury 
said' "There is a general acceptance of 
our current program. In order to change 


our school to a "Basic" or "Alternative" 
school, . . . there would lie need for 
radical changes to attract out-of-district 
children." 

"It was felt that Memorial offers a 
variety of substantial and individualized 
progrums particularly well-implemented 
by the teachers. 

"If our school became an 'Alternative' 
school, we would lose our neighborhood 
school concept'" she stated. 

Mrs. Kingsbury’ said in a recent in¬ 
terview dial another subcommittee is 
being set up to study the possibility of 
teaching a foreign language at the school 
to attract students from the other 22 
elementary school districts in the city. 

Another possible attraction she 
suggested was a resource room run 
voluntarily by parents for hyperactive 
children.

Scafidi case 
splits Board 

A split in the board of Aldermen about 
the question of appointing a city 
treasurer has caused the resignation of 
the chairman of the Treasurer Selection 
Committee, who also says he will resign 
from the committee. 

Aid. Eliot Cohen, committee chairman, 
called a meeting of the Board Tuesday 
night to sit as a "committee of the whole" 
to discuss the conviction last week at 
Newton District Court of former 
treasurer Theodore Scafidi on conflict of 
interest charges. Scafidi has appealed the 
case and will have a jury trial at Mid¬ 
dlesex Superior Court. 

Scafidi resigned from the city last 
June, and there has been no permanent 
treasurer since then. Scafidi asked for his 
job back last fall. 

Cohen said Wednesday that the Board 
sitting informally as a committee voted 7- 
6 behind closed doors not to take any 
action on the selection of a city treasurer 
at this time. 

Cohen interprets this consensus as a 
decision to wait until after Scafidi's jury 
trial, which many aldermen believe will 
find Scafidi innocent. . 

Board President Joseph McDonnell did 
not feel that the committee made any 
firm decision on holding the job for 
Scafidi, he said Wednesday, treasurer' 
that is he is upright and honest, and that 
there was no harm to the city." 

Scafidi was found guilty of making 
deposits of city money in a bank with 
which he was negotiating employment 
and dealing with that same city money 
after he went to work with the Harbor 
National Bank. 

Cohen believes that any further delay 
b> tlie Board in appointing a treasurer is 
"holding one man higher than the best 
interests of the city and contrary to our 
oath of office." 

The meeting of the Treasurer Selection 
Committee, set some time ago for April 
28, has been canceled. 

McDonnell said he will appoint a new 
chairman in the next week.

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Concord inmate tells South students about prison life

"Good morning. My name is 
Bill Canavan. I'm a prison 
inmate at MCI (Massachusetts 
Correctional Insitution 1 in 
Concord." 

Canavan. the campaign 
manager for Carl Velleca, a 44- 
year-old inmate running for 
Concord selectman in this 
month's election, appeared for 
an all-day series of question 
and answer sessions under the 
South High Enrichment 
Program. 

After the candid in¬ 
troduction, students sat ill at 
ease until someone else asked 
the first question. 

Once it surfaced, others 
poured out... 
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"Why should an inmate be 
allowed to run for an office in 
the town 9 Was Mr. Velleca a 
Concord resident? What right 
does he have to run in that 
town?” was the first challenge. 

"Inmates are going to run, 
and they're going to vote, 
where they feel it will do the 
most good," answered 
Canavan. 

Velleca decided to run after 
he read a news article that' 
asked citizens to consider 
running for office, Apathy, low 
voter turn-out, and a crony 
system of pulling in 
replacement candidates for 
retiring selectmen has 
produced a "sameness" on the 
Board, which many people felt 
was undemocratic. 

Ten registered voters signed 
a petition asking the Town to 
hold registration inside Con¬ 
cord Prison, and inmates 
began registering. 

Velleca became a candidate, 
and the race has been on, with 
national media coverage, ever 
since.. 

Velleca has served eight 
years of a 35-year sentence for 
withholding information about 
the theft of aree, while 
Canavan is in for armed 
robbery while masked. 

"Why did you do it?” a 
student asked Canavan. 

"I can’t justify it in rational 
terms. I was in a financial 
bind, and I chose an illegal way 
out of it. ... It was a business 
venture that went wrong 
(causing financial pressure)," 
Canavan explained. 

He ran a 24-hour glass repair 
service for businesses that had 
broken store windows. 

Canavan was caught because 
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another participant confessed 
after being arrested for a 
second crime. 

"Whether you get caught 
isn't the issue. Whether It's 
right or wrong is the issue, and 
it was wrong," the inmate said 
firmly. 

"The best solution would 
have been to go bankrupt, 
know that now. You can make 
money going bankrupt," 
Canavan said. 

As Canavan talked, the de¬ 
humanizing experience of 
prison life came through to 
listeners, more 

When he returned that af¬ 
ternoon, he told the students, 
he would have to submit to a 
"skin search". 

You take off all your clothes 
in a separate cell, and they 
search you thoroughly for 
contraband, he said. You don't 
like it, but you learn to tolerate 
such treatment, he explained. 

Anytime prisoners leave or 
enter Concord they are frisked, 
he said. On entering they 
search you for drugs; on 
leaving for money or weapons, 
Canavan said. 

All prisoners carry some 
kind of knife or pipe within the 
prison for their personal 
protection, Canavan claims. 
Guards carry no weapons, he 
says. 

Prisoners get 28 minutes to 
eat breakfast. 

What happens if you can't eat 
in 28 minutes? Canavan hasn't 
tried to find out. 

lack of meaningful work or 
vocational training further 
degrades the inmates. 

In Massachusetts, prisons 
arc prohibited from competing 
with private enterprise, so 
there isn't much bona fide 
employment available. 

In the furniture shop, 35 guys 
sit around and 


play cards, Canavan says, 
while only four are needed for 
the work available. 

The laundry employs only six 
men. 

In the auto body shop, 
thousands of dollars worth of 
equipment sits idle because 
there are no instructors to 
teach inmates how to use it, 
Canavan charged. 

Several years ago the 
Massachusetts Legislature 
tabled the $40,000 funds for 
shop teachers at Concord, 
Canavan says, and they have 
never acted on the funds. 

Canavan deplores the racism 
he finds prevalent in 
Massachusetts prisons. 

Racism divides the prison 
population, enabling the in¬ 
stitution to play off blacks 
against whites and preventing 
inmates from seeing their 
"common ground”, he 
believes. 

Ninety-nine percent of prison 
administrators are white, and 
most guards are white and live 
in all-white neighborhoods, 
Canavan says. 

At the bottom of the pecking 
order is the Spanish-speaking 
inmate, who Canavan says is 
"in a lot of trouble." No one in 
power identifies with him right 
now. 


The parole board does have 
one black. 

Turning to mandatory 
sentencing and capital 
punishment, Canavan told 
students that neither is a 
deterrent. 

"They used to chop off 
people's heads for picking 
pockets," he reminds us. 

"And while they were 
holding the executions’ there 
would be someone in the 
audience picking people's 
pockets.” he noted. 

Concord Prison has benefited 
from the high unemployment 
rate in Massachusetts, ac¬ 
cording to Canavan, because 
younger and better-educated 
men have sought jobs as 
guards and administrators. 

He credits their influence 
with the new respect that has 
been established between 
guards and inmates at Con¬ 
cord. 

The motto of prison life, 
Canavan says, is, "Don't draw 
any heat.” 

"You can't get political, 
radical or militant," Canavan 
warned. A prisoner’s interest is 
best served by fitting in quietly 
and not rocking the boat. 

Yet, you can do almost 
anything inside the Institution 
if you don’t draw attention to 


yourself doing it, he claims. 

To illustrate, he told students 
about a well-organized scheme 
in another prison in which 
guards’ cars, coming into the 
auto repair facility for ren- 
novations, were used to 
smuggle drugs into the prison. 

While the news media has 
been an invaluable ally in the 
Velleca campaign, Canavan 
doesn’t mind chastizing it. 

A candidates’ night held 
inside Concord Prison recently 
saw the entire School Com¬ 
mittee appear' seeking votes 
from over 300 newly registered 
inmate voters in the for¬ 
thcoming election. 

"Nobody put in the papers 
that 301 prisoners at Concord 

DIDN'T riot," Canavan 
complained. 

Good civic-minded behavior' 
unfortunately, doesn't make 
news. But Carl Velleca's 
campaign does. 

If elected this month, Velleca 
promises to leave Concord 
Prison daily on "work 
release", going to bat 

full-time to secure grants 
and programs that will help 
inmates and generate needed 
jobs for Concord citizens. 

That, in Canavan's opinion, 
is the best reason to vote for 
Velleca.

Miller added that individuals 
wanting more information can 
call him directly at 965-5750.

The carriage lane avenue of 
Conunonwealth will be dosed 
at the intersections of Centre 
Street and Commonweath 
Avenue and at Bullough Park 
near the Walnut Street in¬ 
tersection for a 45-day trial 
period beginning Monday, 
April 26, by order of the 
Newton Traffic Commission. 

The purpose of the closings 
isto improve the operations of 
the intersections of Centre 
StreetCommonwealth Avenue 
and Walnut Street- 
Commonwealth Avenue’ which 
have had a high level of ac¬ 
cidents, most of which are 
directly attributable to traffic 
entering the intersections from 
the Carriage Road. 

It is anticipated that both 
pedestrian and traffic safety 


will be improved by the 
closings. 

During the trial, the police 
Department and Uie Planning 
Department will evaluate 
traffic flows and their effect 
upon the intersection and the 
carriage road. If at any time 
during the trial, serious traffic 
problems occur as a result of 
the street closings, the 
policechief will terminate all or 
parts of the trial. 

At the end of the 45 days, the 
Traffic Commission will 
recommend to the Board of 
Aldermen whether the street 
closing should be made per¬ 
manent or not.

The MBTA still hasn't 
decided which city officials 
besides the Conservation 
Commissioners will get keys to 
the locked gates. 

Lowell Crossing, off Suffolk 
Road, is the only place in the 
Webster Area where anyone 
can cross the tracks. The 
MBTA has fenced in its 
tracking for the new, high¬ 
speed light rail vehicles ex¬ 
pected in 1976 , but now not due 
for another year or more. 

The general public will not be 
able to use Lowell Crossing 
because of legal liability 
problems to the city.

Imprisoned couple 
charged with murder 


A Newtonville couple 
currently serving a sentences 
for assault has been charged 
with the murder of a Woburn 
man who was originally 
believed to have died of natural 
causes. 

Ronald R. Roberts, 20, and 
Jo Ann Roberts, 22, of 375 
Newtonville Ave., Newtonville, 
have been charged with the 
Dec. 26 murder of John S. 
Telfair 86. of 58 High St., 
Woburn, according to Woburn 
Police Chief Thomas J. 
Maguire. .— 

Chief Maguire was certain 
that Telfair, a retired leather 
worker' was known by Ronald 
Roberts who grew up in a home 
on Garfield Avenue, around the 
corner from Telfair's house. 

Robrts is serving a two-year 
sentence in the Billerica House 
of Correction and his wife is 
seving a one-and-one- year 
sentence in the Framingham 

half House of Correction for 
assault upon and larceny from 
John Greathead of 21 Thornton 
St., Newton. 

Court-appointed lawyer 
Robert Dolan of Waltham 
represented the couple in 
Newton District Court last 
year, but would not comment 
on their current charges since 
no grand jury indictment has 
been issued yet. 

According to reports, Telfair 
was robbed of $500 before being 
shot in the left temple. 

Medical Examiner Thomas 
P. Devlin of Stoughton 
originally ruled that he died of 
natural causes and Telfair was 
buried on Jan. 5. 

According to Chief Maguire, 
his department became 
suspicious after a detective 
received information from a 
local source. 

A .22 caliber bullet was found 


in the skull when the body was 
dug up on March 17. 

The Roberts were in Cam¬ 
den, N.J., late last year and he 
allegedly bragged about 
committing the perfect 
murder. 

Police there checked the 
couple's background and 
discovered they were wanted 
on a default warrant in Newton 
for the assault charges. 

They waived extradition and 
were transported to on for the 
assault trial. Newt

No hope for any 
SBAB money 


'Orphan street' needs a guardian angel 


The School Committee Jolui Gorman, most studies 
quietly dismissed any hopes of b\ school districts for 


By PKISCI1J.A LEITH 
staff correspondent 
Moulton Street, a two-block 
road paved at both ends with a 
barren obstacle course of 
potholes in the middle, is an 
orphan street in search of a 
guardian angel. 

Lower Falls homeowners 
who live on the mid-section, a 
private way, want blacktop but 
no curbs or sidewalks in front 
of their homes. 

They are caught in a thicket 
of thorny financial and legal 
snags that no one agency 


seems able to cope with. 

Either the city or the Newton 
Redevelopment Authority 
should do the work, because 
Moulton Street residents are 
taxpayers just like the people 
on Cornell Stree who got a free 
NRA paving job, says one 
abutter. 

The NRA has rebuilt upper 
and lower Moulton Streets, as 
well as other roads within its 
renewal project area, bringing 
them up to city standards, but 
left the middle section of 
Moulton Street untouched. 


Leonard J. Aronson 
to fill assessor post 


Ixronard J. Aronson, 210 Kent 
Rd„ Waban, has been ap¬ 
pointed by Mayor Theodore 
Mann to the Newton Board of 
Assessors, filling a post that 
has been vacant for more than 
three months. 

The Board of Assessors is a 
three-man body. The two other 
assessors are Philip Waterman 
and Joseph Cosgrove. 

Cosgrove and Waterman 
have been reviewing the work 
of Cole-Layer-Trumblc’ the 
firm that revalued all of 
Newton’s real estate. The 
revaluation, result of a court 
order, has been delayed 
because of difficulties with 
CRT's appraisals. 

The assessors must decide in 
Juno whether to accept the 
CLT appraisals for im¬ 
plementation of the 
revaluation program July 1. 

Aronson replaces Milton 
Manin, former chairman of the 
board, who resigned last 
December. 

Aronson, 45, is a 1952 
graduate of Boston University, 
where he majored in business 
administration. 

For the past eight years 
Aronson has been in the real 


estate business, including 
management and finance, and 
has served as a consultant to 
lawyers in establishing 
property values for estates. 

His management firm is Eric 
Management, Inc., in 
Brookline. 

He is familiar with the 
problems of implementing 100 
percent valuation of property 
through his involvement in 
Brookline’s revaluation. 

In his resume Aronson said, 
"Unfortunately 100 percent 
valuation does shift some of the 
tax burden from commercial 
properties to residential 
properties, if not carefully and 
scrupulously supervised ... I 
hope to insure reasonableness, 
practicality and commonsense 
during this trying period of 
revaluation, relying heavily on 
the computerized information 
already gathered by Cole- 
1-ayerTruinble.” 

Aronson's appointment 
requires the passive approval 
of the Board of Aldermen. If it 
does not reject the ap¬ 
pointment within 60 days, the 
appointment is considered 
approved. 

The appointment expires in 
February, 1977. 


NRA plans to "dedicate" the 
new streets to the city shortly. 

The Ixiwer Falls Project 
Area Committee (LOPAC) 
claims the mid section of 
Moulton Street has 
deteriorated over the last eight 
years because of heavy 
equipment driving up and 
down during construction work 
at the upper end. 

In 1969 a private contractor 
installed the street, curbs and 
sidewalks, finishing upper 
Moulton Street as a dead end 
circle. 

The abutting lots were sold to 
people displaced by NRA 
projects along Washington 
Street who built homes up 
there. 

Now, LOPAC says, the road 
and sidewalk are cracking and 
upper Moulton Street has sunk 
about a foot. 

One resident attributes the 
cracking to cement being 
poured in the fall, when 
weather was too cold for the 
job. 

The fixing immediate issue, 
however, is the private way. 

Joel Iyeighton, President of 
LOPAC, has asked the NRA to 
make a written commitment to 
repair the rutty middle 
segment at some definite time. 

"It would certainly bring 
some peace, and harmony to 
the community," Leighton told 
NRA members recently, if 
residents could get an answer. 

NRA Chairman Cecil Cad- 
well has promised to confer 
with Mayor Mann and see what 
can be done. 

A solution may not be so 
easy. 

The simplest answer, ac¬ 
cording to Alderman David B. 
Cohen, Chairman of the Public 
Works Committee, would be 
for the Authority to rebuild the 
middle part and ask the city to 
accept all of Moulton Street as 
a legal street. 

If NRA guaranteed the 
funds, improvements could 
start immediately. 

A second route, which 
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abutters don't want, is for 
residents to petition the Board 
of Aldermen for street im¬ 
provements, Their $15 per foot 
frontage assessments could be 
paid over a 20 year 
period,andthe city would ab¬ 
sorb some costs, but there 
would be at least a five year 
wait 

A third possibility might be 
for the city to assume all 
responsibility, if the Mayor 
asked for and the Board ap¬ 
proved tile funds. 

Any partial solution, which is 
what the abutters really want, 
is up to them, since they own 
the street. 

The city can't provide care 
for any unaccepted streets, as 
residents would like, says 
Cohen. The law Department 
has advised that the city 
becomes liable lor any defects 
m the street once it enters to do 
roadwork, he says. 

Acting City Knginecr Phil 
Jones threw in another monkey 
wrench. 

The city cannot accept any 
new street unless it connects 
directly to another accepted 
street, Jones reports. 

The lower part of Moulton 
Street qualifies, but the upper 
end never will as long as the 
private way remains. 

Although the Public Works 
Commitee has no jurisdiction 
over the problem, Cohen 
suggested that residents bring 
in a resolution to the Com¬ 
mittee. 

That, he said, might produce 
"jawboning" that would 
persuade the Nit A to do 
something.

Governor Dukakis’ appointment of 
Boston University Law Professor Paul J. 
Liacos to the Massachusetts Supreme 
Court probably would have stirred no con¬ 
troversy except for two side issues which 
had nothing to do with the qualifications of 
Attorney Liacos.

Who's got the number? 

The State Lottery Commission supposed¬ 
ly went into the number pool business for 
two reasons 1 To rake in added millions of 
dollars for distribution to the cities and 
towns of Massachusetts 

2. To cut the financial lifelines of the 
Crime Syndicate which for more than four 
decades has thrived upon the countless 
millions of dollars it has realized from the 
illegally operated numbers racket 

Now. paradoxically, the charge is being 

_made that the Lottery Board is resorting to 

illegal gimmicks in making known the 
nightly winning number where formerly 
that was just about the only thing done 
properly by the mob. 

Under a rather strange plan worked out 
by the lottery officials, the wheels, which 
determine the numbers on which payoffs 
are made, are spun in a Channel 7 televi¬ 
sion studio 

Then ihe winning number is reported on 
the 11 p m Channel 7 newscast Until the 
number is disclosed on the Channel 7 
program the winning number has been kepi 
a secret and is not made known to the other 
television stations or The newspapers 

If they want to learn the winning 
number they must watch the 11 p m news 
on Channel 7 This means that thousands of 
people who have placed a bet on a number 
tune in Channel 7 at 11 pm to find out if 
they won 

II also means the other television 
stations don t gel the winning number in 
time to include it in their 11 pm news 
reports Experts on the matter declare that 
lottery officials are violating the law in 
withholding the winning number from all 
the news media except Channel 7 They add 
that ihe underworld was not guilty of any 
such infraction

WASHINGTON - You can say what you like about the 
North Vietnamese, but at least they don't hold a grudge No 
iiree. 

For the bargain price of a measly $3 billion in war 
reparations, in what they undoubtedly view as an offer the 
United Slates cannot refuse, they say they will allow us not 
only the privilege of diplomatically recognizing them, but 
they will also give us a full accounting of Americans 
missing in action in Southeast Asia. 

"Our position is dear," an anonymous North Vietnamese 
spokesman says from Parts "The United States Govern¬ 
ment must apply Article 21 of the Paris agreement," he 
says, referring to the 1973 Vietnam peace accord, "under 
which the U S must fulfill its obligation to contribute to 
healing the wounds of war and the postwar reconstruction 
of Vietnam On our side, the Government of the Democratic 
Republic of Vietnam is prepared to apply Article 8-B of the 
agreement about Americans missing in action. 

“We have expressed our good will several times We 
require that the United States also show a correct altitude 
and good will toward normalizing relations between 
Vietnam and die United States.” 


NEW YORK — To deliver mail on time and lo put the 
Postal Service on a self-paying basis were the objectives of 
the Postal Reorganization Act of 
970 In both respects, this ignoble experiment has been a 
total flop 

Sen-ice is poor The worse il gets, die more it costs Yet 
with falling performance and charges, the Postal Service 
records mounting deficits 

At die end of tlus year, the shortfall will be $1 4 billion, 
next year a similar debt is anticipated The deficits have 
been rising 14 million in 1973, $438 million in 1974, $989 
million in 1975 

And this, notes Rep James Hanley. D.-N Y , on top of 
appropriations for various purposes which have ranged 
from $14 billion lo $2 billion a year since 1971 " 

Taking the mails out of public hands and puttuig them in 
private control has not pul the operation on a 
businesslike basis, as it was touted to do 

"There has been poor wasteful management," records 
judgment There have been management generated 
morale problems which have had an incalculable effect on 
efficiency." 


Well, now Indeed, the North Vietnamese have made their 
position clear and the United States should do the same. We 
should tell them to take their proposal and shove it! This 
blatani attempt by the Communists to blackmail us is, on 
its face, both insulting and absurd 

The 1973 truce agreements became inoperative when the 
North Vietnamese, demonstrating some of that infamous 
"good will" of theirs, blatantly ignored them to build up a 
massive military force in South Vietnam, ultimately 
overrunning the country after the withdrawal of U.S troops 
and after the Congress pulled the rug from under our ally by 
cutting off military aid The provisions of this peace accord 
for democratic procedures to establish the political future 
of South Vietnam were also ignored. 

I'd like to see our missing-in-action fully accounted for as 
much as anyone There are indications there may be some 
U.S prisoners left alive in Southeast Asia Others doubt it, 
however.

The mails were seen by the U S Postal Commission in 
1844 as a way to spread proper knowledge and enlight- 
mem." as a way of elevating our people in the scale of 
civilization and bringing them together in patriotic af¬ 
fection "' 

The mails were not intended exclusively for personal 
communication They were intended to promote 


On die other hand, CIA Deputy Director Vernon Walters 
has testified that there is "no confirmed or confirmable" 
evidence to show that any captured Americans are still 
POWS in Southeat Asia or elsewhere 
But, be that as it may, the United States, under no cir¬ 
cumstances, should give in to attempted Communist black¬ 
mail and extortion. If there are to be talks about our MIAs, 
then they should be new talks having nothing to do with the 
1973 Paris Peace Accords, which were ripped to shreds by 
the Communists.

Footnote Hears! newspaper reporter Bernard Kaplan 
quotes well-informed sources in Paris as saying the United 
States will vote for North Vietnam's entry into the U.N next 
fall, which is preposterous. How can we do this when the 
U.N. charter limits membership to "peace-loving states’”’ 


widespread circulation of periodicals and books and special

The irony is that, in the process, the business is losing 
money fast and must ultimately come to the public treasury 
io survive in its socially negative and unprofitable role

shown them of sample basic schools are 
too structured 

School Committee Chairman Alvin 
Mandell had presented the Memorial 
study group with curnculums from 
sample basic schools in Pasadena, 
upertino. and Palo Alto. Calif., and 
Jefferson County. Colo. 

At least one of these schools has 
specific lists of the type of information 
and techniques students would master at 
the end of any specific grade. 

The Memorial group had interviewed 
their principal, John McAdam, and 
several teachers before unanimously- 
deciding against a school Hike -those 
studied. 

Included with ‘the basics” in these 
schools are language arts, mathematics, 
social studies, music, art' physical 
education' science, and geography. 

During budget hearings the new School 
Committee agreed that art, music, and 
physical education were basic subjects. 

Mrs. Shuman, who read the report of 
the the study committee, said, 
“Memorial does a very good job of 
teaching the basics." 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
and many principals have said the school 
system stresses the basics. 

Realizing Memorial is in danger of 
closing because of declining enrollment, 
she added, “I don’t think the people want 
to let Memorial go. We’d like to do 
something to fill up the school, but not at 
all costs." 

National view 

The cause of basic education has been 


promoted by the Council for Basic 
Education founded in 1956 in 
Washington, D.C. 

A pamphlet issued by the group shoots 
down premises in Softools that the child 
should decide what he or she should 
study, and the school should emphasize 
social development more than in¬ 
tellectual development. 

Declining Scholastic Achievement Test 
iSAT) scores and "deteriorating 
discipline" are also cited as being stimuli 
to many who have joined the ‘Back to 
basics" movement. 

At a recent PTA meeting at Hyde 
School Burton Goldman of Newton, a 
professor of elementary education at 
Bridgewater State College, led a 
discussion on basics by criticizing 
teachers in general with only teaching 2 
hours of material in a 5 4 hour 
teaching day. 

He was critical of television in the 
classroom and the open classroom He 
said teachers are working hard, but not 
getting anywhere." 

He was critical of the parent who said 
up to three hours of teaching is enough in 
one day, as long as it is solid teaching 

When some Hyde teachers saw the 
guidelines for one of the basic schooLs, 
they said they teach as much as the basic 
schoool. 

Chairman Mandell has said he favors 
stronger discipline in the schools, but not 
t the point of "nailing chairs to the floor 
and walking around with a switch." 

Mandell stressses that his advocacy' of 
basic education lias only to do with the 
content of what is being taught, not the 


method of teaching or the type of 
classroom. 

Hie Cupertino guidelines are at least 
two years ahead of Newton's in language 
arts and mathematics, for grades K-8, 
Mandell calinis, and for 10 years he has 
tried to find out what students are sup¬ 
posed to know when they finish any 
specific grade In school. 

Along with seeking specific guidelines 
being drdwn up by the administration. 
Mandell would like to see a minimum 
standard for graduation for about 75 
percent of the school system, excepting 
special education children and others. 

The outcome of the Hyde meeting and 
study at Memor ial seem to be that few 
people know what most Newton students 
should know at any specific grade If any¬ 
one does know, he or she isn't telling. 

Mandell, whose children haw gone 
through Memorial School, said of the 
group's report, 1 don't understand their 
conclusion. 

"They seem to imply that Memorial 
has the attributes of the basic schools). 

"I'm not sure they were given a 
definitive view of what Memorial offers." 

The uncertainty about what an 
elementary school should offer was 
echoed at the Hyde School meeting. 

A Countryside parent heard that most 
schools leach language arts and math 
every morning, according to Professor 
Goldman's view of 35 school systems. 

The parent said his child doesn't get 
arithmetic every day, and the school "is 
beginning to scare the living daylights out 
of me."

budget for three weeks 
Capital items scheduled for 1977 had 
already been included in the FY 77 
budget. 

Therefore, by voting on the budget, the 
Board of Aldermen was in effect ac¬ 
cepting the first year of the capita) im¬ 
provement program 
Nevertheless’ according to the charter, 
the CIP was to have been submitted a 
month before the budget and was to be 
approved either as is or as amended by 
the Board of Aldermen by June 20 after a 
public hearing 

The public hearing has not yet been 
scheduled, and it can make no difference 
to the first year of the CIP since the 


Board has already voted on the FY 77 
municipal budget 

There will be some good to come from a 
public hearing if any members of the 
public however The public' attend the 
hearing, should have had a chance to 
review the entire six-year projection, and 
even if they can have no say about the 
coming year they will be able to com¬ 
ment on the next five years. 

A change in the charter on the ballot 
and approved by the voters last 
November moves the date for sub¬ 
mission of the CIP by the mayor actually 
the Planning Department i to the Board of 
Aldermen up. requiring it to be submitted 
six months before the budget The change 
will go into effect with the 78-’83 capital 


improvement program 

On that timetable, the FY 78-83 
program will have to be in the works right 
now with department heads making 
their plans for next year 

The 78-’83 CIP must be submitted to 
the Board of Aldermen around Sept 1 
The Board will then have six months to 
determine principally through the 
aldermanic City Planning Committee' 
whether it agrees with the priorities set 
forth in the CIP 

The Board determines priorities by 
listening to department heads organized 
groups representing various interests, 
and members of the public. 

Copies of the CIP are available at the 
Planning Department. City Hall.

Personnel Director John 
Ritchie explained to the 
Finance Committee during a 
brief recess meeting that he 
lias now developed standards 
for annual physical 
examinations of city em¬ 
ployees. Department heads 
will have to be more careful in 
their approval of claims'

help keep costs down. 

The oosts for workmen's 
compensation have risen 
sharply in the past fiscal year, 
nearly tripling the amount 
allowed in the budget.

No penalty threat in 
factory safety check 


Five months ago, 

Massachusetts quietly started 
a program that aims to protect 
workers on industrial jobs by 
helping their employers 
comply voluntarily with 
federal job-safety statutes.

response from businessmen. 

"The program was based on 
the idea that employers would 
voluntarily comply with the 
statutes if potential dangers to 
their employees were pointed 
out to them without the threat 
of federal penalties,” Roussos 
said. 

"Judging by the response, 
we were right. So far, more 
than 600 companies have asked 
for our assistance and the 
requests for consultationts are 
coming in faster than ever.” 

The idea of voluntary 
compliance is crucial to 
Massachusetts businessmen. 
Ever since the federal 
Occupational Safety and 
Health Act (OSHA) went into 
effect in 1971, Massachusetts 
companies have been subject 
to inspections by federal in¬ 
spectors, who have the power 
to write citations, impose 
penalties and even in some 
cases to suspend a plant’s 
operation. 

Under the state program, an 
employer who wants tomake 
sure there are no violations in 
his plant may call the Division 
of Industrial Safety or the 
Division of Occupational 
Hygiene and arrange for a 
consultation with an expert 
safety consultant. 

The consultant visits the 
plant without charge and 
makes a report to the 
management on the measures 
that may be needed to avoid an 
OSHA citation. 

Under law, the employer's 
request for consultation cannot 
trigger an enforcement con- 
sultant'sactivity by OSHA and 
the report cannot be given to 
OSHA. 

The state has assigned 28 
industrial safety experts, 
operating out of five regional 
offices, to the voluntary 
compliance progam.

Lead screening set 
at Auburndale church 


A lead screening for Newton 
children ages one to five will be 
Tuesday, April 27' from 9-11:30 
a.m. at the Auburndale 
Congregational Church, 64 
Hancock St. 

The simple blood screening 
which tests for lead poisoning 
will be done by Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital's pediatric 
nurse practitioner and school 
nurses from the Newton Health 
Department. Members of the 
Retired Senior Volunteer 
Porgram lend volunteer 
assistance. 

Parents of Newton children 
are urged to bring them to the 
screening if they have not yet 
been tested under this year’s 
program. Children under the 
age of five who were tested 
under the hospital's 1973-74 
program should now be tested 
again. 

If a child is found to be have 
increased lead in his blood he 
will be re-tested and, if 
necessary, have specific 
medical treatment to remove 
the excess lead from his body. 

Most children get lead 
poisoning by eating lead- 
containing paint either inside 
or outside their homes. Other 
factors that may contribute to 
elevated lead levels include 
eating brightly colored 
magazine pictures, drinking 
acidic fluids from improperly 
fired earthenware or absorbing 
vehicle exhaust fumes.

Pines wants violence 
on television curbed 


Kep. Lois G. Pines (D- 
Newton) this week called upon 
Lhe managers of the three 
major Boston television 
stations to curb the "excessive 
amounts of violence" in their 
programming, which she 
claims has resulted in the 
"culture of violence” sub¬ 
scribed to by a large proportion 
of American children and 
youth. 

Citing television violence as 
a major risk factor threatening 
__the health and welfare of 
American children and youth, 
she urged the stations to reject 
network programs containing 
excessive, gratuitous violence, 
to expand the family viewing 
hours from 7 p.m. to 10 p.m., 
and to eliminate the 
glorification of violence from 
all television programming. 

Pines, who has been calling 
for an end to violence during 
children’s viewing hours since 
1973, stated that violent crime 
continues to accelerate and 
that murder is the fastest 
growing cause of death in the 
U.S. In her letters to the in¬ 
dustry she pointed out that the 
homicide rate in the U.S. is 
roughly 10 times that of the 
Scandinavian countries, where 
violence does not permeate 
television programming. 

Heeent studies published in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association (JAMA) 
and the New England Journal 
of Medicine linked increased 


violence in our society with 
excessive, gratuitous violence 
in television programming. 

According to Dr. Michael B. 
Hothenberg, author of the 
article entitled, "Effect of 
Television Violence on 
Children and Youth," ap¬ 
pearing in the Dec. 8, 1975, 
issue of the JAMA, 145 articles 
in behavioral science journals, 
representing 50 studies in¬ 
volving 10,000 children and 
adolescents from every con¬ 
ceivable background all 
showed that violence viewing 
produces increased aggressive 
behavior in the young and that 
immediate remedial action in 
terms of television 
programming is warranted. 

Hep. Pines called upon the 
television industry to "cast 
aside conimercializalion and 
establish positive guidelines 
for realizing television’s 
positive cultural and 
educational potential." 

Pines urged the industry to 
"lake cognizance of its 
responsibility to the youth of 
America and particularly to 
Die future of this country." 

In her letters she local in¬ 
dustry executives that "on the 
basis of Nielson Index figures, 
the average American child 
will have viewed some 15,000 
liours of television by the lime 
he has been graduated from 
High school, as compared with 
his having been exposed to 


some 11,000 hours of or formal 
classroom instruction. 

He will have witnessed some 
18.000 murders and countless 
highly detailed incidents of 
robbery, arson, bombing, 
forgery, smuggling, beating 
and torture, averaging ap¬ 
proximately one per minute in 
the standard television cartoon 
for children under the age of 10. 
There is an average of six 
times more violence during one 
hour of children's television 
than there is in one hour of 
adult television." 

Pines is the sponsor of 
legislation to establish a 
Special Commission to study 
violence on television with 
particular attention to be given 
to the means by which the 
Conunonwealth could control 
the exhibition of television 
violence. 

Wlwn testifying before the 
Judiciary Committee, Hep. 
Pines asked her colleagues to 
heed 25 years of research 
describing the adverse effects 
of television violence on 
children' including the 
decreased aggression anxiety 
and increased ability to be 
violent with others resulting 
from repetition of violence in 
the mass media. 

Hep. Pines urged the 
Committee members to bring a 
halt to what she termed "a 
national scundal."

Boston College officials 
recently announced the 
launching of a $21 million 
capital fund drive. 

Details of a three-year New 
Heights Advancement Cam¬ 
paign were made known by 
James P. O’Neill, general 
chairman of the drive. 

O’Neill, who is senior vice 
president and chief executive 
officer of the Xerox Corp., 
further announced that over $5 
million in gifts and pledges has 
already been received. 

The New Heights Advan¬ 
cement Campaign is the first 
major capital fund drive 
initiated by the Boston College 
in more than 10 years. A 
capital camapign initiated in 
connection with the college's 
centennial in 1963 was suc¬ 
cessfully completed in 1967. 

The $21 million sought in the 
drive is earmarked for new 
construction, endowment, 
renovation and modernization, 
and for support programs. 

The single largest advance 
gift to date is one of $800,000 to 
endowment from the Jesuit 
Community of Boston College. 
The Jesuit gift creates an 
endowed scholarship fund for 
needy students and begins the 
endowment for an academic 
chair to be called the Thomas I. 
Gasson, S.J., Professorship. 
The Jesuit Community has 
stipulated that the chair be 
held always by a distinguished 
Jesuit in some recognized 
academic field. 

J. Donald Monan, S.J., 
president of the university, 
stressed that the New Heights 
Advancement Campaign ob¬ 
jectives "are the needs of a 
healthy institution. They im¬ 
pose upon us an obligation not 
only to Boston College's 
present, but even more to its 
future." 

Father Mqnan believes that 
the financial health of Boston 
College at the present time, a 
result of long-range financial 
planning, balanced budgets for 
five years in a row, the 
refinancing of long-term debt, 
the acquisition of the Newton 
Campus, and careful academic 
planning, provides an en¬ 
couraging climate for the 
achievement of camapign 
objectives. 

The largest single objective 
of the New Heights Advan¬ 
cement Campaign is $7 million 
for additional library space. 
Other major priorities are a 
theater and convocation 
center, an addition to the 
recreation complex, and funds 
for the adaptation of facilities 
on the Newton Campus for the 
Boston College I .aw School. 

The university seeks $3 
million in new endowed funds 


for professorial chairs, 
shcolarship aid, and faculty 
support. 

Approximately $2.2 million is 
sought for renovating and 
modernizing existing plant, 
especially the 60-year-old 
Gasson Hall or tower building.

Feeding a crowd calls for lots of 
preplanning and consideration. What 
with graduation, going away parties, 
springtime picnics as well as showers and 
intimate at-home weddings — whatever 
the occasion, giant groups require giant 
recipes. 

Here arc some tips to keep in mind 
when it's your turn to cook wholesale- 
style. 

—Select foods and flavors that most 
people like. For instance, beef for the 
entree, chocolate for the dessert and 
grape for the punch.

—Consider foods that can stand for 
awhile Without deterioration. The idea is 
something that is cooked in a sauce and 
can be kept warm in buffet warmers.

1 teaspoon grated orange peel 

4 cup orange juice 

Noncalorie sweetener to equal 2 tablespoons sugar 

5 egg yolks 

5 egg whites 

4 teaspoons cornstarch 

Dash salt 

Noncaloric sweetener to equal 2 tablespoons sugar 

1 medium orange 

In saucepan melt butter or margarine; blend in the 2 
tablespoons cornstarch and dash salt. Add nonfat dry milk 
powder and water all at once. Cook quickly, stirring con¬ 
stantly, till mixture is thickened and bubbly. Remove from 
heat; stir in orange peel, orange Juice and nonealone 
sweetener to equal 2 tablespoons sugar. Beat egg yolks till 
thick and lemon-colored.

NCDF a factor in development 
of Chestnut Hill Gardens project

Carabetta Enterprises must take over 
ownership, construction and 
management of the Newton Community 
Development Foundation's low-moderate 
income housing project on Hamlet Street 
or face a time-consuming court challenge 
to aldermanic approval of the permits it 
needs to build a $25 million luxury 
residential Complex next door, Thomp- 
sonville abutters warned at a lengthy 
public hearing this week. 

The Meriden, Conn., firm wants per¬ 
mission from the Newton Board of 


Aldermen for 428 apartment units in two 
high-rise buildings complete with roof 
gardens, a common lobby, health club 
facilities, tennis courts, a swimming pool 
and heavy security. 

The I .and Use Committee meets May 5 
for further discussion on the matter. 

Tax income to the city from 
Carabetta’s Chestnut Hill Gardens 
project is estimated at $748,000, based on 
22 percent of the $3.4 million gross 
revenue expected when the apartments 
are completed. 

Site for the Carabetta plan is Boylston 
Street and Hammond Pond Parkway, 


next to the Chestnut Hill Shopping Mall, 
where the Chestnut Hill Towers con¬ 
dominiums were to have been built. 

The Towers encountered financial 
difficulties and law suits after its building 
permit was found to have lapsed in 1973, 
and the site was subsequently acquired 
by the First Pennsylvania Bank which 
held the mortgage. 

Carabetta's right to purchase the land 
expires on July 1, and it hopes for ap¬ 
proval from the aldermen by June. 

Attorney Richard Lovell, representing 
Carabetta, asked the Land Use Com-

'His highness'pays us a visit 



King Carl XVI Gustaf 
at the Marriott Tuesday

If you should ever be so lucky as to 
meet the King of Sweden, he should be 
addressed, "Your highness." 

But don't count on getting the chance to 

say it. 

When he was at the Marriott Motor 
Hotel in Aubumdale Tuesday for a seven- 
course lunch, he was guarded constantly 
by Secret Service, Neton detectives, and 
Swedish guards. 

When the motorcade arrived at the 
hotel, it was obvious that it wasn't the 
President of the United States. Only the 
King of Sweden would drive up in a 
limosine Saab. 

He was greeted with a chorus of "Kung 
Sangen” sung by Swedish students in 
America sponsored by the Student 
International Services. Among them 
were Per Ieonardsson of Old Farm Road, 
Oak Hill, and Corel Ericson of Goff 
Street, Lower Falls. 

Prior to his arrival at the Marriott, the 
King Carl XVI Gustaf planted a tree at 
the Swedish Home for the Aged in West 
Newton. There he was introduced by 


President of the Society Carl Gruvman 
and shook hands with all the residents. 

His Majesty was entertained after 
lunch by Ayrton Pinto and Phyllis Moss 
who performed a Shumann piece, and 
Carl Nelson who sung “Land Du 
Vallsignade” by Althen. 

The Newton Chamber Orchestra also 
performed. 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann presented 
the King with a key to the city, and in 
return the King gave the mayor a gold 
medallion with the King's profile on it. 

Speaking in clear English, the 29-year- 
old monarch told the 500 invited guests to 
the luncheon that the first to visit to the 
US by a Swedish king had been a 
pleasure. 

His four-week travel to 17 states ended 
Wednesday. 

He said, "I am proud of the con¬ 
tributions my countrymen have made to 
building this nation’" noting that one fifth 
of the Swedish population has emigrated 
to America in the past century. 

Having just visited the Minuteman

'Missing' records 
returned to city

The Gerk of the House of Represen¬ 
tatives of the state was expected Wed¬ 
nesday to turn over payroll and other 
records belonging to the City of Newton, 
eRding a week of outrage and accusations 

State Rep. Richard McGrath put the 
records, which had been taken from city 
files by an unnamed person, into the 
custody of House Clerk Wallace Mills, 
when he learned last week that city of¬ 
ficials were trying to recover them. 

McGrath cited instances of what he 
called "serious discrepancies" in ac¬ 
counting and payroll procedures for the 
Street Department at a public hearing 
last Wednesday night’ and used figures 
from the purloined records. 

McGrath claimed the figures were 
"manipulated" to justify the mayor's 
decision to discontinue city-run rubbish 
collection. 

Public Works Commissioner Gene 
I .arson on Thursday, wanting to look into 
McGrath's accusations, discovered the 
records to have been removed from their 
proper place and reported them 
"missing" to police. 

At a Tuesday night meeting the 
aldermanic Public Works Committee 
worked out a means of retrieving the 
records, which McGrath was still 
refusing to return. 

Board President Joseph McDonnell 
wrote a letter to Mills, asking that he turn 
over the records to the Gerk of the Board, 
Edward English, who was to go to the 


The Educational Collaborative for 
special education students with Brookline 
was expanded Monday night by School 
Committee action to allow for Brookline 
students in grades K-12 to participate. 

The Committee also voted to allow 
filming of the EdCo hard-of-hearing 
program at Day Junior High and the 
work-study program at .

By a unanimous vote of the Committee

Director of Pupil Personnel Services 
and Special Education John M. Cullinane 
said in a prepared memo there has been a 
slight decline in special education 
enrollment. 

This first attempt in letting 
nonresidents into special education 
classes is also expected to add an 
enriching experience for the Newton 
children.

McGrath, who was present for some of 
the meeting’ was amenable to this 
method of recovery of the material. It 
would mean that he did not have to return 
the records personally, but he would have 
no objection to their being returned upon 
McDonnell's request. 

Mills was not available in his office 
Wednesday morning, but Asst. Gerk of 
the House Robert Herrick said on the 
telephone that he was familiar with the 
records and was sure that Mills would 
give them to an authorized person from 
the city government. 

Since the records were found to be 
"missing" last Thursday’ City Hall in 
general and the mayor's office in par¬ 
ticular have been in an uproar. 

McGrath called the mayor Friday 
morning and told him he had the missing 
records and would return them only if 
there would be no "recriminations" 
against the people in the records. 

The entire matter was discussed at 
length at a meeting in the mayor's office 
late Friday afternoon, attended by 

his lawyer, peter harrington; michael 
lebner, a mayoral aide; James Salter, an 
aide of the mayor’s who is leaving; and 
Public Works Commissioner Gene 
I .arson. 

Harrington at that time claimed that 
McGrath, by virtue of his status as a state 
representative, is an "attorney in fact," 
and therefore entitled if not obliged to 
guard the records and 

McGrath said, "I am not giving back 


Approval for filming the EdCo hard-of- 
hearing program at Day Junior High and 
Newton North created some problems for 
Chairman Alvin Mandcll.

Using figures from payroll records 
later discovered to be "missing" from 
City Hall files, State Rep. Richard 
McGrath last week charged the city 
administration with padding accounts to 
reflect badly on city workers. 

Although McGrath, a former aider- 
man, stopped short of charging criminal 
action, he claimed that "figures have 
been manipulated and rearranged to 
make it appear as if the . sanitation 
division is spending more than it is." 

McGrath appeared at a public hearing 
in defense of continuing city rubbish 
collection. Mayor Theodore Mann has 
eliminated 91 sanitation division Jobs and 
has obtained bids on a five-year rubbish 
collection contract 1 which he says can 
save the city more than $4 million. 

McGrath presented figures from a six- 
month series of incinerator and transfer- 
haul records that showed when trucks 
dumped their last load for the day, 
usually well before the end of the work 
day. 

Yet’ McGrath showed, there often was 
overtime charged for those short days. 

McGrath did not publicly imply that 
overtime was paid those workers when no 
work had been done but later in the week 
suggested three possible causes for the 
overtime — cliarging work to the wrong 
account, overtime payments to 


"favored” employees who did not work 
for it, or payments to employees who did 
not do the work and would "kick back" 
some of the unearned overtime to 
someone in the department.) 

The conclusion arrived at by several 
aldermen was that payments were being 
made for work not performed, and Aid. 
Robert Tennant’ among others, called for 
dismissal of everyone involved. 

Board President Joseph McDonnell 
responded, "I hope you also ask for 
supervisors to be fired," a suggestion 
that was met with applause and shouts of 
approval from the 300 people present.. 

McGrath next offered what he called 
"the union proposal" to counter 
estimates from the mayor and Public 
Works Commissioner Gene Ldrson on the 
actual cost of rubbish collection and tlie 
minimum amount for which it could be 
done by the city. 

The union, McGrath said, believes that 
rubbish collection can be handled by 49 
men instead of the 78 they say are 
presently assigned to rubbish collection. 
The total cost 

given by McGrath was $833,213 per 
year, of which $529'200 would go for 
salaries. 

New figures for rubbish collection 
alone' given out by Larson the day of the 
hearing, show a present collection cost of 


$890,000, not including costs for vacations 
and sick leave, benefits, clothing 
allowance 1 or longevity. 

Negative aspects of the elimination of 
jobs outlined by McGrath were depen¬ 
dence on outside contractors for 
snowplowing, having the men on welfare, 
the absence of a ready source of man¬ 
power in case of emergency and the fact 
that ' employees cannot strike. (There 
have been "walkouts" and "slowdowns" 
in Newton.) 

The vice president of the Street 
Department union, Robert Hand, said 
taxpayers are not complaining about the 
“two great lemons in this city” — the 
incinerator and the new high school. 

Hand asked again to be given a chance 
to make the department run efficiently 
and said in his opinion if the city had been 
charging what it should have been 
charging for commercial rubbish 
collection, the revenue would have paid 
for new equipment. 

To operate rubbish collection ef¬ 
ficiently, Hand reiterated, there will have 
to be controls instituted on absenteeism 
and sick leave and there will have to be 
new equipment.

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Parking lot for bus commuters 
opens in West Newton May 3 


A free 150-car parking lot will 
be open to MBTA express bus 
users in West Newton begin¬ 
ning Monday, May 3. 

The West Newton railroad 
station parking lot, off Webster 
Street near Elm Street and 
parallel to the Massachusetts 
Turnpike has been made 
available to MBTA express bus 
commuters through the 
cooperation of the 
Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority, the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works, 
the Planning Department of 
the city of Newton, and the 
MBTA. 

The lot is convenient to both 
the Route 305 express bus from 
Waltham to Summer and 
Chauncy Streets, Boston, and 
the commuter rail service to 
Back Bay Stationand South 
Station. 

The Turnpike Authority owns 
tiie land and maintains the 


parking lot. The Massachusetts 
Department of Public Works, 
under the direction of Com¬ 
missioner John Carroll, lias 
installed signs to direct ex¬ 
press bus commuters into the 
lot 

Passengers wishing to board 
buses may do so by walking to 
the corner of Washington and 
Perkins Streets. For the return 
trip from Boston, the Turnpike 
Authority has reduced the curb 
level to create a bus stop ad¬ 
jacent to the toll booth with 
easy access to the parking lot. 

If a commuter misses a bus, 
he can catch a train into Boston 
or vice versa. The fare on the 
express bus is 75 cents and the 
fare on the train is 95 cents.

Mofenson answers attack 
on his support of Medicaid 


State Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton), House 
chairman of the Committee on 
Human Services and Elderly 
Affairs, has responded to a 
personal attack made upon 
him by Administration and 
Finance Secretary John 
Buckley. 

In a press conference April 
13 Buckley criticized Mofenson 
for supporting a bill to restore 
the cuts made in Medicaid 
services to welfare recipients. 

In response, Mofenson wrote 
a letter to the governor calling 
for executive leadership on the 
issue of Medicaid assistance to 
the poor. Not having received 
any reply in more than a week, 
Mofenson has now made his 
letter public. 

The letter reads as follows: 

"Dear Governor Dukakis: 

"According to newspaper 
and television reports, your 
Secretary of Administration 
and Finance, John R. Bukcley, 
held a press conference 
yesterday at which time he 
accused me of ‘being 
irresponsible and8"playing on 
the fears of the elderly and 
indigent" 1 apparently because 
I am supporting legislation to 


restore the cuts in mcidcal 
services to the poor. 

"Governor, I do not un¬ 
derstand how or why calling 
for restoration of a program 
which has already been 
eviscerated plays on the fears 
of those who have already been 
victimized. Is his message that 
people have not already been 
seriously hurt by the cuts? 

"Since your program went 
into effect, to what extent have 
you actually seen or talked 
with the sick, the elderly, and 
disabled, who have been denied 
critical aid? To what j u ,ve 
ievead of h hoof c hi e' the tales 
of suffering, general relief 
recipients bring daily to health 
providers, legal service of¬ 
fices, community action 
agencies and welfare officers, 
some of which are available 
from your own Welfare 
Department’s Research and 
Planning office. 

"Was it your intent, 
Governor, that a 51-year-old 
Scituatc woman, terminally ill 
with cancer which has spread 
throughout her body, would be 
unable to receive doctor's care 
and the medicine necessary to 
relieve her pain and to relieve

Land Use Committee 

Auburndale building for 
elderly awaits decision 


Land Use Committee 
discussion on a petition to build 
a 127-unit apartment building 
for the elderly on Stanton 
Avenue, Auburndale, fizzled 
out last week and was 
rescheduled for May 20. 

Neither the Planning 
Department nor the 
developer's financers were 
well prepared for the meeting. 
Planning Director Charles 
Thomas had not had time to 
review the plans for the 
building, and the man who 
could explain the ins and outs 
of financing with federal 
assistance was out of town. 

The few facts that did 
emerge are these — the 
financing for the project is still 
extremely hazy; low-income 
people could be bypassed 
altogether; some aldermen 
still feel the location is not 
suitable for elderly people; 
some aldermen feel the project 
is still too dense for the amount 
of land. 

The land was once the site for 
a proposed "Life Care Center" 
for the elderly’ a residence 


Salter's resignation confirmed 


with nursing facilities, where 
an elderly person could buy an 

apartment unit. That project, 
to be built and run by the same 
two people involved in the 
present proposal, fell through 
because of failure of financing 
and lack of community sup¬ 
port’ even though it had ob¬ 
tained permissive use from the 
Board of Aldermen. 

Aid. Susan Schur said she 
would like the Board of 
Aldermen to "do more about 
design." She said rather than 
the large, three-legged 
building proposed, she would 
prefer a series of small 
buildings staggered up the 
hillside. 

Schur also criticized much of 
the new building in the city and 
said she would like to "en¬ 
courage architectural 
variation." 

Thomas explained, "We 
can’t say, ‘We don’t like your 
architecture.’ “ He went on to 
say that construction and 
heating costs in this part of the 
country often preclude the type 
of architecture that Schur 
would like to see. 

A petition to rezone the 
Stanton Avenue parcel from its 
present Residence E status 


back to its original Residence 
A was also held for the May 20 
meeting. The alderman who 
submitted the petition, Carol 
Ann Shea, was absent from the 
meeting on vacation. 

In other business, the I .and 
Use Committee gave a second 
chance to owners of property at 
330 Newtonville Ave., who want 
to create another house lot in 
the rear of the existing lot. 

This item was held for a 
ruling from the city solicitor on 
several points. The petition 
was denied once by the Land 
Use Committee 8-0, but now 
several aldermen are having 
second thoughts. 

The new lot appears to meet 
all criteria, especially as to 
size, of neighboring lots, but 
some aldermen think the lack 
of opposition at the public 
hearing may have been due to 
the description of the petition, 
which suggested that the owner 
wished only to have the land 
surveyed and measured on the 
back lot line’ not to use the 
measurement of the back lot 
line as the frontage 
measurement for an additional 
lot. 


All-night parking 
vote up again

Mayor Mann this week 
finally confirmed the 
resignation of his top assistant, 
James Salter, who has left to 
go into business with Aid. 
Sidney Small. 

Mann praised Salter's work 
and Salter personally at the 
mayor’s regular Monday news 
conference and read excerpts 
from Salter's letter of 
resignation. 

Salter said he has "a love 
affair with the city of Newton," 
and had especially enjoyed 
being referred to as "the 
deputy mayor" during the four 
and one-half years he had 
worked for Mayor Mann. 

But, Salter said, he had 
"reached the crossroads" 
where he had to make 
decisions on the course of his 
life. 

Salter added that he is 
"looking forward to again 
being involved in city govern¬ 
ment." 


His letter concluded with 
warm words for the 
relationship between the two 
men and for the mayor him¬ 
self. 

Salter and Small are part¬ 
ners in a firm named Sani- 
Tech, which will be engaged in 
leasing machines and devices 
for saving energy cleaning the 
air, and other ‘ en¬ 
vironmentally valuable ac¬ 
tivities. 

Salter is president of the new 
company’ which is located in 
Holbrook. 

Before coming to work for 
the city, Salter had been 
president of his own company, 
also one dealing with lease and 
sale of machinery. 

Salter's reference to getting 
involved again in city govern¬ 
ment is not unexpected. Many 
observers have felt that Salter 
may run for mayor of Newton. 

He has a grasp of the 
machinery of Newton govern¬ 


ment greater than anyone else 
in the city, and was able to ease 
things through the Board of 
Aldermen that might otherwise 
have failed. 

Ideas of Salter’s, not iden¬ 
tified as his’ often found their 
way into the working of City 
Hall and the city. 

As an administrator, Salter 
may not always have been 
liked, but he was respected by 
nearly everyone. 

Michael Ixibner, who has 
been serving as the mayor's 
budget officer, will assume 
some of Salter's duties. The 
mayor said Lebner now will 
turn his attention to improving 
the accounting and data 
processing systems of the city. 

Another person will be hired 
for the mayor’s staff, which 
has lost two men in the past few 
months’ the mayor said. His 
duties have not been worked 
out.

What people 
want as issues 

An initiative petition, which would out¬ 
law the sale or possession of handguns in 
Massachusetts, probably will appear on the 
Presidential ballot next November for ap¬ 
proval or rejection by the voters. 

Also likely to be listed on the ballot is 
another proposed new law which would 
prohibit the sale of beverages in no-deposit 
cans or bottles. 

Two bills, which would accomplish the 
same objectives, met with strong opposi¬ 
tion at past Beacon Hill hearings and were 
turned down by the Legislature. 

Supporters of the two measures this year 
filed initiative petitions which must be 
acted upon by both branches of the 
Legislature by the first Wednesday in May. 

Sponsors of the proposals have obtained 
more than 55,644 signatures on each 
petition which requires that the 
Legislature vote on ihem one way or 
another and forestalls any possible action 
to pigeon-hole them. 

It is considered unlikely that the 
Legislature will approve either the petition 
banning handguns or the one outlawing no¬ 
deposit bottles and cans. 

But if they are rejected, supporters of 
the two measures then will have eight 
weeks to collect 9274 signatures of 
registered voters on each petition. 

Since they already have secured more 
than 55,000 signatures on each measure, 
they should have little trouble obtaining the 
additional 10,000 signatures they will need 
to place each petition on the ballot. 

A heated controversy is certain next 
October on each issue. A long-range guess 
is that the proposed ban on the sale or 
possession of handguns will be approved by 
the voters, most of whom have a fear of the 
possession of handguns by anyone other 
than a law-enforcement officer, but that 
the voters will not outlaw the use of no¬ 
deposit bottles and cans. 

If the proposal prohibiting the sale or use 
of handguns is approved, it would mean 
that those persons who have licenses 
allowing them to have handguns would be 
required to turn in both the licenses and the 
guns. 

_ Police officials maintain the number of 
violent deaths would decline if this in¬ 
itiative petition were approved. 

Already certain to appear on the ballot is 
a petition sponsored by Congressman 
Michael Harrington calling for the es¬ 
tablishment of a public power authority. 

Also likely to be listed on the ballot is 
still another measure providing for a flat 
charge for electricity, regardless of the 
amount used. 

All the initiative petitions have substan¬ 
tial grass roots support.

Dear Mr. Newman: 

I have just finished reading your fun¬ 
draising letter asking me for money to help 
you in your "tooth and nail" fight to break up 
the Big Oil companies. You know, the letter 
you wrote for Citizens for Energy AcUon 
attacking the petroleum industry for its 
"record-setting profits" and its 
"monopolistic powers," and for its having 
"too long gotten away with paying almost no 
taxes." 

Well, I’m a little puzzled. Because I wonder, 
if you’re really concerned about these things, 
why aren't you first trying to deal with these 
problems in your own business? 

Take profits, for example. You superstars 
arc really raking in the dough, some would 
say excessively. Your own smash hit, "The 
Sting," made more than $100 million in 
worldwide rentals, according to the Wall 
Street Journal, and the screenwriter for this 
flick, 29-year-old David Ward, expects to 
become a millionaire just from the profits of 
this one movie. You personally must have 
really cleaned up. 

The New York Dally News reported in 
February that Steve McQueen now gets more 
than $2 million for a picture; that Jack 
Nicholson's demand for $2 million resulted in 
the scuttling of a Roman Polanski movie, 


"The Pirate" (Nicholson's biography?), and 
that Charles Bronson gets about $1.5 million 
per film, as well as 10 per cent of the gross 
over $10 million and about 40 to 50 per cent of 
the net. Not bad for a few months' work. 

MCA, the entertainment conglomerate that 
owns Universal Pictures, had a 1975 first 
quarter jump In Its net earnings of a whop¬ 
ping 45 per cent to $15 million, according to 
Robert Lindsey of The New York Times. 

Now, about those "monopolistic powers" of 
the Big Oil companies. Did you know that the 
number of major film producers Is the same 
as the number of major oil companies? That's 
right; seven. Again, according to Mr. IJndsey 
of The Times, this is the reason why the 
number of feature films Is declining. He 
quotes Arthur Rockwell, a movie Industry 
investment analyst, as saying: “What you’re 
seeing is the effect of an oligopoly at work, a 
relatively small number of producers sup¬ 
plying a large number of exhibitors depen¬ 
dent on these few suppliers at a time when 
demand for mcrvies is growing. 

"A limited number of suppliers — essen¬ 
tially only seven companies — are producing 
relatively expensive films, 1 not in large 
numbers, and they are getting more out of 
what they produce." 

And finally, this matter of paying tajes. 
Once again, Mr. Lindsey of The Times reports 


that motion picture tax-shelter deals "have 
become as fanciful as the movie plots 
themselves'" enabling the rich to take tax 
deductions “not Just for the money they invest 
in a movie — but for up to 20 times what they 
invest, which can mean tens of thousands or 
hundreds of thousands of dollars of extra 
income." 

Lindsey writes: "What's more, the tax 
shelter deals have been connected to outright 
frauds; fictitious movie costs; movies im¬ 
ported Just for tax purposes; sex parties as an 
investor come-on; indeed, the government 
through its generous film loophole may even 
encourage the production of pornography." 

Mr. Lindsey quotes Stephen Sharmat, a 
New Yorker who sets up movie tax shelters, 
as saying: "It's hard to know exactly how 
much money we’re talking about. But I guess 
the majors laid out about $60 million in 1975, 
and the independents maybe another $15 
million. That's the legitimate stuff. I’d 
estimate there was an equal amount, maybe 
twice as much, say $150 million, on illegit 
deals. Ninety-five per cent of the people in the 
business are ripoff artists." 

An anonymous congressional aide is quoted 
as saying that Congress may close these 
movie tax loopholes this spring, but maybe 
not. Why? Because “a coalition of movie 
industry interests is mobilized in an effort to 


change rBther than end the tax break 
system." Sound familiar? 

A parting word of advice, if I might, Mr. 
Newman, about the economic wisdom of 
breaking up the Big Oil companies. Before 
you are totally locked Into this idea, I'd 
suggest you take a look at a new book written 
for the American Film Institute, by cinema 
scholar Garth Jowett, and titled "Film: The 
Democratic Art." 

Writing about the three major problems 
facing the movie industry in the period 1946- 
1950, Mr. Jowett says that in the long run "the 
most damaging" problem was the govern¬ 
ment's forcing motion picture producers and 
distributors to divorce themselves from the 
exhibition of the films in theaters. He ob¬ 
serves: 

"The final victory by the Justice Depart¬ 
ment, and the enforcement of the divestiture 
decree, while perfectly legal and 
philosphically in keeping with Rooseveltian 
liberal thinking, had a disastrous effect on the 
film industry,-and ultimately on the whole 
structure of movie-going in America."

Catholic education is in a no-growth pattern

Catholic education today is in a no-growth pattern — by 
design, according to a new study, "Catholic Schools in a 
Declining Church" (Shced and Ward Inc.). 

The report from the National Opinion Research Center at 
the University of Chicago shows: 

Catholic schools are supported strongly by a large 
majority of the nation's 50 million Catholics. 

— But this support will plummet if the U. S. hierarchy 
docs not lift an apparent ban on the building of new Catholic 
schools. 

Ninety per cent of the American Catholic population 
wants the schools to remain viable. 

But this did not happen. Catholics moved from the cities 
and new schools did not rise out where the houses were 
newer, the lawns broader and affluence grew. 

The commitment to Catholic education probably will 
decline significantly in the next 10 years unless the bishops 
cease their moritorium on building schools, according to 
Dr. William C. McCready, associate program director of 
the Research Center. 

Catholics interviewed for the survey cited the 


unavailability of Catholic schools as the primary reason for 
not sending their children to them. 

Dr. Andrew M. Greeley and Dr. Kathleen McCourt are 
other authors of the report. Greeley, a sociologist and 
Roman Catholic priest in the archdiocese of Chicago, is 
program director at the National Opinion Research Center. 
McCourt is senior study director there. 

Highlights of the study : 

— In 1965, 14 per cent of U. S. Catholic school children 
were in Catholic elementary schools. By 1975, only eight per 
cent were enrolled. For the high school set, comparable 
figures were nine per cent and seven per cent. 

— In 1945, nearly 2.6 million were in 10,912 Catholic 
schools. Twenty years later, there were 14,296 schools with 
3.5 million students, up 35 per cent from 1945. 

— By 1975, according to the Official Catholic Directory, 
schools, by the numbers, had skidded 24 per cent, to 10,722, 
and the student population decreased 35 per cent, to 2.9 
million. 

The trend is to declining grade school population but the 
high school population tends to be inching upward, ac¬ 
cording to the researchers. 


Catholic higher education presents a different picture. 
Enrollment is up 40 per cent over the last ten years — to 
422,000 in the Catholic colleges. 

The new study compared to one done 10 years ago also 
shows American Catholics are moving up. In the last ten 
years they have crossed from the lower middle class to the 
upper middle class. 

The authors credit education, in large measure. More 
upward mobility is anticipated. 

The researchers said today 35 per cent of all college 
students are Roman Catholic. And on the faculties of all 
colleges, and even elite universities, Catholic junior faculty 
— professors under 35 — now are in proportion to the ratio 
of Catholics in the general population. 

"Irish Catholics," the authors said, "are second only to 
Jews in economic, occupational and educational success in 
American Society. 

"Younger Italian and PolishCatholics have higher educa¬ 
tional ... scores than the mean for their age group among 
northern whites in large cities." 

The researchers said the decline of American nuns’ in¬ 
terest in manning Catholic Schools also contributed to the 
no-growth status of churchrelated schooling.

If a picture is worth a thousand words, 
then it certainly ought to be worth 
sometlung against the sassy slogans of 
the gun lobbyists. For example, one must 
combat the prize that cleverly cries, "If 
guns are outlawed, only outlaws will have 
guns." 

If handguns are outlawed, outlaws will 
have a much more difficult time finding 
the guns to steal, and soon their sources 
of supply will start to dry up. But tliisisnot 
a sufficiently persuasive argument for 
moving Congress against the gun lobby. 
So the anti-hand gun moving activists 


must get now with shameless emotion. 
They need an infusion of the same kind of 
outrage that gave impetus and drive to 
the anti-abortion forces. 

Of course criminals will manage to 
have guns, but that will continue only as 
long as the organizations can find 
politicians anywhere willing to do 
business in the back rooms. However, 
even the organized elements, which tend 
only to wipe each other out, would be put 
to a good deal more trouble if the wanton 
sale of handguns were to be stopped. 

There is a constant tendency of gun 
supporters to change the subject. They 
speak about lenient judges, about clever 
lawyers who deny human decency and 
about thefailureof rehabilitation. Each of 
these issues is valid and each certainly 
must contribute to the crime rate. 
However, none alters, nor has anything to 
do with, the irrefutable fact that a gun is 
meant to kill. Even if felons were less 
sympathetically treated, as indeed they 
should be, it would not change the violent 
nature and purpose of a gun. 

But here again, the anli-handjpi 
people may be imssing an opportunity. 
Why not verbalize their concerns for 
other crime-related situations and so 
invite the interest and support of other 
safety-conscious groups, thereby in- 




jecting new vigor and attention into gun 
control activity? In other words, why not 
fight the National Rifle Association on its 
own terms? 

Possibly the most outrageous aspect of 
the gun control issue is that current law 
does not reflect the wishes of the vast 
majority of our people, as all reliable 
polls of the last quarter of a century show. 
Consequently, implicit in the gun control 
question is the meaning of "represen¬ 
tative government." 

We casually excuse our representatives 
for voting “conscience" over con¬ 
stituency when the issue suits us, so now 
many are taking advantage of that old 
ploy as they cast their votes on a life and 
death matter. 

Even if we obtain stiffer controls in 
Massachusetts, we will be hampered by 
federal law that inevitably leaves 
loopholes. Somehow, every time 
Congress must choose between the will of 
die people and the will of the National 
Rifle Association, the latter is the blue- 
ribbon winner while the former rates only 
honorable mention. 

If the gun control activists want to 
solicit funds again, this time for a 
creative, harsh and emotional campaign 
devoid of all the gentle niceties, then 
count me in once more!

Viability of recycling program 


We wish to express our 
disagreement with the position 
of Alderman Robert Stiller 
(Ward 8) regarding the 
viability of Newton's recycling 
program. 

We fear that Mr. Stiller is all 
too ready to abandon it without 
a fair trial period or con¬ 
sideration for all the factors 
involved in the development of 
the program. 

Newton’s recycling program 
has been in operation for only 
six months. As a business man 
Mr. Stiller knows that a new 
program cannot be judged 
after such a short period. 

Enthusiastic volunteer ef¬ 


forts have met with warm 
community response; 
however, limited funds have 
made it impossible to conduct 
the continuing vigorous 
program of public education 
that is vital to the im¬ 
plementation of such a pioneer 
program. 

The Environmental 
Protection Agency is con¬ 
sidering a proposal which 
would provide Newton with 
federal funds for such a 
community education 
program. A decision is ex¬ 
pected within a matter of 
weeks. It would seem 


precipitous to abandon the 
program just as we have within 
our graspthe funds needed to 
generate wide public support. 

Mr. Stiller asserts that there 
is not sufficient community 
support to make the program 
self-sustaining. In fact, no 
method of waste disposal has 
proven fiscally self-sustaining. 

In finding long-term 
solutions to the problem of 
solid waste disposal it seems 
logical to remove what we can 
from the waste Dow and at the 
same time reduce the depletion 
of scarce and costly natual 
natural resources. 


More on Lebanon 


To the Editor: 

On April 15, you printed a 
column, "The real tragedy in 
Lebanon today," by Henry J. 
Taylor. The column contained 
a number of factual errors and 
other evidences of bias, which 
leads me to question the 
knowledge and motives of the 
columnist. 

First let me mention some 
less important, but ob¬ 
vious,errors. Contrary to the 
statement in the column, 
Yassir Arafat was not the 
founder of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization 
(PLO). The PLO was founded 
in 1964 with Ahmed Shukeiry as 
its chairman. Arafat did not 
head become the of the 
organization until 1970. 

Antoher point: Arafat's 
headquarters are not in 
Amman, Jordan. Anyone 
familiar with the events in the 
Middle East knows that, after 
brutal fighting, the PLO was 
forced out of Jordan in 1970. 
Arafat's headquarters are in 
Beirut. 

Now, to some other, more 
— important errors. Mr. Taylor 
states that the Palestinians 


were'evicted' by Israel and he 
refers to them as the ‘evictees' 
throughout the column. It is 
well documented that, in 1948, 
as the surrounding Arab 
countries were planning to 
attack Arab Israel, leaders 
called upon the Arab residents 
of Israel to leave their homes 
so the Arab armies could 
sweep through. The over¬ 
whelming majority of Arabs 
who left, did so because of this 
call or their fear of war. Also, 
there are a number of recorded 
instances of Jewish requests 
for the Arabs to stay, and not to 
leave. 

Another erroneous con¬ 
tention made by Mr. Taylor is 
that "the Arab world has been 
sending the evictees large 
amounts of money..." 

Ever since 1948 the Arabs 
have sent very little to help 
support the refugees, and now 
whatever money is being sent 
is sent to support terrorist 
activities. 

Unlike Israel, which ab¬ 
sorbed more Jewish refugees 
from Arab countries than there 
were Arab refugees from 
Israel, the Arab countries did

The idea of receiving 
revenue for a portion of our 
trash (which would otherwise 
be included in the transfer-haul 
tonnage for which we pay 
almost *13 a ton) would seem to 
be attractive. 

We agree with Mr. Stiller 
that the taxpayers should not 
hear an unjustified tax deficit. 
However, the figure of *115,000 
which he cites is misleading. 
This figure is based upon 
revenues of *31,400 from the 
sale of recyclablcs and tran¬ 
sfer-haul in the savings of 
*22,000. As participation 
program increases, both 
savings on transfer-haul costs 
and revenues received by the 
city for recyclable materials 
will increase, further offsetting 
the program costs. 

Despite winter weather, with 
its curtailment of pickup days, 
glass and can tonnage has 
more than doubled since the 
early months and continues to 
increase. The experience of 
other communities indicates 


that a slow start is the rule 
rather than the exception. 

In addition, even in the short 
time Newton has been 
recylcing, prices received for 
recyclable materials have 
increased markedly. Declining 
natural resources indicate that 
the long-range market for 
materials Is most promising, 
collection of paper, glass and 
cans as one of the pioneering 
efforts increased tonnage, and 
nationwide. With anticipated 
federal funds' increasing 
market there is cver.V reason 
to t be optimistic about the 
future of the program. 

Economic and ecological 
considerations encourage us to 
believe that what Mr. Stiller 
"albatross" perceives as an 
may prove a boon to Newton's 
taxpayers.

mittec at Tuesday night’s hearing for a 
"technical" change in the Newton zoning 
ordinance to give the Board leeway on 
distance allowed between the two 
buildings in the Residence F zoned land. 

Present law calls for two buildings to be 
no closer than a distance equal to their 
combined heights, or no closer than 50 
feet. 

Instead, Carabctta is asking for 
aldennanic discretion in cases where the 
size, location of buildings, and 
relationship of buildings to each other 
ensures sufficient light, air and privacy 
for residents. 

No opposition to that request surfaced 
at the public hearing. 

IvOveil’s second request, for permissive 
use to amend the old Towers order of 
conditions by substituting Carabetta’s 
new architectural plan met opposition 
from abutters and some recently-elected 
aldermen who are fighting a seven-year 
rearguard action against the Newton 
Community Development Foundation 
(NCDF). 

Abutters, represented by Attorney 
Wayne DiCarlo, a I^angley Road resident 
and nephew of Chestnut Hill Towers co¬ 
developer Mario DiCarlo, want aldermen 
to impose a "compromise" provision 
requiring Carabetta to acquire and build 
the 50-unit NCDF townhouses Just nor¬ 
thwest of the Carabetta land. 

Secondly, DiCarlo’s clients insist that 
all access to the townhouses he via 
Hammond Pond Parkway, on the right- 
of-way across Metropolitan District 
Commission land controlled by Carabetta 
and the Chestnut Hill Mall, rather than 
down Hamlet Street from their 
neighborhood. 

If aldermen give the go-ahead to 
Carabetta without meeting those two 
demands, DiCarlo says, neighbors will 
file a Court appeal that could stall the 
Carabetta development indefinitely. 

Carabetta officials agreed to his 
proposal, DiCarlo said, but NCDF 
rejected it. 

At Tuesday’s hearing,Lovell handed 
Land Use Chairman Eliot Cohen a 
written commitment from Carabetta to 
NCDF. In it, Carabetta offered to assume 
the same financial agreement that the old 
Chestnut Hill Towers Trust had had with 
NCDF. 

By doing this, DiCarlo said, Mr. 
Carabetta "tied himself to NCDF" and 
faces a court challenge. 

The offer calls for Carabetta to pay an 
initial $125,000 when NCDF begins con¬ 
struction on Hamlet Street, and a further 
$112,500 for a 95 percent limited-dividend 
partnership in the project. 

If NCDF does not build within 18 
months, the $125,000 would go to the 
Newton Housing Authority or any such 
agency aldermen designate to build low- 
cost housing. 

This agreement, worked out after hours 
of haggling in 1973-74,forced Towers 


developers to comply with a Newton 
aldermanie policy that any developer 
asking permissive use must make 10 
percent of his units available to the NHA 
for low-income tenants. 

The "10 percent” policy itself is now 
under court challenge and awaits a 
decision in the next few months from the 
Supreme Judicial Court of 
Massachusetts. 

Aid Robert Stiller, leader of the Newton 
Civic and Land Association which has 
battled NCDF since its inception, blasted 
the Carabetta-NCDF agreement. 

The site is the only place in the city 
where 10 percent low-income housing 
hasn’t had to be "on-site”, Stiller 
claimed. 

Furthermore, he admonished I^ovell, 
this Board is not bound by any com¬ 
mitments made by a previous Board on 
the 10 percent policy. 

"There is no present economically 
feasible method which has been found by 
Carabetta’s firm to provide as many as 10 
percent low-income units in this 
building," because of limited funds 
available to NHA for rent supplements, 
Ixjvell countered. 

Otherwise, Carabetta has no objection 
at all to leasing units within the Chestnut 
Hill Gardens to NHA for low-income 
people, said IiOvell. 

If Carabetta agreed to put the low- 
income units into his two buildings, he 
would lose $200-$400 per month on each of 
the 42 units, I/ivell said. 

"If you don’t have a philanthropist 
building the project it’s got to pay its 
way,” Lovell concluded. 

Aldermen have already permitted one 
off-site compliance with the ten percent 
policy, Chairman Cohen told Stiller. Aid. 
Matthew Jefferson cited a second ease in 
which this had been allowed. 

In rebuttal to Stiller, Aid. Joan Saklad 
noted that rents in the Chestnut Hill 
Gardens will be the highest since the 
nearby Imperial Towers. (Lovell 
estimates rents at $504 to $945 per 
month.) 

"You’re dealing with an unreal 
situation to think this developer would put 
low-income units directly in this project," 
she told Stiller. 

Thompsonville residents are in favor of 
low-income housing but against NCDF, 
said Aid. Dominic Taglienti, an NCDF 
abutter. 

They don’t like the "personality” of 
NCDF, nor do they believe NCDF has the 
ability to build and operate the project 
successfully, according to DiCarlo. 

NCDF might dissolve with the project 
only half built or go under after it is 
completed, he claims. 

According to DiCarlo, "people in the 
real estate field" say there is no real 
chance of NCDF succeeding financially. 

Under Carabetta, an established 
development firm, Hamlet Street housing 
would be assured of a permanent owner 


and wouldn't become "dilapidated and 
rundown," DiCarlo said. 

At a working meeting following the 
hearing, sparks flew between Stiller and 
several members of the Land Use 
Committee as Stiller renewed his attack 
on the Carabetta-NCDF agreement. 

"Do you want to sink the project or sink 
NCDF?" asked Jefferson. 

"I want to sink NCDF," replied Stiller, 
who pushed for acceptance of DiCarlo's 
"compromise" in order to avoid time- 
consuming litigation that could scuttle 
the Carabetta project. 

Cohen objected to the "threat aspect" 
of DiCarlo’s demands, saying that 
aldermen should vote on the petitions as 
they think is right. 

"If it’s going to court, it will," Cohen 
said. 

Lovell admitted that litigation could 
ultimately destroy the $3.4 million 
Chestnut Hill Gardens. 

Stiller’s revelation that he had 
arranged a pre-hearing meeting at 
Newton City Hall on the Carabetta 
petitions with a select group of aldermen 
and abutters drew outraged comments. 

Aid. Ethel Sheehan termed it "highly 
inappropriate”. 

"If it’s open to anybody, it's open to 
everybody," she asserted. 

Stiller replied that the point was he has 
been trying for seven years to get decent, 
low-income housing built. 

"Give up, honey, if it's seven years!” 
Sheehan said. 

Present at the 8:30 a.m. meeting were 
Stiller, Taglienti, DiCarlo, Lovell, a 
Carabetta public relations man, Aid. 
Donald Budge, School Committeeman 
Robert Cohen, Aid. James Miller, and 
Aid. Mark White. 

Stiller said he had attended not as an 
alderman, but as a person concerned for 
years about the Hamlet Street project. 

"You called me up, as an alderman, 
and invited me to a meeting at city hall," 
I/)veil countered. 

Chairman Cohen said he knew about 
Stiller’s meeting but thought It inap¬ 
propriate to attend, as it violated a I,and 
Use Committee policy set in January that 
there would be no "pre-hearing 
hearings" on matters coming before the 
Committee. 

White, contacted later, said Stiller 
phoned about a month ago and invited 
him to a meeting with Ixjvell and the 

neighbors at city hall. 

He defended his attendance on grounds 
that he expected some opposition to 
NCDF and that it was necessary to go to 
find out what opponents were doing, to be 
prepared for their tactics at the public 
hearing. 

Immediately after attending Stiller's 
session, White said, he contacted Board 
President Joseph McDonnell and other 
liberal aldermen and told them what had 
transpired.

Captain Thomas M. Dargan 
would not release the names of 
the officers and Chief William 
F. Quinn could not be reached. 

One injury was caused by a 
gun misfiring, and the other by 
lead ricocheting off of the new 
backstop on the range' ac¬ 
cording to Capt. John J. 
Bartinelli. 

Twice a year officers are 
tested on the pistol range in the 
basement of police 
headquarters, but the range is 
now temporarily closed.

Muther, executive director of the Newton 
Taxpayers Association. 

Muther, representing the NTA board of 
directors, said the association's position 
is that taxpayers should not pay more for 
a service obtainable for less, and that 
contractors are generally more efficient. 

Problems of collective bargaining, new 
equipment, and housing and maintaining 
the new equipment make the "long-haul" 
prospect unfavorable toward continuing 
municipal collection, Muther said. 

The public hearing had been called by 
McGrath and Esther Thompson, a West 
Newton resident, about all budget cuts, 
not only those in the sanitation division of 
the Street Department. 

The cut in jobs in the Fire Department 
seems to have been resolved by attrition, 
but the cut of one pumper is still of con¬ 
cern to firefighters and others, 

A letter from a fire rating bureau, 
saying Thai the cut of one piece of 
equipment would not by itself affect the 
high rating enjoyed by the city, does not 


guarantee public safety, McDonnell 
pointed out. 

Anthony (Fat) Pellegrini of Nonantum 
commented, "The mayor's got to be a 
kook if he wants to cut the Fire Depart¬ 
ment.” 

Joseph McEnaney, Commonwealth 
Avenue, Auburndale, pointed out that 
Auburndale has many churches and 
apartment buildings as well as Lasell 
Junior College and the transfer-haul 
station, and feels that there should be no 
reduction in firefighting capability. . 

Aid. Joan Saklad, long interested in 
public safety, said she hopes the mayor 
will reconsider. 

The mayor did not attend the public 
hearing, nor did Public Works Com¬ 
missioner I.arson. Both sent letters 
saying their positions have been amply 
expressed at previous meetings and had 
not changed.

Missing records returned 



In a telephone conversation Saturday 
McGrath said he assumed the records he 
had had been obtained by permission of 
someone in authority.

Most clothing trends tend to wane after 
a year or two, however the denim 
demand is still going strong. 

The clothes of the working man and the 
cowboy have taken to the streets.

"You 
can still feel like an individual while 
you're wearing the look the whole country 
has on." 

Important complements to the jeans 
and jean suits are T-shirts, polo or Rugby- 
shirts, screened prints and Western shirts 
with all over prints or contrasting yokes. 

The overall look for all ages, lifestyles 
and body shapes, is ruggedly handsome, 
outdoorsy and relaxed. 

Denim is the cloth that got it all started 
for America. Denim sails carried 
Columbus across the ocean in 1492. And 
ever since then, the denim banner has 
been unfurled all over the New World. 

It's been a long evolution . .. from the 
sail of a great clipper to the seat of the 
New World’s pants. 

Word has it that California gave birth to 
the blues — blue jeans, that is. As 


America was pressing its frontiers 
westward, an immigrant tailor from New 
York arrived on the scene with only s bolt 
of canvas under his arm. For working in 
the mines, rigging the rails and digging 
up gold, you needed some “good strong 
pants," a miner told him.

Brando and Dean Martin 
surrounded the jean with a myth and the 
whole world plunged into Rock 'n' Roll, 
rhythm and rebellion. When Brando 
showed up in The Wild One wearing blue 
jeans and a white T-shirt, the young 
world had someone new to look like. 

In the turbulent Sixties, jeans became 
the look of an entire generation. They 
were no longer just blue, but brushed, 
corded, faded and multi-hued. The look 
said casual, relaxed and free. 

Now in the Seventies, jeans continue to 
mean "natural" and the free and easy 
spirit of the day. But now they're for ail 
ages, lifestyles and body shapes. Variety 
in jeans means pockets, braids, loops, 
patchwork, quilts, you-name-it. Com¬ 
panion to flannel or satin, jeans are 
always rugged and relaxed. 

Following are some of the new jean 
looks: 

A jacket with windowpane stitching 
and coordinated pants make the outfit 
ruggedly handsome streetwear. Both 
parts are made of soft, pre-washed denim 
and combine with a red-and-white crew- 
neck polo shirt. 

Piled up pockets are the details on 
another two piece "suit." Pre-washed 
coordinates team with a yoked Western 
shirt in blue, pink and yellow plaid. 

"Country casual" are the signals that 
brushed denim coordinated pants and 
jacket give off. The hip-length, snap-close 
jacket has pockets top and bottom and 
tops a dusk blue and cream pring shirt. 

Young people like the basic pre-washed 
blue jean and update it with European- 


inspired details like a braided self-belt 
and tuck-stitched pleated pockets — it's a 
fashion jean that could go for a walk in 
the park or to the movies in style. 

The basic, basic jean is heavyweight 14 
oz. denim with a slightly flared leg. Top it 
with a Bicentennial polo shirt in patriotic 
red, white and blue and you have a look 
that all America loves. 


Tlie bib overall with ruler pocket, 
hammer loop and front pocket catch-all 
was once considered dress for the 
working man.

Question: I'd like to have a recipe for a peach pie using 
canned peaches. Would you also include the recipe for 
pastry. Thank you very much.

Answer: For a peach of a pie: 

GOLDEN PEACH PIE 
Pastry for 2 crust pie: 

2 cups sifted all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon salt 
two-thirds cup shortening 
5 to 7 tablespoons cold water 

Sift flour and salt together; cut in shortening with pastry 
blender till pieces are the size of small peas. Sprinkle 1 
tablespoon water over part of mixture; gently toss with 
fork; push to side of bowl. Repeat till all is moistened. Form 
into a ball. Flatten on lightly floured surface. Roll from 
center to edge till '» inch thick. 


Filling: 

2 cans (16 oz. ea.) sliced cling peaches 
4 cup sugar 
2 tablespoons flour 
4 teaspoon ground nutmeg 
2 tablespoons butter nr margarine 
1 tablespoon lemon juice 
’4 teaspoon grated orange peel 
4 teaspoon almond extract 
Pastry for 2 crust 9-inch pie 

Drain peaches, reserving one-third cup syrup. Combine 
sugar, flour, nutmeg and dash salt. Add reserved syrup. 
Cook and stir until thickened and bubbly. Add butter, lemon 
juice, peel and extract, then peaches. Line 9-inch pie plate 
with pastry; fill. Adjust top crust, cutting slits for escape of 
steam. Seal. Bake in 400 degree oven for 40-45 minutes. 
Serve warm with vanilla ice cream.

Food and Fashion by Ruth Lenson 


Across the kitchen counter 


Have you been aware that we are 
smack in the middle of National 
Artichoke Month which is being honored 
from April 19th through May 19th? 

The artichoke is a finger vegetable that 
adds fun and interest to any dining oc¬ 
casion. But what do you do with this 
gourmet vegetable? If you've shied away 
from artichokes simply because you 
weren't sure how to prepare or serve 
them, stay away no more. As with all 
vegetables, wash the artichoke well. 
Then, with scissors, you may wish to cut 
off the sharp points of all the leaves. 
Discard tough outside leaves at the base 
and trim off the stem. Stand artichokes 
upright in deep saucepan large enough to 
hold snugly. Add 2 to 3 inches of water, 
squeeze the juice of a lemon over the top, 
add some garlic salt and a few 
tablespoons of oil over the vegetable, 
cover tightly and steam for about 25 
minutes, or until a petal comes away 
fairly easily. Add more water if needed. 
Turn artichoke upside down to drain. Just 
pluck off each petal and dip it in a savory 
sauce — a smooth hollandaise, spicy 
vinaigrette or Just melted butter with a 
dash of lemon juice. Scrape away the 
fuzzy choke and enjoy the heart with its 
bland nutty flavor. 

A popular sauce for hot artichoke is 
made by combining one-third cup melted 
butter or margarine, 4 teaspoon salt, 4 
teaspoon pepper, 1 teaspoon sugar, 4 cup 
lemon juice, and 2 tablespoons minced 
parsley. Heat a minute or two until 
flavors blend. Dip the tender end of each 
leaf into the sauce and then pull the leaf 
through the teeth, meaty side down — the 
meat scrapes off in your mouth and you 
can throw away the prickly part. 

Following are additional ways of en¬ 
joying this rose-shaped vegetable: 

SCALLOPED STUFFED ARTICHOKES 
24 pounds bay scallops (fresh 

or frozen, thawed) 

3 1 cup (6 oz.| butter or margarine 

1 teaspoou salt 

4 teaspoon coarse black pepper 
1 1 teaspoon paprika 

2 cloves garlic, minced 

1 tablespoon minced parsley 
4 teaspoons lemon juice 
4 artichokes prepared for stuffing 

Tenderly spread the leaves and remove 
choke from center with metal spoon. Also 
remove enough inner leaves to make a 
generous cavity. 

Rinse scallops under cold running 
water; drain and dry thoroughly on paper 
towels. Heat 4 cup of the butter in large 
skillet over medium heat; stir in 
seasonings and garlic Cook mixture, 
stirring constantly until garlic is golden, 
about 2 minutes. Add about 4 of the 
scallops at a time and cook until they're 
slightly golden, about 4 minutes. As 
scallops are cooked, remove with a 
slotted spoon to a warm bowl’ reserving 
drippings In skillet. Melt remaining 4 
cup butter in skillet; stir in parsley anc 


lemon juice. Pour about 2 tablespoons of 
butter mixture over scallops in bowl; toss 
until coated. Fill artichokes with 
scallops; serve remaining butter mixture 


in bowl as sauce for artichoke leaves. If 
desired, garnish of artichokes with a dash 
of paprika. Serves 6. 

CURRY RICE SALAD IN ARTICHOKES 

1 cup uncooked rice 

2 tablespoons salad oil 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 

4 cup diced red or green pepper 
4 cup chopped celery 
4 cup minced onion 
14 cups mayonnaise 

2 to 3 teaspoons curry powder 

1 teaspoon dry mustard 

2 tabltspoous lemon juice 

6 artichokes, cooked and chilled 
Dee directions above for cooking ar¬ 
tichokes. Cook rice as directed on 
package; drain and cool. Toss with oil, 1 
tablespoon lemon juice; red pepper and 
celery. Chill. To prepare dressing, mix 
together onion, mayonnaise, curry 
powder, mustard and 2 tablespoons 


lemon juice. Add 4 cup dressing to rice, 
salad mix. Use to fill artichokes. Chill 4 
hour. Chill remaining dressing and serve 
as dip for artichokes. Serves 6. 


DELICIOUS ARTICHOKE CRISPS 
4 artichokes 

3 egg yolks, beaten slightly 

4 cup milk 

4 teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon nutmeg 
pepper to taBtc 
Dash of Tabasco 
Flour 

Fine dry bread crumbs 
Solid vegetable shortening for 
deep fat frying 

Wash artichokes, turn upside down to 
drain. Trim off stem and cut away half 
the prickly top of the leaves. Cut each in 
half lengthwise and cut away the choke. 
Cut vegetable in one-fourth inch slices 
lengthwise. Blend together egg yolk, milk 
and seasonings. Coat artichoke slices 
with flour, then dip in egg mixture and 


last in fine dry bead crumbs. Drop into 
shortening heated to 375 degrees and fry 
about one minute until golden brown. 
Remove with slotted spoon or fry basket 
— drain and serve hot. 

WINE MARINATED ARTICHOKES 
1 cup rose wine 
>2 cup salad oil 
1 tablespoon chopped onion 

1 teaspoon grated lemon peel 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
4 teaspoon salt 

4- teaspoon tarragon leaves 
4 teaspoon pepper 
4 to C medium artichokes, prepared 
as directed and cooled 

While artichokes are cooling, mix 
together wine oil, onion, grated lemon 
peel and juice, salt, tarragon and pepper. 
Four over artichokes and chill several 
hours, turning occasionally. Serve 
marinade as dip for artichokes. 

CHICKEN STUFFED ARTICHOKES 
1 1 cup butter or margarine 

3 tablespoons flour 
1 teaspoon salt 

I cup light cream 

1 cup chicken broth 

4 tsp. dried tarragon 

2 cups diced, cooked chicken 
4 large artichokes 

2 tablespoons sherry 

Prepare artichokes according to 
directions for boiling. Drain well. 
Remove inner leaves and choke to make 
room for stuffing; spread leaves apart to 
enlarge center opening. Stuffing: Melt 
butter or margarine in saucepan, Blend 
in flour and salt; cook until mixture 
bubbles, stirring constantly. Gradually 
add light cream and chicken broth, 
stirring constantly until sauce is smooth 
and thickened. Remove from heat and 
stir in tarragon, chicken and sherry. Fill 
four prepared artichokes with chicken 
mixture and serve. Serves 4, 

THE JERUSALEM ARTICHOKE 
The Jerusalem artichoke, an edible 
tuberous root, and cousin of the ar¬ 
tichoke, has a nutty flavor, but looks like 
the root that it is. It has many nodules, 
like ginger root, and light brown skin. 
Inside is a firm white meat, which can be 
sliced and peeled and eaten raw in salads, 
or boiled and served in a cream sauce. 
Inok for firm not spongy roots that are 
clean and free of tubers. Allow one pound 
for four servings. To prepare: Scrub as 
you would potatoes, but don't peel; 
simmer for 15 to 20 minutes in water and 
one teaspoon vinegar. Test with a 
toothpick or skewer and drain when 
tender, or easily pierced. Peel and serve 
with parsley butter or lemon juice. When 
served raw, Jerusalem artichokes taste 
just like water chestnut... you can use 
them in the same way, wrapping with 
bacon and broiling for appetizers, or 
slicing into thin strips or chunks and 
adding to salad,

SHERRIED CHICKEN LIVER PATE 

1 pound chicken livers 

Hour seasoned with salt and pepper 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 

1 medium onion, finely chopped 

4 tablespoons dry sherry, divided 
Pinch rosemary 
Pinch thyme 

6 tablespoons softened butter or margarine 

2 tablespoons Cognac 

Sail, popper, and seasoned salt to taste 
Parsley sprigs 
Melba rounds 

Pat livers dry with paper towels. Sprinkle lightly with 
seasoned flour. Heal butter in a skillet and saute livers over 
medium heat for about 5 minutes. Add onion and continue 
cooking and stirring until onion is barely yellow, about 3 
minutes. Stir in 2 tablespoons sherry, rosemary, and thyme 
and simmer for 1 minute. Add softened butter; remove 
from heat and puree in electric blender, blending one-third 
of the mixture at a time and pushing down from sides into 
path of blades. When all has been blended until smooth, stir 
in remaining 2 tablespoons sherry, Cognac, salt, pepper, 
and seasoned salt to taste. Chill in container from which 
pate is to be served. Garnish with clusters of fresh parsley 
and serve with melba rounds. Yield: about 24 cups pate.

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Peace Corps volunteer teaches others to teach English 


When a 12-year-old boy came 
up to Marjorie R. Harrison at a 
Hindu festival in Malaysia and 
sani;, “We're All in Our Places 
With Sunshiny Faces," she 
cried with joy because she 
knew he had remembered what 
she had taught him. 

"I was amazed that he 
reinebered me. Here I was 
dressed in old blue jeans and a 
T-shirt, and he had seen me 
nee five months before in his 
classroom wearing a kaftan (a 
long Malaysian dress)," said 
Miss Harrison, 2D, of Newton.

"It was the song that he 
remembered, which meant 
that my teaching English in 
Malaysia was not in vain." 

Miss Harrison is a Peace 
Corps volunteer who trains 
teachers to teach English as a 
second laguage to primary and 
secondary school students in 
Kuala I.umpur, the capital of 
the Southeast Asian country. A 
1969 history graduate of 
Bradncis University, the 
volunteer received a master's 
degree in education from the 
University of Massachusetts at 
Amherst in 1972. She had 
completed her course work 
toward a doctorate in 
education at the university 
when she joined the Peace 
Corps in 1974. 

She is now one of a number of 
Peace Corps Volunteers 
participating in the govern¬ 
ment run Teaching of English 
as a Second Language (TESL) 
program throughout Malaysia. 
Working as a team with Evelyn 
Lowe, 70, a Peace Corps 
volunteer from Pasadena, 
Calif., Miss Harrison 
demonstrates TESL teaching 
techniques to public school 
teachers in their classrooms. 

Pursuing a policy of national 
unity, the Malysian govern¬ 
ment ruled in 1967 that Bahasa 
Malaysia would replace 
English as the country’s 
national language. In 1970, the 
government enforced this 
policy in the public schools by 
having all subjects taught in

BahasaMalaysia starting with 
the first grade. Subsequently, 
an additional grade has been 
added each year so that now 
the children are taught in 
Bahasa Malaysia up through 
the equivalent of the seventh 
grade. 

Emphasis 

During recent years, the 
Malaysian government has 
placed a strong emphasis on 
education, particularly for the 
Malay people who make up 
roughtly 50 percent of the 
country's population. Most of 
the Malays are subsistence 
farmers or rubber tappers who 
live in poor villages. The 
Malays, however, control 
much of the political and social 
life of the country. 

About 40 percent of the 
population are Chinese who are 
mainly urban dwellers and, by 
virturc of their predominant 
role in trade, business and 
finance, possess a great deal of 
Malaysia's economic power. 
Malaysians of Indian descent 
make up about 10 percent of the 
population of approximately 
11.5 million. Their ancestors 
came from India, Pakistan and 
Sri Lanka, primarily as 
laborers on rubber plantations 
around the turn of the century. 

Now, children up to the 
equivalent of the seventh grade 
are taught English about four 
or five hours a week as a 
second or foreign language. 
The TESL program sends 
Peace Corps volunteers from 
school to school all over the 
country to show improved 
methods of teaching English. 
The Malaysian Ministry of 
Education introduces the 
volunteers to public school 
headmasters by sending them 
letters notifying them that the 
volunteers will be visiting their 
schools in the near future. 

When Miss Harrison and 
Mrs. I/»we visit a school, they 
first contact the headmaster 
who introduces them to the 
English teachers. The 
volunteers describe the TESL 
program and some of its 
teaching methods and offer to 
demonstrate them in class. 

“In most cases, as soon as 
the teachers understand that 
we are not from the inspection 
division of the ministry of 
education, they arc receptive. 
It may take two meetings 
before they relax, though," 
said Miss Harrison. "Evelyn 
and I do most of the talking at 
the first meeting. We tell 
themabout our demonstrations 
and ask when it is convenient 
for us to come. We also ask 
what points in the syllabus they 
are covering at the time, so we 
can plan a lesson to coincide 
with their schedule." 

Tehcniques 

In their demonstrations, the 
volunteers adapt their 
techniques to the lessons 
currently being taught. They 
use songs, games and 
dialogues to put the lessons 
across. Malaysian children 
tend to confuse the "f" and the 
"p" when speaking English, so 
the team sometimes teaches 
tongue twisters like, "Fuzzy 
Wuzzy was a bear. Fuzzy 
Wuzzy had no luiir. So Fuzzy 
Wuzzy wasn't fuzzy, was he?" 

"To some extent, our 
teaching methods go against 
their teaching traditions, 
Having the children recite a 
rhyme or sing a song doesn't 
mean that you have a disor¬ 
derly class, but some 
Harrison.of the teachers see it 
that way," said Miss "Most 
Malaysian teachers are used to 
a very traditional classroom. 


it reflects on the teacher, and if 
a school has a low passing 
average, it gets a bad 
academic reputation," she 
said. 

"This is a big burden for the 
teacher to carry. He or she is 
pressured to push the children 
to pass the exams by the 
parents and the headmaster,” 
she continued. "Most of the 
teachers are sincerely in¬ 
terested in their students and 
really care about their lear¬ 
ning. Their apparent lack of 
interest comes from their 
fatigue under pressure. They 
are constantly under the threat 
of being transferred to a rural 
area if they do something 
wrong. 

"As a result, they often get in 
a boredom cycle, teaching the 
same thing over and over again 
so the children will pass the 
exams. This is human nature. 

You get caught in your 
boredom and it's hard to get 
out,” said Miss Harrison. “I 
feel that teaching through 
songs and games makes 
teaching more fun and more 
challenging. 

If my friends in 
Massachusetts knew that I am 
teaching with songs, they 
wouldn't believe it. They know 
that I can't sing. I'm tone 


deaf," she said. "But the little 
children don't mind and I hope 
that the teacher who hears me 
sing will say, ‘surely I can do 
better than that,’ and pick it 
up. Anyway, if I really get 
sour, Evelyn is there to take 
over." 

Even though Mrs. Ixiwe at 70 
is more than twice her age, 
Miss Harrison feels that they 
work together very effectively 
as a team. “Our personalities 
complement each other. She 
remains calm when I don’t. If I 
am doing a demonstration and 
run out of steam, Evelyn can 
take over," said Miss 
Harrison. “Evelyn's goals are 
more realistic than mine and I 
learn from her experience' not 
her age. 

Goals 

"Being young, typically I 
came to the Peace Corps with 
overly ambitious goals. I 
wanted to see everything I 
wanted to happen take place 
right away," she said. “Evelyn 
has taught me that the little 
differences are more im¬ 
portant than the big ones. If 
one child in a class develops a 
strong interest in learning the 
English language or in 
teaching as a result of his or 
her contact with us, they might 
continue with it. That's what Ls 
important. 


Miss Harrison also feels that 
the teachers can learn from 
her mistakes, especially when 
Mrs. Lowe intervenes. " If I 
teach a lesson that falls flat, 
when we meet with the teacher 
afterwards Evelyn can point 
out what went wrong. TESL 
partners learn to criticize each 
other and take it well, and thus 
frees the teacher to volunteer 
suggestions and learn from our 
mistakes," she said. 

"We never observe teachers 
because we feel that they learn 
as much if not more by wat¬ 
ching us give demonstrations 
and even making mistakes. It 
isn't as threatening," she 
continued. “Anyway, if the 
teachers see that they are 
learning through our mistakes, 
they might realize that their 
students can learn through 
their own mistakes.” 

Miss Harrison has witnessed 
teachers being impatient with 
children who make mistakes. 

"We try to explain to the 
teachers that it is all right if a 
child makes a mistake. And if 
we call on a child and he makes 
a mistake, we don’t humiliate 
him or say,'That's the wrong 
answer.' We give him another 
chance,” she said. “Some 
teachers are apt to humiliate a 
child when correcting him 
because that is the way they 


were taught. We try to show 
them that there are gentler, 
less threatening ways to tell a 
child he made a mistake. 

"What we are really trying to 
teach is a more humanistic 
approach. English is the 
content, but what we want to do 
is help the teachers create a 
more humanistic environment 
to support and encourage the 
learning process of the 
children-." 

Relaxed 

Miss Harrison and Mrs. 
Ixiwe try to present a relaxed 
picture when they enter a 
classroom. “We joke, smile a 
lot and make faces at the kids. 
Afterall, we are rather strange 
to look at. We are both 5'6" 
which is tall by Malaysian 
standards. And in Malaysia, 45 
is considered old so Evelyn’s 
white hair can be shocking to 
the children,” said Miss 
Harrison. 

“We know that we might be 
frightening to the children so 
we immediately try to 
establish a rapport with them 
with laughter and easy chatter. 
We usually start off by asking 
children their names and ages 
and where they live. This helps 
to establish a friendly at¬ 
mosphere and it also tells us 
what their level of English is." 

Sometimes, a teacher will 


challenge the volunteers by 
giving them a class of poor 
students and sometimes Miss 
Harrison and Mrs. I<owe ask to 
demonstrate a lesson in front of 
an academically poor class. "If 
wc demonstrate in front of a 
bright class, we are bound to 
succeed. Most brightkids will 
respond to smiles, games and 
songs," said Miss Harrison. 

“Slower children are more 
reserved because they are used 
to being put down and shoved 
aside," she continued. “If we 
provensucceed in getting a 
slow clas$<o respond, we have 
that our methods

j^t.velyn has influenced me 
To think that some of the 
teachers are motivated and 
responsive to what we are 
doing. Oh, a lot of days when I 
leave a school, I am 
discouraged. I feel that all we 
'’have done is entertain the 
children and the teacher,” she 
said. “ I do believe, however, 
that we are making a dent, 
especially when I think of the 
boy singing “We're All In Our 
Places...’"

She graduated 
from Newton South High 
School in 1965.

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Auto insurance system needs 
reform now, professional says

"Basic reform of the 
Massachusetts automobile 
insurance system is needed 
now' to prevent a nearly 
hopeless situation from getting 
any worse," a Massachusetts 
insurance saidprofessional this 
week. 

William Adams Black of the 
Progressive Insurance 
Planners, Inc.’ said the major 
reason why Massachusetts 
drivers pay the highest rates in 
the United States is because 
they have more accidents, 
more cars stolen, more claims. 

"One out of every three 
drivers in Massachusetts had a 
claim last year, compared to 
one of six nationally. But the 
cost of these claims is divided 
equally among 100 percent of 
the Massachusetts drivers," he 
explained. 

Commenting on the state's 
present system for insuring 
drivers who are involved in a 
disproportionate number of 
accidents, Black said the 
system was "grossly unfair to 
good drivers." 

"What justice is there in a 
system that mandates that a 
person with a number of ac¬ 
cidents or tickets pays the 
same rates as the person with a 
spotless record?" he asked. 

According to Black, 
Massachusetts is the only state 
without some sort of merit- 
rating system, which requires 
people who cause accidents to 
pay more. 

Black said that another step 
which could improve the 
Massachusetts auto insurance 
system is open rating, which 
would allow companies to 


priceon a competitive basis. 
Now only the state insurance 
commissioner has the right to 
determine rates, so no price 
competition exists. 

"Insurance laws passed by 
the Legislature in the last five 
years were drafted with the 
best interests of the consumer 
in mind," Black said. "Un¬ 
fortunately, these laws, taken 
as a whole, have not worked to 
the consumer's benefit." 

Black, who has been dealing 
ininsurance for 15 years, said 
an important flaw in the 
present system is the no-fault 
property damage law. 

"By repealing this law and 
returning to the tort system 
used in other states, the cost of 
an accident would be charged 
to the driver responsible for the 
damage." 

At present, an individual 
involved in an accident must 
pay the deductible out of his or 
her own pocket or pay a higher 
premium for the optional 
broader coverage. 

And in the case of total 
comprehensive loss, insurance 
companies are subject to 
paying the "book" value of the 
car (the average retail value of 
a car in good condition), 
regardless of the actual cash 
value of the car damaged, 
further inflating claim costs. 

Black urged that the 
legislature take steps to 
consider changing the present 
law requiring all policies to 
renew on Jan. 1. 

“When all insurance must be 
renewed on the same day, not 
only is a strain put on the 
distribution system, but there

is a tendency for the system to 
become a political football and 
encourage over-regulation," 
he noted. 

“Because of these problems 
and other idiosyncracies of 
Massachusetts automobile 
insurance law, everyone who 
buys or sells automobile in¬ 
surance in the stateis penalized 
— except the bad drivers," 
Black said. 

"There are no 'pat' answers" 
Black said. "But the special 
study commission, which 
legislative leadership, has 
been studying reform of the 
system for months and will be 
making recommendations in 
late May." 

He cautioned against public 
expectation that rates would 
immediately plummet even if 
substantial reform is achieved. 

"All auto insurance 
problems will not be solved by 
1977," Black said, "but if the 
legislature does substantially 
reform the system, it’s a start 
towards putting automobile 
insurance back on an even 
footing." 

Black said that concerned 
citizens should add their voices 
to those who havealready 
recognized the importance of 
reform and should contact 
their state senators, 
representatives and the 
members of the Massachusetts 
Auto Reform Committee. 

"There is no question that 
reform is urgently needed," he 
said.

Prenatal care stressed 
by March of Dimes 


"Many people in Newton 
would be shocked at the 
number of pregnant women 
here who don’t receive 
prenatal care until they are in 
labor," says Dr. Arthur W. 
Trott who is senior associate 
orthopedic surgeon at 
Children’s Hopsital and also 
the Mass. Bay Chapter-March 
of Dimes Medical Advisory 
Committee chairman. 

“But early, regular prenatal 
care is essential for every 
woman, no matter how well she 
feels, or how troublefree her 
previous pregnancies were." 

To inform every pregnant 
woman in Newton of the im¬ 
portance of prenatal care is a 
major goal of "Healthy Baby 
Week." The annual prenatal 


care education drive, spon¬ 
sored by the National Foun¬ 
dation-March of Dimes, begins 
on Mother’s Day, May 9.

Mr. Meat's Dedham shop 
brings back the old times 


DEDHAM — Murray Cramer 
remembers the days when the 
neighborhood butcher gave shoppers 
quality cuts of meat at low prices, and he 
plans to revive the idea. 

Cramer is owner of Mr. Meat, a new 
butcher shop opened at 870 Providence 
Highway in Dedham, 

Cramer’s store in Framingham has 
been a highly successful venture since it 
opened three years ago, and the same 
concept of providing a wide variety of 
meat products at the lowest cost is behind 
the Dedham store. 

"We’re putting the old-fashioned meat 
cutter back into the lives of our shop¬ 
pers,” Cramer saidthisweekas 
workmen put the finishing touches on the 
new store on Route 1. 

A staff of a dozen butchers will be on 
duty Tuesdays through Saturdays to cut 
prime and choice meats just the way the 
shopper wants them. 

• We will have the lowest prices 
around," Cramer said. "That I can 
guarantee." 

Hamburger, for example, will be 98 
cents per pound. “We take nothing but 
steer chuck and grind it right in full view 
of the customer," Cramer said. "And 
there’s nowhere, nowhere, where you can 
get hamburger at that price. 

Not only will Mr. Meat offer the kinds of 
steaks and roasts one would find at a 
supermarket, but it will also offer cuts 
that are not as easy to find any more — 
Italian veal cutlets cut thin and crown 
pork roasts, for example, Cramer said. 
And things like chicken breats will be 
boned at no extra costs, he added. 

Meat will be shipped direct from the 
Midwest in sealed packages to keep it 
sanitary and will not be opened until the 
customer selects it and asks that it be cut 
the way he or she wants, Cramer said. 


Cuts will average between eight and 20 
pounds, allowing the low prices, he ad¬ 
ded. 

"We’re also going to carry a frozen fish 
line, and our prices will be lower in that 
line than anywhere else,” the store owner 
said. 

Cramer literally grew up with the meat 
cutting business. His father was a former 
owner of the Corey Supermarket in West 
Roxbury, where Cramer used to work as 
a boy. 

He worked for a large meat cutting 
company In Nebraska and began to 
wonder why meat that was sold to the 
"institutional trade" — at places such as 
colleges and hotels — could not also be 
offered to the regular retail customer. 

"I have always felt that the meat cutter 
was too far away from the customer," 
Cramer said. "So I decided to come back 
to Massachusetts and try my idea out 
here." 

He opened his store in Framingham in 
July, 1973 and had customers queuing up 
outside on the first day. It was clear 
"there are people who wanted to cut the 
high prices they were paying for meat, 
which is the biggest part of their food 
budget," Cramer said. 

"We buy our meat all boned out, cut at 
the source in the Midwest," Cramer said. 
"Nothing touches the meat till it gets to 
the meat cutter here." The prime and 
choice selections are vacuum packed in 
plastic wrappers. 

Cramer said he hopes the good location 
of the new Mr. Meat store on the 
Providence Highway will attract 
customers from a wide area. He said 
people in the local area have been looking 
for such a store featuring the “home-town 
meat cutter" concept for a long time. 

The new store will be open from 0 a.in 
to 9 p.m. Tuesdays through Fridays and 
from 9 a nt. to 6 p.m. Saturdays.

DETROIT (UPI)-April 21, 
1976 — the day the last mass- 
produced U.S, convertible was 
built — is a nostalgic one for 
the chief executive of General 
Motors Corp. 

Thomas A. Murphy, the 60- 
year-old chairman of the 
world's largest auto company 
that builds its last Cadillac 
Eldorado convertible today, 
- admits (he event provoked a 
sort of "nostalgic wrench." 

“Actually I go back to the 
rumble seat and the one-man 
top," Murphy said, adding that 
the occasion brought out a lot 
of people, who say they hate to 
see the convertible join the 
running board and hand crank 
in automotive museums. 

"If as many people who say 
they really wanted a converti¬ 
ble would have been buying 
them, we'd still be building 
them," Murphy said. “The 
people who loved them really 
loved them — the rest couldn't 
care." 

The sudden resurgence in 
convertible demand began last 
summer when Cadillac an¬ 
nounced it would build just 
1 •1,000 convertibles, mainly be¬ 
cause that was the number of 
convertible tops it bad in stock. 
The lone manufacturer went 
out of business last year and 
Cadillac cornered the market 
on convertible top 
mechanisms. 

In Detroit, one man, who felt 
a great desire for one of the last 
soft tops, went into court to 
prevent an auto dealer from 
selling a convertible he 
claimed had been promised to 
him. At last word, the car is 
awaiting a court decision to 
determine its ownership. 

"Actually we could sell 6,000 
more of them this year if we 
had the tops," says Ed Ken- 
nard, the GM vice president 
who heads the Cadillac Divi¬ 
sion. 

Cadillac has been planning 
for the occasion for months. To 
meet some of the demand for 
the last of the $11,000 models, 
Cadillac turned out 200 "last" 
Eldorado convertibles.

For example, a recent 
research study shows that In 
about 85 per cent of drownlngs 
that took place after a boat 
suddenly capsized, there were 
life jackets on board — but they 
were not used. 

The Coast Guard believes 
that one of the chief reasons for 
the non-use of these life-saving 
devices is the fact that the 
conventional kapok-filled 
jacket is a bulky device 
resembling an orange horse 
collar which — to say the least 
— is uncomfortable and 
hampers movement. 

To meet these objections the 
industry has come up with a 
new-type life Jacket made from 
a new buoyant material which 
can be draped to fit the contour 
of the body. 

This material, called En- 
solite, Ls a closed-cellcd foam 
which is soft and flexible. Since 
it need be only about an inch 
thick to provide buoyancy — in 
contrast to kapok which must 
be about five inches thick — the 
life-saving devices arc com¬ 
fortable, lightweight, and can 
be styled into fashionable 
parkas, jackets and vests. 

The Coast Guard, which has 
given its approval to the new 
jackets, believes their im¬ 
provements will encourage 
boaters to wear them more 
frequently, helping to reduce 
the number of accidental 
drownings and deaths at¬ 
tributed to hypothermia which 
have averaged more than 1,000 
a year for the last decade. 

Uniroyal, Inc., which deve¬ 
loped and manufactures En- 
solite, says each one of the 
material's closed cells is a 
miniature balloon which gives 
the material buoyancy and 
hypothermia protection. 

There are thousands of these 
cells in each jacket, and if it is 
punctured or cut with a knife it 
will still remain buoyant. On 
the other hand, life jackets 
made from open-celled mate¬ 
rials, such as kapok, will ab¬ 
sorb water if they arc punc 
tured or tom.

The Boston Shakespeare Company's 
fourth production of the season is a 
pleasant "Romeo and Juliet.” 

Apart from its intrinsic beauty, 
"Romeo and Juliet" is of deep interest 
when viewed as Shakespeare's first 
tragedy, and as a work which probably 
occupied his thoughts from time to time, 
over a period of years. 

It is a young man’s tragedy, in which 
youth and love are brought face to face 
with death and hatred. The scene is 
essentially Italian: the burning noons of 
summer in the Italian city inflame the 
blood of the street quarrelers; the 
voluptuous moonlit nights are only like a 
softer day. And the characters are 
Italian, with their lyrical ardor, their 
Southern European impetuosity of 
passion, and the forms and color of their 
speech. 

Romeo’s nature is prone to enthusiastic 
feeling and vaguely trembling in the 
direction of love before he sees Juliet; to 
meet her gives form and fixedness to his 
vague emotion. 

To Juliet, a girl of 14, love comes as 
thing previously unknown; it is at once 
terrible and blissful. She rises, through 


love, and sorrow, and trial, from a child 
into a heroic woman. 

After Shakespeare has exalted their 
enthusiastic joy and rapture to the 
highest point, he suddenly casts it down. 
Romeo is at first completely unmanned, 
but Juliet exhibits a noble fortitutde and 
self-command. One day the young lovers 
meet' the next day they are married, and 
at dawn on the third day they part' to be 
re-united in the tomb two days laier. 

Having shown in the first scene the 
hatred of the houses (Capulet and 
Montague) through the comic quarrel of 
the sevyant which introduces the causes 
that produce the tragic issue, 
Shakespeare does not close with Juliet's 
death. The last scene shows the houses 
reconciled over the dead bodies of a son 
and a daughter, 

There are several strong performances 
in this production. In a difficult role, 
Anita Barzman as Juliet masterfully 
transforms emotions into something 
visible and direct. Robert Desiderio, as 
Capulet, is magnificent. 

Strength, hospitality, and sorrow, 
sometimes conflicting traits, are all 
believably demonstrated by Desiderio. S. 
Proctor-Gray garnered the best laughs of 
the evening as Juliet's Nurse. Joseph 
Stiekney offers a fine performance as 


Romeo's Franciscan confidante, Friar 
Iaurence. 

Ramon Ramos distinguished himself as 
Mercutio, Romeo's friend and guardian. 
When volatile, Ramos Is fiery; when 
drunk, he is quite funny. Lady Capulet is 
played by Kathleen Martin with a regal 
air. By controlling her emotions, Martin's 
simplest actions take on greater meaning 
and significance. . 

Of all these lead characters, it is only 
Romeo that does not impress. Despite 
having a rich soothing voice, Alan 
Krulick’s motions and emotions are not 
credible. Whereas Desiderio and Barz¬ 
man also run the gamut of emotions, 
Kruliek, unlike them, is too mechanical. 

Bill Cain's direction is good. His fight 
sequences, especially, were very good. 

As well-known a story as “Romeo and 
Juliet" will attract many people. 
Familiar characters and familiar quotes 
abound in the play. Shakespeare was 
meant be to be seen, not read, and 
"Romeo and Juliet" will be much better 
enjoyed as such. As I've stated before, 
I’ve enjoyed every play that I've seen at 
the Boston Shakespeare Company and 
recommend it to anyone who enjoys 
theater. It is located at the comer of 
Berkeley and Marlborough Streets in 
Boston.

he adventures of Conrad, Melville and 
the like have brought many an 
armchair sailor closer in dream to the 
mysteries of the sea. 

Most of us never have the 
opportunity to go to sea in the way of 
old seafarers —a time when men sang chanteys as 
they toiled and pulled and heaved to take the ship 
toward their port of call. In recent years there has 
been a longing to know' the essence of experience 
as it once existed w'hen man either surpassed or 
succumbed to the elements. 

The testing ground of the sea through sail 
training, with its tradition bound to the square- 
riggers of the past, was a disappearing phenome¬ 
non until a few short years ago. The remaining 
Tall Ships, as they have come to be known, were 
being used by maritime nations to train profes¬ 
sionals, thus making a deep water experience 
available to only those few who intended to spend 
their lives at sea as career officers in the Navy, 
Coast Guard or Merchant Marine. 

Now, after 3 years of planning by the 
American Sail Training Association and the city of 
Newport Tall Ships are coming the largest number 
of sailing ships ever to converge in the United 
States will begin to arrive in Newport June 24, 25 
and 26. Numbering close to 100, they will come 
from the Netherlands, West Germany, Ireland, 
Russia, Poland, Chile, Sweden, Japan, Belgium, 
Italy, Great Britain; there will be brigantines, 
brigs, ketches, yawls, yachts, schooners, sloops, 
barks and barkantines. 

The largest ship, coming from eastern 
Europe, is almost 400 feet long with topmast of 
more than 178 feet. The ship is too high to pass 
under the Mount Hope Bridge and has only 30 feet 
to spare under the Newport Bridge. At least a 
dozen other ships are close to that size and will be 
too large to anchor in Newport Harbor. 

For one week the magnificent ships will tie up 
in Newport, before continuing to New York 
Harbor to take part in the city’s bicentennial 
celebration. When they leave Newport on July 1,

they will sail in parade formation down the east 
passage of Narragansett Bay. On their way to a 
July 4th Bicentennial Celebration in New York 
Harbor. 

Nearly 100,000 visitors per day are expected 
for this event that has been planned by the 
American Sail Training Association and the City 
of Newport for over three years. 

Each ship that arrives in Newport will have 
participated in at least one leg of three sail 
training races which begin in Plymouth, England, 
on May 2. The first leg, a distance of 1,425 miles, 
terminates in Tenerife in the Canary Islands. On 
May 23, the ships sail from Tenerife for a 2,530 
mile race to Bermuda. The third race, starting 
June 20, is 635 miles from Bermuda to the finish 
line at Brenton Reef Light Tower. 

The first ships are expected to reach the finish 
line on June 23, while others will take up to 72 
hours longer. All ships must be in Newport by 6 
p.m. June 26. 

A hospitality center will be operated for 
cadets at Cardine Field by The Newport Council 
for International Visitors. Volunteers will be at the 
center who speak the various foreign languages, 
and the center will offer refreshments, music, and 
dancing. 

Beach picnics are scheduled every evening at 
Easton’s Beach and arrangements have been made 
for the cadets to visit Mystic Seaport, the New 
Bedford Whaling Museum, Newport mansions, 
and other historic sites. Oceanographic and sailing 
seminars will also be available. 

An inshore regatta will be held June 28-30 
with a coastwide race from Newport to Stratford 
Shoals open to any ship that has completed one leg 
of the transatlantic race. There will be pulling 
boat races, soccer matches, sailing races and tug of 
war, all open to the public. 

Each evening the Tall Ships Tatto will be held 
at Fort Adams with presentations by military 
bands, choruses, and 18th Century regiments in 
full dress uniform. Up to 10,000 spectators can be 
accommodated. Awards will be presented on the 
final night of the Tatto. 

The cadets, who are required to make up 50 
per-cent of each ship’s crew are between the ages 
of 16 and 26. Many are training to be members of 
their country’s navy or merchant marine. These 
young men and women will be on hand during 
Tall Ships 1976 week in Newport to greet visitors 
and show them around their ship. 

With over 4,000 cadets in their national 
uniforms strolling the Newport waterfront, an 
international flavor will be added to the seaport 
city.

How Sailing Enriches the World 

From the earliest records of human achieve¬ 
ment, the sea has been celebrated as an invitation 
to adventure.

For 
the young people who engage in sail-training, 
there is an education of considerable importance 
an education in the moods of the sea, in how to 
cooperate with others, in the capabilities of self, 
and in the development of vigilance, courage,

I dramatic effect and the overwhelming power of the stained glass. In

window filled with medallions join the parade. They pass before the rapt observer, 
a veritable picturebook of colored and forgotten saints. Confronted with such a 
vision it is hard to believe that these same figures which seem to twinkle and float 
in space are composed of such uncompromising materials as glass, lead, and iron ; 
but it is by a thousand year old knowledge and the genius use of these common 
materials that great stained windows of the Middle Ages can be recreated today 
and in Newport. 

Stained glass is many things. It can be seen through but not clearly. The shapes 
behind it are vague, blurred, and distorted; they constantly change in color from 
light to dark. Each passing cloud alters the affect. It can also seem to hold the light 
within itself - to glow like a jewel like the magnificent panorama of 13th century 
stained glass at Belcourt Castle. 

While traveling along Bellevue Avenue in Newport, Rhode Island my 
attention was drawn to the splendor of Belcourt Castle and its beautiful stained 
glass. I was compelled to investigate further and found the castle to be owned by 
the Harold B. Tinney family. While touring the castle with Mrs. Ruth Tinney, I 
discovered that a major portion of the family’s efforts are channeled into the St. 
Luke Studio, one of the largest if not the largest stained glass studios on the 
Eastern Seaboard. Mrs. Tinney was kind enough to give me a personally guided 
tour through the studio which is located within the castle walls. 


Each stained glass worker, the Tinney family included, is likely to utter a fervent 
plea to St. Luke, the patron saint of all stained glas^ workers, for the safety of the 
glass they are producing. Hours and hours of work can be destroyed in a few 
minutes if not properly fired which is why it is such a key procedure. The St. Luke 
Studio signature, four T's in a diamond shape, is found in the lower corner of each 
of their works. It stands for the four Tinneys and their marvelously combined 
talents. It was in the studio that I learned that metals are introduced into the glass 
to derive different colors. Iron will produce black, silver produces amber, gold will 
produce rosey pink to ruby colors, blue is produced with cobalt and brown is 
produced by ferric oxides. The amount of color is determined by the amount of 
metal introduced. 


It is apparent that each member of the family contributes enormous talent anc 
energy, not only to stained glass creation and restoration, but to many other ar 
forms as well. An outside observer will tour the castle and stained glass studio witt 
any member of the family and be very impressed with the love and devotion tha' 
Harold, Ruth, Donald, and Harle Tinney give each item in the 52 room castle 
Their individual and collective restorative abilities are considerable as is theii 
creative abilities which are exemplified by the astonishing four ton hand-carvec 
golden hued Coronation Coach they produced and which will be viewed, horse 
drawn, in Newports 1976 Bicentennial celebration. Its wonderful to realize that arl 
and creativity is not diminishing in this country but is alive and well in Newport 
with the Tinney’s. 


Stained Class Illustrations 


Staining glass is thought by many to be a lost art but nothing could be further from 
the truth. Although many improvements in the kiln and other necessary tools have 
been made, the Tinney family follows the tried and true procedures of old to 
produce the beautiful glass found in St. John Cathedral in Providence; the Pilgrim 
Lutheran Church in Warwick; Star of the Sea at Point Judith; the Governor Door 
Mansion; St. Stanislaus Church in Fall River; and many other churches and 
cathedrals. After viewing some of the examples of the studio’s work, this writer 
can readily understand why the family is chosen so often to create masterpiece 
glass vignettes and to restore stained glass windows damaged by time and nature. 
A very pleasant and informative afternoon was spent with Ruth Tinney and 
daughter-in-law, Harle. It was here that I learned that the family studio takes no 
shortcuts in the creating of stained glass. For Example: the same steps are taken 
here that were used by the.first artisans of stained glass. Although modern kilns 
are used, almost a half day is needed to prepare "whiting," a platform of calcium 
carbonate, that need be absolutely smooth and flat, and properly pre-heated to 
insure the optimum conditions. 


Were Learning Aids 
To A Population linable To Head 


The afternoon with the Tinneys stimulated my historical interest and caused me to 
delve into the very beginnings of stained glass. The following is excerpted from 
Making Stained Glass, by Metcalf, 1972. 

Historically, it is not known for certain exactly where glass first originated but it is 
well known that among the first examples were those made to imitate semi¬ 
precious and precious stones. The very early Egyptians had colored perfume 
bottles and cosmetic jars as well as imitation jewels. Signs of actual glass making 
were discovered in Egypt in the Eighteenth Dynasty, somewhere between 1510 and 
1349 BC. They were sophisticated and showed a late stage of development. Since no 
primitive and developmental stages were found, it can only be concluded that the

art was imported. Pliny, the Elder, Roman historian, firmly stated that “the 
Syrians originated its manufacture”; he places its origin at the foot of Mt. Carmel 
the mountain of biblical fame. Pliny tells a story of Phoenician mariners who 
propped up their cook pots with blocks of natron on a sandy beach When their 
fires were burning brightly, they found that the sand had melted into a stream of 
liquid glass. It is not improbable for natron is a form of carbonate of soda which 
when mixed with silica sand, can act as a flux to melt the sand into glass. It is also 
likely that a wood ash deposit under their pots could have caused the same result, 
for potash is an alkali used to reduce sand's melting point. 

In the first century of the Christian Era, the romans discovered the art of glass 
blowing. There are good indications that the art was known at a much earlier date 
by both Egyptians and Syrians, but the Romans must be credited with first making 
glass large enough to be usable in windows. Caligula was one of the first Roman 
emperors to use glass windows in his palace, but Caligula’s unsavory character 
did not encourage imitation. It was believed that glass windows were indications of 
unnecessary extravagance. 

In the fourth century, Roman emperor Constantine proclaimed himself and all of 
his subjects to be Christians and moved his capital to the small Greek town of 
Byzantium, thereafter to be known as Constantinople (now Istanbul). East and 
West were now united under a single ruler with a universal interest in the new and 
growing faith. The union of the mystical East and classical West was bound to 
produce a cultural artistic amalgam destined to grow tremendously - leading 
finally to the art of stained glass. Oddly enough, the art did not have its inception in 
Byzantium but ultimately in France or possibly in Germany. 

A renaissance of the arts took place in Constantinople in the sixth century during 
the reign of Emperor Justinian. The Church of Santa Sophia, along with many 
other splendid buildings, was erected. Their walls were covered with the finest of 
frescoes and mosaics. Justinian, projecting his influenced westward, had the 
famous Church of San Vitale designed and built in Ravenna. Its walls, also, were 
covered with the finext examples of Byzantine mosaics. After his death, his queen, 
Theodora, moved her interests and affections back toward the eastern cultures 
which contained strong elements which were in strong opoosition toward 
representative art in any form for religious usage. Particularly, they objected to 
the use of the human figure for this purpose. Along came Mohammed and his 
growing number of followers and the Eastern iconoclasts acquired new sup¬ 
porters. In 726AD, a law was passed by Eastern emperors which prohibited the 
representation of the human figure in religious art. This law was known as the 
Iconaclast Edict. Those clerics with Western affiliations maintained that with 
such a large proportion of the population unable to read or write, it was necessary 
to use pictorial means to illustrate the stories of the Christian faith. They flatly 
insisted that without the right to use human representation to illustrate stories of 
Christianity, they would be stripped of their most effective educational tool. 
Following on the heels of the Iconoclast Edict came an inevitable period of 
destruction: frescoes were painted over and mosiacs were ripped from walls. 
Fortunately, the vandalism did not extend as far west as Ravenna and the mosiacs 
on her magnificent churches were spared. For a time, the artists and craftsmen of 
Constantinople attempted to go underground. They substituted illuminated 
manuscripts and icons for their larger frescoes and mosaics, since they could be 
easily concealed when necessary. By the beginning of the ninth century, there was 
a complete break between the Eastern Church of Constantinople and the Western 
one in Rome. By crowning Charlemagne, Holy Roman Emperor, the Pope af¬ 
firmed the ultimate decision making authority of the church in both civil and ec¬ 
clesiastical matters. The artists and craftsmen, encouraged by the Pope’s actions, 
traveled westward to Rome so that they might be again free to carry on their craft 
without fear of political or religious persecution.

That some glass windows had been set in some of Constantinople’s more important 
buildings is evident from various remarks attributed to members of the court; 
there were vague and intangible rumors that some had even been installed in the 
great Church of Santa Sophia. But, since no vestige of such work exists, we must 
assume that there is a reasonable doubt that any important window had ever been 
placed in this famous Byzantine church. 

Colored windows are found in later Eastern mosques. The pieces of glass are small 
and usually of poor quality. They do illustrate the important fact that when the 
pieces are kept small, the resulting effect is good despite the inferior quality of the 
base material. There is an example of this glass in Lord I-eighton's house in 
London. ((oniimiccl on page H)

Cloisonne: Healed Powdered Enamels 
Plaeed In Mel a I Grooves 



The Venerable Bede, in his history of the English abbots, mentions that his 
teacher, the abbot Biscop of Monkwearmouth, had the monastery chapel fitted 
with windows: in addition, he had glass workers from Gaul come to teach his 
people the art. This would place these windows in the early part of the eighth 
century but it is assumed that the windows contained no painted work. In the 
eleventh century, the windows of the chapter hosue at Monte Cassino were said to 
have been filled with colored glass glazed with lead and fixed with iron. 

The Byzantine artists and craftsmen did not terminate their westward journey at 
Rome but continued onward into Central France. They brought with them highly- 
perfected skills in illumination in fresco painting, and in the making of mosaics, 
but what is more important to us, their skill in the art of enameling. 

There are three main threads of history leading directly to the origin of stained 
glass: (1) discovery and making of glass; (2) early references to windows made 
will) plain or colored glass; (3) the story and origin of the art of enameling. 

he art "I enameling, the third and final thread leading to the very 
first authentic stained glass, might well be the most important link, 
lor it is to this art that wc owe the possibility of giving definition and 
detail to what heretofore could only be classified as plain glazing. 

The first known examples of the art of enameling found in the Western World were 
those used to define ornamental details upon the robes of metal sculpture, and 
were found as early as the fifth century BC in Greece. Slightly later, enamel was 
used by the Romans. After a short time, enameling seems to have disappeared or 
at least to have fallen out of general use in Rome. It again appears in Celtic Britain 
and Ireland around the third century AD. The enamelwork of the Irish is con¬ 
sidered to be far superior to that of their British cousins. 

The art of enameling may be defined as the process of applying a thin coat of glass 
(in powder form) to a metal, which when heated to a temperature of around 1400 
degrees Fahrenheit, melts and fuses to the metal. There are two types of 
enameling which are of interest to us for their relation to the art of stained glass. 
The first type, known as champleve, which literally means to gouge out. The 
second type is called cloisonne. Champleve is made by carving away metal areas 
and filling the hollows with enamel. Cloisonne is made by coldering narrow strips 
of metal (cloisons), place on end, to a metalbase plate, filling the areas between 
the strips with powdered enamel, and bringing the enamel to the melting point. 
Champleve may be distinguished from cloisonne in that champleve enamel will 
always have large areas of metal showing; in cloisonne there will be no areas of 
metal seen except the narrow strips used to divide one color from the other. Many 
times a combination of both types is used on the same piece. 

From the champleve’ enamels of third century Ireland to the first stained glass 
windows appearing in France in the eleventh century, quite a span of time elapses. 
During this time, the art of enameling traveled eastward from Ireland and 
ultimately to Constantinople. In similar fashion, an identical enameling art moved 
westward from Persia, where it found its way to the eastern capital. Artists and 
craftsmen inundated from both East and West by the new art of enameling, em¬ 
braced both champleve’ and cloisonne’ methods. In a relatively short period of 
time they brought both techniques to an advanced state of sophistication and 
perfection.

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When shopping in Italy, on 
the island ot Murano, I 
want to advise you to pre¬ 
pare yourself to endure the 
emotional storms of excite¬ 
ment and despair that 
easily affect so many visitors 
who browse through the 
glass “factory stores” that 
have been there for thou¬ 
sands of years. 

Like so many others, 
you too will be astonished at the texture, colors 
and effects patterned into the magnificence of the 
glass bowls, vases and plates created by the 
Murano glass workers. Beware, depression is likely 
to hit you as you become more and more 
frustrated that you can’t bring back more of this 
truly unique glass which you know has made the 
Murano island famous as a glass center since the 
Middle Ages. 

About the glass industry between the decline 
of the Roman Empire and the year 1000 little is 
known. Yet it has been recorded that at the time 
of the Crusades glass manufacturing began in 
Venice, and by the end of the 13th century a guild 
of glass-workers was set up and equipment to make 
glass was transferred, along with the guild, to the 
island of Murano. There, soon after, a fearsome 
council enforced the most severe penalties for 
betraying the immensely valuable secrets of 
making glass. The penalty then was most often 
death. It is known that armed guards patrolled the 
streets night and day and that hired assassins killed 
English and French agents who tried to bribe the 
glass workers to reveal the valuable secrets of 
making the most intricate and beautiful glass the 
world has ever seen. 

Portsmouth’s Todd Phillips of Salamandra 
Glass apprenticed for a year as a glassworker in 
Murano at the Venini glass factory. Had he lived 
during the ages where freedom of information was 
so vehemently suppressed, he probably would not 
have made his way back to Portsmouth, New 
Hampshire, to join with David Bellantone, a fellow 
glass creator, in the joint adventure in producing, 
every day in their market square glass works, some 
of the most incredibly beautiful glass glass buyers 
and collectors have ever seen. 

Besides his year in Murano, Todd studied also 
at New York’s Alfred University. There he met 
David Bellantone. David achieved his Master’s 
degree in Art from Alfred and completed also 
courses in glass and other arts at Oakland 
California College of Arts and Crafts. Together, 
now, they make glass with the same methods that 
haven’t changed for thousands of year. 

As though wielding magic wands, Todd and 
David with ageless tools, touch the glass in special 


ways to adorn it with harmonies of color, linear 
designs and pattern such magnificence into each 
piece that here, as in Venini, the visitors to 
Portsmouth and the Salamandra Glass are capti¬ 
vated by beauty and despaired that they can’t 
bring home all that is there to see. 

To watch the fascinating process of creativity 
first hand, visitors and collectors come to 
Portsmouth’s harbor area to see Todd and David 
combine beauty, function and art in contemporary 
glassware.

annealing ovens, temperature controlled, which 
allows the glass to harden as it is cooled gradually 

Modem art glass has already been given a 
place of honor and respect in many museums and 
art galleries. More and more it is being sought 
after by thousands of collectors who love and 
appreciate beautiful glass and who recognize at the 
same time it neither need be “antique” nor very 
expensive. 

Incidentally, because it was symbolic of the 
theme “created by fire”, Salamandra (Italian) was 
certainly an appropriate name to identify their 
glass. 

No one will follow you as you leave 
Portsmouth to keep you from revealing what you 
learned there. Quite the reverse, you may buy and 
take with you some of the glass on display or you 
may order, as you wish, one or a set of a pattern 
you can no longer live without. If you want to 
know in truth the actual secret of making 
Salamandra glass, it is clearly revealed in each 
signed piece —It’s in the glass, for everyone to see, 
as Todd and David create the stuff that dreams 
are made of.

How To Choose A Pipe 


hen making your selection you should 
choose the most expensive pipe you 
can afford, because there is a differ¬ 
ence. Experience will show you this. 
In selecting a pipe for size, shape and 
heauty you should get one that will be 
in accordance to your size and frame; a small man 
with a small pipe, etc. This is a rule of thumb, but 
if you have many pipes then choose one that will 
enhance your collection. 



PIPE CARE 

Before smoking your pipe the first time, 
moisten the inside of the bowl slightly with water. 

Fill your pipe not more than three-quarters 
lull. After the first few pipefuls, it may be filled to

the top. Pack tobacco firmly in the bowl, but 
never tightly. A loosely-filled pipe smokes hot; a 
tightly-packed pipe will not draw properly. 

Light your pipe carefully. Apply the flame 
evenly over the entire surface of the tobacco. The 
heat will cause it to rise in the bowl. Tamp it back 
into place, then again apply flame until your pipe 
is thoroughly lighted. Avoid scorching the rim in 
lighting. 

Smoke the tobacco all the way down to the 
bottom of the bowl. This causes even “caking” and 
opens the pores for more absorption. But don’t 
allow the cake or carbon deposit to exceed 1/16 of 
an inch (about the thickness of a penny) otherwise 
your bowl may crack. 

Empty your pipe immediately after smoking. 
A pipe cleaner through the stem will clear out 
moisture and obstructions. Never remove ashes or 
tobacco from your pipe by knocking against hard 
surfaces or by digging into the bowl with a sharp 
instrument. 

Never fill a pipe while it is hot and never 
remove mouthpiece from a pipe that is hot. To 
remove the mouthpiece, wait until the pipe is cold. 
Then place the palm of your hand around the 
mouthpiece and detach it from the bowl with a 
gentle twisting motion. Replace the same way. 
Never push the mouthpiece straight into the 
shank. This may split it. 

Pipes should be cleaned frequently. After 
smoking a pipe, it should be put into a rack with 
the bowl down. Gravity draws the moisture out of 
the shank into the bowl, where greater air 
circulation makes for quick evaporation. 

Pipes give more satisfaction and last longer if 
the smoker has several and rotates the use of them; 
never smoking a pipe two days in succession. 


The Scrutiny Of A Craftsman’s 
Eyes And Hands bind In Quality 
Control 

n the cutting room, an old man bends 
over a large, unrolled sheet of leather. 
His hand, gnarled from years of work, 
holds a cutting knife with the same 
finesse that an artist holds a brush. A 
few strokes of the blade and a leather 
cover is cut to the exact size of the Bible for which 
it is intended; a first step in a series of processes in 
which at least 23 skilled people will become 
involved. 

Because of the trend back to natural materials 
and natural ways of producing goods, Bible 
binding processes is given special attention. Many 
natural materials are used for covering Bibles 
including: calfskin, morocco, buffalo calf, and 
now denim. In no other form of bound printed 
material is the craftsman so necessary. 

The gold room at the bindery is not an 
executive board or an administration office. It is 
the room where the Bible page edges are gilded. 
Very unlike an office, the gold room is a unique 
combination of sanding machines, heat pressure 
machines and sweat. Young apprentices and older 
craftsmen put the unbound, raw pages of several 
Bibles in vise grip carts, sand the edges to perfect 
smoothness, and then apply gold or silver foil 
under heat pressure. 

In the making of Bibles, sewing is a most 
essential skill. Two women work in sewing the 
signatures together. One makes sure the pages are 
exactly aligned, and the other sews them by 
machine. On zipper Bibles, the zippers are sewn in 
by a lady using a machine very much like one 
which could be found in any home sewing room. 
In all of the sewing processes, the women involved 
seem to have a sense of accomplishment much like 
a seamstress who has just completed a new dress. 

Undoubtedly one of the most essential steps in 
Bible binding is the final inspection. The person 
who inspects the Bibles opens each one of them at 
several places to be sure there are no loose or 
uneven pages. This careful attention accomplishes 
what no machine could ever achieve—the skillful, 
experienced scrutiny of human hands and human 
eyes, the matchless pride in a fine finished 
product—these elements bind in quality in a Bible 
as in any a work of art.

In the narrow streets 
of the Medina— the section of the modem 
Moroccan city which was the site of the ancient 
central city “thousands of years old”—Dean and 
Judy Marcus bought “two tons of brass” from the 
Moroccan merchants and their shops, according to 
Mrs. Marcus.

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New Reflections On 
Old West Newbury 

hy should you buy a home in a little 
town without city sewerage, no public 
transportation, having but one police 
car and a volunteer tire department? 
With about eighty miles a day driving 
to and from work. Why would an 
obstetrician buy a hill and build his beautiful new 
home on top of it knowing full well once he gets 
down the snowy hill he probably won’t be able to 
get back up when his late night mercy mission is 
completed?
